To His Honor the Mayor of the City of Boston: 


S1rr,— In accordance with chapter 3, section 24, of the 
Revised Ordinances, the Boston Infirmary Trustees 
herewith respectfully submit their report for the year 
ending January 31, 1915. 

But one change has been made in the Board of 
Trustees: Mr. John F. Cusick was appointed to suc- 
ceed Mr. Joseph I. Stewart, whose term of service 
expired on April 30. 

On May 8 the Board organized by the election of 
Mr. Thomas A. McQuade, chairman, and Miss Mary A. 
Dierkes, secretary. 

Two appointments on the visiting medical staff have 
been made: Dr. Irving Sobotky, visiting laryngologist, 
and Dr. Ralph A. Hatch, visiting ophthalmologist. 

The department appropriation for the year was 
$205,200, whereas the expenditures exceed that figure 
by $8,924.52, amounting to $214,124.52.

The Long Island Hospital appropriation shows a 
deficit of $6,133.06, steamer ‘‘George A. Hibbard” a 
deficit of $2,633.53 and the Charlestown Almshouse 
appropriation a deficit of $899.89. 

The pauper expense account shows a balance of 
$43.46 and the office expense account a balance of 
$728.90. 

Although the Long Island Hospital expenditures 
exceeded the appropriation, they showed a decrease 
from the expenditures of 1913-14 of $6,553.04. The 
appropriation of $170,000 granted for Long Island 
was $22,755 less than the estimate given in the budget 
at the beginning of the year. 

The Charlestown Almshouse expenditures exceeded 
the appropriation by $899.89 and were $986.58 in excess 
of the expenditures of the previous year. An increase 
of $600 in salaries was anticipated. ‘The purchase of a 
horse increased the item ‘“‘ Agricultural Supplies.”’ Other 
than these two items the expenditures have been very 
nearly the same as in the previous year. In September 
the sum of $1,000 was added to the original appro- 
priation, raising it to $17,000. 

For the steamer ‘‘Hibbard” the expenditures 
amounted to $13,663.53 —$2,663.53 in excess of the 
appropriation and $2,579.78 in excess of the expendi- 
tures for 1913-14. Upon the demand of the United 
States Government, four deckhands were added to the 
crew, the salaries aggregating nearly $2,000. Addi- 
tional lifeboats and rafts have also been provided, and 
the cost of repairs has been $1,900. In September the 
sum of $3,000 was added to the original appropriation, 
raising it from $11,000 to $14,000. 

The average actual population at Long Island has 
been 1,000, an increase of 91 over the previous year. 

The per capita weekly expenditure has been $3.38 
for the entire institution; $5.99 in the hospital depart- 
ment and $2.20 in the almshouse department. The 
per capita cost after the income is deducted has been 
$3.14. 

At the Charlestown Almshouse the average actual 
population has been eighty-nine, a decrease of two from 
last year. The per capita weekly expenditure has been 
$3.64; the weekly per capita cost, $3.60.

The income for the Long Island Hospital for the 
year has been $12,487.38; for the Charlestown Alms- 
house, $191.64. 

On June 13 the graduation exercises of the Training 
School for Nurses were held at Long Island, and diplomas 
were awarded to thirteen nurses. 

Diplomas have been awarded to the following house 
officers: Bernard Rabinovitz, M. D., Leroy T. Stokes, 
M. D., Patrick J. O’Dea, M. D., William J. Curry and 
Hampartsoumian M. Nishan, B. A., M. D. 

The new buildings begun in 1913 are completed and 
occupied. 

The kitchen building provides storerooms and a 
cold storage and refrigerating plant with a capacity of 
seven tons of ice daily. It will now be possible to pur- 
chase supplies in large quantities at times when prices 
are most favorable and to make all the ice that is used 
on the island and a surplus besides. | 

The kitchen and bakery are equipped with the most 
approved machinery and appliances to minimize labor 
and secure the best results. In this building all the 
cooking for the entire institution for upward of twelve 
hundred people, officers and inmates, is done, except 
that done in the diet kitchens for the different hospital 
wards. The food is conveyed to the dining rooms 
through underground corridors, which connect the 
various buildings. The 1914 Christmas dinner was 
prepared in the new kitchen. 

The men’s dormitory has been rebuilt to form an 
administrative center for the entire group of buildings, 
and provides dormitories for men, isolation wards for 
nervous patients and dining rooms for all officers and 
employees, besides the general offices of the institution. 

Although much has been accomplished with the com- 
pletion of the above buildings, the ever increasing 
demand upon the facilities of the institution necessitates 
additional hospital wards and additional accommoda- 
tions for the nurses. ‘Through the courtesy of his 
Honor the Mayor and City Council, funds have been 
provided for this work and contracts have just been 
_ awarded for the erection of a nurses’ home with accom- 
modations for about eighty nurses and two ward build- 
ings with a capacity of fifty-four beds each.

The nurses’ home is fireproof throughout and, as it is 
designed in a court form, it gives a desirable exposure 
in every room. A modified Georgian style of archi- 
tecture has been used. The effect is obtained by simple 
brickwork lightened by stone bands and spotted by 
occasional carved shields. The building, as pictured in 
the accompanying cut, is the result of a study of the 
most recent homes erected in the East and contains 
every requirement essential to the comfort and safety 
of the occupants. Above all, a domestic and homelike 
aspect has been sought after, as the trustees desire to 
make the home attractive for the young women who 
temporarily give up their own homes to study at the 
hospital. While every convenience is furnished, it is 
all done simply and lacks the usual forbidding, institu- 
tional character. The approach to the building is 
through a courtyard which is to be embellished with a 
garden of old-fashioned flowers. The entrance leads 
across a spacious brick terrace, through a columned 
Georgian portal. Opposite the entrance vestibule lies 
the oak hall, the library and the beamed living room 
with its high oaken wainscot and random tile fireplace. 
Nearby is the superintendent’s suite, overlooking both 
entrance and livingrooms. ‘The solicitude of the trustees 
for the comfort of the nurses is shown in the allotment 
of an individual room for each nurse. These rooms are 
well lighted and comfortably arranged. The home has a 
gymnasium, a large lecture room and a kitchen for the 
serving of tea or light lunches, and a suite for the teaching 
of the latest ideas in dietetics. There is also an isolated 
dormitory where night nurses may sleep undisturbed 
during the day. From the roof garden, which affords 
facilities for exercise and recreation, one gets a magnifi- 
cent view looking across the water toward the harbor 
entrance. 

The plan for ward buildings calls for the addition of 
two one-story buildings connected with the men’s 
dormitory or administration center. These buildings 
are U-shaped with fireproof partitions and floor. The 
exterior is of stucco and the roof green slate. To safe- 
guard the lives of the patients, many of whom are aged 
and infirm, the buildings are to be built but one story 
high. Special study has been given to the possibility

of removing the patients in any emergency. A system 
of terraces with ramps eliminates all steps and the 
patients in their beds could quickly be wheeled out to 
safety. Each building contains two large wards, bath 
rooms, diet kitchen and a large day room for convales- 
cent patients. 

With the completion of these buildings it will be 
possible to furnish adequate accommodation for the 
present population, provide for the inmates of the 
Charlestown Almshouse and allow for expansion which 
is inevitable.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
ALMSHOUSE, CHARLESTOWN. 





CHARLESTOWN ALMSHOUSE, January 31, 1915. 
To the Boston Infirmary Trustees: | 


The report of the Charlestown Almshouse for the 
year ending January 31, 1915, is herewith respectfully 
submitted. 

As we are still in doubt as to the time for the removal 
of this almshouse to Long Island, no improvements or 
repairs have been made other than those which have 
been necessary for the comfort of the inmates and for 
the appearance and cleanliness of the buildings. As 
this institution is very old, it means almost constant 
repairing to keep it in good condition. 

During this year the women’s sun room has had a 
new roof put on, while that on the men’s sun room 
has been patched; also the hot water heater has been 
repaired. 

As heretofore, religious services have been held almost 
every Sunday afternoon which are open to all the 
inmates who desire to attend. 

I also take pleasure in mentioning the kind interest 
shown by the clergy of St. Frances de Sales Church. 
They have been untiring in their attention to the sick 
and each month one of the fathers has come to offer 
his services to the Catholics of the institution who 
desired to avail themselves of this opportunity. 

On several occasions during the year concerts and 
entertainments have been given, which helped to break 
the monotony for the inmates. One of the concerts 
was given by the Normal School Glee Club; another by 
the playground teachers of the Boston schools, who 
gave an exhibition of folk dancing; and a third by the 
Shut-In Club, who gave the Christmas entertainment 
and also distributed candy to all the inmates. To these 
people, who have aided us along these lines, we wish to 
extend our sincere thanks. 

As it was voted on June 8, 1898, to have this insti- 
tution at Charlestown an almshouse for women and aged 
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couples, it seems as if some provision should be made to 
still keep a home for these people, who are worthy poor, 
independent from the ordinary almshouse which takes 
poor of all classes. 

I wish to extend to the Board. my appreciation for 
their support during the year.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING MEDICAL STAFF 
OF THE LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL. 





Boston, January 31, 1915. 
To the Boston Infirmary Trustees: 


In our last report allusion was made to the fact that 
certain new hospital buildings had been begun. ‘These 
buildings have now been completed and are being used 
for the purposes of the hospital, thereby relieving many 
of the conditions which have interfered with com- 
plete efficiency in the past. Among the many advan- 
tages resulting from this increase of space we mention 
the new quarters for the house staff—a much needed 
improvement. The actual work of the hospital is 
largely dependent upon its house officers. It is there- 
fore important that the best possible men for these 
positions be secured. ‘To this end comfortable living 
conveniences are essential as well as provision for an 
instructive service comparable with that of other hos- 
pitals. As we have frequently pointed out, the oppor- 
tunities at the Long Island institution are exceptional 
for men of earnestness and enthusiasm. In order that 
these opportunities be further increased, it is eminently 
desirable that laboratories equal to those of other insti- 
tutions be established under the supervision of a com- 
petent director. We therefore wish to recommend the 
establishment of a pathological or chemical laboratory, 
or both, equipped in the most modern way, which shall 
serve as a center for research and for the routine work 
of the hospital. It is not to be doubted, were such 
laboratories established, that the hospital would greatly 
benefit, not only as a more adequate means of training 
young men for the practice of medicine but also, and 
even more important, as a means to the more adequate 
and scientific treatment of its patients. This would 
entail a considerable expense in equipment and also in 
the payment of an adequate salary to the director. We 
know of no way, however, judging from the experience 
of other institutions, in which money could be more 
advantageously expended. 
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It is apparent that the Long Island institution is 
under a certain handicap from the fact that it is difficult 
to reach and that the members of the visiting staff are 
under the necessity of adapting their time to the schedule 
of boats which are used for many other purposes. 
We therefore urge upon your Board the desirability 
of providing a boat which shall be solely at the disposal 
of the staff. This would greatly facilitate visits and 
thereby make possible a closer cooperation between the 
hospital and its visiting staff. 

The increased room provided by the new buildings 
makes reasonable requests for certain facilities and 
improvements which have long been needed. Among 
these is a separate room, provided with the necessary 
apparatus, in which plaster appliances may be made, 
together with suitable means for applying plaster, 
a very important adjunct to the proper treatment of 
many patients. The X-ray apparatus has not kept 
pace with progress in this important field. More 
adequate apparatus is desirable if the work in this 
department is to compare favorably with that in our 
other municipal institutions. A separate obstetric ward 
is essential. In this field of work the admixture of 
puerperal women in mixed wards is manifestly undesir- 
able. Means should be provided for their seclusion. 

In general, as we have often had occasion to say 
before, this hospital fills a very definite need in the com- 
munity and should be provided with facilities for the 
treatment of patients comparable to that of its sister 
institution for acute diseases, the Boston City Hos- 
pital. Were such facilities provided, it is not to be 
questioned that work of importance not only to the 
patients now resident at the hospital but to those who 
may come after and to the community at large would 
be accomplished. In this connection it is worthy of 
note that the habit of gifts to municipal institutions is 
increasing. The Long Island Hospital has, however, 
as yet not been considered by public-spirited citizens, 
in striking contrast to the City Hospital. We desire to 
impress upon the public the possibility of providing 
facilities for its varied work by such private donations. 
The hospital, for example, has no library; a gift of books, 
therefore, or of funds to buy them would be most 
acceptable. 

There have been no resignations from the staff since 
the date of our last report. The following appoint- 
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ments have been made: Dr. Irving Sobotky, visiting 
laryngologist, and Dr. Ralph A. MHatch, visiting 
ophthalmologist. 

We again beg to express our appreciation for the 
cooperation of your Board in developing the hospital 
and for the intelligent interest of its superintendent in 
all matters pertaining to its progress.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING PHYSICIAN OF THE 
ALMSHOUSE, CHARLESTOWN.

The number of patients treated during the past year 
has not differed much from that of previous years. We 
always have a large number of inmates under treatment. 
Almost every day one or more inmates are examined 
and treated by the physician, and we have had good luck 
in our efforts the past year. 

Only three inmates died. One man died very sud- 
denly of heart disease; one woman died of cerebral 
hemorrhage; another woman died of acute lobar 
pheumonia. 

Four men and seven women were transferred to 
Long Island for special hospital care; one man was 
transferred to the Psychopathic Hospital. 

Our success in helping all these patients is due in 
great part to the faithful assistance rendered by the 
matrons of the medical department.

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LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL TRAINING SCHOOL 
FOR NURSES. 


This training school is established to give a systematic 
course of training and practice to women in the care 
of patients, and to fit them as trained nurses for any 
class of cases. 

The school is connected with the Long Island Hospital, 
which is located on one of the most beautiful and 
salubrious islands of Boston Harbor. The hospital 
building is new and modern in all its appointments 
and contains over three hundred beds. 

The superintendent of the hospital has the general: 
supervision of all matters relating to the school. The 
superintendent of nurses has the immediate charge of 
all the nursing in the hospital, of all persons employed 
in the wards, and also the instruction and management 
of the pupils i in the training school. 

The course requires two years, and includes medical, 
surgical, maternity and infant nursing. 

Instruction is given by means of lectures, demonstra- 
tions, recitations on the same and from text-books, and 
teaching at the bedside in the regular performance of 
duties. Regular courses of lectures are given by the 
house physicians and members of the medical staff. 

Weekly classes in the principles of nursing are con- 
ducted by the superintendent of nurses. 

Preliminary course extends during two months of 
probation, and includes hygiene of hospital wards, 
nursing ethics, points in practical nursing, beds and bed 
making, baths, carrying of trays and feeding of helpless 
patients, giving of medicines, of enemata, and use of 
female catheter; preparation and giving of hypodermic 
injections, prevention and care of bed sores, care of 
convalescent patients; management of ward supplies, 
care of hot water bottles and ice caps; taking of pulse, 
respirations and temperatures; keeping of clinical charts; 
attendance with junior class at lectures and autopsies 
as they come in order. 

Junior Year.— Subjects covered: Anatomy and phys- 
iology, bacteriology, materia medica, treatment in 
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diseases, medical and surgical dressing, urine analysis, 
microscopic examination of sputum and excreta, demon- 
stration in practical nursing and bandaging; observa- 
tion in lying-in room, operating room and X-ray room; 
care of infectious cases, giving medical treatments, 
surgical dressings, making of surgical and obstetrical 
supplies; nursing care of infants and children; night 
duty; preparation and care of the dead. 

Senior Year.— In weekly classes the subjects followed 
are obstetrics, gynecology, surgical and operating room 
technique, orthopedic nursing, administration of anzs- 
thetics, radiology and electrotherapeutics; diseases and 
treatments of the eye, ear, nose and throat; diseases of 
the skin, complications and management in diseases of 
the kidneys and urinary system, the heart and circulatory 
system; insanity and nervous diseases; nursing care of 
feeble-minded children; treatment of diseases of the 
respiratory organs; preventive, curative measures, and 
general management of tuberculosis; nursing care of 
chronic and incurable patients; service in operating 
room and lying-in room, infant feeding and preparation 
of milk formule. 

Senior nurses assume responsibility of the management 
of the wards in the absence of the head nurse in charge, 
admitting patients into the wards, discharging of the 
same, listing and care of patients’ clothing, charting, 
keeping of nurses’ records, giving treatments and ful- 
fillment of doctor’s orders; serving of special diets to 
patients. 

An extended course is given in dietetics and invalid 
cooking, covering lectures and practical demonstrations 
on the chemical composition of foods, food values, 
sources and classifications; uses and preparations of 
foods and beverages, with methods of serving the 
same. 

Course in massage, where by means of lectures and 
practical demonstrations and manipulations the details 
of such treatments are taught and the art of applying 
judiciously and according to physiological laws the 
various passive and resistive movements. 

Candidates will be received between the ages of 
twenty and thirty years (married women are not desired). 
They must be of sound health and have teeth in good 
condition. They should send a brief personal history 
and give the names and addresses of responsible persons, 
not of their own kin, who know their good character 
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and capabilities. If their recommendations are satis- 
factory to the superintendent, they will be received for 
two months on probation. 

A personal interview is required of all candidates 
desiring to enter the training school. For this purpose, 
‘‘nasses’’ for the steamer ‘‘ Monitor” will be furnished 
upon application to the superintendent of nurses, who 
arranges to see candidates on Saturday afternoons. 

At the end of the second month, candidates, if con- 
sidered satisfactory to the authorities in charge of the 
hospital, are permitted to join the school upon signing 
an agreement to complete the prescribed course of two 
years and to conform to all rules. 

The right is reserved by the authorities of the hos- 
pital to terminate, at any time, the connection of any 
pupil for inefficiency, misconduct, generally unsatisfac- 
tory record, or for any other reason which may be 
deemed sufficient. Nurses marrying during course 
of training must sever connections with the school. 

While the education and training which are afforded 
are intended to be a full equivalent for their services, 
there is given the pupils, toward defraying their neces- 
sary personal expenses, $10 per month during the first 
year and $12 per month for the second year. 

If pupils successfully fulfill the requirements for the 
full term of two years and pass the necessary examina- 
tions, they will, upon the termination of their service, 
receive a diploma from the hospital. 

There are no fixed dates for the beginning of service; 
accepted candidates may enter whenever vacancies 
occur, but are usually received in order of application 
and acceptance. 

Pupils are not permitted during their training to 
leave the training school to nurse sick relatives or 
friends. 

Pupils are required to wear the training school uniform 
after they join the school. 

Hours of duty for day nurses are from 7 a. m. to 
8 p. m.; for night nurses from 8 p.m. to7 a.m. Each 
nurse on day duty is allowed two hours for rest and 
recitations, four hours on Sundays and holidays, and a 
fortnightly twenty-four hour leave of absence. Nurses 
on night duty are required to be in bed until 4 p. m. 
Nurses will be called on for two or more months’ regular 
night duty during each year’s training.

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APPHINDIX - II. 


Chapter 395 of the Acts of 1897, as Amended by Chapter 
- 461 of the Acts of 1897. 


AN ACT TO ESTABLISH SEPARATE DEPARTMENTS OF THE CITY 
OF BOSTON FOR THE CARE OF CHILDREN, PAUPERS, INSANE 
PERSONS AND CRIMINALS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. The Children’s Institutions Department, the 
Pauper Institutions Department, the Insane Hospital Depart- 
ment and the Institutions Registration Department, of the City 
of Boston, are hereby created as departments of said city, and 
shall be under the charge of the officers herein designated there- 
for. Said officers shall be citizens or taxpayers of said city, and 
shall be appointed by the mayor of said city without confirma- 
tion by the board of aldermen. The provisions of chapter two - 
hundred and sixty-six of the Acts of the year eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five, and of all other acts relating to the depart- 
ments of the City of Boston, or the officers or employees thereof, 
except as otherwise herein provided, shall be applicable to said 
departments and the officers and employees thereof. 

Sect. 2. Each of said departments, except the Institutions 
Registration Department, shall be under the charge of a board 
of seven trustees, at least two of whom shall always be women; 
during the current year one of said trustees for each of said 
departments shall be appointed for the term of. five years, two 
for the term of four years, one for the term of three years, two 
for the term of two years and one for the term of one year, 
beginning with the first day of May in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety-seven; and hereafter in the year in which any 
term or terms shall expire a trustee or trustees shall be appointed 
for the term of five years, beginning with the first day of May 
in the year of appointment; any vacancy occurring among said 
trustees shall be filled by appointment of a trustee as aforesaid 
for the remainder of the term. Said trustees shall serve with- 
out compensation, but all expenses reasonably incurred by 
them in the performance of their duty shall be paid by said 
city if approved by a recorded vote of the board of which the 
trustee incurring such expense is a member. They shall 
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organize on the first Monday of May in each year, or as soon 
thereafter as may be, by the choice of a chairman who shall be 
one of their number and of a secretary who may or may not, 
at their discretion, be one of their number. No such trustee, 
nor any person in the employ of any of said trustees or depart- 
ments, shall be interested in a private capacity, directly or 
indirectly, in any contract or agreement for labor or for articles 
furnished for any of said departments. 

Sect. 3. The board of trustees for the Children’s Institu- 
tions Department shall be known as the trustees for children, 
and shall have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties 
relating to children, or to any institution or place in which 
they are confined or detained or cared for, including the House 
of Reformation, now conferred by the statutes of this Com- 
monwealth upon the institutions commissioner of the City of 
Boston, except as to children lawfully committed to or detained 
in institutions established for the care and custody of the adult 
insane paupers and criminals. 

Sect. 4. The board of trustees for the Pauper Institutions 
Department shall be known as the pauper institutions trustees, 
and, except as otherwise provided by section three of this act, 
shall have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties relat- 
ing to poor and indigent persons, or to any institution or place 
in which they are confined or detained or cared for, now con- 
ferred by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the insti- 
tutions commissioner of the City of Boston. 

Sect. 5. The board of trustees for the Insane Hospital 
Department shall be known as the insane hospital trustees, 
and shall have the general care and control of the Boston lunatic 
hospital established by the City of Boston under the provisions 
of chapter one hundred and thirty-one of the Acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and thirty-nine, and all other hospitals that 
said city has established, or may hereafter establish, for the 
care or treatment of the insane, and the same shall hereafter 
be known as the Boston Insane Hospital; and said trustees 
shall have all the powers relating to the insane and to the insti- 
tutions in which they are confined, conferred by the statutes 
of the Commonwealth upon the institutions commissioner of 
the City of Boston. 

Sect. 6. The Institutions Department of the City of Boston 
shall hereafter be styled the Penal Institutions Department, and 
the institutions commissioner shall hereafter be styled the penal 
institutions commissioner, and he shall continue to have, 
exercise and perform all the powers and duties now conferred by 
the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions 
commissioner of the City of Boston not conferred by this act 
upon any other officer or board of trustees. The penal institu- 
tions commissioner may, with the approval of said mayor, 
appoint one assistant. 
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Sect. 7. The Institutions Registration Department shall be 
under the charge of the institutions registrar, who shall investi- 
gate all questions relating to the settlement of paupers, to the 
commitment of the insane, or to the agency for discharged 
prisoners, or to any rights, duties or liabilities connected there- 
with, and report thereon to the department interested therein; 
and shall perform such services relating to the accounts and to 
the collection, registration and tabulation of statistics relating 
to said departments, or any of them, as may be required of him 
by said mayor or by the officer or trustees in charge of any of 
said departments, with the approval of said mayor. Said 
registrar shall receive an annual salary of three thousand 
dollars, or such other salary as may be fixed by ordinance. 

Sect. 8. Said mayor shall quarterly, in the months of June, 
September, December and March, and at such other times and 
at such places as he shall appoint, hold conferences, at which 
may be present said penal institutions commissioner, said insti- 
tutions registrar, two members of each of the aforesaid boards of 
trustees, to be selected by such boards severally, and two mem- 
bers of the board of overseers of the poor, to be selected by such 
board, to consider any subjects relating to the work of said 
departments, or of any two or more of them, or to the co-ordi- 
nation of such work, and at said conferences said mayor shall 
preside. 

Sect. 9. The City of Boston may take and hold any real or 
personal property which may be given, granted, bequeathed or 
devised to and accepted by it for the benefit of any one or more 
of said departments or of the persons under the care thereof. 
Such property or the income thereof shall be used, applied and 
disposed of according to the lawful directions of the donor 
thereof, by the officers in charge of such department or 
departments. 

Sect. 10. Any officers or employees of the Institutions 
Department of the City of Boston, whose tenure of office or 
position may be affected by this act or the carrying out thereof, 
may be appointed to similar positions in said city at any time 
within six months of the passage of this act, without civil service 
examination or enrolment. 

Sect. 11. No veteran holding an office in the Institutions 
Department of the City of Boston shall be removed or sus- 
pended, or shall without his consent be transferred from such 
office or employment, except after a full hearing before the 
mayor, and at such hearing the veteran shall have the right to 
be present and to be represented by counsel. Such removal, 
suspension or transfer shall be made only upon the written order 
of the mayor. [Approved May 13, 1897. 
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Chapter 393 of the Acts of 1908. 


An ACT TO CHANGE THE NAME OF THE PAUPER INSTITUTIONS 
DEPARTMENT IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SEcTION 1. The pauper institutions trustees, as established 
by chapter three hundred and ninety-five of the Acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and ninety-seven, shall hereafter be known as 
the Boston infirmary trustees, and the Pauper Institutions 
Department shall be known as the Boston Infirmary Depart- 
ment. 

SectT.2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Application for commitment of insane is made by an 
official of this department to the judges of the Probate 
Court. 

The law relating to the commitment of the insane is 
contained in chapter 504, Acts of 1909. 

Patients are sent to the following public hospitals: 
Boston State Hospital, Worcester State Hospital, Taun- 
ton State Hospital, Danvers State Hospital, West- 
borough State Hospital, Norfolk State Hospital and 
Monson State Hospital. 

Norfolk State Hospital is for dipsomaniacs or inebri- 
ates and those who are so addicted to the intemperate 
use of narcotics or stimulants as to have lost the power 
of self-control. 


INSTITUTIONS REGISTRATION DEPARTMENT. _ 


Monson State Hospital is for epileptic patients, sane 
and insane. 

Before sending a patient to a private hospital arrange- 
ments should be made with that hospital for receiving 
the patient. 

No person shall be committed to a hospital for the 
insane, public or private, unless he has been an inhabi- 
tant of the Commonwealth for six months immediately 
preceding the application for commitment, or pro- 
vision has been made for his maintenance satisfactory 
to the State Board of Insanity, or by reason of insanity 
he would be dangerous if at large. 

Commitment forms may be had by applying at the 
office of the Institutions Registration Department, City 
Hall (basement), Room 5, or at the office of the State 
Board of Insanity, Room 36, State House. 

Hearings for commitment of insane are held by the 
judges of the Probate Court, Courthouse, Pemberton 
square, at twelve o’clock every day except Saturdays 
and legal holidays. 

This rule may be somewhat modified during the 
months of July and August, vacation time. 

When application for commitment is made it is 
desirable that the committing physician notify a relative 
of the patient (the nearest one when possible) to apply 
at the office of the Institutions Registration Depart- 
ment in order to give the necessary information required. 

Arrangements for the payment of board should be 
made with the superintendent of the hospital to which 
the patient is sent. 

In order to be committed from Boston to a hospital 
for the insane the patient must reside or be in this 
county. 

When a woman is sent to a hospital, unless accom- 
panied by her father, husband, brother or son, one of 
the attendants accompanying her must be a woman. 

Patients are taken to the hospitals by an official 
designated for that purpose, and they are taken in such 
a manner as to avoid all publicity.

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Il. Tue Work oF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The work of the department has grown as a result of: 

1. The transfer of jurisdiction over claims not 
exceeding $500 in amount from the City Council to the 
Law Department, which now hears the claimants and 
adjudicates the claims. 

2. The increase in the number and importance of 
legislative bills directly and indirectly affecting the City 
of Boston. 

3. The operation of the Workmen’s Compensation 
Act. 

4. The strict enforcement of the building laws. 


IMPORTANT LEGISLATION. 


Among the most important legislative acts of the year 
1914 which affected the City of Boston were: 


Chapter 782, which strengthened the building laws of the 


ity. 

Chapter 795, which established the office of Fire Prevention 
Commissioner for the metropolitan district. 

Chapter 730, which changed the date of the city election 
from January (first Tuesday after the second Monday) to 
December (sixth Tuesday after the State election), and which 
reduced the number of signatures required to nominate munic- 
ipal officers from 5,000 to 3,000 on a petition to nominate the 
Mayor, and 2,000 on petition to nominate a member of the 
City Council or a member of the School Committee. 

Chapter 630, which provided for a redivision of the city into 
wards by the City Council. 

Chapter 569,-which confirmed land takings previously made 
without due formality. 

Chapter 738, which abolished the Parental School and estab- 
lished in place thereof disciplinary day schools under the 
control of the School Committee. 


REVISION OF ORDINANCES AND CONSOLIDATION OF 
STATUTES. 


The city ordinances were revised by the department 
during the year. This work was much needed as the last 
previous revision was in 1898. There is now a valuable 
consolidation in one volume of the statutes affecting 
the city up to and including the year 1896. This work 
should be carried forward so as to embrace the statutes 
since enacted, and it is hoped that a beginning may be 
made in the coming year.

DISPOSITION OF SUITS. 


Decisions of the Supreme Judicial Court for the Common- 
wealth. 


Boston Lodge of Elks v. Boston. (217 Mass. 176, Taxation.)— 
This decision established the right of the city to tax the Elks’ 
Home, as the main mission to which the real estate is devoted is 
social and festive rather than charitable. 

Millen v. Boston. (217 Mass. 471, Contract.)— Decision 
holds that the Schoolhouse Commissioners have no legal 
authority without the assent of the Mayor to waive a provision 
in a contract requiring orders for extras to be in writing. 

Charlesbank Homes v. Boston. (218 Mass. 14, Taxation.)— 
Decision reverses a judgment for the plaintiff in the sum of 
$3,184.78 and establishes the right of the city to tax the land 
and buildings of a charitable corporation consisting of a model 
apartment house in which the apartments are leased to deserv- 
ing tenants for small rents. 

Hunter v. Boston. (218 Mass. 535, Bill in Equity.)— 
Decision reverses the decree of the lower court and establishes 
the right of the city to recoup damages amounting to $4,750 
sustained by the city through a breach of the contract out of 
funds retained by the city under the contract as security for 
material and labor claims. 

Smith v. Hyde Park (Boston). (219 Mass. 168, Tort for 
Personal Injuries.)—Decision reverses verdict for the plaintiff 
in the sum of $2,250 on the ground that there was no evidence 
to charge the defendant with notice of the existence of the 
defect and on the further ground that the mere digging of a 
ditch does not warrant an inference that the ditch would not 
have been dug unless the officers of the city permitted it. 

Murphy et al. y. Curley et al. (December 31, 1914).— 
Petition for a writ of mandamus. “The power of the Mayor to 
remove the members of the Board of Appeal was sustained. 
Court ordered petition dismissed. 

Murray v. City of Boston. (December 31, 1914.)— Tort to 
recover damages for the bursting ofa water pipe. The Court

held that it was a question for the jury whether the city itself 
and on its own account did the work of relaying the pipe to 
make way for the construction of the Tremont Street Subway 
or whether the Boston Transit Commission did the work. If 
the city did the work under orders from the Transit Commission 
and did it negligently the city would be liable.

ENFORCEMENT OF BUILDING Law. 


During the past year the Building Department re- 
ferred to the Law Department 1,068 new cases, of which 
838 were for insufficient or improper egress and 230 
were for other violations of the building law. Each of 
these cases received the attention of this department, 
a registered letter being mailed to the owner or agent 
of each building involved, followed by other correspond- 
ence and, in many cases, by personal interviews with 
the owners or agents or by visits to the premises com- 
plained of, 
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The work required by the Building Department has 
been performed in a large majority of these cases; 2. e., 
436 of them have been finally closed and in about 400 
others reports show that the work has been or is being 
done. These 400 cases are held open pending the 
final reports of the Building Department. The remain- 
ing cases came late in the year and no definite reports 
of progress have yet been received. 

In addition to the above cases nearly 400 old cases 
were finally closed. One hundred and six suits were 
brought in the Equity Court to enforce the demands 
of the Building Department; of these 96 are closed 
and 10 are pending. 

The number of complaints from the Building Depart- 
ment has nearly trebled since 1912, the first year the 
work was taken over by the Assistant Corporation 
Counsel now in charge of it, the number of cases referred 
to this department in 1912 being 407 as against 1,048 in 
the year just closed. 


Cove STREET BRIDGE. 


The most important case against the city, the suit 
of the Boston Terminal Company for damages on 
account of the city’s taking of the company’s land and 
the laying out of Cove street over its tracks, has been 
settled. The city is to pay no damages and the com- 
pany is to remove the Cove Street Bridge at its own 
expense. The street was discontinued, after a public 
hearing, by order of the Street Commissioners, dated 
December 7, 1914. 

CONCLUSION. 


There is a great deal of other very important work 
which has been done by the Law Department in the 
ordinary routine, such as the drafting and approval 
of contracts, the drawing of deeds, releases, bonds and 
other documents, the examination of titles, the writing 
of opinions, the giving of advice orally to the various 
departments, the drafting of legislative bills and appear- 
ing before legislative committees, which do not require 
detailed presentation in this report, as your Honor is 
already sufficiently acquainted with most of it, and as 
it would not be of much interest to the general reader.

Sir,— The Board of Trustees of the Public Library 
of the City of Boston present the following report of its 
condition and affairs for the year ending January 31, 
1915, being their sixty-third annual report. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE BOARD. 


The Board organized on May 5, 1914, by the election 
of Josiah H. Benton as president, William F. Kenney, 
vice-president, and Della Jean Deery, clerk. 

Josiah H. Benton, a member of the Board, was 
reappointed, and qualified for the term ending April 30, 
1919. | 


RECEIPTS OF THE LIBRARY. 


The receipts of the library are of two classes: First, 
those which are to be expended by the trustees in the 
maintenance of the library. These consist of the annual 
appropriation by the City Council and the income 
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from trust funds, given to the trustees but invested by 
the City Treasurer under the direction of the Finance 
Committee of the city. During the past year these 
receipts were as follows:

Second, receipts which are accounted for and paid 
into the city treasury for general municipal purposes. 
These consist of receipts from fines for the detention of 
books, from sales of finding lists, bulletins and cata- 
logues; from commissions paid for the use of telephone 
facilities; from sales of waste; from payments for lost 
books, and from money found in the library. These 
receipts, during the year, have been as follows:

The $426.36 received for lost books, being received 
only to replace lost library property, is, when paid into 
the city treasury, added to the appropriation for library 
maintenance. A balance sheet showing all the receipts 
and expenditures of the Library Department in detail 
is hereinafter contained. 


Crry APPROPRIATION. 


Nearly all the money which the trustees can use for 
the maintenance and working of the library system 
comes from the annual appropriation by the City Council. 

During the past ten years the estimates of the 
trustees, the recommendations by the Mayor and the 
amounts appropriated by the City Council have been 
as follows:

The appropriations for these ten years have averaged 
$4,922 less than the estimates of the Board. In 1906 
and 1910 the appropriations equaled the estimates, 
but in 1914 the appropriation was $30,619 less than 
the estimate. This is not said by way of complaint, 
because we are aware of the limitations which neces- 
sarily govern the Council in making appropriations for 
maintenance. It is only stated to dispel the illusion 
which the examining committee and many others 
seem to have that the trustees have only to ask for 
money to get it. 


Hours oF SERVICE. 


The hours of service at the Central Library and 
branches remain unchanged except that by making the 
Codman Square Reading Room into a branch, service 
in the forenoon is now provided at that station. 


ADDITIONS TO THE LIBRARY. 


During the year 46,963 volumes have been added to 
the library collection, as compared with 37,606 added 
in 1913. Of these, 37,295 were purchased, 7,327 were 
given to the library, and the remainder were received 
by exchange, binding of periodicals into volumes, etc. 
There were purchased for the Central Library 15,150 
volumes and 22,145 for the branch libraries and reading 
room stations. ' 

The total amount expended for books, including 
$7,470.49 for periodicals, $1,919.34 for newspapers, and 
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$602.78 for photographs, was $59,563.18, or about 14.3 
per cent of the entire expense of the library for all 
purposes. 

The corresponding expenditure for the year 1913 was 
$49,094.70, including $7,452.72 for periodicals, $2,000 
for newspapers, and $823.36 for photographs, or about 
12.3 per cent of the entire expense of the library. 

The average cost of all books purchased was $1.31 
per volume, as against $1.42 in 19138. Of the books 
purchased, 34,608 were bought from money appro- 
priated by the city, at an average cost of $1.14 a volume, 
and 2,687 were bought with the income of trust funds, 
at an average cost of $3.65 a volume. ‘The correspond- 
ing figures for 1913 were: Bought from city appropria- 
tion, 22,445; average cost, $1.02, from trust funds 
income, 4,871; average cost, $3.23. 


Book CIRCULATION AND USE OF THE LIBRARY. 


There were issued during the year for direct home 
use 274,669 volumes at the Central Library, compared 
with 260,965 issued in 1913, and from the Central Li- 
brary through the branches and reading room stations 
76,816 others, while the branches and reading room 
stations also issued 1,451,514 volumes for direct home 
use. The corresponding figures in 1913 were 82,782 
and 1,300,348. There were also issued from the Central 
Library, branches and reading room stations, for use at | 
schools and institutions, 209,590 volumes, as against 
204,878 issued in 1913, making the entire issue for use 
outside the library buildings 2,012,589 vclumes, as 
compared with 1,848,973 in 19138. 

The use of the library for general reference and study 
is unrestricted. It is therefore impracticable to record 
this use statistically. Its extent, however, is shown by 
the fact that about half a million call slips for the table 
use of books in Bates Hall in the Central Library alone 
are required during the year. ‘The daily use of books 
and other library material in the Central Library and 
in the branches is doubtless many times greater than 
the home use of books drawn out upon cards. 


BINDING AND REPAIR OF BOOKS. 


During the year 40,633 volumes have been bound in 
the bindery,,as against 38,530 in 1913. Beside this, a 
large amount of miscellaneous work has been completed, 
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such as the folding, stitching and trimming of 192,064 
library publications, compared with 183,423 in 1913, 
and the mounting of maps and photographs, the - 
repairing of books and making of periodical covers, etc. 
The expense of performing this necessary miscellaneous 
work is equivalent to about 17 per cent of the total 
expense of the department. The ability to doit promptly 
in our own bindery greatly promotes the convenience, 
economy and efficiency of the library work. 


PRINTING AND BINDING DEPARTMENTS. 


In 1894 there was no regular printing department 
to which salaries were charged. The services of Mr. 
Lee of the Catalogue Department were employed in 
getting the printing department into shape. His 
salary in the Catalogue Department in 1894 was $611. 

Mr. A. A. Kingman did the printing of the catalogue 
cards in the building and was paid for it, while the other 
printing of bulletins, forms, reports, etc., was done by 
Rockwell & Churchill, who were paid for it. The total 
expense in 1894 was $11,938.38, which includes $3,250 
for a linotype machine, leaving $8,688.38 for expense. 
In 1895 the expenses were $6,312.92. Then, beginning 
with 1896, the salaries in the printing department were 
$3,761.99 and the total expenses $12,355.62. The 
expense for salaries and the total expenses of the depart- 
ment have increased from that time until they are now 
$6,776.50 for salaries and $12,375.73 for total expenses, 
which, of course, includes salaries. The average 
expense for salaries from 1896 to 1913 has been $6,085.01, 
and the average total expense for the same period has 
been $11,647.08, varying in different years as we pur- 
chased linotypes or other equipment. 

In 1894 the salaries in the bindery were $10,561.07 
and the total expenses $14,213.58. The binding was 
then done in the building, and from 1895 to 1902 this 
continued to be the case. The printing department 
and bindery were located in what is now the. patent 
room and the patents were in the Elliott Room, now 
one of the children’s rooms. In 1902 the printing 
department and bindery were removed to rooms in 
Stanhope street, and in 1912 they were again removed 
to their present quarters on Columbus avenue. In 1895 
the expense of the bindery for salaries was $10,626.87 
and the total expenses $14,974.56. The number of 
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books bound in that year was 17,096. Since then the 
expenses have steadily increased until the total expense 
now is $35,574.67, of which $28,612.88 is for salaries. 
The average annual expense for salaries from 1895 has 
been $20,970.44. The average total expense has been 
$25,794.68, and the average number of books bound in 
a year has been 31,398. ‘The volumes are of all styles 
and kinds of binding, and in addition there have been 
rebinding of volumes, mounting of maps and_ photo- 
eraphs, etc., stitching and folding library publications. 

The total expense of both printing and binding 
departments is now about 12 per cent of the entire 
expense of the library. . 


LIBRARY COOPERATION WITH SCHOOLS, ETc. 


The trustees continue to codperate with the educa- 
tional work of the schools, and during the past year 
the library has supplied with books 30 branches and 
reading rooms, 155 public and parochial schools, 62 
engine houses and 388 other institutions, and sends out 
upon the average from the Central Library about 400 
volumes every day by its delivery wagons. The number 
of volumes sent on deposit from the Central Library © 
through the branch system was 42,039, of which 10,278 
were sent to schools. ‘There were also sent from the 
branches themselves and from two of the largest read- 
ing rooms 29,678 volumes on deposit, distributed 
among 184 places. Of these, 23,850 were sent to schools. 
That is to say, not only is the collection of the Central 
Library used as a reservoir from which books may be 
drawn for use in the branches and reading rooms, but 
each of the branches and reading rooms is in itself a 
reservoir from which books are drawn for use by teachers 
in schools in its immediate vicinity. ) 


East Boston BRANCH. 


The new building built for this branch was opened to 
public use April 21, 1914. 

This building is in every respect conveniently arranged 
for the operation of this branch. It is built of brick, 
with stone dressings, and is finished throughout in oak, 
with floors of cork tile in the principal rooms. The 
public entrances are from Meridian street, with service 
entrances on the rear, from Border street. There is 
also a side entrance, with an approach from Meridian 
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street. A sub-basement contains the heating appa- 
ratus, the first floor is devoted to the children’s reading 
room and the second floor is devoted to the reading room 
for adults. Ui! 

The usual service rooms, toilet rooms and offices are 
provided. All the books are on open access cases, imme- 
diately available to readers without formality. The 
rooms are excellently lighted in the daytime, while the 
evening lighting, by the indirect electric system, is 
entirely successful. 

The original appropriation for this building, including 
land and fittings, was $100,000. It has been possible 
to complete it for the sum of $93,800, as shown by the 
following statement:

The architect of the building was James E. Mc- 
Laughlin and the contractors were the John F. Griffin 
Company. 


BROADWAY EXTENSION AND Mt. PLEASANT READING 
Rooms. 

The municipal buildings on Tyler and Vine streets, 
which, respectively, contain rooms for the Broadway 
Extension and Mt. Pleasant Reading Rooms, are nearly 
completed, and will be ready for occupancy by the 
library when the furniture and fittings are provided by 
the Public Buildings Department, which is constructing 
the buildings. This work has been long delayed for 
reasons beyond our control. 


FANEUIL READING Room. 

The property 100 Brooks street, Faneuil, Brighton, 
has, during the year, been held under lease for the occu- 
pancy of the Faneuil Reading Room. The building, 
excellently adapted to the purposes of the reading room, 
was formerly the chapel of the Faneuil Congregational 
Church, and is located in the center of the district. 
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Funds for its purchase have been provided by a transfer 
of unexpended balances of the appropriations for the - 
new branch buildings in Charlestown and East Boston. 


BEQUESTS OF FRANCIS SKINNER AND MEHITABLE C. C. 
WILSON. 


The trustees have received a final payment of $133.87, 
completing the sum of $1,000 bequeathed to the lbrary 
under the will of Mehitable C. C. Wilson, of Cambridge, 
all of which has been funded as the ‘‘ Mehitable C. C. 
Wilson Fund,” the income to be used for the purchase 
of books. 

The sum of $35,000 has also been received as payment 
in part of a bequest to the library under the will of 
Francis Skinner, of Boston. Of this sum, $34,450 has 
been funded under the name of the ‘‘Francis Skinner 
Fund,” and the balance of $550, now held in cash, to- 
gether with subsequent payments to be received from 
this bequest, will be added to the fund and the income 
used for the purchase of books. 

The library has also received under Mr. Skinner’s 
will his private library, comprising about 3,250 volumes 
of miscellaneous works. 


ESTIMATES FOR 1915. 


The estimates of the amount required for the main- 
tenance of the library during the coming year, sent in as 
required by city ordinance, amounted to $417,688. 
This is an increase of a little more than 4 per cent over 
the estimated expenditures of the present year. But 
the amount that was appropriated by the Council last 
year was $400,000, about 7 per cent less than the trustees 
asked for, and was not sufficient to enable the library 
to be operated to the point of highest efficiency. Even 
in the upkeep of the plant we were obliged to defer 
certain repairs which would have been carried out if the 
funds at our command had permitted. 

An allowance of $10,000, about 35 per cent of the 
present authorized salary schedule, is added to the 
estimates to provide for equitable salary increases 
during the year. No other allowance is made for indi- 
vidual salary increases above the schedule now fixed 
as shown in the detailed estimate sheets. The expense 
of the whole library system last year was only about 
26 cents of the $17.50 rate of the tax levy. The increase 
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asked for this year is only about 2 cents of a tax levy 
of this amount, which would make the total expense 
of running the library about 28 cents of such a tax rate.. 


THE NEED oF ADDITIONAL Books For BrRAncH USE. 


Last year we called attention to the immediate and 
imperative necessity for additional copies of standard 
books for the branches and for the deposit collection of 
the branches and stated that it was impossible to satisfy 
the reasonable demands of the public with the present 
supply of such books. During the year 9,073 volumes 
have been bought to meet this need, requiring an

The income of these trust funds is used only for the 
purchase of books, and the income of $154,533 can be 
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used only for books in special classes of literature or to 
be placed in certain designated branches or departments 
of the library. The income of $121,750 must be spent 
for books designated as of ‘‘permanent value”’ only. 
The income of only $228,584.01 is unrestricted. 

Besides the amounts enumerated, the trustees have 
received and paid to the City Treasurer the sum of 
$878.34 on the Alice Lincoln Whitney Fund, and $550 
on the Francis Skinner Fund, which sums for the time 
being are held in uninvested cash on deposit at interest. 
And they have also paid to the treasurer the sum of 
$3,014.79 under a bequest of James L. Whitney, formerly 
librarian, to be held and used for bibliographical purposes; 
and from the same about $1,124.38 has been expended 
for the purpose contemplated by the bequest. 

The expenditures under the Patrick F. Sullivan 
bequest of $5,000, to be used for the purchase of standard 
Catholic books under the terms of Mr. Sullivan’s will, 
have been completed. 


RETROSPECT. 


On March 11, 1895, the Central Library was moved to 
the present building, and on March 11, 1915, it will have 
been in its present quarters twenty years. This seems to 
make it proper to review the history of the library for the 
past twenty years, and show how much it has grown and 
in what direction. 

In 1894 the library consisted of 457,740 volumes in the 
Central Library and 152,635 volumes in the branches. 
The Central Library was housed in the old library build- 
ing at 100 Boylston street, now occupied by the Colonial 
Building. Only 300 books were on open shelves in the 
Central Library and none in the branches. 

The East Boston Branch occupied rooms in the Police 
Court building, where it was opened in 1871. The South 
End Branch was in the basement of a school building on 
Montgomery street. The Jamaica Plain Branch had bad 
quarters in the old Curtis Hall. The South Boston 
Branch had then, as now, rented rooms on the second floor 
of a bank building. The Charlestown Branch occupied 
restricted quarters on the second floor of the old Charles- 
town City Hall building, reached by a long and incon- 
venient stairway. The Roxbury and Brighton Branches 
occupied convenient buildings, but the Dorchester Branch 
occupied then, as now, quarters in a building partly 
occupied for other purposes. 
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There were twelve delivery or shop stations. These 
stations were mainly in shops and operated by other than 
library employees. ‘The total direct circulation for home 
use of the ten branches was 523,253 volumes, and the 
circulation through the twelve delivery stations of books 
received from the Central Library and branches was 
39,102. The total expense of the nine branches was 
$35,504.67, and of the twelve delivery stations $6,850.84, 
which was only $4,881.90 more than the expense of the nine 
branches and five delivery stations in 1884, or ten years 
before. 

There were no newspapers taken in the branches, except 
the local papers, and only twelve in the Central Library. 
The library was without a librarian from April, 1894, to 
February, 1895, and was necessarily in an unorganized 
condition. ‘There was only one telephone in the Central 
Library, and no telephonic communication between the 
Central Library and the branches. The definite method 
of selecting books now in operation had not then been 
adopted, and no lists of books were regularly submitted 
to the trustees to be acted upon. The bills for books and 
other expenses were audited and paid without being 
brought before the trustees in detail. There was an 
inspector who visited the branches, and the custodians of 
branches came into the Central building as they pleased 
and for what they pleased. There were no lectures and 
no children’s rooms; such things were never thought of at 
that time, and there was no story hour for children. 
There was no inter-library loan system. Special privilege 
cards were issued in a limited way, namely, 23 in 1893 
and 28 in 1894. 

The new Central Library was incomplete when it was 
occupied in 1895. There was no freight elevator; all the 
books from the stacks for the branches were carried up 
and down a narrow stairway on men’s backs. There was 
no communication between the stacks. A person who 
wanted to get from one stack to another came out to the 
hall and went up or down into another stack. The 
room for the librarian was practically a corridor beside a 
very inadequate delivery room, where the tubes were in a 
long, straight row, so that a person had to walk back and 
forth to serve them. 

There was a janitor’s office in the front on the first 
floor, and the toilet rooms were immediately in the rear, 
opening out of the entrance hall. The room now occupied 
for newspapers was used for periodicals. ‘There was no 
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connection between the periodical room and the rooms 
in the rear, the space being occupied by a driveway. 
The space between the trustees’ room and the present 
librarian’s room was open, for artistic effect. It required 
an expenditure of $100,000, which was appropriated 
outside the city debt limit, to remedy these and other 
deficiencies in the Central building. 

There was no deposit collection for the branches in 
1894, and no provision was made for it in the Central 
building. 

The work of issuing books to the branches was all 
conducted through the Issue Department. It was not 
possible to take out a book on a card in the Central 
Library and return it to any branch, or to take out a 
book at a branch and return it at the Central Library. 

There was no regular time for the custodians to meet at 
the Central Library for consultation with the supervisor 
and each other with reference to branch work, as is now 
done. | 

There was no work with the schools and no deposits 
of books and pictures and no consultation by teachers 
with the assistants at the branches and at the Central 
Library. : 

Sunday service in the library was confined to the 
issuing of books at the Central building until seven 
o’clock in the evening, and the opening of Bates Hall to 
readers from two to nine. ‘The evening week-day service 
for readers was confined to opening a small reading 
room for periodicals until nine in summer and until ten 
in winter, and the opening of Bates Hall until nine. 
There were no exhibitions of any kind. | 

The library has grown from this incomplete and 
unorganized condition in 1894 to a large, compact, 
unified, highly organized system of a Central Library 
and thirty branches, with a collection of 828,342 volumes 
in the Central and 270,860 volumes in the branches. 
These are now united by a system of daily communica- 
tion which makes any book in the system available at any 
point in the system. Three trunk lines of telephone 
connect all the departments in the Central Library, and 
there is direct telephone communication with thirteen 
of the branches. It is not a mere collection of isolated 
libraries, but is a system where every part is in direct 
relation and connected with every other part, and 
through which its library material is available to any 
citizen in any part of the city. Through this system 
more than 2,000,000 volumes are annually issued for 
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home use. In addition to this all the leading and local 
newspapers, together with newspapers from the most 
important points in the world, can be used either in the 
branches or at the Central Library. 

The branches are still further united by a supervisor, 
whose business it is to visit and observe them constantly 
and to require the custodians to meet at the Central 
Library for conferences at stated periods. There is also 
now a deposit collection kept at the Central Library of 
about 40,000 books for deposit at branches and at schools 
and institutions. Besides the books issued from this 
collection a large number of volumes are issued each year 
through the Branch Department from the Central 
Library general collection to borrowers who apply at the 
branches. 

There are also lectures upon subjects-of educational 
and municipal interest given at the Central Library and 
occasionally at the branches, weekly or more often, from 
October to April, and there are monthly exhibitions of 
photographs at the Central Library and at the branches. 
There are deposits of pictures and books at the schools 
sent through every branch. 

The Central Library is opened at twelve o’clock on 
Sundays, and issues books for home use until nine o’clock. 
At the large branches and reading rooms there is -the 
same issue from the time they open until the closing hour. 

We now have on open shelves, free to the direct access 
of the public, more than 30,000 volumes in the Central 
Library and about 250,000 in the branches as against 
about 300 in 1894. 

Special cards are now held by about 380 persons 
engaged in scholarly work, besides 1,007 special cards 
held by teachers. 

In 1894 the library required 131 persons in the week- 
day service and 18 in the Sunday and evening service. 
Now it requires 238 persons in the week-day. service and 
171 in the Sunday and evening service. In other words, 
in 1894 the library employed 149 persons, while in 1914 
it employed 409. This increase has been due to the 
fact not only that the Library has grown but that it 
has grown in its service, in what it does for the public. 
For instance, in the Executive Department there has 
only been an increase from 7 to 11 employees, in the 
Catalogue Department from 13 to 21, in the Shelf 
Department from 11 to 18 and in the Ordering Depart- 
ment from 8 to 11. 
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This is a comparatively small increase, but when we 
come to those departments where the public is directly 
served — where things are done for the people — we find 
where the increase arises. For instance, in Bates Hall 
in 1894 there were only 5 employees definitely assigned, 
although others assisted in conjunction with work in 
other parts of the library. Now there are 10 employees 
permanently assigned to this hall. In the newspaper, 
patent and periodical rooms there were two employees 
definitely assigned in 1894; now there are 8. There 
was no Department of Special Libraries, so called, and 
no Statistical Department; now there are 15 employees 
permanently assigned to such departments. While 
there were only 47 employees in the branches or in the 
Branch Department service, now there are 108. . 

The buildings occupied by the library system have 
much increased. The Jamaica Plain Branch occupies an 
independent, newly constructed building. The North 
End is a new branch with an admirable building. The 
Charlestown and East Boston Branches occupy newly 
constructed buildings, admirably adapted for library 
purposes. Hyde Park, which has become a part of 
Boston, has an independent modern building. The West 
End and South End Branches occupy quarters in old 
churches which are not well adapted for library pur- 
poses, and which, owing to their construction, require 
large expenditures for maintenance and repair. Besides 
these branches there have been established since 1894 
the Upham’s Corner, Broadway Extension, Warren 
Street, Roxbury Crossing, Boylston Station, Orient 
Heights, City Point, Parker Hill, Andrew Square and 
Faneuil Reading Rooms, and the Codman Square and 
Upham’s Corner Reading Rooms have been made 
branches with enlarged service. 

The mere maintenance and working of this system 
require a constantly increasing amount of money. This 
year the estimates of the trustees for the necessary 
maintenance of the library are $417,688 and in addition 
we have stated that we require a sum of $10,000 for 
increase in wages. The rooms occupied by the branch 
deposit station at the Central Library and for the ship- 
ping of books from the Central building to the branches 
are very inadequate, not to say insanitary. Every 
increase in the branch circulation and in the circulation 
through the branches brings more work upon the 
Branch Department at the Central Library. More 
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room and better room must be provided if the depart- 
ment is to continue to perform its: needed service. 

We need more duplicates of books for the branches. 
During the past year we spent $10,000 for such books, 
as heretofore stated, and we should spend an equal 
amount each year for books of a similar character to 
meet the legitimate demand through the branches. 
The maintenance and repair of our buildings constantly 
increases. The West End Branch, for instance, should 
have several thousand dollars spent upon it now to put 
it in such condition as its importance and the credit of 
the city demands. The South Boston Branch needs a 
new independent library building and the Roslindale 
Reading Room should be made a branch with suitable 
quarters. 

The work of every branch in a new building neces- 
sarily and properly increases. For instance, the Broad- 
way Extension Reading Room will doubtless necessarily 
double its work within a short time after it is housed 
in the new municipal building. We also need money 
for an increase in salaries, especially in some grades in 
the library where better work is demanded than can be 
afforded within the means now at our disposal, and we 
much need the means to establish a retirement fund 
for employees in our service. The boilers in the Central 
Library and in some of the branches are approaching 
the limit of their life and those in the Central Library 
should be removed from their present location for other 
reasons. 

We should still further extend our work in connection 
with the schools. We have done much in this direction. 
Ten years ago 62 schools only were regularly supplied 
with books, and to these only 14,7138 volumes were sent 
in the year, while now we send about 35,000 volumes 
to 155 public and parochial schools each year. Again, 
we should do more than we have been able to do with 
the means at our command to furnish books for reading 
by immigrants who are coming in large numbers to our 
city. This is an important educational agency under- 
lying citizenship and its power and resources should be 
increased. The use of books for the purpose of study 
by scholars and students is very important. During 
twelve months more than 150 classes and study clubs 
are cared for at the Central Library alone, with an 
attendance of at least 1,500 persons. The University 
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Extension Conferences for the instruction of earnest 
students whose means do not permit them to take a 
college course, bring together in the library more than 
1,000 persons annually. All this work, much of which 
has recently developed and all of which is most valuable, 
requires reservations of books and multiplication of 
copies of books. ‘Then, there are other special demands 
upon the library, all the effect of various popular educa- 
tional movements, such as the numerous study classes 
in connection with women’s clubs, evening school work, 
the constant effort to promote vocational efficiency and 
the opportunities freely offered for instruction in this 
center of educational activity which increase the legiti- 
mate demands upon the Public Library. In fact all 
these popular agencies may be said to turn upon the 
library as an educational center. They properly rely to 
an increasing extent upon the library for literary mate- 
rial and the effect of the direct work of the library 
itself as a promoter of the use of books is cumulative 
year by year. This must be if the library is to fill its 
proper place in the life of Boston. It is, primarily, for 
this that the library is maintained. 

This brings to the trustees and to the city government 
a very important question which is, whether the library 
shall extend its plant by the establishment of new read- 
ing rooms, or shall for the present at least improve the 
plant we have and so serve the public better with the 
facilities they now enjoy. Shall we plough the library 
field of the city wider, or deeper? This question cannot 
be approached from the point of any merely local inter- 
est. We must consider the whole field, and what we 
do must be for the benefit of the library as a system. 
This is necessarily so, for the amount of money which 
may be appropriated for the library out of the tax levy 
is not only limited by the tax rate of the city and by 
the valuation of the property of the city, but also by 
the increasing demands of other much larger depart- 
ments,— Streets, Hospital, Police, Schools, Water and 
Sewage, Lighting, and their wants must be first met. 
They are necessary departments and must be kept 
efficient for the good order and health of the city. When 
they are supplied, the remainder of the amount that 
ean be divided out of the tax levy must be apportioned 
among the other departments, including the library, and 
there is very little left which will allow an increase in 
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the library appropriation of more than is required 
properly to maintain the present plant ee work it 
efficiently. 

The branch library system now costs $140,000 as 
against $42,355.51 in 1894, and there is no municipal 
library system which is more highly developed or more 
completely equipped to reach all the people than is the 
Boston Public Library. All the residents of the city 
except in a very few instances are brought within at 
least a mile of a library distribution point and in some 
parts of the city this distance is much reduced. Within 
a few years four additional reading rooms have been 
established, and yet there are constant requests to the 
city government and the trustees for the establishment 
of new reading rooms. ‘Three additional requests have 
reached the trustees during the present year, by orders 
from the City Council, supported by petitions and 
communications sent directly to the trustees. Informal 
requests have come from two other sections of the city. 
Every such request, if granted, leads to agitation for 
similar action in other districts. 

Reading rooms must be opened by special appropria- 
tion from the city government, but when once opened 
they must be maintained out of the regular annual 
appropriation, and the expense for service, books, 
transportation, rent, light, heat and care is thus con- 
stantly enlarged. To increase the number of reading 
rooms without at the same time enlarging our financial 
resources is simply to place burdens upon the existing 
system. If only a given amount of money is available 
for books or service, and the number of places where 
books must be kept or service rendered is increased, then 
every pre-existing place must bear its share of the 
diminished expenditure in order that the new reading 
room may be supplied. What the library needs for the 
present, and from the point of economy and efficient 
administration, is enlarged equipment to make more 
effective the operation of its present agencies of public 
service, rather than the establishment of new agencies. 


INCREASE IN EXPENSES. 


The total éxpenses of the library out of the tax levy in 
1894 were $167,000, and in 1914, $400,000, and the 
library has received no transfers as additions to its 
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annual appropriations. ‘The library appropriation con- 
stituted about 1.25 per cent of the entire appropriations 
made by the city in 1894, and about 1.87 per cent 
in 1914. Thus the proportion of city appropriations 
devoted to the library increased only about sixty-two 
hundredths of one per cent during the twenty years. 


Trust FuNnps AND Cost oF BUILDINGS. 

The trust funds in 1894 amounted to $197,850, which 
produced an income of $8,692. Now the trust funds, 
all invested in city bonds, amount to $504,867, and 
produce an income of about $18,250. 


The Central Library building cost ; . $2,756,384 
The North End Branch cost. ; 86,000 
The Jamaica Plain Branch cost. 33,000 
The Charlestown Branch cost ; ; 71,400 
The East Boston Branch cost’ ; 93,600 


The library building on Boylston street was sold in 
1899 by the trustees for $850,000 and the net proceeds 
paid into the sinking fund at that time. The land on 
which that building stood cost the city in 1857, $116,- 
582.76, and the building cost $247,051.07, making the 
total cost $363,633.83. The building was worn out 
and not worth the cost of removal, so that the $116,- 
582.76 had increased to $850,000 at the time the prop- 
erty was sold by the trustees. The sinking fund to 
which the money received for the site of the old building 
was paid is now $430,336.37, and by its annual increase 
will be sufficient to retire the bonds which were issued 
for the cost of the Central Library building. The 
amount of such bonds now outstanding is $532,500. 
The payment to the sinking fund, or serially, for the 
retirement of the bonds issued for the branch buildings 
above named, is $9,803 per year, and in a comparatively 
short space of time these properties will also be thus 
paid for. 


ANNUAL INVENTORY. 


An annual inventory is made, at the end of each year, 
of the personal property of the library, except books 
and other material shown on the catalogue or included 
in the catalogue shelf list.

We are glad to commend all persons in our employ for 
the substantially uniform excellence of their work.

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REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE. 


To the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN,— We beg to transmit through you to the 
city government the report of the Examining Com- 
mittee appointed by you according to ordinance. 

The Committee on Administration and Finance went 
through every department of the Central Library, 
visited the various branches, many of the reading rooms, 
the printing office and bindery. 

The capacity of the Central Library must necessarily 
be increased in order that proper space may be given to 
the constant accumulation of books intended for circula- 
tion, reference or storage, and for files of newspapers. 
Moreover, the space devoted to the Branch Department 
Headquarters is very inadequate, poorly lighted and 
illy-ventilated. It is in the basement which was 
intended, and should be used, for other purposes. Here 
are kept the books — more than 40,000 — that are sent 
out for deposit at schools and institutions. Here also 
is received and distributed the large number of books 
sent out daily from the Central Library to the various 
branches. It is the very heart of all the work done by 
the library system for service outside of the Central 
building in Copley square. This work has greatly 
increased in recent years and severely taxes the space 
now used; it will unavoidably continue to grow, and the 
present crowded and inadequate condition will become 
still more serious every day. Something should be done, 
and that speedily, to acquire suitably located property 
for the erection of a building to contain the boiler plant 
of the main library, the branch deposit station, the 
bindery, printing office, paint shop, carpenter shop, 
and suitable quarters for the storing of books and files of 
old newspapers and periodicals so that the same could 
be speedily examined upon request at the Central 
Library. 

A beginning also should be made upon the substitution 
of steel stacks for wooden ones with which the main 
building is equipped. ‘This substitution could be made 
from time to time without interference with the work of 
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the library and would greatly increase the shelf capacity 
and reduce the fire risk; and if a portion were done each 
year the annual requirement would be small. 

The branch libraries are, in the main, well fitted to 
accomplish the results intended. Some of them are 
modern buildings. The branches in Dorchester and 
West Roxbury, however, seem inadequate for the proper 
performance of their work. We recommend that a 
new and modern building be provided for South Boston. 
The present building, poorly located, poorly arranged, 
poorly equipped and wholly unadapted to the needs of 
the community, was occupied by the branch forty-three 
years ago and is totally inadequate for the accommoda- 
tion of this large and growing section. ‘This need has 
long been recognized. 

The attendants are courteous, intelligent and 
interested in their work. They have to deal with persons 
unfamiliar with the resources and use of libraries, with 
the young and the illiterate; but so far as observed they 
have been found able and willing to furnish all reason - 
able assistance. ‘The reports of the various subcommit- 
tees invariably makes appreciative reference to the work 
of the custodians of these libraries and their assistants; 
here is one sample: 


It is pleasant to report the excellent working spirit of the 
several custodians and assistants, all of whom seem eager to do 
all in their power to render these libraries as serviceable as 
possible to those for whom they are established. 


As the expenses are mainly met by annual appropria- 
tion of the City of Boston, and the expenditures are 
audited by the Auditing Department of the city, this 
committee did not déem it necessary to make any 
separate examination of the financial side. From our 
observation of the working of the library the committee 
believes the expenditures to be wisely made and there 
seem to be suitable checks to prevent improper 
expenditures. 

The trustees administer the finances with such care 
that they have never asked for appropriations to meet 
deficiencies; when we consider the quality of the service 
rendered, as well as the enormous amount of it, the 
trustees are extremely modest in their requests for 
appropriations. 

For the present population of Boston, the library 
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must necessarily enlarge its work since there are urgent 
calls for better housing, equipment and wider service. 
This is inevitable as the library accomplishes its pur- 
pose and the public becomes better acquainted with the 
resources of the library and how to use them. Then 
the population is ever growing larger, thus making 
increasing demands upon the library. We must also 
remember that we have not one library but thirty 
libraries, with a vast amount of other work done through 
our circulating libraries and deposit stations in 155 
public and parochial schools, 62 engine houses and 38 
other institutions. Our very success creates new de- 
mands and justifies appropriations even more generous 
than have been granted in the past. 

Moreover, for many years attention has been called 
by the examining committees to the fact. that salaries 
here are lower than in any other department of the 
city; certainly no department is more vital to the 
welfare of the city, and no department requires a more 
intelligent, better trained or more efficient corps, and 
as the service of the library enlarges, the number of 
workers must be enlarged. The increased cost of 
living also must be taken into consideration. We note 
that the trustees have given and are now giving careful 
attention to these important matters; but they can do 
nothing until their appropriations are much larger. 

We therefore earnestly recommend to the city govern- 
ment that the grant for the coming year should be 
made larger than the budget asked by the trustees by a 
sum sufficient to permit a reasonable increase in salaries. 

The Committee on Books, appointed to “‘give atten- 
tion to all matters connected with the acquisition and 
use of books and other library material in the Central 
Library and branches,’ has looked especially into the 
systems of ordering and cataloguing and the public 
uses of the catalogue, books and periodicals, and says: 


Last year your committee touched upon the method of select- 
ing fiction with the aid of a reading committee of representa- 
tive citizens. This year special inquiry was made into the 
means for insuring the adequate acquisition of books other than 
fiction. In all the fields of learning certain new books present 
themselves obviously to the consideration of all librarians. But 
besides these there are many publications necessary to such a 
collection as that of the Boston Public Library, yet likely to be 
overlooked except for constant vigilance. It is found that this 
danger is minimized by the scrutiny of reviews, publishers’ and 
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sales catalogues by members of the staff equipped with personal 
knowledge and interest in various departments of literature and 
science. It was asked whether a reading committee of 
scholars, perhaps connected with neighboring institutions of 
learning, might not perform a service with regard to scientific 
and scholarly books corresponding to that of the Reading Com- 
mittee in the field of fiction. The possibilities in this regard, it 
was found, are constantly tested through the requests for new 
books made by readers among the general public. It is rarely 
the case that a book thus asked for has escaped consideration. 
But every request is carefully heeded, and, at least in one 
instance, it has been proved that a single scholar who makes 
constant use of the library and is alert with suggestions may 
render great service to the Ordering Department. 

One of the most important pieces of work that has gone 
through the hands of this department during the past year has 
been the purchase of duplicate copies of standard books for the 
branch libraries, at the cost of $10,000. While such commend- 
able improvements are going forward, however, it is not to be 
forgotten that the Boston Public Library is the resort of scholars 
who turn to its collections as the students of a university to any 
portion of its equipment. The number of those who use it 
throughout the year is appreciably increased during the vacation 
seasons by scholars from a distance who come to Boston for the 
pursuit of their many special studies. 

The needs of scholars must be met by the continuous purchase 
of purely scholarly books. If they are not bought at the time 
of their publication, it is often difficult to acquire them later, 
and damaging gaps in the material for research occur. Valu- 
able, therefore, as the enrichment of branch libraries with 
standard books unquestionably is, it 1s equally important that 
the appropriations should permit the purchase of the widest 
possible variety of scholarly works, whether in serial or other 
form. The price of becoming a library of the first importance 
both to the many and to the few is that this position must be 
maintained. ! 

The work of the Cataloguing Department, highly technical 
and minute in its nature, was carefully explained to your com- 
mittee, and seemed admirably adapted to its object, which is 
that of a key, serviceable alike to the skilled and unskilled user 
of the library, for opening the doors to its treasures. New books 
_ acquired in a steady flow must be rendered quickly and intelli- 
gibly accessible by the preparation and printing of new cards. 
Not only that; the old cards must be kept in cleanliness and 
order. It was interesting to learn that the cards referring to 
Shakespeare, Browning, Dumas, arithmetic, Polish and Russian 
literature are among those most frequently requiring renewal 
because they are soiled and damaged by constant use. Still 
another requisition for new cards is found in the recataloguing 
of the books listed in the old printed Index and Supplement, 
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which is going forward at the rate of about 10,000 titles a year. 
With regard to the cataloguing and shelving of new books, it is 
to be noted that difficulties arise with the unpredictable demand 
for books on a given subject. The present European War is a 
case in point. When such a subject comes forward, new pro- 
visions for space are required, and new dispositions of shelving 
room must be made. Through the rearrangement of books in 
the stacks during the past year much space has been gained. 

In the periodical and newspaper rooms, used to the point of 
frequent over-crowding, some of the most puzzling problems of 
administration arise. For the reason that the users of these 
rooms have direct access to all the current numbers of periodicals 
and need apply to attendants only for the bound volumes, there 
can be little supervision of the use of public property. There is 
frequent carelessness in returning periodicals to the places from 
which they are taken, and — what is worse — in putting them 
in the wrong places. This can be, and is, corrected by constant 
work on the part of the attendants. What they cannot make 
good is the mutilation of periodicals by readers who take a fancy 
to certain illustrations or articles, and cut them out. This 
selfish vandalism appears often to be the work of students in 
schools and colleges to whom certain subjects for investigation 
have been assigned. The labor of copying is saved by knife or 
scissors, furtively employed without regard to the rights of the 
public and the library. The attendants do their best to prevent 
these outrages, but the periodicals and the readers are so numer- 
ous that many offences escape detection until the results are 
irreparable. Unfortunately, such practices are not confined to 
the periodical and newspaper rooms. In Bates Hall, where a 
reference library of great value is accessible to all comers, 
abuses of public privilege are sometimes committed. 

Your committee presents these discouraging facts not in 
criticism of the library attendants, who are fully alive to the 
wrongs that are done and are making every effort to guard 
against them, but because it is felt that the public in whose 
interest our examination is made should know what a few of 
its members are doing. The evil can be corrected only by a 
strengthening of public sentiment that shall extend into the 
darkest corners. If the newspapers and teachers in public 
schools and colleges can exert an effective influence in this 
regard, they will benefit the entire community. It is the 
public, and not the library, that needs to be enlightened and 
reformed. 

We have no suggestions to offer towards improving the 
system under which ‘“‘the acquisition and use”’ of the materials 
fo the library are managed. It represents the development 
of many decades, the fruit of much experience, and seems 
excellently suited to its purpose. 


The Committee on Fine Arts and Music says: 
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The Department of Fine and Applied Arts has sufficient 
room for some years to come, provided the deposits from other 
departments now stored here are removed to appropriate 
storage rooms. | 

The use of this department has increased greatly in the last 
ten years, while the number of its employees remains practi- 
cally the same; the present European War has enormously 
stimulated the public interest in art; the demands upon the 
library for the valuable material that this department has will 
certainly continue to increase; there is a large number of photo- 
graphs now on hand, not yet catalogued, and waiting to be 
put into circulation; in view of these considerations, the com- 
mittee commends most heartily the plans now under way to 
increase the number of the personnel of the department. 

The department needs greater facilities for storing and hand- 
ling lantern slides. A large number, now on hand, need cata- 
loguing. This is a growing and valuable source of education, 
and more adequate means of supplying the demands of the 
public in this regard will make the library more useful. 

We are pleased to note the large circulation of art material 
among the public schools through requisitions made therefor 
by the branch libraries. We wish to inquire whether it would 
be advisable to increase the collections of art material in the 
various branches. ‘They are in close touch with the schools. 
The needs of the various localities differ widely. Some branches 
can use to advantage art material that it would not be worth 
while for the Central Library to handle; often the value to a 
teacher of certain material is largely dependent upon its instant 
use for illustration, a value which is lost if the material is not 
found at the branch and whose use must be delayed until 
brought from the Central Library. 


The Committee on Printing and Binding made an 
examination of the premises and of the mode in which 
this portion of the library work is conducted, and says: 


We found both departments to be in charge of men who 
appeared to be well fitted for their work; the premises and 
machinery were in good condition; the workmen were busy, 
and the work was being prosecuted with dispatch. 

We found also that the system of transferring books from 
and to the Central Library, the method of keeping a record of 
such transfers, and the manner in which stock is purchased 
for both departments, were all such as would be approved by 
the managers of a modern business house doing business in a 
similar line. 

We congratulate the trustees of the library on the efficiency 
with which this portion of the business of the library is 
conducted. 
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Branch Libraries— The committees appointed to 
visit the branch libraries have evidently done their 
work with great care. Many valuable suggestions are 
made as to the details of management. ‘Their reports 
indicate, in the main, a conscientious and efficient 
management of these branches. Many suggestions are 
made as to better housing and care of some of these 
branches and reading rooms. ‘These original reports 
are referred to the trustees with a request that they 
give careful attention to the important details there 
discussed; but we believe they need not be matters of 
record here. We submit extracts from several reports 
illustrative of the work of these subcommittees: 


-The Library Trustees are to be congratulated upon the 
successful administration of the East Boston and Charlestown 
Branches, both of which are now adequately housed in modern 
library buildings. The attendants report a satisfying and 
gratifying increase of users of the library facilities both in the 
number of books circulated and in the use of the reading rooms, 
largely due to the central and accessible locations of the build- 
ings. These facilities are fully equal to the growing demand, 
and there is a general feeling of contentment among the 
attendants that augurs well for the future. 

No criticism can be made of the North End Branch. It isa 
modern building admirably equipped and administered for 
the purpose. The West End Branch is entirely different. 
It is located in an old church and not conveniently arranged 
for use by adults and children. It needs to be repaired and 
its walls and ceilings refreshened by painting and whitening. 
This branch is used very largely by Jewish people and the 
present supply of books for their use is inadequate, although 
with its present equipment its circulation last month exceeded 
12,000 volumes. The custodian and ‘her immediate assistants 
seem to be competent and obliging and make every effort to 
properly perform their duties under adverse circumstances. 

The City Point Reading Room was removed last spring to the 
new municipal building where its work is now carried on under 
almost ideal conditions. The lighting fixtures, however, could 
be improved by shades which would concentrate and throw 
down the light instead of diffusing it. More books and illus- 
trated papers are called for there. It is interesting to note 
that many pupils from the South Boston High School go to 
this reading room to prepare their lessons and consult refer- 
ence books. : 

The Broadway Extension Reading Room has not been moved 
to its new quarters in the Tyler Street Municipal Building 
owing to the failure of the city to provide the furniture. It is 
expected that an appropriation will be forthcoming early in 
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the new year and the removal be made. The custodian asks 
for more books in Arabic, Russian, modern Greek and Italian. 

The South End Branch is in a very satisfactory condition 
as a whole, but we again urge the need of lowering and shading 
the lights over the tables in the upper reading room. The 
walls and ceilings are sadly in need of whitening or refrescoing. 

It is suggested that the trustees consider the feasibility of 
providing stereopticon or lantern slide pictures for this branch. 

Attention should be given, too, to the needs of the Allston- 
Brighton Branch where a little paint, furniture and equipment 
will greatly augment the efficiency of the service. 

The recently opened reading room at Andrew square fills a 
very great need and is a boon to the people of that district. 
In order to inform them of this new provision for their enjoy- 
ment it was suggested that the custodian ask various clergymen 
who might drop in, to speak to their parishioners and advise 
them to avail themselves of the privileges of the reading room 
which the city had freely provided. This proved to be a 
practical and effective way of spreading the desired information. 
There is a call for books in the Polish language at this station 
and the custodian is taking steps to secure an approved list. 
Here, as elsewhere, there should be more illustrated papers for 
casual readers whose literary tastes are in making, and who are 
not ready for more substantial fare. 

A glance at the map shows that the West Roxbury Branch 
covers a larger territory than almost any of the other branches; 
that it is being developed by building movements in many 
sections. Adequate headquarters in a separate library build- 
ing should be supplied, the present accommodations utterly 
failing to meet the needs of this situation. A similar situation 
presents itself in Dorchester. Very evidently these two centers 
will require new buildings in the very near future. 

While most of the branches and reading rooms are a real 
credit to the City of Boston and its intellectual standards, the 
member of the Examining Committee who visited the Roslindale 
Reading Room felt that 1t had been neglected. The circula- 
tion is larger than at some of the branches, although the force 
is smaller and overworked. It should be made into a branch, 
which is open more hours in the day, the present custodian 
should be given double her present number of assistants and 
adequate payment should be made for janitor service. Imme- 
diate attention and reinforcement are deserved here. 


Several valuable suggestions are made in detail with 
reference to other branches and reading rooms, all of 
which are referred to the trustees for their careful con- 
sideration. Another report submitted to the trustees 
for special consideration, but not incorporated in this 
general survey of the field, is that of one member of the 
Committee on Branch Libraries who pointed out in 
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detail the difficulty of securing and retaining, on the 
salaries paid, attendants of the general equipment 
required for their important work. The matters therein 
touched upon have an economic and human bearing 
which calls for thoughtful investigation and sympathetic 
action by the trustees. 

The Committee on the Children’s Department and 
work with schools found little to criticise and very much 
to praise. The following forms of service greatly 
impressed them: The room at the Central Library, 
with corresponding accommodations at each branch; 
books and pictures sent to the schools; the story-telling 
. hour; the talks and lectures to teachers and to parents. 
The report continues: 


This is, indeed, a broad department of great importance — 
one which comes into contact with an enormous number of 
individuals, most of them at the most receptive period of their 
lives. Its organization is compact and surprisingly small, 
and its work is accomplished by the familiar method of intensive 
coordinated effort. 

It is obvious that the relation of this department to the 
schools, and the scope of this work, its increase and its limits, 
are entirely beyond adequate consideration by this committee. 
It would seem fair to say, however, that the library should not 
enter the definite field of direct school education by actually 
supplying libraries or text-books to schools or scholars, but 
should limit its efforts to collateral reading and to illustrations 
which amplify and illuminate the prescribed work in the 
class room. This may seem self-evident. A little examina- 
tion, however, will show that this general statement fails to 
define just what the library should or should not do in all cases 
in its work with the schools. But in principle we are con- 
vinced that this statement of the respective functions of the 
library and the schools is correct. 

At present the balance is fairly well maintained, but the 
tendency is that the library is asked to undertake more and 
more work which should in the last analysis be part of the 
functions of the Boston schools. 


The committee is conscious of the fact that this report, 
constructed from the separate statements of many sub- 
committees, must convey an impression of details rather 
than of that largeness which should characterize a total 
view of the library of the City of Boston. The library 
viewed as something broader and deeper than the 
portions of which it is made, the minutiz of administra- 
tion, the daily problems of one or another of its many 
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departments, is a great educational, recreative and 
stimulating force without which our City of Boston 
would not be what it is. What it contributes to the life 
of the city — the true life measured in terms of mind 
and spirit — cannot be stated in formal words. In the 
recognition of this force, in the strengthening of its 
energy by all possible means, lies much of the hope of 
that still better and richer city which the present may 
bequeath to future generations.

I respectfully submit my report for the year ending 
January 31, 1915. 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


The steam plant at the Central Library is in excellent 
condition and no repairs of importance have been 
required on the engines. One of the dynamos, after 
many years in operation, developed defects in the com- 
mutator, which, after painstaking search, were located 
and remedied. ‘The fire boxes connected with the three 
boilers have been relined, and on two boilers the side 
walls of the setting have been rebuilt up to the lugs. 
Minor repairs, as usual, have been required on the steam 
pipe system, on the pumps and on the elevators. 

As far as possible, within the limit of money available 
for the purpose, various branch buildings have been 
repainted, the new shelving and other new furniture 
neéded on account of the constantly expanding require- 
ments of the service have been provided, and more than 
fifty framed pictures have been hung in the branches 
and reading rooms during the year. Many of the 
pictures were large photographs of Alpine subjects 
presented to the library by Mr. Benton. 

The Warren Street Reading Room has been enlarged 
by taking an additional room and removing the partition 
between it and the room previously ‘occupied. The ~ 
improvements were made by the landlord, and the recon- 
struction has virtually doubled the floor area, enabling 
us to provide tables for additional readers as well as 
enlarged shelf capacity for books. Entirely new equip- 
ment has been installed in the new reading rooms at 
Andrew square, South Boston, and at 100 Brooks street, 
Faneuil, and both of these rooms were opened to public 
use early in March. 
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In the Allen A. Brown Music Room at the Central 
Library two large cases have been added to the fittings, 
placed so as to be supplemented by others as required 
until the limit of the shelf capacity of the room is reached. 


THe Usr or Books. 


The circulation of books during the year, for use out- 
side the buildings, usually termed ‘‘home use”’ circula- 
tion, numbers 2,012,589 volumes. For the preceding 
year the total number was 1,848,973. This circulation 
not only shows a considerable increase for the year but 
it is the largest ever recorded. 

The statistical tables, which follow, present the details 
of circulation. They are based on the annual report of 
Mr. Frank C. Blaisdell, chief of the Issue Department 
at the Central Library, and, so far as they relate to the 
branches, upon the reports of the custodians, made 
every month:

As noted in previous years, the actual use of the 
books contained in the library is very inadequately 
shown by these tables. The so-called ‘‘reference”’ use, 
meaning by that term the use of books in the numerous 
reading rooms, continually increases and no doubt 
much exceeds the recorded use. It is the aim of 
this library to reduce, as far as possible, the restrictions 
placed upon free access to our collections. Nearly all 
the books in the 30 branches are upon open shelves and 
a considerable number in the Central Library are 
equally available without formality. No record of the 
number of volumes consulted or read at the tables can 
be conveniently kept. This should be borne in mind 
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whenever any attempt is made to estimate the efficiency 
of the library by statistics of circulation. The detailed 
statement of the various activities of the Special Libra- 
ries at the Central building and of the use of books 
in Bates Hall, hereinafter presented, will give a broader 
view of the actual work done by the library in behalf of 
students, scholars engaged in important investigations, 
as well as by general readers. Figures are cold, the 
human element alone is really significant, and the best 
evidence of the value of such a library as ours is not 
the mere number of books charged against borrowers, 
but the presence of hundreds of readers of all ages who 
may be found constantly in the different rooms through- 
out the system engaged either in serious study or in 
recreative reading. 

The use of books at the branches! large and small, 
increases. Besides the use of the collections kept at the 
branches, 76,816 volumes were sent out from the Cen- 
tral Library to fill applications made at the branches. 
This number is not quite so large as in the year pre- 
ceding, chiefly because there is now a larger permanent 
collection at one of the branches and possibly because 
the ready access to the shelves at some of the new branch 
buildings tends, temporarily, to diminish applications 
for books from the Central. During the last months of 
the year, however, all of the branches show increased 
applications for Central books. Of the books sent from 
the Central through the branches 63 per cent was classed 
as fiction, but this includes imaginative literature for 
young readers, of generally high quality, and much 
classic English fiction for adult readers. Many requests 
from the branches, as well as those made at the Central 
Library directly, are for technical books, in the various 
industrial fields, for scientific treatises and for other 
titles which show that they are intended for study. The 
deposit collection of books at the Central Library has 
been drawn upon for 42,039 volumes sent to various 
institutions, study clubs, etc. The number of places 
supplied upon, request in this way was 158, as compared 
with 148 supplied in 1918. We have sent 30,100 un- 
bound periodicals (taken out of circulation in various 
parts of the system) to city institutions and other 
authorized places, supplying such literature for the first 
time to the Charles Street Jail and to the Boston Sea- 
men’s Friend Society.

Besides the books added to the library system as it 
existed in the year 1913-14, two new reading-room 
stations have been established under special appropria- 
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tions, namely at Andrew square (South Boston), and at 
Faneuil (Brighton). For these two stations there have 
been bought 3,629 volumes. If these are combined 
with the figures in the foregoing tables the additions 
to the system, as now existing, will stand: Central 
Library, 23,919 volumes; branches, 27,596 volumes; 
total, 51,515. 

An exceptional purchase of about 10,000 volumes has 
been made of additional copies of books already in the 
library, especially for circulation through the branches. 
These additional copies have been carefully selected to 
meet the demand for books on various subjects, for which 
our supply was inadequate. 


PURCHASES OF FICTION. 


The volumes of current fiction purchased, including 
84 bought by Fellowes Atheneum, number 2,223; and 
the replacement of fiction worn out in circulation 
required the purchase of 14,066 volumes. 

Besides these, 1,921 additional copies of recent and 
standard fiction have been bought to meet demand. In 
all, therefore, of current and replaced fiction, 18,126 
volumes have been bought. The volumes of cur- 
rent fiction have cost $2,423.08, and the remainder, ~ 
$13,498.95; in all, $15,922.08; or nearly 27 per cent 
of the expenditures for literary material of every kind, 
and about 32 per cent of the expenditures for books alone 
(2. e., excluding periodicals). 

Of current fiction, 743 different books have been care- 
fully considered. This consideration includes reading 
by different members of a volunteer reading committee, 
personal inspection of every book by the librarian and 
members of the staff, and constant comparison of review 
notices in the literary periodicals. The total number of 
different books accepted for purchase was 113, which 
included, however, 17 titles examined in previous years 
but not previously accepted. Of the titles accepted there 
were bought, as previously stated, 2,223 copies. 

The relation to the library of the volunteer committee 
which reads current fiction has been frequently pointed 
out. The committee is entirely unofficial, and the ver- 
dict of its members upon a book aims to reflect no more 
than such an opinion as readers of intelligence would 
form from a careful reading. The reports of these 
readers, since they include a brief synopsis of plot, and 
state briefly how the book impresses them, is of great 
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assistance in determining whether or not a book is desir- 
able for our purposes. But what these volunteer readers 
say about a book is never conclusive in determining 
whether or not the book shall be bought. Other factors, 
as mentioned above, are always influential, and particu-_ 
larly the amount of money available. The selection 
rests with the library. During the last year, besides 
the books bought, 261 volumes which we were unable to 
buy were approved by the readers on the committee. 

The members of the committee include representa- 
tives of various professions. ‘There are men as well as 
women among them, and persons of literary training are 
included, although the point of view of the average 
reader is sought, rather than that of the trained literary 
critic. The committee is not narrow in its membership 
and its composition is not fixed. On the contrary, the 
members are frequently changed. 


FINANCIAL LIMITATIONS ON Book PURCHASES. 


The most noteworthy point in connection with the 
acquisition and use of books is the entire inadequacy of 
the financial resources of the library as compared with 
the wide range of the field to be covered. 

It will perhaps surprise even those who use its col- 
lections most frequently to learn that the amount of 
money available yearly for the purchase of books from 
the city appropriation has averaged during the last five 
years only $26,429. Out of this sum have been bought 
books to replace those worn out or lost during use, 
costing, on the average, $9,089 annually. We must 
also provide for continuations of serial publications 
(such, for example, as the publications of various learned 
societies) at an expense of about $5,500 annually. This 
has left only $11,840, on the average annually, for the 
purchase of other new books of every kind. Except for 
the unusual expenditure this year of about $10,000 for 
duplicate copies of books in largest demand at the 
branches, the amount available for books has not 
increased during recent years. But the demand for books 
on the popular side of the library continually increases. 
I use the phrase ‘‘the popular side”? meaning thereby 
the wide use of the library by the people, distinguished 
from its limited use by specialists. This use requires 
not only books for recreational reading, necessary in 
every large library, but it includes the extensive use of 
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the library in popular education, the provision of books 
in large demand through the schools, the large number 
required by students of the various higher institutions 
of learning, of which Boston is the center, various books 
used by private students who wish to enlarge their 
knowledge but who have never had opportunities of 
school instruction, publications for popular reading 
relating to men and affairs, biography, political econ- 
omy, travel, etc., and books required in larger and 
larger numbers by women’s clubs, and by study classes 
of various kinds. Many books must be purchased for 
the Teachers’ Reference Collection and additional copies 
are required for the University Extension Courses. The 
use of books on the fine arts, including music, needed by 
students of these subjects, is unlimited and constantly 
enlarging, so that the demand for material of this kind 
alone might well exhaust a larger sum than the entire 
amount we have to spend for books of all kinds. And 
there are also certain special departments of the library 
that have always been important here, and which 
require constant additions. Fortunately, the income 
from trust funds, although part of it is restricted to - 
books of a certain kind only, is of assistance in respect 
to these departments. The city appropriation is seldom 
drawn upon for buying books which are not in imme- 
diate popular demand. For example, the purchases of 
rare examples of Americana, or of books of unusual 
expense generally, are met out of trust fund income. 

It will be seen at once that littl money remains to 
establish and maintain in completeness special collec- 
tions which otherwise might be perfected, especially 
in belles lettres, collections which a rich public library 
ought to possess, but which, if used at all, are used only 
by specialists or by small groups of scholars. It is 
inevitable that all branches of literature cannot be com- 
pletely covered on the limited amount which we have 
at our disposal, and that choice must be made within 
rather narrow limits. Not all the rising English poets, 
for example, can be represented, and, frequently, of 
those whose books appear at all only representative 
volumes can be bought. Of books in the higher ranges 
of pure literature in French, German, Russian and other 
foreign languages only a limited selection can be made. 
Duplications as a rule must be avoided. If the books 
of a given writer are bought as they appear from time 
to time, the purchase of collected editions must often 
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be deferred on account of lack of funds. Obviously, 
gaps will be found in the collections, which under other 
circumstances would not exist, and which to one un- 
acquainted with our limitations seem unexplainable. 

A library, limited in this way, although it may deplore 
the necessity, must leave to other and more richly 
endowed institutions, more richly endowed, at least, 
in proportion to the demand, the establishment of 
exhaustive collections in fields alien to its larger con- 
stituency. It must leave to libraries which have 
specialized in certain departments of literature and 
which aim to make such departments complete, the 
responsibility and the satisfaction of continuing these 
distinctive collections, and confine its own purchases 
to the representative volumes in largest demand in its 
own territory, so far as that demand can be gauged. 
This can be done with less heart-burning now than ever 
before, since the inter-library method of lending often 
enables a library to obtain for the use of its borrowers a 
book which it has not been able to buy, or which it has 
refrained from buying because some other accessible 
_ library has it. Every library thus limited must also 
conserve its resources in codperation with other libraries 
in its vicinity, and thus avoid extensive duplications of 
purchases by institutions only a short distance removed 
from one another. 

Notwithstanding the limitations under which we have 
made our purchases, as much as possible has been done 
to make selections that would meet the widest demand. 
If anyone fails to find here volumes which he thinks 
should have been purchased, he may bear in mind 
that to purchase them, other books that someone else 
is, no doubt, using with satisfaction (perhaps some that. 
even he himself wants and fortunately is able to find. 
here) could not have been bought. 

Having said this, I ought also to add that a library 
like ours should not neglect the real needs of the scholar. 
It never has done so, and our limitations, serious as 
they are, have not prevented our retaining a distinctive 
position in this respect among the libraries in this 
country. The richness of our collections, notwith- 
standing gaps, is recognized, and may perhaps be indi- 
cated by the statistics of books borrowed and lent here 
on the inter-library loan plan. These are chiefly books 
required by students or for special research. For 

example, we lent last year, as shown on page 41, 1,447 
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such books on requests from other libraries, but found 
it necessary to borrow only 38. Every summer brings 
to us students (actively engaged in literary and educa- 
tional work) who spend here the vacation period in 
special literary research because they find here books not 
otherwise available in the United States. 

That the library might do more, far more, if it had 
more money at its disposal is true. That it ought to 
have more money is also true, but, after all, a library 
which cannot buy everything is to be judged broadly 
by what it contains rather than by the things it does 
not contain. And as to the use of a library by scholars, 
the scholar should be distinguished from the dilettante.

There have been 261,685 catalogue cards added to the 
‘ public catalogues (226,228 at Central) during the year. 
Within a few days after the receipt of every new bound 
book a temporary card is filed in the Bates Hall public 
catalogue, under the name of the author, so as to make 
the book available to public use without delay. Later, 
this temporary card is replaced by the usual permanent 
author and title and subject card. 

A large number of subject headings in the card cata- 
logues have been revised, subdivided and made more 
convenient for consultation. ‘This work proceeds from 
year to year, and old cards, long in use, made up by 
titles, clipped from the old printed catalogues and pasted 
on the cards, are continually being replaced by new 
printed cards, in more legible type. 

The new and enlarged edition of the catalogue of our 
valuable and extensive collection of books relating to 
architecture and allied subjects, in process for some 
months, has been completed and issued in print, the 
revision of the sheets, as they passed through the press, 
being in charge of Miss Mary H. Rollins. 

Of the Allen A. Brown Music Catalogue, Part 1 of 
Volume 3 has been published, and Part 2 is nearly all 
in type. This will complete the main body of this 
important work, but Part 3 will consist of a Supplement 
to cover the many titles which have accumulated during 
printing. 

The preparation of a card catalogue for the Allen A. 
Brown Dramatic Collection has been finished, and 
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virtually all the titles in our general collection of dram- 
atic literature, by authors or on subjects represented in 
the Brown Collection, have been copied in anticipation 
of the printed catalogue which we propose to publish. 
Many eighteenth century pamphlets relating to matters 
of controversy upon dramatic subjects and which have 
never been separately catalogued previously will be 
included. 

A catalogue of American periodicals relating to history, 
consisting of about 15,000 titles, in preparation by Mr. 
William Abbatt, has, in codperation with other libraries, 
been examined, and the titles checked so as to indicate 
those possessed by our library. 

Also, as a work of library coGdperation, facilities have 
been extended to Mr. T. J. Homer, for the inclusion of 
such material as we possess in a list he is preparing of the 
periodical literature to be found in all the libraries in 
this vicinity. This list has now advanced as far as the 
letter H. 

Much other work of revision and recataloguing of 
certain special collections has been carried on during the 
year, in order to promote the convenient use of the books. 
Many works in the general collection have been trans- 
ferred to special collections for greater safety and con- 
venience. In such cases, new cataloguing and recording 
is necessary. It will be apparent, therefore, that a great 
deal of work falls upon the Catalogue Department that 
is not represented merely by the number of new books 
catalogued. 

Various periodicals, bibliographies, publishers’ lists 
and sale catalogues are continually under examination 
by Mr. Murdoch, Dr. Muss-Arnolt, Mr. Taylor, and 
other members of the staff, in anticipation of selections 
for purchases.

CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT, CENTRAL LIBRARY. 


During the year 79,003 books were lent from the 
Children’s Department, at the Central Library, for use 
outside the building. This number is included in the 
figures of total circulation given on pages 388 and 39 and is 
shown separately here to indicate the large use of the 
department. An increase is recorded of 10,396 volumes 
over the number issued in the preceding year. 

It may be interesting to note that of the total ““home 
use”’ circulation at the Central Library, 20 per cent is 
through the Children’s Department. At the branch 
libraries slightly more than 50 per cent of the entire 
circulation is for juvenile readers. Much of their read- 
ing is recreative, but no inconsiderable part of it is 
educational. A large amount of reference work is done 
with children, and in connection with the preparation 
of study courses. The introduction of commercial 
subjects in the schools has required changes in the 
reference work, reflected in the demand for elementary 
books on such topics as the tariff, finance, industrial 
processes, food products, transportion, etc. Books on 
the civil service and on other vocational opportunities 
are also in request. ‘The ability to deal, intelligently, 
with such reference work, and to help pupils who are 
sent to the library by teachers, requires familiarity with 
the general collection as well as with the books reserved 
in the Children’s Department. It requires, also, wider 
knowledge on the part of the attendants. The aim, 
of course, is to so direct the children who are seeking 
aid, that they may themselves acquire the proper method 
of literary research, and gain facility in selecting the 
important facts. 
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The custodian of the department, Miss Alice M. 
Jordan, has during the year given talks on the use of 
the library to classes from the schools, besides addresses, 
upon request, before teachers, clubs, parents’ associa- 
tions and other organizations, all in relation to the 
educational work in which this library, through its 
Children’s Department, so effectively codperates. 
Under the custodian’s direction a short list of books for 
vacation reading was issued, and also a list of 1,000 
titles prepared by request of the National Congress of 
Mothers, which has been printed by the Bureau of 
Education. 

Through the kindness of Professor Sargent of the 
Arnold Arboretum the Children’s Department. and 
some of the branches are receiving specimens of trees 
and shrubs, in bud, in blossom and in fruit. These 
specimens include those of native growth, as well as 
examples of rare and beautiful importations and they 
are not only ornamental but are instructive to the care- 
ful observer. 

By this codperation the Arnold Arboretum hopes 
to make itself more widely known and more fully en- 
joyed by our citizens, and the Children’s Department 
is enabled to stimulate the wider interests of its visitors. 

The Teachers’ Reference Collection, placed in one of 
the rooms of the Children’s Department at the Central 
Library, is constantly used. In this room also reserves 
of books are placed for use in connection with the Uni- 
versity Extension Courses. Reserves are now made 
for teachers of manual training. The important edu- 
cational periodicals (for the use of teachers) are also 
currently filed here. 

Concerning the enlarged use of this room, Miss Jordan, 
in her annual report, remarks: 


The use of the books and periodicals has very largely increased 
during the year and the increase in the number of readers has 
been followed by an increase in the amount of reference work 
required. This work demands a specialist in educational 
subjects. It pertains to material required for the discussion of 
specific problems, dealing with methods of teaching different 
subjects in the school curriculum, with the matter of discipline, 
with school extension and similar subjects. From the ques- 
tions asked daily the following topics have been selected as 
representative of the information constantly desired: 

Grading and promotion of pupils. 

' Methods of disciplining children in the kindergarten and 

primary grades. 
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The teaching of eugenics in schools and colleges. 

Agricultural education. 

Teaching children the use of money. 

The Binet texts. 

Development of the public school system. 

Books on sand gardens, open-air schools, continuation schools. 
Psychology of the relation of man to man. 

Methods of teaching children to read. 

Froebel on playgrounds. 


Bates HAtt. 


By the report of Mr. Oscar A. Bierstadt, chief of the 
Reference Department, the use of the reference collec- 
tion and the demand of readers for books to be used in 
Bates Hall continues to increase. It is worth noting, 
as he points out, that the collection reserved on the 
open shelves here, about 10,000 volumes, carefully 
selected to cover different departments of literature, 
would, of itself, be a valuable library if considered 
independently. These books are open to use without 
formality. Besides this informal use 683,000 slips have 
been required by requests for books from the stacks 
for use at the Bates Hall tables. 

At the reference desk in the public catalogue room the 
attendants are constantly occupied in assisting readers, 
in directing attention to the best books covering a great 
variety of subjects, and in answering reference questions, 
both directly and through correspondence. 

Our custom of assembling in Bates Hall, in prominent 
position near the center desk, books relating to important 
subjects of current interest, is appreciated by the public, 
and many readers use these books who would not other- 
wise find access to them. Recent reserves of this kind 
related to affairs in Mexico and to the Kuropean war. 


THE SPECIAL LIBRARIES. 


The Special Libraries, so called, include all the depart- 
mental collections at the Central building which relate 
to the fine (and technical) arts, 7. e., painting, sculpture, 
architecture (with the allied subjects of design and build- 
ing technique), landscape architecture (with city and 
town planning, garden design, etc.); the Allen A. Brown 
Music Collection; the Barton-Ticknor Libraries (with 
the Barton collection of Shakesperiana and the George 
Ticknor collection of Spanish literature); the Allen A. 
Brown Dramatic Library; the Galatea Library (relating 
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especially to the modern progress of woman); the Prince 
Library (rare Americana); the Artz collection (mainly 
poetry); the Bowditch collection (relating to mathe- 
matics); the Browning Library, and other special 
collections. 

In order that the widest possible publicity may be 
given to the facilities which the library offers through 
this group of special libraries, I repeat what was said in 
the report for 1913: 


The valuable books in this group are especially used by 
scholars and students engaged in literary research. Many of the 
volumes can be found in no other library in this country and the 
reading tables in the Barton Gallery are in constant use under 
reservation by authors, educators and others who find in this 
retired reading room the quiet and privacy necessary to their 
work. In the Fine Arts Reading Room the tables are usually 
fully occupied, and the considerable number of books on open 
shelves are freely used, as in Bates Hall. The west gallery lead- 
ing from this reading room is especially devoted to reservations 
for classes from the schools of art and design, to various other 
study classes and to conferences in connection with the Univer- 
sity Extension Courses. In the Allen A. Brown Music Room 
students of music find material obtainable in no other place. 
The entire work of the Special Libraries is in the highest sense 
educational and the training and experience of the attendants 
is an essential element in the effective public service which is 
given in these rooms. 


Mr. Frank H. Chase, custodian, presents in his report 
the statistical data from which the following details are 
extracts:

The number of volumes issued for use in this room is 
13,268. The number added to the collection is 368, of 
which 171 were given by Mr. Brown. 

From the Fine Arts Department 40 volumes have 
been transferred to the music room shelves, consisting 
mainly of sixteenth and seventeenth century treatises 
and original editions of great composers. 

Among the more important additions to the collection 
are: 

Orchestral scores of Delibe’s opera ‘‘ Lakme” and Ponchielli’s

MIscELLANEOUS ACTIVITIES OF SPECIAL LIBRARIES, 
Visits of Classes. 

The number of meetings held by classes and study 
clubs during the year is 137, including an attendance of 
2,330 members, besides an attendance of 1,060 students 
in connection with the University Extension Confer- 
ences, or a total of 3,390. 


LECTURES AND EXHIBITIONS. 


The following list includes the free public lectures 
given at the Central Library during the year, and 
also the exhibitions open to the public at the Central 
building. 

With regard to the lectures, it should be mentioned 
that they have cost the library nothing, except for the 
services of a lantern operator whenever required, the 
expense of lantern slides (added, however, to our collec- 
tion) and a small amount for expense of supervision. 
We are under obligations to the lecturers who have 
generously codperated in our work, by giving their 
services, and to the associations who have assisted in 
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the programs. They have rendered public service 
of value. The lectures are educational, and audiences 
totaling for the season upwards of 20 000 persons have 
attended them.

LECTURES AND EXHIBITIONS AT THE BRANCHES. 


Besides the lectures and exhibitions at the Central 
Library, others at the branch libraries have been open to 
the public. 

The exhibitions are arranged upon a definite plan of 
rotation from branch to branch through the season. 
The lectures at the North End Branch, in Italian, under 
the auspices of the Boston Branch of the Societa Nazion- 
ale Dante Alighieri may be especially mentioned. 
Others (in English) have been given at the Upham’s 
Corner Branch, and the course is to be continued during 
the season. 


BRANCHES AND STATIONS. 


The service required by the public through the 
Branch Department of the library continues to increase. 
The Codman Square Reading Room was designated a 
branch November 1, and there are now 14 principal 
branches and 16 minor branches (termed: for con- 
venience “reading room stations’), all operated in 
unison with the Central Library, by means of a system 
of daily vehicle transportation. Subsidiary agencies of 
distribution within the branch system have, during the 
year, included 62 fire department houses, 38 institutions 
and 155 public and parochial schools. The following 
figures summarize the operations for the year:

Unless one comes into direct contact with it, the work 
of the Branch Department cannot be appreciated. 
Through its activities the facilities of the Central Library, 
with its valuable collections of circulating books, are 
made available in the outlying districts of the city, and 
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the various branch collections supplement the Central 
in bringing the books near to the homes of the people. 
Each branch library is the center of a group of schools, 
and it is the especial duty of the custodians to care for the 
demand for books from the schools assigned to their 
districts respectively. Books are sent to the schools on 
deposit, by requests from teachers, through the Branch 
Department. Special collections of books, required for 
reference work in connection with the course of study, 
are reserved at the branches for the use of pupils; pictures 
are sent directly from the branches to the schools 
(supplementing the portfolios sent from the Central 
Library); and the schools are visited periodically for the 
purpose of issuing library cards. The department also 
arranges for the deposits of books at various institutions, 
and the work of inter-library lending. All this work is 
likely to increase continuously, as the demand through 
the branches increases with the growth of the city. The 
space devoted: to it at the Central Library is already 
outgrown, and no more space is available within the 
walls of the present building. The problem of finding 
additional room is one that must soon be faced. 

The relation of the branches to those who use books is 
in some respects closer than that gained through any 
other function of the library. The custodians soon 
acquire intimate knowledge of the requirements of the 
patrons whom they serve. The branches are centers of 
comparatively small districts, and this makes such 
intimate knowledge possible. The custodians therefore 
are able to observe closely the influence of the library 
upon those who useit. Many instances of human interest 
grow out of this, and some of them are pertinent here, 
since they show, as cannot be shown by figures or by 
mere didactic statement, what the library is doing for 
the people. ‘In regard to work with the schools, I quote 
the following extracts from their reports, made to Mr. 
Langdon L. Ward, supervisor of branches: 


Codperation between the library and the schools is very 
gratifying, and appreciation of the library system as a whole 
is frequently heard. One teacher has brought members of her 
class to the reading room several times. The facilities were 
informally explained to the pupils as they examined the books, 
and the teacher pointed out books desirable for them to read. 
The interest of teachers is naturally brought about by the

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interest of the library in the teacher, shown by the excellent 
circulars and communications sent from time to time from 
Central, and by the activity of the branches and reading rooms 
in their respective districts. At the beginning of each year 
assistance is offered to the teachers and they are asked for sug- 
gestions that will help us to aid them in their work.. Every 
two weeks opportunity is given the schools to order picture 
bulletins. Deposits of books have been asked for by most of 
the teachers in the district. 

The evening school was visited and registrations taken. The 
pupils were all foreigners who could not read English. Three 
of the young men are using the library now, sending to Central 
regularly for Polish books. 

We sent what we think was the first deposit taken by a con- 
tinuation school in this district. Each teacher has about three 
hundred different girls during the week. Many of them became 
wage-earners before they had formed the reading habit, but 
now they have an opportunity to continue the ordinary school 
courses, to learn a trade which may be in connection with their 
daily work, or quite outside of it, and to become acquainted 
with good books for recreational reading. 

The teachers and the pupils of the parochial high school use 
the library constantly, taking books directly and sending to 
Central for books that the reading room does not possess. All 
of the teachers have cards and a few have had deposits of books 
and pictures. The teachers in both the high and grammar 
schools send the pupils here for reference work, most of which 
is done during the evening hours. During the early fall and 
winter several men preparing for civil service examinations 
and others who were taking out naturalization papers used our 
books. One man said, “‘The library is a blessing to those seek- 
ing information and should be highly appreciated by all.” 


The purchase during the year of about ten thousand 
volumes of additional copies of the books in greatest 
demand at the branches has helped to meet the urgent 
needs of our readers. Concerning the use of these and 
other books the custodians remark: 


Our new books are in constant use. I really think that I 
could use as many more next year. One book suggests another, 
and the other may suggest two more, and so on. 

The new German books have pleased several of the older 
German people who, although they read English books, do not 
read them as readily as they do those in their own native 
tongue. They are impatient now for more. 

Our reference books have made it easier to obtain information 
that was difficult or impossible to find before, such as sketches 
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of some of the authors who are now writing; and in the historic 
reference books which have just been added some of the his- 
torical references are given much more in detail than formerly. 

It occurred to me in this connection to notice what books our 
adult readers had left on the tables at closing time; here is the 
list: Gummere, Old English Ballads; White, The Blazed Trail; 
Lawrence, Phillips Brooks; Marriott, How Americans are 
Governed; Roberts, Heart of the Ancient Wood; Giddings, 
Readings in Descriptive and Historical Sociology; Mintz, 
The New American Citizen; Muir, Story of My Boyhood and 
Youth; Cabot, What Men Live By; Scott, Rob Roy; Gibbon, 
Decline and Fall of the Roman Empire; Doyle, Sherlock 
Holmes; Hill, On the Trail of Washington; Verne, 20,000 
Leagues Under the Sea; Anunzio, Laudi del cielo. 

More books of modern poetry and drama seemed desirable 
and in order to estimate whether such books would be read in 
this district or not we obtained from Central a deposit of such 
books. Of the poems some would suit an average reader, some 
would only appeal to students. The collection as a whole was 
well used. It led to suggestions and comments, which will be 
helpful in selection, and during the six months the books were 
here every book, except four, has been issued at least once. 

I cannot make too emphatic the need for books in easy 
English. As I have so often reiterated in my reports, the for- 
eigners need them as a help in learning English, the teachers 
require them for deposit, and the children urgently ask for them 
for their younger brothers and sisters. I wish we might have at 
least a dozen copies of every such book in print. . 

The first book asked for by a new Italian reader was Tasso’s 
Jerusalem Delivered. The first books called for by foreigners 
who can read in English are quite likely to be ‘‘A Life of George 
Washington” or ‘A History of the United States.” 


Concerning the use of pictures in circulation from the 
branches, a custodian says: 


Personal experience teaches us that a picture is often the 
starting point of independent research work. An interesting 
proof of this latter statement was encountered among the chil- 
dren last fall. A set of bird pictures stimulated among the young 
people an interest in the common birds of the neighborhood, 
and for a time Chapman’s bird book was in great demand. 

Some of the girls who had been in the habit of getting pictures 
from us while in the grammar schools have, since reaching the 
Girls’ High School, continued the practice, and are now coming 
in almost daily to get material to illustrate their lessons in 
biology. A set showing enlarged pictures of insects as well as 
other sets on ants and bees have been used by the class. 
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To show the character of the requests I will take those for the 
months October and November, which are fairly representative.

Of work which is to a degree codperative between a 
branch and a large industrial establishment which has 
its own collection of technical books and periodicals, a 
custodian remarks: 


The company has a large plant in our district, including their 
Welfare Buildings which are used by their workmen, wherever 
employed. A branch of their central library is one of the feat- 
ures of the plant of special interest to us. It is a pleasant, quiet 
room already filled with technical books :and magazines. ' Since 
their collection is and must be so complete and up to date we 
hope the time will come when we can refer our patrons interested — 
in such subjects to their shelves and have our library cards 
honored there. In the meantime, since they have no books of 
recreational reading we have been given a section for deposit 
books which is filled partly by us, and partly by the Central 
Library. The librarians keep a record of the issue of our books. 
They have also given us a space on their bulletin board and we 
intend to keep it filled with branch lists and notices so that the 
employees who live in this section may use the branch. 


As for the reference work with the public at the 
branches, and our relations with the public gained by 
such work, Mr. Ward says: 


The thirty branches and reading rooms of the library are now 
fairly well equipped for popular reference work. The collections 
of books have been built up year by year in response to the actual 
demand, so that even the smaller reading rooms have not 
only the obvious reference books, but a moderate supply of 
anthologies, histories, biographies, geographical readers, scien- 
tific manuals, ete. 
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As to the kind of reference work, it varies widely with the 
constituencies. An attempt is made to meet conditions as they 
exist at each place. In general the reference work of the 
branches may be described as follows: There are first of all 
questions from grammar school pupils, then the less simple 
questions from the high schools. Next the inquiries from 
college students living in the district, from men studying at 
evening classes and at home, from teachers, physicians, nurses, 
writers, engineers, electricians, plumbers, motormen, con- 
ductors, post office clerks, candidates for civil service examina- 
tions, from women’s clubs, travel clubs, mission study clubs, 
and many more groups or classes. Since all these depend upon 
the branch for help it follows that the inquiries cover nearly 
every kind of subject. The branch may not always have the 
best material, but it will usually have something on a given 
subject. | 

An important feature of this reference work is that the 
branches may obtain within a few hours, through the daily 
delivery of books from the Central Library, material which is 
not on their own shelves. That is, the resources of the great 
Central collection of books are available for use at a branch, 
or for home use, and a card holder seven miles away from the 
Central Library may receive a book within twenty-four hours, 
exactly. as if he had presented his call slip at the delivery desk 
in person. It is through this daily interchange also that 
reference questions are sent to the Central Library. 

Boston has several large private technical schools, and in the 
public schools the recent increase in courses in the practical 
arts has been marked. Consequently there has been a growing 
demand for books and information on scientific rather than 
literary subjects, and our branch. collections of books for 
reference have been strengthened, year by year, to meet these 
conditions. 


Upon this phase of. their work the custodians also 
make interesting comments. Of these I quote as 
follows: 


I am glad to report that there are now more adult readers 
than ever before. There are also many students, normal 
school pupils, teachers from high and grammar schools. 

High school pupils require assistance through reference 
books for home use lessons on studies in the school curriculum, 
and make extensive use of our excellent collection of supple- 
mentary reading books, which has been built up for this pur- 
pose and in which are many duplicates of books most in demand. 

Grammar school subjects range from a grain of wheat to the 
building of a locomotive, or a great city factory and its method 
of operation. The pupils range from the child of nine who 
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asks ‘What can you show me about Sammy Adams?” to the 
member of the rapid advancement class who wants a volume 
of comprehensive history, Taylor’s Anthropology, Lowell on 
government, or a book on international law. Reference work 
has taken a new trend which requires progressive ideas and 
material to cope with its demands. Science and practical 
subjects have come forward with the advent of the newer ideas 
of vocational and practical education and predominate in the 
daily aid given. I am asked for material on industrial studies 
covering food, clothing, housing, modes of traveling, products 
of the soil and manufacture, textiles, water and milk supply, 
immigration, irrigation, inventions, etc., and especially about 
new authors and things of world interest, to the partial exclusion 
of people and things of the past, except as they affect present 
inventions or events. 

Our new books have been much used. Some of the more 
popular subjects are those of auditing, accounting, book- 
keeping, business forms, letter writing, social functions, civil 
service, mathematics (including arithmetic, algebra, geometry, 
calculus), mechanical drawing, engineering, electrical engineer- 
ing, economics, advertising, plumbing, practical trades and 
science. 

More than twelve different races are represented in the new 
borrowers of the year. The demands are as varied as the 
nationalities. Books are wanted in all the various languages, 
also simple books for foreigners learning English, recent fiction, 
standard fiction, biography, literature, travels, sociology, 
education, vocation and technical books for students in the 
schools and for practical workers wanting to pass examinations 
or to become more efficient, not to mention books for general 
reference work in every subject by all ages and all classes. 

The reference work with pupils of the various high schools 
has shown a marked increase. There has been considerable 
change in the class of subjects on which help has been requested. 
Formerly they were mostly literary or historical subjects, now 
they are questions relating to home and city hygiene, pure food 
and milk, child welfare, playgrounds, labor conditions and 
similar topics. If permanent interest is aroused in these sub- 
jects our future citizens will concern themselves with interests 
of the community and work for the common good. 


At the North End Branch, by funds supplied by Mrs. 
James J. Storrow as a gift to the library, the previously 
unoccupied portion of the basement has been finished 
attractively as a room for club and class uses, recreational 
as well as instructive, under the voluntary direction of 
the custodian, but undertaken by her apart from the 
routine operation of the branch. This work, which 
arouses the enthusiasm of the young persons who are 
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engaged in it, is exceedingly interesting, and cannot 
fail to enlarge the influence of the library in this closely 
populated district. 


THE CHILDREN’S Story Hour. 


The regular work of story-telling to children by a 
trained story-teller, introduced some years ago, has been 
continued with excellent results. With us this work is 
intended to be educational primarily, but that does not 
prevent its being enjoyable as well. 

Mrs. Cronan, who has charge of it, aims to reach 
children between ten and fifteen years of age and to 
cooperate with the library staff in stimulating a love 
of reading and the right choice of books. She says: 


We have used stories of Lincoln and Washington, of artists, 
musicians and explorers, and have continued stories of ‘‘Ivan- 
hoe,” ‘The Talisman,” ‘‘Lorna Doone” and ‘Oliver Twist.” 
These all lead to the library shelves where the books may be 
found. We count the results good if we find these books 
are in demand. I must confess to an extra glow of satis- 
faction when I find boys walking miles and making repeated 
efforts to get some fine book which has been introduced through 
the story hour. I once thought that with forty children there 
should be forty copies of each book ready for them. I have 
learned that if there are eighty children and only a few copies 
of the book there will be persistent effort, sustained interest 
and much more satisfaction when the book is finally secured. 
There is always some other book that can be substituted until 
the desired one is gained, and there is a certain ardor resulting 
from working and waiting for the book in demand. 

The best results, to my mind, do not immediately follow the 
story hour but are shown months afterwards when the children 
stand before the library shelves and point out the books they 
have learned to know and love, when they choose books for 
other boys and girls and show discrimination in their choice. 

All the results obtained by an hour of recreation may be 
gained and much more accomplished if through the story hour 
the children may be given a kind of “self-help,” the ability to 
choose, the desire to read books of value. 

I believe the child who has learned to discriminate in his 
choice of books and has become an ardent reader will be 
likely to be equally discriminating in his choice of other pleas- 
ures. If he has learned to delight in simplicity, honesty, 
fearlessness and purity in his heroes, he is less likely to be 
content with an unworthy standard in his friends. It is a 
most effective method of safeguarding a child from the dangers 
of his environment when through the story hour we give him 
that companionship of books which Milton calls ‘intimate 
knowledge and delight.”’ 
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I quote also from reports of custodians: 


In these few months it has been a great pleasure to the boys, 
and had the desired effect of directing the boys’ reading to some 
of the best books that they would not have read unless they 
had heard the stories. 

Every Tuesday evening at about half-past six a line of eager 
children with happy faces begins to form at the door of the 
children’s room near the lecture room stairs. There they stand 
patiently until the doors are opened and then, showing their 
cards as tickets of admission, file decorously down to sit in 
rapt attention for a full hour while Mr. and Mrs. Cronan 
tell of Nils and Roland and Charlemagne and other story- 
book friends. The aim has been to introduce the children to 
some of the greater books. It has certainly succeeded in 
making these books popular. Although we have five copies 
each of the Wonderful Adventures of Nils and the Later Adven- 
tures of Nils, noneis'to be found on the shelf now, while before 
the story was told one copy met the demand. At the end of the 
hour it is difficult to find on the shelves anything one would 
recommend the children to take out, but they industriously 
make out sheaves of slips and are not discouraged even by 
repeated failures to get the coveted books. Every attractive 
looking book is seized as soon as it reaches the shelf. 

It is a fact borne out by statistics, which were kept on sev- 
eral occasions, as well as by personal observation, that the 
children’s reading, since the inauguration of the story hour, 
is of a better quality, of a more definite scope, and not so often 
a matter of chance as formerly. 

During the summer we took two groups of children to hear 
stories at the Art Museum, held under the direction of the 
‘Boston Social Union. This venture proved a distinct suc- 
cess. The children, particularly the boys, delighted the guide 
in the museum by their eagerness and interest. They surely 
seemed to get a great deal out of it. Seventy-eight boys and 
girls went on the first of these trips and on the second there 
were ninety-four, which was the largest group they had had 
at the museum during the summer.

Publications. 


The publications for the year, issued under the 
editorial supervision of Mr. Lindsay Swift, include: 


Weekly Lists. From January 17, 1914, to January 9, 1915, 
inclusive (Nos. 300-351), fifty-two issues, containing 336 
pages. The edition of each issue was 2,500 copies; 
the total number of pages printed and issued free was 
43,680,000. 

Quarterly Bulletin. 3d series, Vol. 7, Nos. 1-4, inclusive, in 
March, June, September and December, 1914. The four 
numbers comprised 456 pages and each issue was in an 
edition of 2,000 copies. 3,648,000 pages in all were printed 
and distributed free. 

Aside from the usual titles of new books in the Bulletins, other 
matter appeared as follows: 
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June number: Prospectus of the University Extension 
Courses, 1914-15. 

September number: Program of Exhibitions at the Central 
Library, branches and reading rooms (repeated in part in 
December number); List of Free Public Lectures (repeated 
in part in December number); Announcements of Lowell 
Institute; and of University Extension Courses (repeated 
in part in December number). 

December number: Lists of books illustrative of the follow- 
ing: Lowell Institute courses; Prof. W. E. Hocking’s 
course on Human Instincts and Their Transformation; 
Prof. C. H. Haskins’s course on The Normans in European 
History; and Prof. Kuno Francke’s course on Personality 
in German Literature Before Luther. 


All bulletins containing announcements of exhibitions 
and of lectures given in the library or in neighboring 
institutions are in great demand and the editions are 
speedily exhausted. Larger editions of the September 
and December issues. might advisedly be printed. 

The catalogue of the John Adams Library is pre- 
pared for the press and awaits the opportunity for 
printing. 


The Bates Hall Center Desk, Newspaper and Patent 
Rooms, Central Inbrary. 


In handling the large number of books brought from 
the stacks for the use of readers in Bates Hall it is 
inevitable that vexatious delays will sometimes occur. 
This library is so planned that it is at a disadvantage 
with respect to rapid service in this reading room as 
compared with libraries having a central reading room 
immediately connected with the stacks (Library of Con- 
gress plan) or the novel arrangement of a reading room 
immediately over the stacks whereby the books may be 
lifted directly into the room (New York Public Library 
plan). Here the books from the stacks are first delivered 
at the main receiving shaft in the tube room of the 
Issue Department and must then be brought by a page 
to the reader’s table. In busy hours the service is 
taxed to the utmost and besides this there is sometimes 
delay due to the improper operation of the vacuum tubes 
through which the call slips are sent to the stacks, or to 
some other part of the mechanical appliances upon 
which we rely. Such troubles are comparatively infre- 
quent, but they will, of course, occur and then occasion 
much criticism, regardless of the great number of ordi- 
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nary cases when no delay is encountered. A complete 
reconstruction of our tube and carrier system might 
somewhat shorten the time of delivery. The expense 
would be heavy, but might perhaps be warranted if we 
had the money which could be used without regard to 
more important demands, although, after all is said, 
this library, in the majority of cases, by the testimony 
of those of wide experience, serves its readers with 
reasonable promptness. Every unsuccessful or delayed 
application for books is immediately investigated when 
brought to the attention of the attendants. As stated 
in a previous report, only a few persons, compared 
with the large number served daily, are put to serious 
inconvenience, but these few instances are regretted. 
The criticism resulting from them is persistent, while 
the thousands of cases in which the book is obtained 
promptly pass without comment. Applicants sometimes 
wait a long time for a book and do not report the delay. 
It would be of assistance if, whenever delay seems. 
unreasonable, it were at once reported to the desk attend- 
ant. Usually if so reported the cause may be traced 
and the delay overcome, or, if not immediately over- 
come, prevented from again occurring. 

Some time ago an extended test showed that the aver- 
age delay in receipt of books of all kinds in Bates Hall, 
some of which came from remote parts of the stacks, 
did not exceed ten minutes. A recent test, covering 
various hours which were taken at random, has shown a 
similar average. Of schemes that have been tried for 
shortening the delay to readers (including direct electric 
communication with the stacks from the center desk, by 
ingenious apparatus which proved too delicate for our 
work), only the introduction of complete : indicator 
service has proved effective. As explained in the report 
for 1912, the indicator record, duplicating that in use 
in the Issue Department, makes it possible to determine 
at once, at the center desk, whether or not a desired 
book has already been lent for use out of the building, 
sent to the bindery or otherwise temporarily removed 
from its place in the stacks. The settlement of this 
preliminary question immediately in the Hall obviates 
the necessity of waiting for a similar report from the 
Issue Department and the loss of time occasioned 
thereby. ‘Those who use the reading room are learning 
the advantage of this, and frequently before filling a 
call slip inquire at the desk if the book wanted is avail- 
able. In any case, if a book asked for is, as shown by 
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the indicator, not available, report to that effect is at 
once returned on the call slip, and the reader may sub- 
stitute other titles, or need not be disappointed by long 
waiting only to find that the book wanted is out. This is 
of advantage in a large number of cases, although it will 
be obvious that the use of the indicator does not materi- 
ally shorten the time of delivery of books which are 
available. In the case of readers who desire to use 
continuously a considerable number of books on any 
subject, delay may be avoided by filing in advance a 
list of titles. The books will then be assembled on a 
reserved table and will be found there at the appointed 
hour. 

The usual statistics, reported by Mr. Pierce E. Buckley, 
custodian, follow: 

Center Desk.— The maximum attendance of readers 
(335 on December 13, at 5 p. m.) exceeds by 32 the 
maximum reported in 1913. In one month only, 
namely, July, has the maximum attendance fallen below 
125: 

Newspaper Room.— During the year four papers have 
been added to the subscription list and 15 for various 
reasons dropped, the number now regularly available 
to readers being 312. The attendance in this room 
sometimes exceeds the proper limit. This is especially 
the case on Sundays. 

The total number of volumes in the files of bound 
newspapers is now 7,774. Some indication of the 
important place these files occupy is given by the fact 
that 13,603 persons consulted them during the year, 
using 27,415 different volumes. 

We have, during the year, added to the files of early 
papers various numbers of the Boston News Letter, Boston 
Gazette, Massachusetts Sentinel, Essex Gazette and New 
London Gazette, and besides these have received a 
file of photo-stat copies of the first years of the News 
Letter (April 24, 1704, to April 19, 1708) and also 15 
numbers of the News Letter for 17438. 

Patent Room.—This also is an important department 
of the library. The collection now numbers 13,007 
volumes, an increase of 412 for the year. ‘The recorded 
use of the room is:

Documents and Statistics. 


Mr. Horace L. Wheeler, in charge of the Statistical 
Department, reports that there have been received as 
additions to this department by exchange with and gifts 
to the collection of the American Statistical Association 
held here, 388 volumes and 1,120 pamphlet parts. 
From regular purchases 995 volumes have been added. 


The total number of volumes in the department is 
19,343. 
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The name ‘‘Statistical Department”’ needs explana- 
tion. The collection includes state, municipal and 
United States Government reports and many works on 
economics and relating to social science. Reserves are 
made here for students of subjects represented in the 
collection, and persons seeking statistical information 
upon commercial, financial or municipal problems are 
frequent visitors. It may afford some indication of the 
use of the room to note that in obtaining answers to 
reference inquiries here about 12,000 volumes were con- 
sulted during the year; 3,755 volumes were sent out to 
other departments for use; 1,945 volumes were issued 
through the Branch and Issue Departments for use 
outside the building, and about 1,000 volumes issued 
directly from the department itself for such use. 


Sunday and Evening Service, Central Library. 


The average number of books lent on Sundays and 
holidays from the Central Library for use outside the 
building was 776 (744 in 1913). The largest number on 
any single Sunday (or holiday) was 1,348 (1,259 in 1918). 
The largest number of readers present in the Bates Hall 
Reading Room on any single Sunday was 335 on Decem- 
ber 13 (295 in 1913 on February 9).

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CONCLUSION. 


I gratefully acknowledge the efficient assistance ren- 
dered by the chiefs of departments and custodians 
whose names appear on pages 78-80, and that of the 
members of the staff throughout the library system. I 
especially record my appreciation of the loyal codperation 
in the work of administration of Mr. Otto Fleischner, 
assistant librarian. 

I have in previous reports remarked that in the work 
of the library the personal assistance given by the 
staff members of various grades who come directly in 
contact with the public is invaluable. In the closely 
populated districts of a large city, like some of those 
in which our branches are located, containing many 
persons untrained in the use of books, this personal 
assistance is especially necessary. But in departments 
of the Central Library also, where students are seeking 
the best sources of information, or where readers wish 
to be directed to the best books on some special subject, 
nothing can take the place of competent personal 
suggestion and advice. This the library has always 
supplied on general and on certain technical subjects, 
by the chief of the Reference Department and by the 
custodian of Special Libraries, with their immediate : 
assistants at the reference desk in the public catalogue 
room and in the Fine Arts, Music and Barton Rooms. 
In degree measured only by the character of the work 
required, the chief of the Issue Department, the cus- 
todian of the children’s room (including. teachers’ 
reference room), the custodian of the center desk, 
Bates Hall, the assistant in charge of the Statistical 
Department, with their assistants (including the peri- 
odical, newspaper and patent rooms), are always at the 
service of the public. 

All these chiefs and custodians, by special training 
or by extended experience, are qualified for this work in 
their respective departments, and nearly all of them 
have been long in the library service and know its 
resources. Inquiries requiring special knowledge are 
expected to be made to them directly, rather than to 
any minor assistants, and if questions are asked which 
do not fall within the province of the department in 
which the inquiry is made, as is not unlikely, since no- 
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one person can be expected to know everything, the 
inquirer will be directed to the proper department. — 
Reports of dissatisfaction, for any reason, with the 
operation of the service, or of failure to obtain 
the information desired, are earnestly solicited by the 
librarian or assistant librarian, one of whom is accessible 
without formality during the day, or by the repre- 
sentative of the librarian in charge during the evening.

Hon. James M. Curtey, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Dear S1r,— In conformity with section 24 of the 
Revised Ordinances, I herewith submit the annual 
report of the Market Department for the year ending 
January 31, 1915. 

The department work has been more or less of a routine 
nature with but two innovations — the installation of 
the open-air market system and the statistical show of 
the department in connection with the Boston Domestic . 
Science and Pure Food Exposition of 1914. 

In all maintenance matters the department has had a 
successful year, the rentals have been paid promptly and 
all laws and regulations relative to the market property 
have been strictly enforced. Particularly pleasing has 
been the fact that perfect harmony has existed between 
the officials of this department, the health authorities, 
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and the market lessees in the enforcement of such laws 
and regulations as have been adopted for the protection 
of the public. With this harmonious spirit existing 
the produce offered for sale within the Faneuil Hall 
Market limits has been of excellent quality and very few 
complaints have been noted. A comparatively minute 
quantity of produce has been condemned as unfit for 
human consumption. 

For several years there has been considerable annoy- 
ance caused to lessees owing to the poor condition of the 
slating on the roof of the building, and in times of severe 
rain or heavy snow much damage has been done to mer- 
chandise on the premises. ‘This feature has been quite 
materially eliminated in a large degree during the past 
year by the action of the Superintendent of Public 
Buildings, who has caused several beneficial changes to 
be made on the south side of the market. If this policy 
is extended during the present year to the north side of 
the market there should be no further cause for com- 
plaint. 

A very convenient and necessary improvement has 
been the installation of a ladies’ retiring room, with a 
matron in charge at all times while the market is open. 
This feature has been duly appreciated not alone by the 
ladies employed in and about the market, but has been 
a source of commendation from the various women’s 
organizations and the general public. 

While the public market places on the south and north 
sides of the building have been very well patronized 
with satisfactory results to both the farmers and the 
public, the space inside the building is not used to its 
fullest capacity by the public. At divers times about 
600,000 persons enter during the year and the facilities 
are sufficient for catering toas many more. Animprove- 
ment which I strongly recommend and which would have 
a tendency to bring about a better patronage of the 
market is the installation of granolithic sidewalks 
around New Faneuil Hall Market and on Merchants 
row, in front of Faneuil Hall Market. The lighting 
system in front of and around both market houses should 
be changed. 

OPEN—AIR MARKET. 

A free public market place was established by order 
of his Honor the Mayor, and the Honorable City 
Council by their action of October 5, 1914, and by lease 
of a parcel of land situated at the corner of Castle 
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street and Shawmut avenue from Mr. George 8. Smith, 
for a period of three years, Boston’ s first free open-air 
market was started. 

The duties devolving with the introduction of this 
new departure fell to the lot of the Market Depart- 
ment, and rules and regulations were adopted and stands 
and locations assigned that. the producer. might. dis- 
pose of his goods direct to the consumer. The produc- 
ing farmers were interviewed and explanations of the 
project were made with the result that their cooperation 
was secured and the plan was encouraged by them. 

As the idea of the open-air market was to lessen in 
some degree the high cost of farm products, due in a 
large measure to the expense of distribution and the 
profits of middlemen, a regulation was adopted that 
“none but farmers and producers were allowed the 
privilege of the market.z This was done to make 
peeve the lowest prices on these foodstuffs for the 

benefit of the public. 

“The open-air market plan was a pleasing success. /’ 
The amount of business done was far beyond the 
expectations of the most sanguine and the process of 
distribution was most satisfactory to producer and con- 
sumer alike. But little difficulty was encountered in 
maintaining the rules and regulations adopted and the 
department employees were able to cope with any 
situation which arose. 

At times the open-air market has been crowded and 
there have been on one day (Saturday) as many as 
forty-five farmers’ wagons loaded with produce which 
has been disposed of at a price satisfactory to all. Both 
producers and consumers have expressed themselves 
as well pleased with the plan of an open-air market, and 
numerous communications from all parts of the country 
where the reports of our experiment have spread have 
indorsed and commended our efforts. 

The farmers continued to come to the market place 
until after the middle of January, 1915. Without 
doubt, succeeding seasons should surpass that of our 
initial effort. 


Boston Domestic ScIENCE AND PuRE Foop 
EXPOSITION OF 1914. 
In accordance with Circular No. 13 from the office of 


his Honor the Mayor, to wit, to advise with Dr. Hartwell, 
secretary of the Statistics Department, in connection 
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with the city’s exhibit at the Boston Domestic Science 
and Pure Food Exposition of 1914, this department 
contributed with various features. The show was held 
in Mechanics Building from October 5 to October 30, 
inclusive, and during that period a detail of men from 
the Market Department was constantly on hand to 
explain to the public the workings of the department. 

Among the features displayed were the statistics of the 
department, photographs showing the department’s 
work, details as to the volume of business carried on in 
the markets, in the market houses, and on the market 
places, on both north and south sides, and on State 
street, with statements as to the attendance of pur- 
chasers. ‘The lessees of the buildings contributed a dis- 
play of goods and merchandise to be found only at the 
market place. 

In all, this department’s contribution to the exposition 
was generally commended by officials and by the attend- 
ing public. 


STATISTICS. 


During the year the department has found it necessary 
to condemn and cause to be destroyed as unfit for food: 
Apples, 31 bushels; radishes, 5 bushels; Brussels sprouts, 
32 quarts; deer meat, 157 pounds; turkeys, broilers, 
beef, potatoes and a quantity of other vegetables and 
fruit which was consigned to the dump. Also, there was 
discovered and condemned 5 pairs Christmas wreaths 
with poisonous leaves. 

The police detailed for duty at Faneuil Hall Markets 
have made twenty-two (22) arrests for various offences, 
besides appearing as witnesses in several cases of cruelty 
which they had reported to the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals.

STATISTICS OF CASES AIDED. 


The number of families assisted by us in the year was 
4,507, an increase of 1,529 families from the previous 
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year. Of these 377 families resided in other cities and 
towns but had retained their settlement in this city, 
and we received payment for aid rendered to 381 
families residing in Boston whose legal settlement was 
elsewhere. 

The number of new cases aided during the year was 
1,614. The total number of cases dealt with since 1864 
is 45,134. 

The number of official visits made by our visitors 
during the year was 32,084, of which 24,180 were made 
in the homes of the poor and 7,904 for information.

The sum of $427,205.28 has been given directly to 
the poor, to which should be added the sum of $3,410.54 
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paid for burials, $5,683.73 paid for support of the Tem- 
porary Home, and $13,875.29 paid for support of the 
Lodge for Wayfarers, making a total of $450,174.84 
actually paid out by the Overseers of the Poor from the 
tax levy for the direct relief of the poor. We have also 
disbursed as trustees the further sum of $32,754.37 to 
the various pensioners and beneficiaries adjudged worthy 
and falling within the provisions of the trusts.

INCREASED ACTIVITIES AND EXPENSES. 


The winter of 1914-15 will long be remembered as 
one of great business depression and an unusual amount 
of unemployment. Increased calls upon the Overseers 
of the Poor for relief began early and continued late. 
Extraordinary measures were necessary in order to take 
care of the swarms of applicants for public relief. Many 
additional clerks were employed. The city was redis- 
tricted, twelve districts being made where there were 
formerly but ten. Five additional temporary lodging 
places for men or women were established in different 
parts of the city, necessitating the employment of 
numbers of caretakers, entry clerks, etc. All of these 
and our regular homes had to be supervised, making 
seven institutions under our care, besides the regular 
departments, such as the storehouse or grocery, the 
hospital department, the settlement division, the twelve 
visitors in the homes of the poor, the bookkeeping 
department, etc. In addition groceries.were purchased 
to the value of nearly $80,000 and distributed to families 
in orders from one to three dollars each. Wood had to 
be purchased for the wood yard connected with the Way- 
farers’ Lodge, where it was sawed and split and after- 
wards sold at retail throughout the city and suburbs. 
About 200 cords were thus prepared and sold each 
month during the winter. 
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Owing to the lack of large contracts in the business 
world the number of laboring men out of work was | 
unusually large. Especially was this true with the 
Italians of the North End. ‘The longshoremen, too, 
were deprived of their usual jobs by reasons of the 
embargo on shipping business caused by the war. Appli- 
cants from these two classes of able-bodied men with 
families dependent upon them thronged.our offices and 
necessitated our using additional rooms. Ordinarily the 
percentage of families aided by us in which there are 
men able to work is exceedingly small. This year, on 
account of the reasons given above, the number of this 
class of applicants was such that our resources were 
taxed to the utmost. 

Examination of the statistics of our work and of our 
expense account will show that both have made a very 
large increase over the preceding year; a total number 
of 4,507 families were cared for during the year as 
against 2,978 in 19138, an increase of 1,529 families. 
The amount of relief actually given to the poor increased 
$254,164.86 over 1913. 

Our expenditures naturally increased by leaps and 
bounds despite every effort made to keep them down. 
It was a severe test of the system of public out-door 
relief, but one made necessary by the law and by the 
exigencies of the times. We trust that it was met success- 
fully. Certainly it is true that no needy family was 
allowed to suffer after its needs were brought to our 
attention. Endeavor was made to give adequate relief 
to all applicants. We feel that we owe it to our employ- 
ees, new and old, to testify to their steady attention 
to their duties and their devotion to the cause of the 
poor during this hard winter. To their painstaking 
labors, often continued long after the close of working 
hours, and even at night, without thought of extra pay, 
is due the comparative success of our department in 
meeting the tremendous calls upon it during the past 
year. In this connection it is well to remark that no 
bills for overtime work have ever been presented by this 
department to the city treasury. 


WAYFARERS’ LODGE. 


On account of industrial conditions through the sum- 
mer and autumn of last year, the Board was convinced 
that the Hawkins Street Lodge would not accommodate 
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men seeking lodging from the city during the winter 
months. Therefore they secured from,the Schoolhouse 
Commissioners permission to use the Way Street School- 
house, and opened this building as an annex to the 
Central Lodge early in January. This is in excellent con- 
dition, containing all the requirements for comfortable, 
sanitary lodging. The Board felt that these two build- 
ings would be ‘adequate to fill the need, but found it 
necessary to open in rapid succession three additional 
annexes: Blossom street, Tyler street and the Common- 
wealth pier, the last named place being furnished by the 
state, as an overflow shelter for the men. The South 
Ferry Station was also used at one time during the winter. 

The number of applicants increased approximately 
8,000 per month, from December to April, the Decem- 
ber attendance being 4,726, and the March attendance 
being 29,165. For the five months ending May 1, 90,720 
men were received and cared for, and 95,219 meals were 
furnished. | 

The number of men working in the wood yard on 
orders from the visitors of the Board during this period 
was 4,324; these men were the heads of families out of 
work. 

It is believed that the majority of men furnished lodg- 
ings and meals were men out of work, industrious, sober 
and worthy. As in previous years, the inefficient and 
idle were in evidence, but apparently in no greater 
degree. The attendance, too, was a constantly changing 
one, showing that the men were either securing work 
here or seeking it elsewhere. No one was refused 
lodging, except for intoxication, this rule being strictly 
adhered to. 

The variety of nationalities was marked and wide- 
spread, those of American birth predominating, or 55.52 
per cent of the total. 

The insistent need of a new and adequate municipal 
lodging house has been emphasized very strongly by 
the experience of the past year; the widely separated 
location of the annexes, the duplication of attendants, 
and the multiplication of expense in the conduct of the 
places used, are strong arguments for a carefully planned 
and efficient method of carrying on the work of caring for 
the homeless and destitute men who come to us for help. 

.The accommodation at the wood yard for working 
the lodgers is entirely inadequate, and increased quarters 
should be obtained. 
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During several months we hired additional space in 
which to store the wood and work the men. By the 
kindness of the owner of the land adjacent to our Haw- 
kins street yard we were allowed to store a great many 
cords of wood upon his premises.

City TEMPORARY Hompg. 


The building occupied by the City Temporary Home 
is in good condition throughout. It supplies a growing 
need in our city, furnishing good food, comfortable beds, 
clean, airy sleeping rooms, dining and sitting rooms for 
women and girls. The day and night nurseries are 
always in proper order for the young infants and older 
children. 

The work among the less fortunate is not the only 
work of the home; the poor evicted mother and her 
little one, the stranded ones traveling to or from the 
city are among our patrons. The wards of the city and 
state are often cared for from periods of one day to one 
week, sometimes two or three weeks, waiting to be 
placed in proper homes. The poor abandoned babies 
or foundlings, whose pathetic little faces plead for pro- 
tection, find here temporary care gently given. The 
young woman who has need of. help and shelter when 
she leaves the hospital or rescue home to face the world 
with her child, is received and cared for and she is 
taught to care for her baby. Peace and forgiveness is 
often sought for her and through the home she is restored 
to parents or relatives. Children to the number of 
thirty-two were cared for less than one day, bathed, fed 
and rested; many are also given clean, warm clothing. 
The matron is constantly finding temporary work, also 
permanent situations for the women and girls. 

At Easter, Thanksgiving and Christmas special dinners 
and suppers are served. Everyone physically able is 
expected to go to church on Sunday, Roman Catholie 
or Protestant. 

Confinement cases applying at the home are sent to 
the Boston Lying-in Hospital under an arrangement by 
which the Overseers of the Poor pay a fixed charge for 
their care. 

Should any calamity befall our city, the City Tem- 
porary Home is ready at any hour of the day or night 
_ to shelter, feed and care for hundreds of refugees. This 
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was done at the time of the Chelsea fire seven years 
ago, and last year after the Salem fire. 

During the stress of the past winter another tempo- 
rary home was opened by the Overseers of the Poor in 
the southern part of our city to care for women and girls, 
especially the younger ones out of employment, without 
friends or means. It was hoped that the new home 
would be the means of keeping from wrong those who 
seek its protection. The matron in charge, who has 
had years of experience with us, was watchful and care- 
ful of her charges. It is intended to close this branch of 
our work as soon as the great need for it 1s over, open- 
ing it again another winter, if necessary.

City HOospITAL. 


We continue to act in behalf of the trustees of the 
City Hospital and the Board of Health in the matter of 
determining settlements of sick people aided at the City 
Hospital. The amount collected by us, or by means of 
our investigations, during the past year was $83,689.73. 
The settlements of people suffering from contagious 
diseases are looked up by us for the Board of Health and 
we send the bills to the City Collector for collection. 
In eases of sick people admitted to the City Hospital, 
who have no settlement in Boston, we look up the settle- 
ments and personally collect the sums due the City 
Hospital for care of such cases. The expense of our staff 
of clerks engaged in this work was this year, $5,328.15. 

The amount collected by us from the Commonwealth 
and cities and towns outside of Boston and turned over 
to the City Hospital during the past year was $52,761.36. 

The sum of $30,928.37 was also received at the City 
Collector’s office on account of contagious diseases 
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eared for at the City Hospital, on bills furnished by our 
department, after investigations made at our expense. 
If we add to these amounts $121,732.55 collected at our 
main office for the relief by us of paupers and persons 
settled otherwise than in Boston, and from other sources 
and paid over directly to the City Collector, we have 
an aggregate of one 422.28 collected by this depart- 
ment.

THE Moruers’ Arp Law. 


We have just finished the first full year of the appli- 
cation of this law which was passed in 1913 as chapter 
763 of the Acts of that year, and did not go into effect 
until September, 1913. On January 31, 1915, we had 
1,018 women with one or more dependent children whom 
we were aiding under this law. Of this number 834 are 
City of Boston cases; 67 are state cases; 95 have their 
settlement in other cities and towns of this Common- 
wealth, and 22 are unsettled cases. The amount spent 
by us during the year in caring for these women and 
their families was $248,602.03, an increase of $205,000 
over last year. The amounts paid vary from $2 to $12 
per week, the average weekly sum being between six 
and seven dollars. 

The number aided by us under this law is constantly 
increasing. The utmost care is exercised by the visitors 
and the Board in consideration of this class of cases, 
and every effort is made to confine the benefit of the 
law to deserving women. Our work is also supervised

by the State Board of Charity. Reports on every case 
are made at least once every three months by the visitor 
in charge, and at least once a year every case comes 
regularly before the Board for review, when all the facts 
relating to it are gone over and a formal vote taken as 
to its disposition. 

The administration of this law is beset with difficul- 
ties. No general rule can be made as to treatment of 
cases or amount to be given. Each individual case has 
to be accorded much time and thought, both by the 
visitors and the Board. The amount of money expended 
is large and it is hoped that the benefit effected is cor- 
respondingly great. Certainly more than a thousand 
mothers in Boston are now aided by it to give to their 
children better food and a better education, while the 
women themselves are saved from much suffering of 
body and mind. Oftentimes the mothers, when apply- 
ing, are found to be breaking down from overwork. We 
do not believe in supporting them in idleness, but 
endeavor to give such sums only as are necessary to 
enable them to raise their families in reasonable com- 
fort while the mothers are required to perform what 
labor they can without endangering their own health 
or their children’s welfare. 

The effect upon the community of the continued opera- 
tion of this law is somewhat problematical. It may 
possibly have a tendency to encourage dependence by 
lessening the feeling of the necessity for saving for 
support of wife and family after the man’s death. This 
desire to provide for one’s widow and orphan children 
has always been the most potent argument in favor of 
thrift, deposits in savings banks and life insurance. 


RESIGNATION OF SECRETARY PETTEE. 


In December our valued secretary, Benjamin Pettee, 
resigned his position. He had served our Board and 
‘the City of Boston faithfully for fifty years, lacking 
but three months. As a young man he entered our 
employ in March, 1865, after having served his country 
for three years in the Civil War, and continued with 
us without interruption up to the time he resigned. 
His resignation was accepted with great regret and the 
Board showed its strong feelings in the matter by tender- 
ing hima farewell banquet at the Hotel Thorndike. On 
this occasion Mayor Curley was present and he and the 
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various members of the Board expressed their deep 
appreciation of Mr. Pettee’s services and their esteem 
for him as a man. Rarely does a public official serve 
for so long a period. 

Mr. Pettee was an ideal public servant. His relations 
with the Board and its employees and with the general 
public, with whom he was brought in contact during the 
performance of his duties, were always most courteous 
and pleasant. He was economical in the management 
of the office, always faithful in attendance to his duties 
and by precept and example he impressed upon his 
subordinates the necessity of giving good service to the 
city. His knowledge of our complicated settlement 
laws was remarkably thorough, and by reason of it and 
of his good judgment and his firm but tactful way of 
dealing with officials of other cities and towns he was 
able to save a great deal of money for the city. Mr. 
Pettee retired on a well deserved pension, and it is hoped 
that his remaining years may be peaceful and happy. 


Trust FunpDs. 


There are in our hands seventeen trust funds, which 
are administered according to the wishes of the various 
donors, as interpreted from time to time by the Board 
with the advice of the Law Department. Applicants 
for trust pensions must have a legal residence in Boston, 
must be at least fifty years of age and must have resided 
in Boston many years. 

The total amount of the trust funds in our charge as a 
corporation has increased $17,689.96 during the year, 
and is now $876,293.77. 

The number of beneficiaries now aided from the Pem- 
berton, the Boylston Relief, the David Sears Charity, 
the Moses Hunt, the Thayer, the Rachel T. Stevens, 
the Stoughton, Goodnow, Jeffries and Holton Funds is 
288, an increase of 17 from the number aided on February 
1, 1914. During the year 30 have died, 4 have gone to 
an insane asylum, 1 has withdrawn, in one case we have 
stopped the pensions previously given, 2 have gone to 
homes and 1 has been transferred. Forty-six new names 
have been added. 

During the year we have paid $5,740.26 from the 
income of the Boylston Education Fund, and there 
are now thirty-seven children on this fund.

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DEPUTY COMMISSIONER’S REPORT. 


To Joun H. Ditton, CHARLES GIBSON AND THoMAS F. 
GALVIN, Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN,— I herewith submit a report of work 
performed in the department under the direction of 
your Board during the year ending January 31, 1915. 

Grading in the vicinity of the Parkman Memorial 
Bandstand was completed, the loam spaces being seeded 
and the Forum surfaced with a mixture of beach gravel 
and sand. The bandstand was surrounded with a 
circular row of concrete seats. 

Commonwealth avenue lawns from Arlington street 
street to Dartmouth street were reinforced with loam 
brought in from Roxbury and placed in trenches 4 feet 
in depth and from 10 to 12 feet in width, great care 
being taken to avoid the tree roots. Sufficient fertilizer 
was used to properly nourish the trees. 

A 4-inch cast-iron pipe was also laid under the lawns 
from Arlington street to Exeter street with suitable 
connections for irrigation. 

In the Fens a creditable horticultural display was 
made in what was known as ‘‘The Convention Garden.” 
This garden was arranged in conjunction with the 
annual convention in Boston of the Society of American 
Florists and Ornamental Horticulturists. Exhibits were 
made by thirty-two florists and nurserymen from all 
parts of the country. 

Seventy beds were laid out containing many choice 
varieties of shrubs and plants. The bays in the lagoon 
contained a fine exhibit of aquatics. 

The department planted five beds near the main 
entrance and these were much admired by the throngs 
of people who visited the garden throughout the year. 

While the garden was nominally laid out and planted 
under the auspices of the Florists’ Society the work was 
actually performed by the department force and re- 
flected great credit upon it. 

At the Fens also some necessary changes were 
made on the drive at the entrance to the new wing of the. 
Art Museum, a tar macadam surface was laid down 
surrounding a circular grass plot. 
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At Franklin Park walks were constructed from the 
Bird House to and around the Elephant House, the latter 
building having been erected during the year. The 
Elephant Yard was also laid out and surrounded with 
a strong iron rail fence and a guard fence. The neces- 
sary grading in connection with the above work was also 
completed. 

The widening of Seaver street was commenced during 
the year but is unfinished. he work is under the 
control of the Public Works Department according 
to designs prepared by the Park and Recreation 
Department. 

The golf links were improved by laying a water serv- 
ice pipe 4,300 feet long to the new greens, sixteen of 
which were laid out. The greens were trenched over, 

fertilized, graded and prepared for spring seeding. 

' This gives room for a nine-hole course with a spare 
green and a six-hole course for beginners. 

At Franklin Field the ground along Blue Hill avenue 
was graded by the department force to permit of the 
extension of the bowling greens and of the tennis courts, 
the present facilities being inadequate for the demands 
of the public. 

Norfolk Street Playground was improved by grading 
the upper level of the playground and by building a 
retaining wall. 

At Rutherford Avenue Playground a concrete retain- 
ing wall was built and a high fence erected inclosing 
the boys’ playground. 

-Road repairs were made during the year on Com- 
monwealth avenue from Summit avenue to Lake street, 
in the Fens from Newbury to Boylston street, from 
Boylston street to Agassiz road and from Fens Bridge to 
Brookline avenue and in the Riverway from Brookline 
avenue to Longwood avenue. 

In Olmsted Park, Jamaicaway was repaired from 
Perkins street to the Arborway. 

In all 71,250 square yards were treated with a blanket 
coat of tar, this being about 3.6 miles of parkway. This 
method of road treatment is far superior to the old 
method of sprinkling with oil emulsion.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF BATHS. 


To Joun H. Dritton, CHARLES GIBSON AND THoMas F. 
GALVIN, Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN,— I beg to submit herewith the annual 
report of the recreation division of this department for 
the year 1914-15. 

The recreation division of this department still con- 
tinues to enlist the active codperation of thousands of 
its citizens with the resultant dividends of health, 
happiness and good citizenship. ‘The varied facilities 
of the department in the recreational field serve to 
permit the citizens of Boston to enjoy healthful and 
recreative pastimes for twelve months of the year, and 
each department in turn has its quota of patrons who 
show their appreciation of what this department pro- 
vides with their constant and faithful attendance at 
and indulgence in their favorite form of play. 

Every section of this city can boast of some facility 
which provides full advantage to its local citizenship. 
The department with its nine public gymnasia, eight 
out-door beaches and twelve all year around bath houses, . 
two golf courses, three toboggan slides, over one hundred 
tennis courts, two bowling greens, together with its 
innumerable skating areas, gives to its citizens full and 
varied facilities. The improvements which have been 
made during the past year tending towards a thorough 
and up-to-date management of these different items are 
numerous and extend through every section of the city. 


NORFOLK STREET PLAYGROUND. 


This playground in Mattapan furnishes an additional 
asset to the department and gives to the people of this 
section an additional opportunity to recreate. Two 
baseball diamonds will be provided as well as four tennis 
courts, while the locker and shower building is an up-to- 
date and picturesque monument, suited to requirements 
of this new adjunct. 
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FRANKLIN FIELD. 


The new tennis courts which have been made in 
Franklin Field have justified the confidence of the 
department in the widespread interest which is taken 
in tennis. The bowling greens also have their constant 
delegation on hand long into the summer evenings 
indulging in this popular sport. The eighteen baseball 
diamonds are really inadequate to meet the demands in 
this section, while the quarter-mile cinder running track 
is the mecca for hundreds of schoolboy, college and club 
athletes on every Summer evening. 


FRANKLIN PARK. 


About fifty tennis courts are scattered through Frank- 
lin Park, wherever an area of sufficient size and smooth- 
ness presents itself, and all are occupied on Saturday 
afternoons and during the summer evenings. The six- 
hole golf course for beginners and the nine-hole course 
for the more adept have been the means for permitting 
this most popular time among all classes. In fact, the 
necessity becomes more obvious yearly of extending the 
nine-hole course into an eighteen-hole course, thereby 
alleviating the congestion at the different tees, and 
furnishing additional opportunity for new patrons to 
take up this sport. The three toboggan slides on School- 
master’s Hill furnish a most enjoyable means of rec- 
reation in the winter time for young and old alike on 
the afternoons and evenings. Quarters have been 
provided for the storage of toboggans and every means 
provided for the health and comfort of the devotees of 
this sport. 

An innovation was made in the department curric- 
ulum this past year by permitting the New England 
Inter-collegiate Athletic Association to hold its annual 
cross country run over a course which was pronounced 
ideal by the representatives of the various New England 
colleges who participated. 


L STREET. 


The widespread popularity of this institution has been 
intensified during the past year by the ever increasing 
number of patrons who have recourse to those waters 
during the twelve months of the year. Its quarters 
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were crowded on many days far beyond its ordinary 
capacity, but temporary means were adopted for taking 
care of the extraordinary numbers on such days. The 
house was well regulated as to its method of management 
and equipment and maintained in an up-to-date and 
satisfactory manner at all times. 


TENEAN BEACH. 


During the past year additional structures were built 
on Tenean Beach to replace the former ones which were 
burned down. The necessity of constructing a brick 
or cement structure containing more adequate facilities 
as regards lockers and showers is made more evident 
year by year. 


DrEwery BEACH. 


A new and up-to-date brick building which was 
opened at Dewey Beach in Charlestown this past year 
has already proved its worth. Here, too, provisions 
were made for segregating the different ages and sexes 
and many new lockers provided for those who crowded 
this popular beach during the summer season. A small 
play corner should be provided for the children this 
coming year. 


ATHLETIC GAMES. 


During the past year athletic games with graduated 
events, suited to the various divisions, were held through- 
out the different sections of the city. Three classes 
were formulated, senior, intermediate and junior com- 
petitives, and the events were arranged suitable to 
these various ages and divisions. Over one thousand 
participants took part in the preliminary district con- 
tests which were held in different sections of the city 
and the three first place winners in each event competed 
in the final meet at Franklin Field for the champion- 
ship of the city. The success of these contests invoked 
the approbation of all critics who seek to provide health- 
ful and body building contests for the influence of the 
city, and the number of participants and the wide- 
spread interest, also the large attendance of people 
who witnessed the contest did much to fasten a hold 
on the boys of the entire city. Swimming contests 
were likewise held under similar conditions on the 
various beaches of the city, and the winners of these 
respective district contests competed in the final meet 
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at Wood Island for the championship of the city. 
Handsome prizes with the department seal were given 
to the winners in the respective events. | 

The department gymnasiums are still the object of 
admiration by visitors from other cities and the curric- 
ulum of the gymnasiums serve to draw to its quarters 
young and old alike with an ever increasing attendance 
yearly. The graduated system of gymnastics, for both 
young and old as well as the development of the candi- 
dates for the Police and Fire Departments in the civil 
service classes, prove conclusively the extraordinary 
amount of benefit which accrues to all who use our 
public gymnasia. They also serve to support a propa- 
ganda of healthful and hygienic. principles among 
people who hitherto have been ignorant of its advantages, 
and the incessant demands of people who live in sections 
where public gymnasiums have not as yet been provided 
prove conclusively that all are thoroughly acquainted 
with the advantages of such an institution within their 
reach. 


McKenziz BEACH. 


A new house was also built on McKenzie Beach to 
replace the former structure which was destroyed. ‘The 
development of the adjacent McNary Park Playground 
may make it important in the near future either to dis- 
continue this beach as a bathing resort or constructing 
a stone wall which will prevent the débris which is 
being dumped nearby from floating onto the beach 
area. 

The two new and up-to-date houses containing 
gymnasia and shower rooms which are being con- 
structed in Roxbury and South End will prove of an 
estimable value to the citizens of these respective dis- 
tricts.. They should be opened this coming year. 
A new building which is also to be opened shortly, the 
Ward 15, in South Boston, will prove a valuable link in 
the chain of bath houses which this city seeks to provide 
for every section. It has permanent shower rooms for 
both men and women with over one hundred shower baths 
to be provided. 


NortH ENp PARK. 


The necessity of securing an appropriation for the 
remodeling of the North End Park Beach and piers is 
evident even to a casual observer. This most popular 
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institution with its playground, beach and recreational 
plers serves a most cosmopolitan patronage who have 
recourse to its cooling waters in the daytime, and its 
piers in the evening, as a tonic and relief from the oppres- 
sive tenements nearby. 


CHARLESBANK GYMNASIUM. 


A serious problem confronts this department in the 
West End where no baseball facilities are provided 
nearer than Boston Common. It has been necessary 
to take down the apparatus at the Charlesbank Gymna- 
sium to permit baseball playing by the boys of this 
vicinity to the detriment of the track athletes, who still 
maintain this, the first municipal out-door gymnasium 
in the world, as the favorite resort to practice in track 
athletics, but the dangers of baseball prevent the track 
patrons from enjoying the facilities provided here to 
their safety. 


Woop ISLAND. 


The new bath house at Wood Island will be a decided 
improvement over the former wooden structure. Girls 
are segregated from women, and boys from men in this 
new structure, and all together it will be a decided boon 
to the health and comfort of the people of East Boston 
as well as a fitting type of building that harmonizes with 
its surroundings. 

The policy of this department should be, if possible, 
to provide swimming pools in every section of the city, 
thereby providing an opportunity to indulge in swim- 
ming for twelve months of the year, just as now our 
gymnasiums and playgrounds provide twelve months of 
recreation. Children could be taught to swim during 
the scholastic year as well as throughout the short 
summer season as is done in foreign countries, for 
swimming is one of the most valuable assets in life and 
should be acquired during the early years. 

Several playground houses have as yet been unpro- 
vided with showers and means should be taken as soon 
as money is available to provide shower baths for the 
patrons of these playgrounds, for showers are, undoubt- 
edly, a necessary part of the equipment of any building 
as lockers or other facilities. 

The problems which this department helps to solve 
of furnishing recreation for young and old alike 
during the hours when people are at their leisure make 
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this department one of the most sanitary of any in the 
city. Ordinarily, adults have eight hours of time in 
which they are not occupied and these hours are prolific 
of much good or harm dependent on whether the people 
are idle or engaged in healthful recreation. With the 
innumerable and varied activities which this depart- 
ment provides, there is no reason why the people of 
Boston could not become better citizens, more thoroughly 
equipped mentally and physically, for the successful 
carrying out of their daily pursuits as well as make 
them a more contented and happy community.

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REPORT OF THE PHYSICAL DIRECTOR. 


To JoHn H. Ditton, CHARLES GIBSON AND THOMAS 
F. Gavin, Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN,— In presenting the report of activities 
carried on under my direction for the past twelve months 
I would state that the statistics and observation not 
covered by figures prove this to have been the busiest 
and most active year this department has yet seen. 

Attendance, regular and spontaneous, unsolicited 
except by implied welcome and evident desire to serve 
well those who present themselves for the advantages 
which we offer, is the very potent evidence that is our 
attest of the appreciation of the public of Boston’s 
eymnasia. 

The usual class work for men and women, boys and 
girls and working boys, was the large feature of the 
year as in the past and was without any marked or 
special change except in the case of the working boys’ 
classes. 

A studied effort everywhere was made to foster and 
kindle the interest of this class of youthful dynamos, 
with very gratifying and lasting results. The line of 
attack was on competitive athletics. Boys of an average 
age of fifteen years were organized into teams, and regu- 
lar semimonthly track meets were held in all the large 
gymnasia. We shall endeavor in the future to hold and 
keep alive this much to be desired interest which we 
have evoked. 

Each year an increasing number of men avail them- 
selves of the civil service training for the Police and Fire 
Departments which we offer to applicants, and it has 
been aptly remarked by an official of this department 
that the increasing efficiency of those two branches of 
the public service can be directly attributed to a great 
degree to the preliminary work in our gymnasia. 
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The summer work on the playgrounds was very like 
_ the work of last year, the same plans being adhered to of 
carrying on various district and interdistrict competi- 
tions, ending in a season finish in which the winners of 
the previous district meets and races tested their skill.

SUFFOLK COUNTY HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


Deer Isntanp, Boston, January 31, 1915. 


Mr. Frep 8. GORE, 
Penal Institutions Commissioner: 


Dear Srr,— I have the honor to submit to you the 
annual report and statistical tables relative to the 
inmates for the year ending January 31, 1915. 

The segregation of the inmates, a most difficult prob- 
lem in an institution of this character, has progressed 
until all of those committed for drunkenness and for 
minor crimes are now confined in the new prison. The 
drug users and those sentenced for more serious crimes 
are confined in the old prison. All of those sentenced for 
violation of the narcotic drug law and all of those who 
aré known users of drugs are worked on the farm in a 
gang strictly by themselves and are kept by themselves 
as far as possible. I respectfully call to your attention 
my recommendations as made to you in my report of 
last year. I firmly believe that were my suggestions 
carried out relative to these drug users we might save 
some of them. 

The industries make a poor showing through lack of 
work in the sewing rooms. All men that could be used 
were employed on work for institution use. 

The Sealer of Weights and Measures has called to 
my attention the need of a larger and more up-to-date 
scale for the weighing of coal when discharged along- 
side our wharf. He states that a scale such as we have 
is too open and is affected to quite an extent by the wind 
which sucks through the building even in a light breeze. 
In replacing this scale I suggest that a larger and lighter 
place be provided for the weigher. As this is a matter of 
importance I suggest that this matter be taken up at an 
early date. 

Relative to those sentenced to this institution under 
the ‘‘Uniform Desertion Act,’ I beg to call to your 
attention the increased numbers that have been sen- 
tenced here during the past year, and to call to your 
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memory my suggestions as to the employment of such 
prisoners on work that would give a financial return to 
the institution beside being an object lesson in the 
handling of prisoners amid salutary surroundings. 

When men can see that they are producing some- 
thing and where the monotony of their surroundings is 
broken they are glad to take advantage of such suggested 
employment. 

On November the ninth, the farmer, Mr. Minton, 
reported to me that some of our cattle were sick. I 
immediately notified the Department of Animal In- 
dustry, who sent men down here and ordered cattle 
quarantined and all milk destroyed. Later they were 
satisfied that the herd was affected with the hoof and 
mouth disease and ordered all of them killed, the 
infected as well as the noninfected. The destruction of 
this fine lot of cattle means a heavy loss to the depart- 
ment, particularly as there seems to be some doubt as 
to the state paying the valuation as placed upon the 
different herds throughout the state. 

I dislike exceedingly to call to your attention a matter 
which will require the expenditure of a considerable 
amount of money, but asit must be done sooner or later I 
respectfully advise that a certain sum be considered in 
the appropriation for the coming year for the rebuilding 
of our bakery. This bakery of ours is years behind the 
times and is extremely unsanitary and cannot be kept 
otherwise. No private concern would be allowed to oper- 
ate such a bake shop in any city of this Commonwealth 
and why should this institution expect more considera- 
tion than a private individual. 

Part of the sea wall back of the power house has been 
almost undermined, immediate repairs should be under- 
taken or else the sea will sweep through our lighting 
plant. I advise the construction of new jetties; the 
present ones are almost destroyed by the action of the 
waves. 

In the statistical tables you will notice a large increase 
in number sentenced under the ‘“‘ Narcotic Drug Laws’’ 
and to the fact that many of those committed have no 
previous criminal or hospital record, showing one of two 
things, either that the police are more active in an 
endeavor to stamp out this evil or else the use of these 
forbidden drugs is increasing tremendously. Iam led to 
believe that the latter statement is correct and that 
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it will be but a short time before some institution or 
some part of one of our present institutions must be 
devoted exclusively to this class of inmates. 

I regret to again call to your attention the absolute 
lack of fire protection on thisisland. We have no fire hose 
that will stand fifty pounds water pressure. All the hose 
that we have has been here five or six years and was 
second hand when we got it. We are taking terrible 
risks to allow the equipment of this kind to so run down. 

In the machine shop the need of a power-driven thread- 
cutting maching is badly felt. Such a machine as would 
answer our needs can be purchased for $130, and as 
nearly all our waste pipe could be cut up into nipples 
with a machine of this kind our old pipe could be utilized 
instead of selling it for junk and buying nipples. 

I have called to your attention and to the attention 
of your predecessors the condition of the rear wall of 
the women’s prison; for some reason the water beats 
through this wall on every northeast storm and shows a 
great amount of moisture on the inside, causing the paint 
and even the plaster to come off. 

Until recently this dampness has not penetrated except 
the two top stories but now it has worked down to the 
next floor in the rear of the chapel. I cannot give the 
cause of this but I am inclined to believe that after this 
wall had been carried up nearly to completion it was 
filled in with brick and mortar, making a solid wall with 
no air space, allowing the dampness to come in and 
keeping the walls wet all the time. 

The rear outside wall must also be pointed. Much of 
the mortar holding the bricks is so soft that it can be 
picked out with your fingers; in fact, this whole rear wall 
should be inspected by an expert on construction and 
his views obtained as to the cause and remedy; this 
matter should be considered by you at an early date 
as the longer the repairs are put off the greater will be 
the expense. 

I regret to advise you of the resignation of William 
Hendry, Deputy Master, who leaves his position here 
to accept the position as Deputy Warden at the Massa- 
chusetts State Prison. 

Thanking you and your office staff for the courtesies 
that have invariably been extended to me, I beg to

They are of various nationalities, viz.: Italians, 
Greeks, Poles, Syrians, French, Germans, Russian Jews 
and one Chinaman. ‘They are as a rule wholly illiterate 
and in some cases are unable to understand a word of 
English. The native pupils are usually negroes, 
although in two instances young white men born in 
Boston took advantage of the opportunity to attend the 
school and both made good use of the time spent there. 
They are at first given a primer, which contains the 
alphabet (it is also used as a spelling book), and are 
taught to read. Beginning with the second reader and 
during their stay at school they are given a slate and 
pencil daily and taught to write. The lessons in some 
cases are changed alternate days to break the monotony 
and also to increase their desire to learn. As they 
advance in their studies they are given lessons in addi- 
tion, subtraction, multiplication and fractions. The 
pupils are well behaved and are all eager to learn. The 
school at present is fairly well supplied with books, 
slates and slate pencils. One dozen standard spelling 
books and possibly one dozen copy books, 7. e., such as 
are in use in the grammar schools, could be used to good 
advantage. The sessions are from 8 a. m. to 11.30 a. m., 
and from 1 p. m. till 4 p. m., daily, except Sunday and 
holidays. The pupils may attend either session by 
permission of the master or deputy. The average daily 
attendance during the past year was thirty-one pupils.

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REPORT OF THE CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN. 


February 2, 1915. 
Mr. James H. Cronin, Master: 


Dear Srr,— As Catholic chaplain of Deer Island it 
gives me sincere pleasure to submit the following as 
my annual report. 

At the very outset I must express to you personally 
and to all your assistants on the island my sincere 
thanks for the continued and unfailing courtesy and 
kindness that has been everywhere shown to me. ) 

The Catholic chaplain visits the island every Satur- 
day and Sunday and on special holy days during the 
year. Saturday afternoon and evening is spent in 
private interviews, and confession of those who come, 
or those to whom the chaplain’s attention was directed 
by friends in the city. Sunday morning is employed 
in the ordinary Sunday services of the church, mass, 
with a suitable talk. Benediction of the Most Blessed 
Sacrament on alternate Sundays in the men’s and 
women’s prison. The hospital was visited nearly every 
Saturday or Sunday and spiritual aids administered to 
those in danger of death and words of comfort spoken 
to others. 

There is no great concern to be expressed in regard 
to the good will of these inmates. Very few have 
other than a desire to do well, though it is infinitely 
hard for them when thrown into the precise temptation 
that was the cause of their last if not their first fall. 
While conditions exist as they do outside the prison 
that nullify all the good done, there is very little 
hope of a thorough reform, though many who have 
promised to resist temptation, especially that of drink, 
remain true. A very charitable work that is now done 
only spasmodically could be effected if there was a 
systematic effort to keep in touch with those released. 

That the Catholic chaplain’s work is limited to his 
weekly visits to the institution is not entirely true. 
Almost daily he is called up to meet someone’s mother 
or relative, either in the rectory or at their homes, to 
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aid them or the prisoners in very many ways. The 
released inmates frequently call upon him and he helps 
them with necessary clothing or to secure employment. 
To carry on this beneficent work he must appeal per- 
sonally to charitable friends, and the chaplain is pleased 
to say that many have responded with generous sym- 
pathy to these victims of circumstances as in most 
cases those committed to Deer Island are.

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REPORT OF THE JEWISH CHAPLAIN. 


Boston, January 29, 1915. 
Mr. James H. Cronin, Master: 


My pBAR Sir,— I take this opportunity of submitting 
to you a brief report of the work in which I have been 
engaged during the past year. I have regularly con- 
ducted services each Sunday by means of which I have 
done my utmost to impress upon the inmates of Deer 
Island, under my charge, of the necessity and great aid 
religion, as expounding spiritual and moral truths, can 
be to them. I have endeavored in all my preaching to 
raise the standard of those attending my services in 
matters of personal morality and home life, and I sought 
to especially impress upon them the necessity of becom- 
ing sufficiently strong both mentally and morally in 
order to be prepared to go out into the world and meet 
life’s battle without again being forced to fall. I have 
made frequent visits to the institution during other 
times for the purpose of specially conferring with and 
rendering personal aid to particular inmates; especially 
have I done so in connection with the work of securing 
pardons and paroles for prisoners. I have also sought 
to make it part of my work to visit the families of the 
unfortunate ones confined at Deer Island, rendering 
them whatever assistance I could. I have also made 
it a very important part of my work to keep in close and 
careful touch with prisoners after they have been par- 
doned or paroled. I would, immediately upon their 
release, find some employment for them and render 
assistance to them in as many ways as possible in order 
to help’ them in their attempt to lead a new life. 

The causes for the commitment of most of the inmates 
under my charge were either nonsupport or larceny. 
Upon investigation I found that the causes for most 
cases of nonsupport were card playing and use of 
liquor, while in the cases of larceny I have found that 
the main causes for the development of this particular 
criminal tendency was lack of education, very low envi- 
ronment and the absolute lack of religious training. 
Despite the great obstacles that confronted me in deal- 
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ing with these two classes of offenders, I am gratified 
to be able to report that I have been very highly suc- 
cessful, that in 90 per cent of the cases where the offender 
was allowed out on probation or on parole almost 
absolute reformation has resulted. 

In all my work, however, I would have been severely 
handicapped had it not been for the great codperation 
and assistance that I have received. In this connec- 
tion, from agencies of my own faith, I must here make 
special mention of the Federated Jewish Charities which 
has, through its superintendent, Mrs. Martha M. Silver- 
man, been ever ready to render active codperation 
and service whenever it was possible. I must also refer 
in appreciative words to the Hebrew Sheltering Home, 
which institution has always been ready to lend its aid. 

I must here, in behalf of our poor unfortunates, thank 
you, Mr. Cronin, for your continuous coéperation and 
assistance. The phase of work for which you have 
been responsible among other things has been the 
development of a system of school teaching among the 
prisoners, and this educational work, I must here say, 
has been of greatest value in making possible a reforma- 
tion of the prisoners under your charge. I want also 
to express my thanks to William Hendry, Deputy Master, 
and Charles 8. Whitney, Chief Clerk, for their friendli- 
ness. Commissioner Fred 8. Gore is also entitled to 
much praise for the able manner in which under his 
administration the institution is conducted. 

If space allowed I would have much indeed to say of 
that genial friend with his ever smiling, beneficent 
countenance, D. D. Driscoll, Deputy Commissioner. 
He indeed serves as sunshine to the unfortunates under 
his charge. This statement to you could hardly be 
complete without favorable mention of Probation Officers 
Richard Keefe and Albert J. Sargent. 

All my efforts would have indeed been in vain had I 
not received the encouragement and codperation of 
Prison Commissioner, Mr. Randall, and the members 
of the Board of Parole, Spaulding and Hebberd, and also 
the kind assistance rendered me by the District Attor- 
ney’s office.

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REPORT OF THE PROTESTANT CHAPLAIN. 


February 1, 1915. 
Mr. JAMES H. CRONIN, 
Master House of Correction: 


Dear S1r,— Responding to your request, I submit 
this statement concerning my work for the year past. 

Believing in the special effectiveness of the personal 
touch, I have done as much work with and for the 
individual as circumstances permitted. In a _ con- 
siderable number of cases I have sought in various ways 
to benefit the dependents of prisoners, assisting them 
to find work or needed relief and to reconcile differences. 
Where circumstances commended it I have taken much 
time in assisting to secure pardons and paroles. The 
greatest pleasure of all has been in efforts to lead men 
and women into the Christian life and thus to lay the 
foundation for real character; for however essential 
improvement of prison equipment,— buildings, food, 
medical care and sanitation,— unless we can show 
parallel moral results we must confess our prison 
system so defective as to amount to failure. 

If it were possible to classify the incoming prisoners 
as Catholics, non-Catholics and Hebrews, so making 
them more readily accessible to the chaplains respon- 
sible for their guidance and help, results might be more 
extensive, and as a trial this might at first be done in 
cases in which men and women are committed for the 
longer terms of imprisonment. 

Contributary to the same purposes of correction and 
improved character the entire atmosphere of our own 
(and all similar institutions) should be increasingly 
elevating, and the prisoner’s term with us should prove 
a never-to-be-forgotten experience in its moral effects. 
Hence, every officer should eschew profane and coarse 
language, be a model of temperance and ideal habits of 
life, always mingling kindness with firmness in the per- 
formance of his duties. Possibly the establishment of 
simple yet thorough courses of study and “round 
table’? discussions, and lectures by broad-minded and 
experienced men, might prove an inspiration to our 
staff in the prosecution of their work. 
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Sentiment favorable to the classification of prisoners 
is growing so rapidly that we may surely hope to have 
a separation of first offenders from the seasoned classes, 
the young from the old, and those comparatively men- 
tally healthy from the diseased. This policy, carried 
out efficiently, could not but promote success in reforma- 
tion. The drunkard and ‘‘dope fiend”’ is surely a 
subject for curative treatment. In mentioning this or 
kindred subjects I do not feel that I am trespassing 
beyond the limits of propriety because I have a legitimate 
interest and voice in everything bearing upon the moral 
and physical welfare of our wards. 

Throughout the year I have conducted every Sunday 
religious services for the men and women in their 
respective chapels. I have sought faithfully to expound 
the divine law and the ‘‘good news”’ of the Gospel of 
Christ, as Christians of all classes generally understand 
it, avoiding all matters of controversy, and seeking 
only to lead those lost in sin to the Saviour of all men. 
The numbers in attendance have been large in pro- 
portion to our population from time to time. 

I would suggest that if it could be done without 
detriment to order and discipline to permit the use of 
hymn books or hymn leaflets in the congregation, so 
that all who are so inclined might join in the service of 
song; it would add materially to the interest of the 
exercises. As it is, our organist and choir, made up of 
inmates, have furnished good and inspiring music. 

We have great reason to thank the Massachusetts 
Bible Society for providing Bibles, Testaments and 
Gospel portions for distribution among our people and 
I have directed many to the most desirable books in 
our library. 

In reviewing my several years of service with the 
institution I am grateful for the memory of some I have 
been able to help, yet disappointed that the work has 
not been more fruitful and hope the experiences of the 
past may have taught me how to realize better results 
in the future. 

I highly appreciate the sympathy of the commis- 
sioner, the assistant commissioner and of yourself in 
my work, and hereby acknowledge your continued 
courtesies.

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The out-patient department took care of twenty- 
nine thousand seven hundred and ninety-two (29,792) 
inmates, who applied from the men’s prison and the 
women’s prison for treatment. There are some who 
are never on sick report during their imprisonment, 
while there are a few who report mostly every day with 
a new ailment. 

Death visited the ranks of the officers again this 
year; two officers and one matron having died of 
cerebral hemorrhage. There were two (2) sudden deaths 
of inmates who were not patients in the hospital; one (1) 
being found dead in his cell, cause heart disease; 
the other from suffocation due to accidental burning 
according to the medical examiner’s report. 

Four mothers sentenced by the courts brought their 
children with them; there were three girls and one boy, 
and of these one girl remains. Two pregnant women 
were transferred to Long Island Hospital for confinement. 

The past year has brought us many drug habitués, 
who are sentenced mostly for having hypnotic drugs 
in their possession at the time of arrest. On admission 
to the hospital practically everyone professes a willing- 
ness and a determination to be cured, but after the real 
suffering is over they forget their good resolutions, 
and have a return of the old longing and yield to the 
first temptation. The percentage of absolute cure for 
the habitué is practically nal. 

We have had good success in treating a number of 
syphilitic patients with intravenous injections of Sal- 
varsan. The external manifestations of the disease were 
quickly removed, and the patient discharged when the 
danger of contagion had passed. 

My old requests are real necessities for the hospital. 
An X-ray is important, shower baths in several wards 
of the male wing are desired. To be without an X-ray 
today is a great handicap to the patient and to the 
surgeon in the treatment of an injured bone. Let us 
hope that the incoming year will bring with it an X-ray 
for the hospital. 

There have been no changes in the staff of physicians 
during the past year. Drs. Francis X. Crawford, 
Edward J. Fitzgibbons and John T. Sullivan continue 
my associates.

DEAR Srr,—In accordance with the requirements 
of chapter 3, section 24, of the Revised Ordinances of 
1914, I respectfully submit herewith a detailed report 
of the business of the Printing Department for the 
year beginning February 1, 1914, and ending January 
31, 1915. 

It will be seen from the financial statement which 
follows that the revenue has decreased $15,810.73 as 
compared with last year. It is accounted for by reducing 
the editions and volume of city documents to meet 
the lowest appropriation for that work in many years; 
the discontinuance of some regular publications and 
the practice of strict economy by all departments in 
ordering printing. 

A general curtailment of city expenditures would 
naturally affect a department of this kind, which does 
not receive any city appropriation and is entirely 
dependent on the amount of business transacted to 
meet all expenses including pay roll. 
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Notwithstanding a considerable reduction in the year’s 
business the plant was operated at a profit of $18,131.77, 
and transfers amounting to $34,075 were made from the 
accumulated profits for various municipal purposes. 
(See page 6 of report.) 

The service required of this office is very unusual as 
compared with other city departments. We are obliged 
to figure on fully 35 per cent of the work executed and 
nearly all school work is obtained in open competition. 

The amount spent for stationery ordered through 
this office for the various city departments is the low- 
est for many years. A reduction in this expense of 
$4,408.25, as compared with last year, was effected by 
eliminating, in accordance with your Honor’s directions, 
engraved stationery and expensive papers, also by 
departments ordering only such articles as were actually 
necessary.

FOR THE YEAR 1914-15. 


Boston, January 31, 1915. 


Hon. James M. CuRLEY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Dear Srr,— In accordance with section 24, chapter 
3, of the Revised Ordinances of 1914, I submit the 
following as the annual report of the Public Buildings 
Department for the year ending January 31, 1915. 

My appointment as superintendent having been 
approved by the Civil Service Commission, I assumed 
charge of the department on May 15, 1914. 

The department has the care and custody of the 
following buildings: 

City Hall; Courthouse and Police Station, East 
Boston; Municipal Building, South Boston; Municipal 
Building, Upham’s Corner; City Building, Codman 
square, Dorchester; City Building, Washington and 
Ricamond streets; Curtis Hall Gymnasium and new 
Library Building, Jamaica Plain; Roxbury Court- 
house; Thomas Street Schoolhouse; Municipal Build- 
ing, Tyler and Oak streets, and all other buildings in 
use for city offices, market purposes, halls for public 
meetings, and the several county buildings; also hired 
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buildings or parts of same used for city offices, county 
purposes, wardrooms, armories, etc. 

The original appropriation for general maintenance 
of the department for the financial year 1914-15 was 
$265,000, and to this amount the sum of $120 (interest 
of the Charles E. French Fund, to be expended only 
for repairs on the Old State House) was added, also 
a refund on overpayment in the sum of $156, and a 
transfer from the Reserve Fund of $311.02, making a 
total appropriation of $265,582.02. 

One of my first duties’ on assuming office was the 
moving of the several departments occupying outside 
rentals to the City Hall Annex, and while it was quite 
an undertaking, it was accomplished with dispatch and 
with as little inconvenience to the departments as 
possible. I found in locating some of the departments 
in the new building that in many instances partitions, 
counters, etc., were not at all adaptable to the needs of 
the department, and required many changes in order 
to make same satisfactory. I also found many defects 
in construction, some omissions and a general unpre- 
paredness, so much so that it has engrossed the greater 
part of my time to date on this building. I can safely 
say that the building is now in very good order, and 
I can henceforth devote more of my time to the outside 
buildings, some of which will require considerable atten- 
tion the next year. 

Of the features in the general repair line the fol- 
lowing appear to be the most prominent: 

Painted the outside and inside of the Old State 
House; installed a complete sprinkler system in the 
Wayfarers’ Lodge, also whitened same building through- 
out; changed the interior arrangement of the Way 
Street Schoolhouse to make same suitable for the 
Overseeing of the Poor Department; this consisted of a 
new complete system of plumbing and showers, build- 
ing of a new fumigating house and the installation of 
a new fire escape; new gutters to the extent of 400 
feet were installed on Faneuil Hall; the second floor of 
the Old Armory Building, corner of Maverick and 
Bremen streets, was reinforced by substituting iron 
columns for some of the old wooden ones that were in 
bad condition; extensive alterations were made in 
the Probate Building, occasioned by the shifting of 
departments; raising the grade of the yard at the Munic- 
ipal Building, Ward 16, occasioned by the falling away 
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of an adjoining bank; extensive carpentry and paint- 
ing at 65 West Brookline street, to fit same for the 
Overseeing of the Poor Department as a women’s lodging 
house; and considerable plumbing and painting in the 
courthouse, Pemberton square. 

New work has progressed quite rapidly. On orders 
issued by you early in the year, that all work on 
proposed new buildings not actually in process of 
erection should be abandoned, nothing further was 
attempted on proposed Municipal Building, Ward 12, 
and Municipal Building, Roslindale. 

The new Municipal Building, Ward 7, for which a 
total appropriation of $122,000 was made, is’ about 
completed and will be accepted by the city during the 
coming month. This building, 80 feet by 80 feet, two 
full floors and one mezzanine story, is built on piling, 
capped with concrete footings, which will support the 
concrete foundation walls. The upper walls are of 
sand-struck brick, with cast stone trimmings. The 
basement will include a wardroom 41 feet by 43 feet 
with stage, committee room, 24 feet square, lobby 19 feet 
6 inches by 18 feet 6 inches, boiler room, fan room, coal 
room and lavatories. First floor contains library, two 
reading rooms, shower room, office and waiting room. 
Mezzanine floor includes upper part of library, shower 
room, toilets, etc. Second floor consists of a gym- 
-hasium with large stage and lighted by large skylight 
25 feet square. ‘There are three staircases in the build- 
ing, built of iron stringer rails, iron risers and slate 
treads. There has also been an up-to-date plenum 
system of heating and ventilating installed and the 
building is lighted by gas and electricity. 

Municipal Building, City square, is to be a building 
of buff brick with lmestone trimmings, three stories 
in height, with public clock. Work has net progressed 
as rapidly as it should owing to the fact that the build- 
ing was built in parts in order to continuously house 
the Police Department during construction. It has 
progressed, however, far enough to permit of the occu- 
pancy of the new part by the Police Department. The 
other part will not be ready for occupancy by the 
District Court before the middle of the coming summer. 

Municipal Building, Ward 17, for which an appropria- 
tion in the sum of $5,000 was provided on November 
26, 1912, for the preparation of studies, plans, etec., and 
on February 1, 1914, an appropriation for the erection 
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of the building in the sum of $125,000, has been com- 
pleted and accepted by the city on January 20, 1915. 
The following description of the building is eminently 
proper at this time: 

This building is located on the corner of Vine and 
Dudley streets, on a lot formerly occupied by the Vine 
Street Church. Building is 70 feet by 109 feet, con- 
sisting of gray tapestry brick and gray composition 
granite, bush hammered. 

In the basement, besides the boiler, fan and coal 
rooms, are two large separate shower rooms with 
twenty-eight marble showers and dressing accommoda- 
tions in each; the walls are lined with white enameled 
bricks; the floors are of terrazzo. ‘The first floor includes 
a wardroom 50 feet by 68 feet, including stage, and also 
a branch library 40 feet by 68 feet. 

Directly over the hall and library on the second floor 
is a large gymnasium with a first-class running track. 
In connection with the gymnasium is the usual locker 
room, physician and medicine rooms, toilets and shower 
room. There are two iron staircases, one finished in 
marble and the other in slate. The building is also 
equipped with a plenum heating and ventilating system 
and lighted by both gas and electricity. The interior 
is finished throughout in a first-class manner. The 
exterior is classical in design, the rough texture in the 
tapestry brick and gray trimmings making quite a 
beautiful effect. 

Police Station, South Boston, about 90 per cent com- 
pleted, will be completed probably and accepted early 
in the spring, when same cah be turned over to the 
Police Department for occupancy. | 

On January 13, 1915, a contract was let for the erec- 
tion of a police station on Morton street, Dorchester, 
appropriation for same being $62,000. Contract calls 
for completion of work in twelve months from date of 
contract. This building covers an area of 5,635 square 
feet and provides for an up-to-date police station. 

The exterior of the building is colonial buff tapestry 
brick, with cherry-red tapestry brick corner quoins. 
The exterior of basement story is to be finished with 
rough cast concrete waterproofed cement plaster. The 
roof is to be covered with red asbestos shingles on steep 
pitches, and the flat portion with asbestos white top, 
making a complete fireproof roof. On the first floor 
is located the general administrative offices with signal 
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service, also the guard room and block of cells, for 
male and female prisoners, and a matron’s room. The 
second floor contains sleeping rooms, lockers and bathing 
accommodations, allowing for a twenty-five years’ 
normal growth.

Str,— In compliance with the Revised Ordinances, 
the annual report of the operations and expenses of the 
Public Works Department for the year ending January 
31, 1915, is herewith respectfully submitted. The 
Public Works Department, created by Ordinances of 
1910, chapter 9, was formed by consolidating the 
Engineering, Water and Street Departments. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The work of the department has been carried on 
during the year with four main divisions, as follows: 


Central Office. Sewer and Water Division. 
Highway Division. Bridge and Ferry Division. 


Notr.— The Boston and Cambridge Bridge Division, 
_so called, is not properly a division of the Public Works 
Department, as this work is in charge of a commission 
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of two, one member appointed by the Mayor of Boston 
and the other by the Mayor of Cambridge, under the 
provisions of chapter 412 of the Acts of 1904; but 
because of the fact that the present Commissioner of 
Public Works is the Boston member of this commission 
and also because one-half of the expenses of this com- 
mission is defrayed by the Bridge and Ferry Division 
of this department, it is here treated as a division of 
this department. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The money assigned for the work of the Public 
Works Department during the year was made available 
from the following sources: 

First.— Maintenance appropriation, derived from the 
income of the city raised by taxation. Before the 
beginning of the financial year, February 1, the depart- 
ment estimates of the amounts necessary for the proper 
maintenance of the different services are submitted to 
the Mayor, who makes such recommendations as he may 
deem proper to the City Council. The maintenance 
appropriations, including permanent construction, as 
passed by the City Council and approved by the Mayor, 
were as follows:

GENERAL REMARKS. 


The policy of the department of doing practically all 
new construction work by contract has been continued 
with satisfactory results. Prices have been lower than 
in preceding years. The small amount of sewer construc- 
tion work heretofore done by the regular sewer force 
has been done by contract during the past year, and the 
men engaged on this work (about one hundred twenty- 
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five) were transferred to other services, enabling us to 
close three sewer yards, one in East Boston, one in the 
Back Bay and one in Dorchester. 

The most important problem confronting the depart- 
ment is the securing of a site for the High Pressure 
Fire Pumping Station. There are certain requirements 
which this site must have; first, and most important, it 
should be in a locality safe from fire in case of a con- 
flagration; second, it should be close to the water supply 
for the pumps; and third, it should be near the locality 
it is proposed to protect. The first site proposed, on 
Boston Common in the vicinity of Telegraph Hill, 
satisfies all the above requirements and would have © 
been ideal. A storm of protest arose against this loca- 
tion, although the station would have been an ornament 
and would in no way interfere with the use of the Com- 
mon. Because of this protest the site was rejected. The 
next site selected was on the Charlesbank in the vicinity 
of Otter street. The residents of Beacon street objected 
and this site was abandoned. Plans were then made 
for a station under Charles street midway between 
Beacon and Boylston streets. This plan was rejected 
because of the bad ground and danger of flooding and 
because the employees would be obliged to work in 
artificial light and ventilation. Another site was then 
proposed on the Charlesbank north of the Cambridge 
Bridge. This was given up because of public protest. 
A site was then selected on Fort Point channel near the 
old Mt. Washington Avenue Bridge. This location is 
almost as good as the Common, and was approved by 
the General Court, the Governor and Council, the Port 
Directors, the Chamber of Commerce and the Boston 
Wharf Company. It seemed for a time that the problem 
was settled satisfactorily, but on applying to the Federal 
authorities for the requisite ratification of our plans it 
was refused, for no good reason, to my mind, considering 
the conditions. 


A brief summary of the chief activities of the various 
divisions follows: 


BRIDGE AND FERRY DIVISION. 

The draw span of Broadway Bridge, over Fort Point 
channel, has been entirely rebuilt during the past year. 
The new span, which is operated by electricity, is 210 
feet long and 60 feet wide and spans a single navigable 
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channel of 50 feet. This is the first draw span in Boston 
on which wood block paving has been used and after 
several months’ service the paving is in excellent con- 
dition. 

A temporary bridge with draw span has been built 
at the location of the Chelsea Bridge, over the south 
channel of the Mystic river. The channelway at the 
new draw is 474 feet wide and the channelway at the 
old draw has been made the same width. 

The bridge at Granite avenue, over the Neponset 
river, has been entirely rebuilt during the past year by 
the Granite Avenue Bridge Building Commission, the 
engineering work being done by this department. The 
new bridge is of steel on masonry foundation and is 
178 feet 6 inches long and 45 feet wide, and is provided 
with a draw span of the Strauss Bascule Trunnion type. 

The reconstruction of Winthrop Bridge, from Breed’s 
Island to Winthrop, over Belle Isle inlet, has been 
continued during the year and the work {was so far 
completed that travel was turned over this bridge on 
December 1, 1914. 

Under new regulations by the United States Govern- 
ment, navigation lights have been installed at Charles- 
town, Meridian Street and Northern Avenue Bridges 
and at the Chelsea Bridge over the north channel of 
Mystic river. 

A new jet condenser and circulating pump have been 
installed on the ferryboat ‘‘Governor Russell”? during 
the past year, and a large amount of repair work done 
to the ferry landings and boats. 


HIGHWAY DIVISION. 


The permanent pavement this year was confined 
principally to bitulithic and granite blocks on concrete 
base, there being 55,000 square yards of the former and 
17,000 of the latter. A departure in the method of 
laying the bitulithic pavement was tried this year by 
laying the bitulithic mixture on the prepared macadam 
foundation instead of on a 6-inch concrete foundation. 
The result is very satisfactory, with every indication 
of a very durable pavement. Bitulithic pavements 
were laid on Clarendon street, South End; Eustis, 
Station and Zeigler streets in Roxbury and several 
other smaller areas throughout the city. 

A long-delayed improvement accomplished this year 
was the paving of Massachusetts avenue, from the New 
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England Railroad Bridge to Edward Everett square, 
with granite blocks on a concrete base with cement 
grout joints. 

Several areas of Hassam block pavement, amounting 
to 5,000 square yards, were laid, such as Atkinson street 
and Langdon street. Artificial stone sidewalks, old 
and new, constructed amounted to 72,660 square yards. 
The department forces of the Paving Service resurfaced 
with bituminous binders streets in the several districts, 
comprising about 90,000 square yards. 

The Sanitary Service has augmented its rolling stock 
by the purchase of two electric auto trucks which are 
used for long hauls. Several new garbage wagons of a 
low gear dumping body have been constructed and are 
now inuse. ‘Their capacity is large, the sides being low, 
and they are more convenient for the men to load and 
are easily dumped. The horses and rolling stock 
generally are in good condition. Daily collections of 
garbage have been in effect since April 1 in the North 
and West Ends, which assist greatly in the separation 
of ashes and garbage, as the occupants would place all 
refuse in the same receptacle. Under the daily collec- 
tion scheme a fairly good separation is obtained. 

The street cleaning and oiling equipment is up to 
date by the addition of new machine brooms, pressure 
flushers, etc. A departure which gives excellent results 
and is to be continued is the collection of the patrol 
accumulation by the Peerless auto truck. This truck 
makes three to four trips daily, thereby doing away with 
the storing of barrels on the sidewalks. 

During the year one of the most important items 
of interest that affected the department was the execu- 
tion of the street lighting contracts, the gas at a reduc- 
tion of $2.60 and the electric arcs at a reduction of $16, 
making a total approximate reduction of $100,000 per 
year. The gas lamps in the South End and part of 
Roxbury were discontinued and the tungsten lights put 
in their place, and the maintenance of the boulevard 
lamps on Huntington avenue, between Copley square 
and Massachusetts avenue, is assumed by the city. 


SEWER AND WATER DIVISION. 


With the completion of Sections 2, 3 and 4 of the 
South End sewer improvement and the new Union 
Park street pumping station (the latter built in 1914 
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and to be in operation about April 15, 1915), the unsani- 
tary conditions of the South End district will be greatly 
improved. About 24.41 miles of sewers and surface 
drains were built during the past year in the entire 
city. Davenport brook in Dorchester, between Adams 
and Magdala streets, has been improved by the building 
of a reinforced concrete conduit for a distance of about 
2,500 feet, thereby abating the frequent floodings which 
have occurred in the past. The two steam-driven 
turbine centrifugal pumps, of the DeLaval type, which 
were accepted by the city during the past year, have 
proven their real value, especially in the time of extreme 
flood, when emergency pumps are required. . 
The past year was an active one in the Water Service. 
Thirteen and four-tenths miles of new mains were laid, 
comprising extensions for new buildings and for inside 
fire protection, abolishment of dead ends, the anticipa- 
tion of street construction and general improvement of 
the service, etc. A 30-inch main was laid in Columbus 
avenue, from New Heath street to Worcester street, 
which will be extended to provide a second feed for the 
high service supply to the city proper. Five and seven- 
tenths miles of old pipes were relaid where the need of 
increased fire protection was most urgent. One and five- 
tenths miles of pipe were relaid, largely on account of 
subway construction. Five hundred seven hydrants, 
1,477 service pipes and 8,070 meters were installed.

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CONTRACTS WITH THE BOSTON CONSOLI- 
DATED GAS COMPANY FOR LIGHTING 
WITH GAS A PORTION OF THE PUBLIC 
STREETS, ETC., MADE BY THE COMMIS- 
SIONER OF PUBLIC WORKS AND AP- 
PROVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL AND BY 
THE MAYOR IN THE YEAR 1914. 


Tuis AGREEMENT executed this March 19, 1914, by 
and between the City of Boston, hereinafter referred to 
as the ‘“‘city,’ acting through the Commissioner of 
Public Works, party of the first part, and Boston Con- 
solidated Gas Company, hereinafter referred to as the 
‘‘contractor,’’ party of the second part: 

Witnesseth: ‘That said parties each in consideration 
of the agreements and promises of the other do hereby 
agree that the contractor shall do the work of lighting 
with gas lamps certain streets, parks, alleys and public 
places for the city in accordance with specifications and 
upon terms and conditions as follows: 

1. Work to be Done— 'The work to be done shall 
consist of supplying all materials, labor and equipment 
necessary and required (except the gas and gas posts) 
to light with single or double burner gas incandescent 
mantle lamps, as per sample submitted, such streets, 
parks, alleys and public places in the City of Boston, 
except the Charlestown and Hyde Park districts, on 
mains now existing or as they may be hereafter ex- 
tended, as may from time to time be designated by the 
city during the continuance of this contract, for a 
period of ten years from April 1, 1914. | 

2. Plant to be Furnished by Contractor— The con- 
tractor must furnish the plant to do the work, except 
the gas posts, and is required within five months from 
date of execution of contract to furnish and erect and 
put in service, at its own cost, to the satisfaction of 
the city, all lanterns, burners and other appurtenances, 
contrivances and fixtures which are necessary to oper- 
ate and maintain the said lamps, and thereupon the 
contractor shall forthwith proceed to do the lighting. 
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The necessary equipment shall be placed upon such 
gas posts as may be furnished and from time to time 
indicated by the city. Said plant and all appurtenances 
so furnished by the contractor, except gas posts fur- 
nished by the city, shall remain its property and must be 
removed by it at the expiration of the contract at its 
own expense. 

If, in the opinion of the city, the contractor does 
not exercise due diligence in the erection of said plant, 
or if the materials furnished therefor are not in accord- 
ance with sample submitted, the city may give the con- 
tractor notice in writing of such dereliction and then if 
the contractor fails within thirty days thereafter to 
obey any proper order of the city in connection with 
the work of erecting and furnishing the plant, the said 
commissioner, with the consent in writing of the Mayor, 
may declare the contract forfeited. 

3. Lamp-posts.—'The posts on which the contractor 
is to place and operate its lanterns will be furnished 
by the city to the contractor free of expense. They 
shall be set and connected by the contractor in locations 
designated by the Commissioner of Public Works, 
shall be neatly painted such color as the city may desig- 
nate, and shall be repainted from time to time whenever, 
in the opinion of the city, it shall be deemed necessary, 
and shall be kept in good repair and plumb by the 
contractor. The posts must be kept free from dirt and 
must not be used for advertising purposes. 

The contractor must furnish crossarms and all fittings 
above the top of posts, as at present installed, on such 
posts as the city may designate. 

It is understood that the service pipes now in use 
are to be furnished by the city in their present con- 
dition, and that breakage and leaks in said service 
pipes are to be repaired at the expense of the contractor. 

4. Lanterns.— The lanterns or equivalents must 
be of the form best adapted to the character and loca- 
tion of the lamp contracted for, and identical in con- 
struction with the sample lantern submitted. They 
must be so constructed that the lamps therein will be 
protected against insects and wind and weather. The 
height of the flame above the street level shall not be 
less than the average height for the same type of lamp 
now installed in the city. 

5. Burners and Mantles.— The burners to be used 
must be first-class in material and workmanship, furnish-

ing at all times when in service a steady, clear white 
light, free from smoke, and of the required candle power. 
All broken, smoked, blackened, ragged or frayed mantles 
must be at once replaced with new mantles by the 
contractor. 

If the lamps shall not give continuously the required 
candle power they must be replaced by the contractor 
with others satisfactory to the city. 

6. Time of Lighting— All lamps must be lighted 
and extinguished in accordance with a schedule to be 
furnished by the city, said schedule not to exceed 4,000 
burning hours per lamp per year. All lamps must be 
lighted within one hour from the time fixed in the 
schedule as the time for beginning, and must be extin- 
guished within one hour from the time fixed in the 
schedule as the time for beginning to extinguish. 

In order that the city may determine whether the 
lamps are lighted and extinguished in accordance with 
the official schedule hereinbefore mentioned, the con- 
tractor shall furnish the said official with maps or lists 
showing the number and geographical location of each 
lamp in the district of each lamplighter, and designating 
the particular lamp at which each lamplighter com- 
mences to light and also the lamp at which he completes 
the lighting; and in extinguishing the lamps the lamp- 
lighter shall begin and finish at the same lamps as are 
designated for beginning and finishing points in any 
lamp district during the term of contract; or such other 
information as will show the city the time of lighting 
and extinguishing all of said lamps. 

The lamplighter and other employees of the contractor 
will not be permitted to climb the lamp-posts for the 
purpose of lighting the lamps or for any other purpose, 
except by use of a ladder. 

7. Candle Power.— The lamps shall be maintained 
when in service at not less than sixty (60) horizontal 
candle power for single-burner lamps and one hundred 
(100) horizontal candle power for double-burner lamps. 

The city may at any time, by written notice, require 
the contractor to employ a competent and disinterested 
person connected with either the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology or the Scientific Department of Harvard 
University, or such other person acceptable to both 
parties, to examine and test by standard laboratory 
methods, under conditions which duplicate as nearly 
as possible the lamps as they burn on the streets, the 
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apparatus employed in furnishing the lighting service 
herein provided for, to ascertain whether or not the 
contractor is complying with the terms of this agreement, 
and for such purpose such person may have access at all 
reasonable times to the lamps, fixtures and other 
apparatus of the contractor used in carrying out this 
agreement. In case two tests of any lamp shall be made, 
separated by an interval of not less than one hour 
during any one night, and both of said tests shall prove 
that the contractor is not furnishing the light required 
by this agreement, then such lamp shall be deemed to be 
deficient, and a deduction shall be made from the 
charge in respect to such lamp as herein provided. 
If such tests show that the contractor is not furnishing 
the light required by this agreement, the contractor 
shall pay the expense of the examination and test 
provided for herein; otherwise the city shall pay such 
expense. 

For each lamp which shall be shown by the tests 
above specified to furnish less than 60 candle power 
for single-burner lamps and 100 candle power for 
double-burner lamps, but more than 30 candle power 
for single-burner lamps and 50 candle power for double- 
burner lamps, a sum equal to si, of the yearly con- 
tract price for such lamp for each night in which such 
deficiency occurs shall be deducted from the amounts 
due to the contractor. For each lamp found to give 
less than 30 candle power for single-burner lamps 
and 50 candle power for double-burner lamps, a sum 
equal to 3%, of the yearly contract price for such lamp 
for each night on which such deficiency occurs shall 
be deducted from the amounts due the contractor. 
For each lamp reported out by the Police Department 
at its respective police stations or by the officials of 
the Public Works Department, a sum equal to +35 of 
the yearly contract price for such lamp for each night 
such failure occurs shall similarly be deducted from the 
amounts due the contractor. Such reports shall be 
made daily in writing, open to the contractor, and shall 
be regarded as final and binding upon the contractor 
except for errors proven or admitted. 

The standard of candle power to be employed shall 
be the recognized international candle. 

8. Repairs and Maintenance.— The contractor must 
at its own expense keep the entire plant in good repair 
and maintain same to the satisfaction of the city. 
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Upon failure of the contractor to promptly make any 
and all necessary repairs (including repainting of 
lanterns and posts) the city may cause same to be done 
and deduct the cost thereof from any amounts that may 
become due to the contractor. All glass must be cleaned 
at least once a week, and oftener if necessary to do so, 
in order not to retard or diminish the candle power of 
the lamps. All broken or displaced glass, and all 
broken or defective mantles, and all broken and defec- 
tive gas posts — posts to be furnished by the city — 
must be replaced forthwith, and all street lamps, where 
required, must be so constructed that the present signs 
and house numbers may be attached, or the contractor 
shall furnish street signs and house numbers at its own 
expense suitable to the lamp furnished by it and to the 
satisfaction of the Commissioner of Public Works. 
The street signs shall, after each cleaning, be replaced, 
facing the proper street. All broken or displaced glass- 
ware shall be forthwith removed from the street by the 
contractor. 

The contractor shall report, in writing, at the office 
of the official in charge of street lighting, on Thursday 
of each week, the number of each kind of lamps lighted 
on each of the preceding seven nights, and on the tenth 
day of each month, the number of each kind lighted, 
as aforesaid, on each night subsequent to the last 
report, stating in each report the name of each person 
lighting the lamps and the locations of any and all 
lamps added to or removed from the district of each 
lamplighter, and is to notify said official in writing of 
any damage to or repair needed to the posts or service 
pipes. 

9. Removal of Lamps.— Whenever ordered to do so 
by the city, the contractor must change the location of 
lamps and gas posts, weather permitting, from one 
place to another at its own cost and expense. 

10. New Lamps.— The city may from time to time 
order the erection and maintenance of new or additional 
lamps and gas posts — posts to be furnished by the city 
—at such locations on mains now existing or as they 
may be hereafter extended, as it may deem proper, and 
it shall be the duty of the contractor, at its own cost and 
expense, to set and connect such posts and to place upon 
such posts such additional lamps and maintain the same 
in all respects as called for in these specifications. All 
additional lamps ordered shall be put in service within 
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ten days after they are ordered, and the posts set and 
connected, and notice that the same are in service shall 
be given by the contractor to the city. 

11. Discontinuance of Lamps.— The city shall have 
the right to increase or diminish the number of lamps 
furnished under the contract, but it is understood that 
the total number of lamps to be furnished under the 
contract shall not at any time be less than 95 per cent 
of the number of lamps in service at the time of approval 
of this contract by the Mayor, plus any subsequent 
installations ordered by the city. When orders to dis- 
continue lamps are given, in accordance with the above, 
the contractor must put them out of service within three 
days and notify the city in writing; payment for the 
same shall cease on such discontinuance, and when the 
contractor removes a lantern without substituting 
another therefor, he shall properly plug the service pipe 
so that the gas will not escape therefrom. 

12. Extension of Contract— The city may, at its 
option, to be signified in writing not later than Jan. Ist, 
1924, extend the term herein designated for the continu- 
ance of the contract for a period not exceeding six 
months, so that there may be no interruption of service in 
case the city enters into a new contract involving other 
parties or different equipment or both. For this pur- 
pose the city may call upon the contractor at any time 
within the extended period to discontinue the lighting 
- of the entire area covered by its operations or of such 
parts thereof as the city may from time to time deter- 
mine; provided, however, that such parts shall be so 
arranged that no fraction of any established lamp- 
lighter’s route shall require lighting for a longer period 
than two nights, and that not less than two weeks’ notice 
shall be given the contractor in regard to each such part. 

The contractor shall promptly remove its equip- 
ment from all posts on which lighting has been dis- 
continued, and cooperate with the city in recording 
the dates on which lighting ceased. 

13. Payments.— A payment for the work performed 
under this contract shall be made by the city monthly, 
in the same manner as other city work is paid for, at 
the rates specified in this agreement and subject to 
appropriations. 

For all services and materials whatsoever which it is 
required to render under this contract the contractor 
shall receive and shall accept as full compensation 
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payment at the rate of $12.00 per lamp per year for 
single-burner lamps and $15 per lamp per year for 
double-burner lamps. 

14. Arbitration. At any time during the contin- 
uance of this agreement, if the Commissioner of Public 
Works is of the opinion that a material reduction has 
been made in the cost of lighting and extinguishing 
lamps or of furnishing to the city the service herein 
provided for, he may demand an investigation as to 
such reduction in cost. Such investigation shall be 
made by three experts, one to be chosen by each party 
and the third by the two so chosen. 

If the experts find that for a period of one year prior 
to the investigation the cost of lighting and extinguish- 
ing or of furnishing the service, including interest, 
depreciation and all other proper charges, is less than 
for the first year of this agreement by an amount exceed- 
ing one dollar ($1) per lamp per year, then the price 
shall be reduced by one-half such saving in cost. If the 
amount of the saving is less than one dollar ($1) per 
lamp per year, no reduction shall be made. 

The city shall pay the cost of the investigation, and 
the decision of the experts or of a majority of the experts 
shall be final and conclusive on both parties. 

15. Miscellaneous.— The contractor shall give pref- 
erence in employment, first, to citizens of Massachusetts, 
second, to other citizens of the United States, and shall 
allow all employees on said work to lodge, board and 
trade where they choose, and shall not obstruct any 
other person in doing work for the city; and shall con- 
form to all the labor laws of the Commonwealth; and no 
laborer, workman or mechanic working within this 
Commonwealth in the employ of the contractor, sub- 
contractor or other person doing or contracting to do 
the whole or a part of the work contemplated by the 
contractor shall be requested or required to work more 
than eight hours in any one calendar day. ‘This con- 
tract is made subject to all the laws of the Common- 
wealth, and if any clause thereof does not conform to 
such laws such clause shall be void and such law opera- 
tive in lieu thereof. | 

The contractor hereby agrees to indemnify and save 
the city harmless from and against any and all claims 
and demands for damages, costs and expenses for or on 
account of injuries to persons or property arising from 
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the erection, construction, maintenance and use of 
lamps, and all other plant, or growing out of the work 
to be done under this contract, and further agrees to hold 
the city harmless from any patent litigation caused by 
the contractor’s infringement or alleged infringement of 
patents, and to pay all costs, expenses and fees in con- 
nection with same.

length of the term, the discount, and all other matters 
pertinent to such question. If, as a result of the investi- 
gation, the Board shall determine that a fair price for 
the entire service supplied to the Municipality is less 
than the total amounts to be paid according to Schedule 
E, one or more of the rates charged according to Schedule 
E may be reduced by the Board in such manner that 
the reduced rate or rates shall not be unfair and that 
the total payments by the Municipality shall not be 
less than the fair price for the entire service as deter- 
mined by the Board. If rates are reduced in the manner 
herein provided such reduced rates shall be substituted 
from the beginning of the agreement for the correspond- 
ing rates named in Schedule E. 

At the end of five years from the date when this 
Agreement becomes effective both parties shall forth- 
with jointly request the Board to investigate the fairness 
of the prices named in Schedule E as they may have 
been fixed by the first investigation of said Board or as 
they may have been reduced under the provisions of 
Article 4 of this Agreement, and determine whether or 
not they are as a whole still fair taking into account 
the matters mentioned in the preceding paragraph and 
all other matters pertinent to such question. If the 
Board shall determine as a result of this second investi- 
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gation that the total payments to the Company accord- 
ing to the prices named in Schedule E as they may 
have been fixed by the Board as the result of its first 
investigation or as they may have been reduced as afore- 
said should be increased or decreased, it shall fix the 
prices in accordance with such determination, and they 
shall be applicable from the beginning of the sixth 
year of the Agreement. ‘The prices fixed by the Board 
in the first or second investigation shall be subject to 
reduction as hereinafter Doareed in Article 4 of this 
Agreement. 

4. The Company will give the Municipality the 
benefit of any lower prices for service such as that 
herein provided for, or of any better quality or efficiency 
of service, which may at any time during the continuance 
of this Agreement be enjoyed by any municipality 
served by it, such relative prices, quality and efficiency 
to be determined by taking into consideration all the 
circumstances and conditions in both cases. Upon 
written demand by the Municipality at any time or 
times during the term of this Agreement the Company 
shall thereafter give to the Municipality the benefit of 
three-fourths of any general reduction in the present cost 
to the Company, including depreciation and interest 
on investment, of supplying the service called for by 
this Agreement, but only so long as and to the extent 
that such decreased cost shall continue. If at any 
time during the continuance of this Agreement the 
Company and the Municipality shall disagree upon 
any matter embraced in this paragraph, it shall be 
referred to the arbitration of three disinterested persons, 
selected one by the Municipality, one by the Company, 
and the third by the other two; every decision of a 
majority of the arbitrators shall be binding upon the 
parties unless a court of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts of competent jurisdiction shall determine that it 
amounts to a taking of the property of the Company 
without due process of law. Each party shall pay for 
the services of its own arbitrator and shall divide equally 
the expense and compensation of the third. 

The Company, upon demand of the Commissioner of 
Public Works, shall once in each year of the term of the 
Agreement furnish a statement of the cost to the Com- 
pany, including depreciation and interest on invest- 
ment, of supplying the service called for in this Agree- 
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ment, the statement to be in such form and in such 
detail as the Commissioner of Public Works shall 
require. 

5. The Company shall indemnify and save harmless 
the Municipality against any and all claims for damages, 
loss, cost and expense on account of injury to persons or 
property arising In any way out of the erection, con- 
struction, maintenance or use of any of the lamps, poles, 
wires, fixtures and other apparatus and appliances fur- 
nished by the Company, hereunder, except where such 
injury is the result, in whole or in part, of the fault or 
neglect of the Municipality, its officers, servants or 
agents, while acting as agents of the Municipality; and 
against any and all claims for damages by reason of 
any alleged infringement of patent rights in the use of 
lamps, poles, wires, fixtures, machinery and other appa- 
ratus, appliances and material supplied by the Company 
hereunder; and will, at its own expense, assume the 
defence of all actions at law or in equity which may be 
brought against the Municipality upon any claims as 
aforesaid; and also against all decrees, judgments and 
orders of any court based thereon. 

6. The Municipality may at all times, with or without 
the Company’s knowledge, employ a competent person 
to examine and test the electrical currents and apparatus 
employed in furnishing the lighting service herein pro- 
vided for, to ascertain whether or not the Company is 
complying with the terms of this Agreement, and for 
such purpose the Company agrees that such person may 
have access at all reasonable times to said lamps, poles, 
wires, fixtures and other apparatus of the Company 
used in carrying out this Agreement. 

The Municipality will indemnify and save harmless 
the Company against any and all claims for damages, 
loss, cost and expense on account of injury to persons 
or property arising in any way out of the employment, 
act or neglect of any such person, except such as may 
arise, in whole or in part, from the fault or neglect of 
the Company, its agents or servants, while acting as 
agents of the Company. 

In case two tests of any circuit or lamp shall be made, 
separated by an interval of not less than one hour, during 
any one night, and both of said tests shall prove that 
the Company is not furnishing the electrical energy or 
light required by this Agreement, then such circuit or 
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such lamp shall be deemed to be outages as provided 
herein and the Company shall pay the cost of both of 
said tests. 

7. Such additional lamps shall be installed, without 
charge to the Municipality, as may be designated by 
the Municipality at any time before notice is given to 
terminate this Agreement, provided the Company shall 
not be required to extend its lines more than four 
hundred feet overhead, or in localities served by under- 
ground construction more than one hundred feet under- 
ground, to reach any lamp; but the Municipality may 
require extension of lines for additional lamps at any 
time during the term of this Agreement, by paying the 
cost of so much of the extension as exceeds that herein 
required to be made by the Company, such payments 
to apply as credits on future bills for lighting on such 
additional lines. Whenever requested by the Munic- 
ipality, the Company will change the location of any 
lamp at the expense of the Municipality, not exceed- 
ing, however, five dollars for each are lamp and 
three dollars for each incandescent lamp so moved, 
unless an extension of lines or new lamp-posts are 
required. 

8. The discontinuance of any street or highway 
shall have the effect of discontinuing whatever lamps 
may have been located on such street or way. The 
Municipality may at any time discontinue a lamp or 
lamps for reasonable cause, but the number of lamps of 
any type in service at any time shall not, except as 
hereinbefore provided, be less than ninety-five per cent 
of the maximum number of such lamps in service under 
this Agreement at any time prior thereto. In case of 
such discontinuance the installation of any lamps at 
other locations shall be charged for the same as changes 
of locations under Article 7 hereof until the original 
number installed shall again have been reached. 

Lamps of any type may be substituted and resubsti- 
tuted for lamps of any other type if the Municipality 
pays the total net expense to the Company of making 
the changes (credit being allowed the Municipality for 
the then market value of the property which is displaced) 
and if the candle power of the substituted lamps (com- 
parative candle power being measured in terms of 
mean lower hemispherical values of the lamps as they 
are equipped for actual use) is not substantially less than 
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that of those displaced. The fixed costs price of such 
substituted lamp shall be the same as that of the lamp 
displaced and the running costs price shall be determined 
by agreement between the Commissioner of Public 
Works and the Company,— both fixed and running 
costs prices being subject to subsequent reductions, as 
provided in Article 4. If the parties cannot agree on 
the amounts to be paid by the Municipality to the 
Company for making the changes and for the running 
costs price of the new lamp or for either item, arbitrators 
shall be chosen as provided in Article 4 with power to 
fix these amounts. 

When, however, standard incandescent lamps of 
candle power (measured as provided above) equal to the 
Magnetite lamps named in Schedule E have been so 
improved that they can without increase in watts be 
operated on the same kind of circuits as said Magnetite 
lamps, the Company will, if the maintenance cost to it 
is not increased, upon demand of the Municipality and 
without charge for making the change substitute such 
an incandescent lamp for any Magnetite lamp at the 
price provided herein or established by the Board of 
Gas and Electric Light Commissioners under the pro- 
visions of Article 3 for Magnetite lamps; or if under the 
provisions of Article 4 the Municipality is entitled to a 
reduction in price because of the decreased cost to the 
Company caused by the use of such incandescent lamps, 
then at such reduced price. 

9. The Company shall give preference in employ- 
ment, first, to citizens of Massachusetts, second, to 
other citizens of the United States; and shall allow all 
employees on said work to lodge, board and trade where 
they choose and shall not obstruct any other person in 
doing work for the Municipality; and shall conform 
to all the labor laws of the Commonwealth; and no 
laborer, workman or mechanic working within this 
Commonwealth in the employ of the Company, sub- 
contractor or other person doing or contracting to do 
the whole or a part of the work provided by this Agree- 
ment shall be requested or required to work more than 
eight hours in any one calendar day. This Agreement 
is made subject to all the laws of the Commonwealth, 
and if any clause thereof does not conform to such law 
such clause shall be void and such law operative in heu 
thereof. 
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10. Should the Municipality at any time find that 
the Company is not complying fully with the terms and 
requirements of this Agreement, the Municipality shall 
immediately notify the Company of such fact, and the 
Company shall at once remedy the fault, but failure to 
give such notice shall not impair any obligation of the 
Company. But the Company shall not be responsible 
for any failure to supply electricity if such failure is 
without default or neglect on its part. 

11. If the Municipality shall at any time during the 
continuance of this Agreement be required to purchase 
the whole or any part of the plant of the Company 
located within the limits of said Municipality, under 
the provisions of law then in force, the Municipality 
shall not be holden for the unexpired term of this Agree- 
ment, nor shall this Agreement or the unexpired term 
thereof be in any way considered as an element of value 
in such purchase; provided, however, that in case of 
such purchase the Municipality shall not be entitled to 
the full discount provided for in this Agreement, unless 

it shall have been in operation for the full period thereof. 
~ If the Agreement shall not have been in operation for 
the full period thereof, because of such purchase, the 
accounts between the Municipality and the Company 
shall be adjusted so as to make the total net payments 
by the Municipality to the Company what they would 
have been if the Agreement had been made for the 
period during which it was actually in operation.

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF THE 
BRIDGE AND FERRY DIVISION. 





Boston, February 1; 1915. 


Mr. L. K. Rourke, 
Commissioner of Public Works: 

Dear Srr,—I respectfully submit the following 
report of the income, expenditures and operation of the 
Bridge and Ferry Division for the year ending January 
31, 1915. 

The expenditures of the division in the regular main- 
tenance appropriations of the department were $595,- 
383.36 as against an appropriation and revenue of 
$610,149.84, leaving a surplus for the year of $14,766.48. 

In addition to the regular maintenance work the 
division supervised the expenditure of $229,923.94 
under a number of special appropriations, mainly for 
the construction of bridges, making the total expendi- 
tures for the year under appropriations credited to the 
Bridge and Ferry Division $825,307.30. This figure 
does not include the expenditures on grade crossings 
and on work of other departments supervised by the 
division engineering staff. 


BRIDGE SERVICE. 


In addition to the usual work of maintenance on the 
bridges in its care this division has supervised during 
the year a considerable amount of new construction 
work on bridges and prepared plans and estimates for a 
number of new structures. The principal new con- 
struction is as follows: 

Broadway Bridge (over Fort Point Channel).— The 
draw span of this bridge was entirely rebuilt during 
the past year under a contract with the Boston Bridge 
Works, Inc., approved November 20, 1913. The new 
span is a steel center bearing swing draw with arms of 
equal length, operated by electricity, and rests on the 
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masonry foundation of the old draw span. It is 210 
feet long by 60 feet wide, center to center of railings, 
- and spans a single navigable channel of 50 feet. The 
masonry foundation of the old draw was carried up to 
support the tracks of the new by reinforced concrete 
construction, and in connection with the rebuilding 
of the draw span a slight amount of work was done on 
the approach spans. During the construction of the 
bridge provision was made for foot travel by the con- 
struction of a temporary footbridge provided with a 
draw placed just below the new bridge at the location 
of the ‘‘Y” bridge of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad Company. A certain amount of 
work occasioned by the changes in the draw span has 
been made necessary in the enlarging and repairing 
of the fender pier and fender guards. This work is 
now in progress and will be completed early in the 
spring. When this work is done it will also be neces- 
sary to build a new drawtenders’ house. The recon- 
structed draw was opened to travel August 3, 1914. 
(For a detailed description of this work see page 130.) 

Charlestown Bridge (over Charles River).— The floor- 
ing of the roadway of this draw has been entirely rebuilt 
during the past year under a contract with M. 8. Kelli- 
her, approved August 29, 1914. All the timber work 
above the steel stringers was entirely renewed with the 
exception of that carrying the sidewalks, and the work 
was prosecuted so that a portion of the bridge was 
available for traffic during the construction. Naviga- 
tion lights have also been installed at this bridge in 
accordance with the requirements of the United States 
Government. 

Chelsea Bridge (over North Channel of the Mystic 
River).— As mentioned in the report of last year the 
work of rebuilding this bridge was practically com- 
pleted February 1, 1914, although the small amount 
of work remaining unfinished at that time was not 
completed until April 30, 1914. The fender guard 
on the downstream side of this bridge has been com- 
pleted during the year under a contract with W. H. 
Ellis, and a portion of the northerly fender pier, where 
the temporary bridge was located and which could not 
be finished until that bridge was removed to Chelsea 
Bridge South, has been built during the year under a 
contract with W. H. Ellis & Son Company. Naviga- 
tion lights have also been installed at this bridge. 
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Chelsea Bridge (over South Channel of the Mystic 
River).— The construction of a temporary bridge at 
this location was so far completed that it was opened 
to travel on March 15, 1914. This work was done 
under a contract with Rendle & Stoddard. The chan- 
nelway at the old draw was widened to 473 feet and 
the two water siphons at this location removed. ‘This 
work was done under a contract with W. H. Ellis, 
approved April 2, 1914, the work being completed 
April 18, 1914. 

Apportionment of Cost of Bridges Between Boston and 
Chelsea.— The special commission appointed under acts 
of the Legislature to apportion the cost of these bridges, 
referred to in the last annual report, submitted its con- 
clusion to the Supreme Judicial Court in July, 1914. 
Later the report was referred back to the commissioners 
for further findings and at the present time the matter 
is still pending before the commissioners. 

Congress Street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel).— 
The flooring of the draw span of this bridge was rebuilt 
under contract with M. 8. Kelliher, approved April 24, 
1914. Stringers found in poor condition were removed 
and new ones substituted and the planking entirely 
relaid. ‘This work was completed May 25, 1914. The 
draw was kept in service for travel during the entire 
construction work during the daytime, except on 
Sundays. 

Granite Avenue Bridge (over Neponset River, Between 
Dorchester and Multon).—This bridge has been entirely 
rebuilt during the past year by the Granite Avenue 
Bridge Building Commission, acting under chapter 771 
of the Acts of 1913. When the bridge is formally turned 
over by the Building Commission it will be maintained 
jointly by the County of Suffolk and the town of Milton, 
the care being placed in a commission consisting of the 
Mayor of Boston and the chairman of the selectmen of 
Milton. (For a detailed description of this work see 
page 135.) 

Malden Bridge (from Charlestown to Everett).— A 
large amount of work has been done on making surveys 
and plans for the relocation of the draw span of this 
bridge, which is payable by the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company under chapter 777 of the Acts of 1913. 
After a number of conferences with the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company, the plans for a bascule draw and for 
the necessary changes in the pile approaches have been 
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agreed upon. It is expected that work will begin on 
this bridge in the early spring. 

Meridian Street Bridge (from East Boston to Chelsea) .— 
During the year the work of rebuilding Meridian Street 
Bridge has been completed and the dredging required 
to secure the final approval of the War Department has 
been made. Navigation lights have also been installed 
at this bridge. 

Milton Street Bridge (Hyde Park).— The entire road- 
way of this bridge has been replanked with a yellow pine 
lower deck. and a spruce wearing surface. This work 
was done under a contract with Anthony Baruffaldi, 
approved October 15, 1914, and completed November 
18, 1914. 

Winthrop Bridge (from Breed’s Island to Winthrop.)— 
The reconstruction of this bridge has been prosecuted 
during the year under authority of the Legislature, 
chapter 412 of the Acts of 1913. The work is not yet 
completed although travel was turned over the new 
bridge on December 1, 1914. 

Navigation ILnghts— Navigation lghts have been 
installed at Northern Avenue Bridge. 


FERRY SERVICE. 


A new fender guard on the south side of the hospital 
dock at the South Ferry, East Boston side, has been 
built under a contract with W. H. Ellis & Son Company, 
dated June 11, 1914. The work was completed July 14, 
1914. Under a contract with W.'S. Rendle, made 
December 24, 1914, the piers at both the East Boston 
landings have been repaired. 

The roadway of the ferryboat ‘‘Hugh O’Brien”’ has 
been redecked under a contract with 8. W. K. Brooks, 
dated April 25, 1914, and while the above work was in 
progress considerable repairs were made to the boilers. 

The jet condenser and a new circulation pump on the 
‘““Governor Russell”? have been installed during the year 
and other repairs made which will place this boat in 
excellent condition. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR 1915. 


Bridge Service.— As but a limited amount of the 
appropriation made last year for this service was avail- 
able for repair work on bridges to be done under contract, 
an appropriation was requested in the budget estimate 
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for 1915 covering the cost of work recommended last 
year and still remaining undone, with a small amount 
added for other repairs deemed necessary. ‘The total 
amount of the appropriation requested was $115,600, 
of which $96,600 was for bridges maintained by the 
City of Boston and $19,000 for the city’s share of the 
repairs on bridges under the direction of the Boston 
and Cambridge Bridge Commission. 

Nearly 50 per cent of this amount is needed for 
cleaning and painting steel structures. It is hoped that 
the appropriation made this year may be sufficient to 
enable a portion of this work to be done, as the failure 
to keep bridges properly painted, particularly those over 
railroad tracks, has been shown to be a most wasteful 
policy for the city. | 

As recommended in last year’s report, Hyde Park 
Avenue Bridge, over Mother brook, Ward 26, should be 
entirely rebuilt the coming season. ‘The estimated cost 
of building a concrete bridge at this point is $25,000, 
of which it is possible that a portion may be assessed 
on the street railway company. ‘The entire roadway of 
Warren Bridge should be rebuilt and the sidewalks and 
fender guards repaired. This bridge was built more 
than thirty years ago and the under-planking is in such 
condition that it is liable to break through at any time. 
The estimated cost of a new floor, including the relaying 
of the granite block pavement, is $90,000. By frequent 
and careful inspection and repairing immediately when- 
ever a slight settlement in the paving is observed, the 
bridge can be continued in service for another year, 
but as the repairs in each case involves the removal and 
replacing of a considerable amount of granite paving 
as well as the necessary timber work, it is not an economi- 
cal method and should not be continued for a longer 
time than is absolutely necessary. 

Congress Street Bridge, over Fort Point channel, 
carries as heavy teaming traffic as any bridge in the city 
and the traffic is increasing owing to the opening of the 
Commonwealth Pier and the Fish Pier at South Boston. 
After forty years’ service the draw span is in such con- 
dition that it cannot be continued to carry the heavy 
traffic much longer and steps should be taken at once 
HOES rebuilding this bridge at the earliest possible 

ate. 

The building of a permanent structure in the portion 
of Chelsea Bridge over the south channel of the Mystic 
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river, replacing the temporary structure built last year, 
must be considered very soon, as authority to main- 
tain this temporary bridge over the property of the 
Boston & Maine Railroad expires in July, 1919, and 
from the city’s experience in building the bridge over 
the north channel of the Mystic river, four years'is none 
too long a period in which to prepare plans, secure the 
necessary authority and to build the new bridge. 

Navigation Lights— New regulations by the United 
States Department of Commerce, Bureau of Lighthouses, 
for the security of navigation, require the lighting of 
bridges and piers over and adjacent to navigable channels 
from sunset to sunrise throughout the year. All lights 
must be inclosed in Fresnal lenses and electric lamps be 
used where the bridge is electrically lighted. 

Excluding Atlantic Avenue Bridge, which is being 
removed; Chelsea Bridge South and Malden Bridge, 
which will shortly be rebuilt; Neponset Bridge, which 
had no night openings in 1914; North Beacon Street 
Bridge and Western Avenue Bridge to Watertown, 
which had no openings in 1914, it was considered that 
there was a total of thirteen bridges maintained by 
the city to be lighted as soon as practicable, comprising 
six truss draw spans, two deck draw spans, four retrac- 
tile draws and one Strauss lift draw span. 

It was thought advisable to light the downstream 
bridges first, and Chelsea North, Meridian Street, 
Charlestown and Northern Avenue Bridges, all being 
located at the entrances to the rivers, and Fort Point 
Channel, have been equipped and put in service. 
Meridian Street and Charlestown Bridges use Boston 
Elevated Railway current, while Chelsea North and 
Northern Avenue use the Edison current. Ladders 
and platforms have been provided on these four bridges 
to make the renewal of lamps and repairs to lanterns 
reasonably safe for attendants. 

Ferry Service.— As stated in the report of a year ago, 
the most important matter in the Ferry Service at the 
present time is to provide a new ferryboat in place of 
the ‘“‘D. D. Kelly,” which was built in 1879, and the 
reason for early action in this matter is given in the 
following quotation from last year’s report: 


The United States Government inspectors have cut down 
the allowable boiler pressure from the original limit of 40 
pounds to 25 pounds, which is the minimum pressure on which 
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the boat can be safely operated. At any time the inspectors 
are liable to condemn the boat or to order a still further reduc- 
tion in the allowable boiler pressure, which will be virtually 
a condemnation so far as service on the East Boston ferries is 
concerned. 


An appropriation for a new boat should be made 
during the coming year as nearly a year will be 
required for its construction. 

It will be necessary during the year 1915 to recopper 
the ferryboat ‘‘General Hancock”’ and to install a jet 
condenser on the ferryboat ‘‘Noddle Island”? and com- 
plete the installation of the jet condenser on the ‘‘ Gover- 
nor Russell,” similar to that recently installed on the 
‘“General Sumner.’”’ Part of the work on the ‘‘ Governor 
Russell’? has been completed and paid for out of last 
year’s appropriation. 

The United States Inspection Board has sent notice 
that all the ferryboats must be fitted out with auxiliary 
lighting plants located above the water line. It will be 
necessary to do this work during the coming year. 

All four head-houses should be painted, two drops at 
the North Ferry should be paved and a new tank pro- 
vided at the North Ferry, East Boston side. 

Provision for this repair work on the ferries has been 
made in the estimate submitted for the budget appro- 
priation for the year 1915. 


REPORT IN DETAIL. 


A detailed report of the operation and expenditures of 
the Bridge and Ferry Division during the year, including 
a statement of the financial activities of the division, 
exclusive of the cost of work supervised for other depart- 
ments or divisions, is appended herewith.

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BRIDGE SERVICE. 


At the close of the fiscal year 1914-15 there are in 
the City of Boston 185 highway bridges, of which 115 
are maintained wholly or in part from the appropriation 
for the Bridge and Ferry Division, 45 are maintained 
wholly by the railroad corporations, 22 by the Park 
and Recreation Department and 3 by the Metropolitan 
Park Commission. Six of these bridges, namely, Brook- 
line Street, Cambridge, Cambridge Street, Harvard, 
Prison Point and Western Avenue to Cambridge, all 
connecting Boston and Cambridge (the four latter 
being drawbridges), are in charge of two commissioners, 
one of whom is appointed by the Mayor of Boston and 
the other by the Mayor of Cambridge. One-half the 
cost of maintenance of these six bridges is paid by the 
City of Boston out of the appropriation for the Bridge 
and Ferry Division, and the Commissioner of Public 
Works is the commissioner for the City of Boston in 
charge of these bridges. The Anderson Bridge at 
Soldiers Field, replacing the North Harvard Street 
Bridge, between Boston and Cambridge, was opened 
to travel October 18, 1913, but has not been entirely 
completed. Upon its completion, under the direction 
of the Metropolitan Park Commission, it will be main- 
tained by the Boston and Cambridge Bridge Com- 
mission. ‘he report of the commissioner for the Boston 
and Cambridge bridges will be found in Appendix E. 
The Charles River Dam (on the site of the old Canal or 
Craigie Bridge), Mattapan Bridge and North Beacon 
Street Bridge are in charge of the Metropolitan Park 
Commission; the care of the last named bridge was 
assumed under authority of chapter 780 of the Acts of 
the Legislature for 1914, preceding the building of a new 
bridge by this commission. Granite Bridge has been 
removed and replaced by a new bridge known as Granite 
Avenue Bridge, which is: under the care of a commission 
consisting of the Mayor of Boston and the chairman of 
the selectmen of Milton. (See page 559.) 

Atlantic Avenue Bridge was discontinued by order of 
the Board of Street Commissioners December 7, 1914, 
and was closed to all travel January 5, 1915. The Bos- 
ton Terminal Company is now removing the structure. 

There are fifteen important drawbridges wholly 
maintained by the City of Boston, namely: Congress 
Street and Warren, operated by steam; Broadway, 
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Charlestown, Chelsea North, Chelsea South Temporary, 
Chelsea Street, Dorchester Avenue, Dover Street, L 
Street, Malden, Meridian Street, Neponset and Summer 
Street, operated by electricity; and Northern Avenue, 
operated by compressed air, the compressors being run 


by electricity.

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BRIDGE SERVICE CONSTRUCTION WORK, 
1914-1915. 


Beacon Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad). 


A contract was made with Thomas F. Broderick for 
raising and recutting the top surface of the stone parapet 
of both roadways at each end of the bridge. This 
work was completed June 19, 1914, at a cost of $630. 


Broadway Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


Broadway Bridge extends from the city proper to 
South Boston, crossing Fort Point channel and the 
tracks of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road, and is traversed by surface cars of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company. It is about 1,100 feet 
long by 60 feet wide, and except the draw span it is 
a deck girder bridge, built in 1901-04. The draw span 
of this bridge was rebuilt during the past year under a 
contract with the Boston Bridge Works, Inc., approved 
November 20, 1913. The span that has been replaced, 
built in 1875, was a center-bearing iron swing bridge 
operated by steam. It was about 165 feet long by 60 feet 
wide, and spanned a single navigable channel of about 
42+ feet in width. The new span is a steel center- 
bearing swing draw, with arms of equal length, operated 
by electricity and resting on the masonry foundation of 
the old draw. It is 210 feet long by 60 feet wide, center 
to center of railings, and spans a single navigable chan- 
nel 50 feet wide. A roadway, 40 feet in width, between 
girders provides for two surface car tracks and two 
lines of team travel. ‘There are two overhanging side- 
walks each about 7 feet in the clear. A set of steel 
roadway gates, built in 1904, is provided at each approach 
to shut off travel when the draw is open. The draw 
span has been designed ‘throughout in accordance with 
‘“‘ Specifications for Bridges Carrying Electric Railways,” 
adopted by the Massachusetts Railroad Commission, 
1908 edition. 

The masonry foundation of the old draw was carried up 
about 4 feet 6 inches to support the tracks of the new 
draw by the addition of a ring wall of reinforced con-

crete, 30 inches in thickness, with four cross walls of the 
same material, 2 feet in thickness, connecting the ring 
wall with the old masonry pier at the center. The 
track is supported on a circular steel drum 40 feet in 
diameter and 4 feet 65 inches deep, thoroughly braced 
by struts and rods. The draw, estimated to weigh 800 
tons, is supported entirely on the center pier and 
swings on a phosphor bronze disc, 26 inches in diameter, 
placed between two hardened steel discs. Six trucks 
running on a track 40 feet in diameter serve the purpose 
of keeping the draw properly balanced. ‘The power 
for moving the draw is supplied by two 20 horse power 
motors, one on either side, supported on brackets 
attached to the cross girders. Each motor is geared 
through a set of cut steel gears to a pinion which engages 
a rack on the fixed foundation drum. Either motor is 
of sufficient power to operate the draw temporarily or 
the draw can be swung by hand power in case of the 
failure of electric current. As the trusses are continuous, 
when the draw is swung into position for traffic, the 
ends must be lifted sufficient to afford the proper support 
under all loadings. ‘The device for lifting the ends is the 
same as that in use at the draw in Chelsea Bridge 
North and described in the report of last year, except 
that the motors for actuating are 5 horse power instead 
of 8 horse power. A centering device, similar to that 
used at Chelsea Bridge North, with the necessary air 
compressor and reservoir, is also installed at this bridge. 

The operating cabinet is located on the sidewalk 
near the center of the draw under one of the trusses. 
It includes the control for swinging the draw and lift- 
ing the ends, valves for the air brakes and the centering 
device, signals for the exact position of the centering 
bolt and end lifts, as well as other necessary electrical 
devices for operating the draw. 

In construction the draw is of the through truss type 
with two riveted steel trusses, 44 feet on centers, carrying 
steel floor beams and steel stringers. On the steel 
stringers is built a wooden flooring as follows: EKight- 
inch by 8-inch yellow pine cross ties are placed on the 
stringers, a course of 4-inch yellow pine plank is laid 
longitudinally of the bridge on these ties and covered 
with roofing felt protected by a layer of asphalt mastic 
2 inch thick, which forms a base for the wood block 
paving. The wood blocks for the paving are of long 
leaf yellow pine, 33 inches deep, 4 inches wide and 
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8 inches long, and are laid with expansion joints at each 
curb and transverse joints about every 30 feet. The 
contract called for a patented wood pavement of the 
Shuman type, but as this could not be secured in 
the market the contractor was allowed to substitute the 
wood block. This is the first draw span in Boston with 
wood block paving, and at the date of this report it is 
in first-class condition after several months’ service. 

In connection with the rebuilding of the draw span, 
a slight amount of work was required on the approach 
spans for the purpose of adjusting grades. The bridge 
was closed to travel at 12.01 a. m. of Monday, May 
18, 1914, and was again opened to travel on Monday, 
August 3, 1914. The work under the contract with 
the Boston Bridge Works, Inc., was completed August 
14, 1914, and the total payments under the contract 
amounted to $88,574.66. 

Provision was made for foot travel while the work 
was in progress on the new draw span by the con- 
struction of a temporary footbridge with a retractile 
draw on the downstream side of the bridge at the 
location of the ““Y”’ bridge of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad. The construction and 
removal of the temporary bridge was done under a con- 
tract, approved April 6, 1914, by Lawler Brothers, 
the lowest bidder. The work under this contract was 
completed August 25, 1914, the total payments thereon 
amounting to $2,985. 

In order to protect the new and larger draw span 
and allow for the widening of the channel it became 
necessary to do considerable work in enlarging and 
repairing fender pier and fender guards. ‘This work is 
now in progress under a contract approved December 
28, 1914, with W. H. Ellis & Son Company, the lowest 
bidder. 

A contract for iron ladders and platforms to give 
access to the landing piers from the fixed spans has been 
made with the Smith Erecting and Contracting Com- 
pany, the lowest bidder, and these are now being erected. 

A suitable house for the drawtenders is to be built 
as soon as a foundation is provided for it on the draw 
fender pier. 


Charlestown Bridge (over the Charles River). 


Plans and specifications were made for renewing the 
flooring of the roadways of the draw span and bids 
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were received for doing this work August 19, 1914. 
The work was awarded to M. 8. Kelliher, the lowest 
bidder, and a contract made and approved August 
29, 1914. Work was begun November 10, and com- 
pleted December 12, 1914, at a total cost of $7,500.05. 
All the yellow pine riders on the steel floor stringers 
were renewed and the top surfaces of the floor beams 
and stringers thoroughly cleaned and painted. A new 
flooring of 5-inch yellow pine was laid with a wearing 
surface of spruce plank. Wheel guards, bulkhead tim- 
bers and the boarding at the trusses were renewed. 
The riders, roadway planking and timbers were painted 
with one heavy coat of Cabot’s ‘‘Conservo.” About 
1,800 square feet of flooring over the engine room was 
calked. 

Navigation lights have been installed at this bridge 
at a cost of $744, of which $470 was for electrical work 
and $274 for ladders and platform. 


Chelsea Bridge North. 


The rebuilding of this bridge was practically com- 
pleted February 1, 1914, and was fully described in the 
last annual report. The work under Contract No. 1 
(which included all the construction of the bridge except 
the steel draw span) was completed April 30, 1914, the 
original contractor being George T. Rendle, who was 
succeeded by William E. Litchfield under a supple- 
mentary contract approved August 15, 1913. The 
total cost of the work under both the Rendle and the 
Litchfield contracts was $199,176.16. 

A contract was made with W. H. Ellis, lowest bidder, 
approved November 28, 1913, for rebuilding the fender 
guard on the downstream side of the bridge. This 
work was completed March 11,1914, at acost of $3,117.58. 

A contract was made with W. H. Ellis & Son Company, 
the lowest bidder, approved November 25, 1914, for 
building a portion of the northerly fender pier, not 
included in the Rendle and Litchfield contracts. This 
work was completed December 1, 1914, at a cost of 
$867.20. : 

In accordance with the requirements of the United 
States Government, the installation of navigation lights 
at this bridge has been in progress during the past year, 
but at the date of this report are not in complete work- 
ing order, the amount expended to date being $2,426.79. 
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Chelsea Bridge South. 


The construction of the temporary bridge, mentioned 
in the last report, under a contract with Rendle «& 
Stoddard, was so far completed that it was opened to 
travel March 15, 1914. 

The temporary bridge is built on the upstream side of 
the old bridge with approaches from the north over the 
Mystic Wharf property of the Boston & Maine Railroad 
and from the south over the Mystic Playground. 

The structure is a pile bridge, except over a berth at 
the Mystic Wharf where steel plate girders are used, 
and is provided with a swing draw span, operated by 
electricity. This span is the same structure that was 
used for temporary purposes in connection with the 
rebuilding of Chelsea Bridge North. The wearing 
surface of the roadway of the fixed span is a brick pave- 
ment, laid with asphalt joints. The temporary struc- 
ture provides for two lines of street car tracks of the Bay 
State Street Railway Company. The draw span was 
moved bodily to its new location and placed upon the 
foundations prepared for it in such a way that naviga- 
tion through the channel was only obstructed for less 
than thirty hours and no obstruction was made to high- 
way traffic or street cars. The draw opening of the 
temporary bridge was made 474 feet wide. The total 
amount paid under the Rendle & Stoddard contract 
was $56,990.72. 

The channelway at the old draw was also widened to 
47% feet under a contract with W. H. Ellis, approved 
April 2, 1914, at a total cost of $1,858, which included 
the removal of two water siphons at the location. This 
work was completed April 18, 1914. 

Under a contract approved April 24, 1914, with Rendle 
& Stoddard, a fender guard was built along the widened 
waterway and two timber trestles were built which 
could be used when found necessary for supporting the 
ends of the draw when turned off. This work was 
completed May 28, 1914, at a cost of $2,500. 


Congress Street Bridge. 


The flooring of the draw span at Congress Street 
Bridge was rebuilt under a contract with M. 8. Kelliher, 
approved April 24, 1914. Such yellow pine stringers 
as were found in poor condition were removed and new 
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ones substituted, the 4-inch spruce underflooring entirely 
relaid, and a new sheathing of 2-inch spruce was also 
laid. This work was completed May 25, 1914, at a 
cost of $2,753.80. 

The draw was kept in service for travel during the 
entire construction of the work during the daytime, 
except on Sundays. 


Granite Avenue Bridge. 


The bridge over the Neponset river, between Dor- 
chester and Milton, at Granite avenue, -has been com- 
pletely rebuilt during the past year by the Granite 
Avenue Bridge Building Commission, acting under 
chapter 771 of the Acts of 1913. 

The bridge was originally built in 1837. The old 
bridge that has beenreplaced was a wooden pilestructure, 
approximately 200 feet in length and 305 feet in width, 
with a double leaf draw span 22 feet wide, providing a 
clear channel 36 feet in width. 

The new bridge is of steel on masonry foundations, 
178 feet 6 inches long between parapets and 45 feet in 
width, center to center of railings, the width being suffi- 
cient to furnish a roadway 28 feet wide between curbs 
and to provide two sidewalks. The roadway width 
provides for one line of surface cars in the center and two 
lines of team travel simultaneously, should it be desired 
to grant a street car location. The draw span provides 
a clear waterway 50 feet in width with a depth in the 
channel of 10 feet at mean low water. 

Substructure.— Bids for building the substructure, 
approaches, temporary bridge, etc., were opened Novem- 
ber 28, 1913, and the contract awarded to the Holbrook, 
Cabot & Rollins Corporation, the lowest bidder, on 
December 4, 19138. 

The first work done under this contract was the 
building of a temporary bridge to accommodate travel 
during the construction of the permanent bridge. ‘This 
temporary bridge was a wooden pile structure, 225 feet 
wide, furnishing a roadway width of 18 feet. The draw 
span used was the draw span in the old bridge, which 
was moved bodily to its new location. 

The Boston abutment was faced with new stone 
masonry, was lengthened to provide for a wider approach, 
and a wing wall built on the westerly side to allow a 
side slope to the filling. On the Milton side of the 
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river was built a new abutment with a return wall on 
the easterly side and a wing wall on the westerly side, 
all of granite masonry. Both abutments rest on pile 
and grillage foundations. ‘The pier on the Boston side 
of the channel carries the weight of the new draw span 
and was built of concrete and granite masonry. The 
foundation between elevation 0 and elevation—10 is of 
concrete and was made by depositing concrete in the 
water inside a cofferdam of wooden sheet piling. The 
masonry above elevation 0 consists of granite facing 
with concrete backing. No piles were driven in the 
foundation of this pier. 

The pier on the Milton side of the channel has for its 
foundation a body of concrete between elevation 0 
and elevation—10, constructed in the same manner as 
the pier on the Boston side, but in this case resting on 
piles, which latter were driven into the hard bottom. 
The pier above elevation 0 consisted of granite masonry 
with concrete backing. 

The Boston approach was widened to 50 feet between 
the fences, providing two sidewalks with crushed stone 
surface and a roadway with a surface of water-bound 
macadam. Gutters were paved with granite blocks. 
As the grade of the new bridge necessitated filling, a 
concrete retaining wall was required on the easterly 
side of the street to prevent the filling from sloping on 
to private land. 

On the westerly side there was a side slope to the 
filling which was protected from wave action by stone 
ballast. 

The Milton approach was made 50 feet wide in the 
proximity of the abutment and narrowed in to meet the 
existing roadway. A small retaining wall was required 
also on this approach on the easterly side, and a side 
slope for the filling protected by stone ballast on the 
westerly side. The surfacing on this approach was made 
similar to that on the Boston approach. 

The fender pier was rebuilt and lengthened and new 
fender guards constructed under the same contract. 

The work is completed except a small amount of 
painting, and the total payments under this contract 
amount to $33,303.19. 

Superstructure.— The superstructure consists of two 
approach spans and one draw span, all of steel, with 
wooden underplanking and wooden sheathing. The

approach spans are of the deck plate girder type with 
four lines of main girders, steel floor beams and wooden 
stringers. The sidewalk is built on overhanging brackets. 
The draw span is of the Strauss trunnion bascule type 
and has two main girders, 33 feet 6 inches center to 
center, carrying steel floor beams between which are 
framed steel stringers carrying the wooden deck planking 
and wooden sheathing. The main girders are supported 
on trunnions, 13 inches in diameter, which are carried 
by steel pedestals to the pier masonry below. ‘The 
counterweight is supported on the tail arm of the 
main girders and the structure is so arranged through 
a parallelogram of links that the bridge is exactly counter- 
balanced in whatever position it may happen to be. 

‘The machinery consists of two trains of gears actuating 
two operating pinions which engage two cast steel 
racks on the tail arms of the girders, one for each girder. 
Each train of gears is operated by a 15 horse power 
alternating current, mill type motor, provided with 
automatic brakes which act when the controller is in 
the ‘Off’? position. Automatic cut-offs are provided 
which shut off the power and set the brakes when the 
bridge in opening reaches the ‘‘ Nearly Open”’ position 
and in closing reaches the ‘‘ Nearly Closed”’ position. 
In the operating house, electric light signals are provided 
which show the operator the position of the draw at 
all times. Provision is also made for operating the 
bridge by hand power and there is also a hand brake. 

Bids for building the superstructure were opened on 
February 25, 1914, and the contract made with the 
Boston Bridge Works, Inc., the lowest bidder, on Feb- 
ruary 26, 1914. The total amount of payments under 
this contract is $29,414. 

Under the act which provided for the rebuilding of 
this bridge there is to be an apportionment for the cost of 
the construction thereof on the following basis: County 
of Suffolk to pay 40 per cent, County of Norfolk 40 per 
cent, town of Milton 10 per cent and city of Quincy 
10 per cent. 

The expense for maintenance of the bridge is to be 
borne equally by the County of Suffolk and the town of 
Milton. 

If at any time a street railway company is granted 
the right to lay tracks over the bridge, it is to pay the 
cost of maintenance of that part of the bridge occupied 
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by its tracks and 18 inches on either side thereof. It 
will be assessed 25 per cent of the original cost of the 
bridge, to be paid to the Treasurer of the Commonwealth, 
by whom it is to be distributed as follows: To the County 
of Norfolk 40 per cent, to the County of Suffolk 20 per 
cent, to the city of Quincy 20 per cent and to the town 
of Milton 20 per cent. 


Milton Street Bridge (Hyde Park). 


A contract was made with Anthony Baruffaldi, the 
lowest bidder, approved October 15, 1914, for replanking 
the roadway of this bridge. ‘The entire roadway was 
replanked with 3-inch yellow pine, new yellow pine 
wheel guards were furnished and the roadway between 
the wheel guards planked with 2-inch spruce. All new 
yellow pine was painted with Cabot’s ‘‘Conservo.”’ 
The work was completed November 18, 1914, at a cost 
of $2,320. 


Northern Avenue Bridge. 


A contract for cleaning and painting the fixed spans 
of this bridge was made with the W. L. Waples Company, 
the lowest bidder, approved October 20, 1914. All the 
steel work has been cleaned by the sand-blast process, 
patch-painted with red lead and followed by two coats 
of linseed oil paint, the city furnishing the paint. The 
work is about 90 per cent completed, the payment to 
date being $1,625.28. Navigation lights have been 
installed at this bridge at a cost of $906. 


Winthrop Bridge. 


A contract for building this bridge, as authorized 
under chapter 412 of the Acts of 1913, was made with 
Lawler Brothers, the lowest bidder, and approved April 
6, 1914. The bridge and its approaches have a total 
length of 865 feet and a width of 50 feet. The location 
of the new bridge and its approaches is just northerly 
of the old bridge and provides for a pile structure 200 
feet in length across the channel, the approaches being 
filled solid and with side slopes protected by slope paving. 
Work was begun May 14, 1914, and travel was turned 
over the new bridge and the finished parts of the 
approaches on December 1, 1914. At the date of this 
report the work is about 86 per cent completed. 
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Western Avenue Bridge to Watertown. 


The Boston landing of the draw span and some of the 
main bridge piles of this bridge were in such poor con- 
dition that a contract was made with W. 8. Rendle, 
the lowest bidder, dated November 11, 1914, for repair- 
ing this portion of the bridge. ‘The work was completed 
November 28, 1914, at a total cost of $674.90. As a 
portion of this work was made necessary because of the 
use of the bridge by the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany, this company has agreed to reimburse the city for 
a portion of the cost. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Harrison Avenue Bridge, over the Boston & Albany 
Railroad, built and maintained by the railroad company, 
has deteriorated to such an extent that entire recon- 
struction is necessary. Plans have been prepared by 
the Boston & Albany Railroad Company and at the 
date of this report the steel for the bridge is being 
fabricated. 

Under authority of chapter 777 of the Acts of 1913 
the city is directed to relocate the draw span of Malden 
Bridge, the Boston Elevated Railway Company to bear 
the expense of rebuilding. ‘The city prepared plans for 
the necessary license from the War Department on 
June 25, 1914, and received permission to do the work 
in accordance with the submitted plans on August 20, 
1914, but authority to construct from the Directors of 
the Port of Boston has not yet been granted. ‘The 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, however, made an 
agreement with the Strauss Bascule Bridge Company for 
the design of the highway draw span,. subject to the 
approval of the city, and the work of making the design 
is In progress. 

This division at the request of the Highway Division 
has made designs and prepared specifications for the 
steel trestle and steel building of the Ward Street Receiv- 
ing Station in Roxbury. 

The Boston & Albany Railroad Company has entirely 
reconstructed the roof of the Franklin Street Subway 
to make it of sufficient strength for the heaviest locomo- 
tives and to enable it to lay tracks across it in any 
location. An apportionment of the cost of this structure 
by the Public Service Commission has been requested 
by the railroad company.

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FERRY SERVICE. 


A contract was made June 11, 1914, with W. H. Ellis 
& Son Company for building a fender guard on the south 
side of the Hospital Dock, South Ferry, and the work 
was completed July 14, 1914, at a cost of $720.45. 

A contract was made December 24, 1914, with W. 8S. 
Rendle for repairing the piers at both the East Boston 
landings. The work was completed January 28, 1915, 
at a cost of $886.40, of which $767.27 has been paid at 
this date. 

Some planking was done on the two piers at the North 
Ferry and a new cluster of piles was driven at the south 
pier at the South Ferry. 

The roadway of the ferryboat ‘‘Hugh O’Brien’’ was 
redecked under a contract with 8. W. K. Brooks, dated 
April 25, 1914, and the work was completed June 4, 1914, 
at a cost of $2,455.56. The poor floor beams were re- 
placed by new beams, a new 4-inch yellow pine floor was 
laid, calked and waterproofed, the roadway sheathed 
with spruce, and miscellaneous repairs were made, the 
lumber and fastenings being furnished by the city. 

While the above work was in progress the back con- 
nection to the boilers, which were leaking badly, was 
put in good condition. The installation of a jet condenser 
and a new circulating pump on the ‘‘Governor Russell’’ 
is now in progress, and will be completed early in March, 
1915. Fire lines to the cabins of all the boats have been 
provided during the year in compliance with an order 
issued by the United States Local Inspectors of Steam 
Vessels. 

All the extraordinary repairs noted above have been 
paid from the maintenance appropriation of this year, as 
no special appropriation was made for this class of work 
as in former years. 

The head of the middle pier of the North Ferry, city 
side, was repaired by removing nine piles, redriving two 
and furnishing seven new piles, one girder, some planking 
and refastening of old work. The head clumps were 
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rechained on the other piers at this landing, on the 
middle pier of the North Ferry, East Boston side, and on 
the middle pier of the South Ferry, city side. This work 
was done by W. H. Ellis & Son Company at a cost of 
$944.25, and was completed July 25, 1914.

PAVING SERVICE. 


The activities of this service have been the same as in 
the past, namely, the construction and repairs of pave- 
ments, including sidewalks. There are 584.56 miles of 
public streets. During the past year-the work of laying 
permanent pavements was confined principally to gran- 
ite block on a concrete base and bitulithic, there having 
been 17,000 square yards of the former laid and 55,000 
square yards of the latter. A departure in the method 
of laying bitulithic was tried this season by laying it on 
the old macadam surface instead of a six (6) inch con- 
crete base. The result is very satisfactory with the 
expectation of it being very durable. This form of paving 
was laid on Marlborough street. 

The usual bitulithic construction was followed on 
Clarendon, Eustis, Zeigler and Station streets and other 
smaller areas throughout the city. The granite block 
areas paved were Massachusetts avenue, from New 
England Railroad Bridge to Edward Everett square, 
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and Atkinson street, which was paved with Hassam 
block. During the past year bitulithic pavement 
increased 3.03 miles and granite block pavement .91 
miles. 

The use of bituminous binders in constructing. and 
repairing macadam roads was extended. The depart- 
ment forces of the Paving Service resurfaced with 
bituminous macadam about 300,000 square yards. In 
addition the force has been engaged in setting edgestone 
for artificial stone sidewalks, there being about 55,000 
linear feet set. 


SANITARY SERVICE. 


This service has increased its activities in a consid- 
erable degree. Its equipment has been augmented 
by the addition of two electric trucks which are used for 
long hauls. Several new garbage wagons of a low gear 
dumping body have been built, with a capacity of 110 
cubic feet, and are now in use. The sides of these wagons 
being low, they are more convenient for the men to load 
and are easily dumped. Daily collections of garbage 
which have been in operation since April 1 in the North 
and West End sections of the city have helped in the 
separation of ashes from garbage. Formerly with less - 
frequent collections the tenants would place all refuse 
in the same receptacle. 


STREET CLEANING AND OILING SERVICE. 


The equipment of this service has been brought up to 
date by the addition of new machine brooms, pressure 
flushers and motor oil sprayers. An innovation which 
gives excellent results and is to be continued is the 
collection of the patrol accumulations in auto trucks. 
These trucks make three or four trips daily, thereby 
doing away with the storing of barrels on the sidewalks. 
The use of various dust layers was repeated and extended 
and various experiments tried in both laying the dust 
and preserving road surfaces. 


STREET LIGHTING SERVICE. 


The most important item of interest during the year 
was the execution of the street lighting contracts. Under 
the new arrangement the city makes a considerable 
saving as there is a reduction of $2.60 for each gas lamp 
and $16 for each electric light. Tungsten lights have 
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been substituted in the South End and part of Roxbury 
for the gas lamps. The maintenance of the boulevard 
lamps on Huntington avenue, between Copley square 
and Massachusetts avenue, has been assumed by the 
city.

The following is a statement of the work done during 
the year under the supervision of the supervisor of 
street lighting: 

The installation of arc and tungsten lamps in that 
section of Roxbury northerly from Dudley, Roxbury 
and Tremont streets has been completed. 

Twenty-three magnetite arc lamps of the boulevard 
type on Huntington avenue, formerly paid for by the 
abutters, have been taken over by the city and placed 
on the regular all night schedule. 

The inverted mantle gas lamps maintained by the 
city have been discontinued and the fixtures removed. 
Welsbach mantle lamps have been substituted for them. 

Are lamps have been provided for skating during the 
season at Franklin Field and Wood Island Park. 
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The average amount of regulation and relocation of 
lamps and services made necessary by street con- 
struction, building of sewers and other works has been 
conducted throughout the year. 

Petitions and requests for new lamps received from 
citizens and from officials, also complaints in relation 
to the lighting service, have been investigated and 
attended to. All streets in the underground district 
prescribed for the year 1914 have been inspected and 
the necessary changes and additions have been made.

Gas LIGHTING. 


There are in use 9,579 single mantle gas lamps, 95 
double mantle lamps, 17 triple mantle lamps and 145 
open flame fire alarm signal lamps. 

The city furnishes the lamp-posts. The gas companies 
set the lamp-posts and provide service pipes laid from 
the gas mains to the top of the posts, maintain all such 
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pipes and posts in good condition and repair; furnishes 
gas, lanterns, burners and all other necessary equipment, 
also the labor for lighting and care. 

The Lighting Service provides for the gas, lighting and 
care of the fire alarm signal lamps, and the Fire Depart- 
ment for lanterns, posts, the setting and repair of same. 
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ELEctTRIic LIGHTING. 


There are in use 4,923 magnetite arc lamps, 26 flame 
are lamps, 2,917 50-watt, 1,176, 75-watt, 10 100-watt, 
3 125-watt and 3 400-watt tungsten lamps and 15 carbon 
incandescent lamps. ‘ 

The electric companies provide and set the lamp-posts, 
except the lamp-posts for incandescent lamps supplied 
from underground circuits, furnish lamps, overhead 
wires, underground conduits, cables and connections 
and all other necessary equipment and maintain them 
in good condition and repair. 

The lighting rates for electric lamps are in accordance 
with the following table:

A discount of 10 per cent is made on the above rates 
for lamps in all sections of the city. A deduction at the 
rate of 1 cent per hour for lamps of 100 candle power 
or less and 5 cents per hour for all other lamps is made 
for outages. 
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HIGHWAY DIVISION. (Pavine SERVICE.) 


The following is a description of the most important 
work done during the year: 


GRANITE BLtock PAVEMENT. 


Greenleaf street, from Leon street to Huntington avenue, is 
about 350 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Massachusetis avenue, from near the Midland Division Rail- 
road Bridge to Columbia road, is about 2,347 feet in length. 
The contract for paving this street, except the street car tracks, 
with special cut granite blocks on a concrete base, with cement 
erout joints, was awarded to the Jeremiah J. McCarthy Com- 
pany May 22, 1914. The contractor also hauled and set edge- 
stone and constructed artificial stone sidewalks on the easterly 
side. The northerly side of Columbia road at the intersection 
of Massachusetts avenue and the intersection of East Cottage 
street was also paved as above. The city furnished the new 
straight edgestone, corners and flagging at the South End Pay- 
ing Yard, Albany street. The contractor reset edgestone, 
relaid brick sidewalks, hauled old granite blocks to the Massa- 
chusetts avenue lot, did the necessary excavating and hauled 
the surplus material to Old Colony avenue, between Hyde 
street and Mt. Vernon street, and furnished all other necessary 
materials required to do the work. ‘The artificial stone side- 
walks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 
The former surface of the street was macadam. 

Shirley street, from Norfolk avenue about 500 feet northerly. 
The contract to pave this street with granite block, with grout 
joints on a gravel bed, was awarded to James Doherty July 30, 
1914. The contractor removed the three (8) foot granite block 
gutters and crosswalks, regulated the edgestone and brick side- 
walks, did the excavating and relaid considerable of the granite 
block gutters and flagging crosswalks beyond the limits of the 
grout paving and furnished all materials necessary to do the 
work not furnished by the city. The city furnished the granite 
paving blocks, flagging crosswalks and sidewalk brick on the 
line of the work. The former surface of the street was macadam. 


Hassam Brock PAVEMENT. 


Atkinson street, from Southampton street to South Bay 
avenue, is about 871 feet in length. The contract for paving 
this street with Hassam block pavement, on a concrete base, 
was awarded to the Simpson Brothers Corporation May 22, 
1914. The contractor also set the edgestone and graded the 
sidewalks. The straight edgestone, corners and flagging were 
furnished by the city at the South End Paving Yard, Albany 
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street, and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone 
was furnished by the city on the line of the work. The contrac- 
tor did the excavating and hauled the surplus material to Old 
Colony avenue, between Hyde street and Mt. Vernon street, 
and furnished all other materials necessary to do the work. 
The former surface of the street was macadam. 

Langdon street, from Norfolk avenue to George street, is 
about 589 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 


ASPHALT PAVEMENT. 


Court square, from Court street for a distance of 382 feet on 
the east and west sides, respectively, was resurfaced with Acme 
asphalt by Warren Brothers Company, under their contract 
dated February 20, 1914. This pavement was laid under a five 
(5) year maintenance guaranty, on a new six (6) inch Portland 
cement concrete base laid by the Paving Service forces. This 
work was done to replace the asphalt pavement broken out on 
account of the construction of the new City Hall Annex. The 
Paving Service forces did the excavating and laid the concrete 
base. The contractor furnished and laid the one and one-half 
(15) inches of bituminous concrete binder and one and one-half 
(13) inches of Acme asphalt wearing surface, besides furnishing 
some extra binder required. 

Long avenue, from Commonwealth avenue to Allston street, 
is about 790 feet in length. (See “Assessment Streets.’’) 

Whitfield street, from Norfolk street to Talbot avenue, is 
about 536 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 


Woop Biock PAVEMENT. 


Pleasant street, from Eliot street to Washington street, is 
about 1,673 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 


BItTuLITHIC PAVEMENT. 


Avery street, from Washington street to Tremont street, is 
about 440 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Browning avenue, from Bernard street to Wales street, is 
about 803 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Clarendon street, from Columbus avenue to Tremont street, 
about 1,191 feet in length, was paved with two (2) inches of 
bitulithic pavement on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete 
base, under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty, by the Warren 
Brothers Company, under its contract dated August 6, 1914. 
The contractors reset the edgestone, relaid the brick sidewalks 
and laid the crosswalks on a concrete base with pitch joints. 
The city furnished the new straight edgestone at the South End 
Paving Yard, Albany street, and the new circular edgestone and 
sidewalk bricks on the line of work. The contractors furnished 
all other materials necessary to do the work and hauled the old 
materials to the Massachusetts avenue lot. The former surface’ 
of the street was macadam. 
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Dartmouth street, from Newbury street to the northerly street 
line of Public Alley No. 440, is about 118 feet in length. A con- 
tract for surfacing this street with bitulithic wearing surface was 
awarded to Warren Brothers Company October 15, 1914. The 
old concrete base having been brought up to the proper grade, 
Warren Brothers resurfaced the street with two (2) inches of 
bitulithic wearing surface which was laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. This work was made necessary by the 
Transit Commission bringing that section of the street from 
Boylston street to Public Alley No. 440 up to the proper grade, 
in making repairs after the subway was completed. 

Dillaway street, from Dix place to Hollis street, is about 265 
feet in length. (See “‘ Assessment Streets.’’) ° 

Diz place, from Washington street to Tremont street, is about 
436 feet in length. This street was paved with a bitulithic 
wearing surface by Warren Brothers Company. The Paving 
Service forces did the excavating, regulated the edgestone and 
brick sidewalks where necessary and laid a six (6) inch Portland 
cement concrete base. The city furnished all materials except 
the bitulithic surface, which was furnished by the Warren 
Brothers Company. 

Dorchester street, from Rogers street 146 feet westerly, was 
surfaced with two (2) inches of bitulithic on the old macadam 
surface by the Warren Brothers Company, under their contract 
dated October 29, 1914. The city removed the old block 
gutters, repaved the granite block brows along the car tracks 
and regulated the edgestone and old macadam surface and made 
everything ready for the new bitulithic surface. The pavement 
was laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. ; 

Eustis street, from Dearborn street to Magazine street, about 
1,981 feet in length, was paved with bitulithic on a six (6) inch 
Portland cement concrete base by John F. Beatty, under his 
contract dated June 26, 1914. This pavement was laid under 
a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The contractor also 
reset the edgestone and relaid the brick sidewalks. The city 
furnished the straight edgestone, corners and flagging at the 
South End Paving Yard, Albany street, and circular edgestone 
and new sidewalk bricks on the line of the work. The contractor 
furnished all other materials necessary to do the work, did the 
necessary excavating and hauled the surplus old paving blocks 
to the Massachusetts avenue lot. The former surface of the 
street was macadam. 

Harvard avenue, from Commonwealth avenue to Cambridge 
street, is about 1,854 feet in length. (See ‘Assessment 
Streets.’’) 

Marlborough street, from Clarendon street to Massachusetts 
avenue, is about 3,485 feet in length. The contract for sur- 
facing the old macadam roadway with a two (2) inch bitu- 
minous top surface, under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty, 
was awarded to James Doherty June 1, 1914. The contractor 
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removed the old granite block gutters and flagging crosswalks 
which crossed the street and shaped up the macadam surface. 
The Paving Service forces reset the edgestone and relaid the 
brick sidewalks where necessary and relaid the flagging cross- 
walks across the side streets. The city furnished everything 
except the bituminous top. The contract was extended from 
Massachusetts avenue to Charlesgate east, a distance of about 
640 feet. 

Norfolk street, from Washington street to New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad Bridge (near Corbet street) , is about 
4,208 feet in length. (See “Assessment Streets.’’) 

St. Francis de Sales street, from Cabot street to Roxbury 
street, is about 458 feet in length. (See “‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Station street, from Columbus avenue to Parker street, about 
628 feet in length, was paved with two (2) inches of bitulithic 
on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, under a five (5) 
year maintenance guaranty, by John F. Beatty, under a con- 
tract dated September 24, 1914. The contractor reset the edge- 
stone, laid the flagging crosswalks with: pitch joints on a six 
(6) inch concrete base, and furnished and laid artificial stone 
sidewalks under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The city 
furnished the new straight edgestone and flagging at the South 
End Paving Yard, Albany street, and the circular edgestone on 
the line of the work. The contractor did the excavating and 
hauled the surplus materials to the Massachusetts avenue lot. 
The contractor furnished all other materials necessary to the 
work. This street was formerly paved with granite block on 
a gravel base with gravel joints. 

Trescott street, from Pleasant street to Bakersfield street, 
is about 406 feet in length. (See “Assessment Streets.’’) 

Washington street, from Armandine street to Mora street, is 
about 693 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Zeigler street, from Warren street to Dearborn street, about 
1,073 feet in length, was paved with bitulithic on a Portland 
cement concrete base by John F. Beatty, under his contract 
dated June 26, 1914. This pavement was laid under a five (5) 
year maintenance guaranty. The contractor also reset the 
edgestone and relaid the brick sidewalks. The city furnished 
the straight edgestone, corners, and flagging at the South End 
Paving Yard, Albany street, and the circular edgestone and 
sidewalk brick on the line of work. The contractor furnished 
all other materials necessary to do the work, did the excavating 
and hauled the surplus materials and paving blocks to the 
Massachusetts avenue lot. The former surface of the street 
was macadam. 


Taric CoMPpouND PAVEMENT. 
Blossom street, from Cambridge street to Parkman street, is 
about 370 feet in length. A contract to furnish and lay a two (2) 
inch taric pavement was awarded to the Independent Coal Tar 
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Company, July 28, 1914. The city regulated the old edgestone 
and granite block gutters where necessary and the old macadam 
surface was removed and shaped up for the new taric surface. 
This surface consists of two (2) inches of taric compound laid as 
follows: No. 2 trap rock mixed with taric composition, in 
about the proportion of twenty (20) gallons to the cubie yard 
of stone, is placed and rolled to a depth of one and one-half (14) 
inches in thickness; on top of this the finish coat is put on, which 
consists of one (1) part clean, sharp sand, mixed with one (1) 
part pea stone, and to this is added the taric composition heated 
to 250 to 275 degrees Fahrenheit and mixed in the proportion 
of from 48 to 52 gallons of the composition to a cubic yard of 
the sand and stone. This mixture is spread and thoroughly 
rolled so that the two (2) coats combined shall be two (2) inches 
thick when completed. This surface is under a one (1) year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Kennard avenue, from Allen street to Poplar street, is about 
358 feet in length. The Paving Service forces reset the edge- 
stone, relaid the granite block gutters and sidewalks and 
prepared the old macadam surface for the new finished sur- 
face which was laid by the Independent Coal Tar Company 
under their contract dated July 17, 1914, and laid as described 
above. 

North Anderson street, from Cambridge street to Parkman 
street, is about 447 feet in length. A contract to furnish and 
lay a two (2) inch taric pavement surface on this street was 
awarded to the Independent Coal Tar Company, August 1, 
1914. The Paving Service forces regulated the old edgestone, 
flagging crosswalks and reset the brick sidewalks and pre- 
pared the old macadam surface for the taric pavement. The 
contractors furnished and laid the taric pavement as described 
above. 


ASSESSMENT STREETS. 


The following streets have been constructed or are in the 
process of construction under the provisions of chapter 393 
of the Acts of 1906, and acts in amendment or in addition 
thereto: 

Armington street, from Webster street to Islington street, 
is about 570 feet in length, and Jslington street, from Armington 
street to Brighton avenue, is about 263 feet in length. The 
contract for constructing the surface of these streets was 
awarded to A. J. & G. H. McMurtry October 24, 1913. Work 
was begun October 31, 1918, and suspended December 2, 19138. 
It was resumed April 7, 1914, and completed May 4, 1914. 
The work of construction, with the exception of the artificial 
stone sidewalks, was completed in 1913. The sidewalks were 
built this year under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Avery street, from Washington street to Tremont street, 
about 440 feet in length, was widened and constructed by 
Coleman Brothers, under their contract dated May 7, 1914. 
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Work was begun June 4, 1914, and completed November 6, 
1914. It is a forty (40) foot street with seven (7) foot artificial 
stone sidewalks and a bitulithic roadway on a six (6) inch 
Portland cement concrete base. The contractor removed the 
ald walls and building materials left by the building wreckers, 
filled in the old cellar holes, and did the necessary excavating. 
The contractor also constructed the necessary sewers and 
laid and relaid the water pipes, laid the high pressure fire 
pipes, and paved the roadway with a two (2) inch bitulithic 
pavement on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base and 
furnished and laid the artificial stone sidewalks. In con- 
nection with this work the contractor widened the Washington 
street roadway at the corner of Avery street, relaid the wooden 
block pavement out as far as the car tracks, and paved the 
intersection of Mason street with bitulithic. The city fur- 
nished the straight edgestone, corners and flagging at the 
South End Paving Yard, Albany street, and the circular edge- 
stone and granite paving blocks on the line of the work. All 
other materials for the surface work were furnished by the 
contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks and bitulithic road- 
way were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 
The former surface of the street was granite block. 

Ballou avenue, from Woodrow avenue to Willowwood street, 
is about 2,235 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to the Jeremiah J. 
McCarthy Company November 10, 1918. Work was begun 
March 27, 1914, and completed July 1, 1914. It is a forty (40) 
foot street with an asphalt macadam roadway, flagging cross- 
walks, granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks. The 
straight edgestone, corners, flagging and paving block were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All other materials necessary to do the work were 
furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Binney street, from Longwood avenue to Francis street, is 
about 874 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to J. C. Coleman & Sons 
Company November 28, 1918. Work was begun March 16, 
1914, and completed June 3, 1914. It is a forty (40) foot 
street with a six (6) inch asphalt macadam roadway, granite 
edgestone and flagging crosswalks; the three (3) foot granite 
block gutters called for in the contract were omitted and 
asphalt macadam substituted. The sidewalks, seven (7) feet 
wide, were laid with artificial stone under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. The city furnished the straight edgestone, 
corners and flagging for crosswalks at the South End Paving 
Yard, Albany street, granite paving blocks at the Massachu- 
Si avenue lot and the circular edgestone on the line of the 
work. 
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Bourneside street, from Park street to Melville avenue, is 
about 780 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty Novem- 
ber 11, 1914. Work was begun November 16, 1914, and sus- 
pended December 7, 1914. It is a fifty (50) foot street with 
a tar macadam roadway, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone, 
with an eight (8) foot sidewalk on the east side and a fifteen 
(15) foot sidewalk on the west side. The easterly sidewalk is 
crushed stone from Park street to within about 150 feet north 
of Melville avenue; the remaining distance will be artificial 
stone. The westerly sidewalk will consist of a five (5) foot 
artificial stone walk and a ten (10) foot loam space. The 
straight edgestone, corners, flagging and paving block were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The surplus excavation was hauled to the Mill street dump. 
The construction was completed, excepting the artificial stone 
sidewalk and the loam spaces. The work was suspended on 
account of cold weather and will be resumed in the spring. 

Brookdale street, from Florence street to Sycamore street, is 
about 821 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo 
June 8, 1914. Work was begun June 19, 1914, and completed 
August 15, 1914. It is a thirty-five (35) foot street, with a 
six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, flagging crosswalks, granite 
edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks, six (6) feet in width, 
laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The straight 
edgestone, flagging and paving blocks were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone 
was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Browning avenue, from Bernard street to Wales street, is 
about 803 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Hugh J. McGuire October 
27, 1914. Work was begun October 21, 1914, and completed 
December 16, 1914. It is a forty-foot street with a bitulithic 
roadway on a six (6) inch concrete base with flagging cross- 
walks, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot artificial stone 
sidewalks. The straight edgestone and flagging were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. All the other mate- 
rials were furnished by the contractor. The surplus excava- 
tion was hauled to Morton street by the contractor. The 
artificial stone sidewalks and bitulithic pavement were laid 
under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

C’ street, South Boston, from Old Colony avenue across 
Baxter street, is about 113 feet in length. This street was 
constructed by the Paving Service forces. It is a fifty-foot 
street, with a brick sidewalk eight (8) feet in width, granite 
edgestone, three-foot granite block gutters and a six (6) inch 
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tar macadam roadway. This portion of C street had never 
been built. The city furnished all the material necessary to 
do the work. 

Clermont street, from Bailey street to Fuller street, is about 
314 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to James Doherty October 27, 

‘1918. Work was begun May 19, 1914, and completed June 4, 

. 1914. It is a thirty (80) foot street with an asphalt macadam 
roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging cross- 
walks, granite edgestone and five-foot artificial stone side- 
walks. The straight edgestone, flagging and paving blocks 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line 
of the work. All other materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five 
(5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Clement avenue, from Meredith street to Anawan avenue, is 
about 1,085 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the West Roxbury Trap 
Rock Company August 18, 1914. Work was begun Sep- 
tember 28, 1914, and completed November 30, 1914. It is a 
forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch asphalt macadam 
roadway, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and artificial 
stone sidewalks with seeded loam spaces. The sidewalk from 
Meredith street to the angle is eight (8) feet wide with a five 
(5) foot artificial stone walk and loam space, and from the 
angle to Anawan avenue is seven (7) feet wide with a four 
and one-half (43) foot artificial stone walk and loam space. 
The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. The edgestone from Anawan avenue 
to Kenneth street on the southerly side was set on a crushed 
stone and concrete foundation. The straight edgestone, 
corners and flagging were furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by 
the city on the line of the work. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. 

Colonial avenue, from Talbot avenue to New England 
avenue, is about 923 feet in length. The contract for con- 

x structing the surface of this street. was awarded to James 
Doherty November 19, 1918. Work was begun March 238, 
1914, and completed May 23, 1914. It is a forty (40) foot 
street with an asphalt macadam roadway, three (3) foot 
granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone 
and 7-foot artificial stone sidewalks. The straight edge- 
stone, flagging and paving blocks were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other mate- 
rials were furnished by the contractor. The sidewalks were 
laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Cottage street, from Grove street to Porter street, is about 

Nl 514 feet in length, and Lubec street, from Gove street to Porter 
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street, is about 555 feet in length. The contract for construct- 
ing these streets was awarded James Doherty November 19, 
1913. Work was begun April 6, 1914, and completed May 19, 
1914. They are fifty (50) foot streets with six (6) inch tar 
macadam roadways, 3-foot granite block gutters, flagging 
crosswalks, granite edgestone and eight (8) foot brick side- 
walks. The circular edgestone and sidewalk bricks were fur- 
nished by the city on the line of the work. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. 

Crossman street, from Norfolk street to West Selden street, 
is about 696 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty 
August 25, 1913. Work was begun October 15, 1913, and 
suspended December 5, 1913; was resumed May 22, 1914, and 
completed May 26, 1914. It is a forty (40) foot street with 
a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, three (8) foot granite 
block gutters, flagging crosswalks and granite edgestone with 
a seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalk on the north side and 
a seven (7) foot crushed stone sidewalk on the south side. 
The work, excepting the artificial stone sidewalks, was com- 
pleted during the season of 1913. The artificial stone side- 
walks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 
The contractor furnished all the material for the same. 

Denton terrace, from Washington street to Kittredge street, is 
about 699 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to John F. Lynch July 18, 
1914. Work was begun August 3, 1914, and completed Septem- 
ber 25, 1914. It is a 40-foot street with a 6-inch tar macadam 
roadway, 3-foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, 
granite edgestone and seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks, 
laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. A portion 
of the edgestone was set on crushed stone and concrete founda- 
tion. The straight edgestone, flagging and granite block were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Deering road, from Blue Hill avenue to Harvard street, is 
about 1,390 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to J. C. Coleman & Sons 
Company December 29, 1914. Work was begun January 
6, 1915, on the rough grading and will probably continue 
through the winter. 

Dillaway street, from Dix place to Hollis street, is about 265 
feet in length. Tt was paved with a two (2) inch bitulithic 
surface on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, under 
a five (5) year guaranty by James Doherty, under his contract 
dated July 9, 1914. Work was begun July 18, 1914, and 
completed August 17, 1914. This is a twenty-four (24) foot 
street with sidewalks 4.2 feet wide. The grade of this street 
was lowered considerably and the contractor did the excavating, 
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removed old walls and built brick retaining walls in front of the 
buildings where the grade was lowered. He also set and reset 
the edgestone, laid a crosswalk and furnished and laid artificial 
stone sidewalks under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 
The city furnished the straight edgestone and flagging at the 
South End Paving Yard, Albany street, and the circular edge- 
stone and sidewalk brick on the line of the work. The contrac- 
tor furnished all other materials required to do the work. 

Dorchester avenue, at Adams street, a portion of the roadway 
on Dorchester avenue from Adams street to 110 feet northerly 
and the triangle between Dorchester avenue and Adams street, 
was constructed by the Paving Service forces. Work was 
begun September 25, 1914, and completed November 28, 1914. 
The roadway is paved with granite blocks on a gravel base, 
with flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and a ten (10) foot 
brick sidewalk. 

Edgemont street, from South street to Ainsworth street, is 
about 512 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo 
October 17, 1914. Work was begun October 30, 1914, and 
suspended December 9, 1914. It isa forty (40) foot street with 
a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block 
gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and artificial 
stone sidewalks, seven (7) feet in width, laid under a five (5) 
year maintenance guaranty. The work of construction was 
practically completed this season. The straight edgestone, 
corners and granite blocks were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. All other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. Work will be resumed as soon as the 
weather permits in the spring. 

East First street. The contract for building a wall about 
180 feet in length across the water passageway on the northerly 
line of East First street and furnishing the material to fill that 
portion of the dock inclosed by the wall was awarded to John 
Cashman & Sons October 17, 1914. Work was begun October 
26, 1914, and has been nearly completed this season. A small 
portion of the fill is yet to be made and the face of the wall to be 
painted and the fence finished. The work will be carried on 
without interruption until completed. 

Frankfort street, from Neptune road to Bennington street, is 
about 947 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo 
October -8, 1914. Work was begun October 20, 1914, and 
suspended January 16, 1915. The rough grading and a part of 
the fill has been completed and about 400 feet of edgestone 
set this season. Work was suspended on account of cold 
weather and will be resumed in the spring. 

Gayland street, from West Cottage street to Judson street, is 
about 603 feet in length. The contract for constructing the lV 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty October 
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11, 1918. Work was commenced December 22, 1913, and 
suspended December 30, 1913. Work was resumed April 7, 
1914, and completed May 22, 1914. It is a forty (40) foot 
street, with a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, three (3) foot 
granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks and seven (7) foot 
artificial stone sidewalks. The straight edgestone, corners, 
flagging and paving blocks were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished 
by the city on the line of the work. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. ‘The sidewalks were laid under a 
five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Greenleaf street, from Leon street to Huntington avenue, is 


‘about 350 feet in length. The contract for constructing this 


street was awarded to John F. Beatty November 23, 1914. 
Work was begun December 2, 1914, and suspended January 4, 
1915. A concrete retaining wall and iron fence has been built 
in front of the buildings on the street on account of the grade 
of the street having been raised. Most of the edgestone has 
been set. The city furnished the straight edgestone at the 
South End Paving Yard and the contractor furnished all other 
materials used. The contract will be completed early in the 
spring. 

Harvard avenue, from Commonwealth avenue to Cambridge 
street, about 1,854 feet in length, was paved with two (2) inches 
of bitulithic on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, 
under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty, by Coleman 
Brothers, under their contract dated September 12, 1913. 
Work was begun April 30, 1914, and completed August 7, 1914. 
This street as rebuilt is 60 feet in width from Cambridge street 
to Brighton avenue and from Brighton avenue to Common- 
wealth avenue it is 65 feet wide; the sidewalks are eight (8) 
feet wide. The contractor removed the trees and stone walls, 
did the excavating and hauled the old surplus materials to the 
Brighton Paving Yard, set and reset the edgestone furnished 
and laid the artificial stone sidewalks under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. The street car track location, including 
the brows and dummy, was paved with four (4) inch wood blocks 
on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base with a sand bed 
and the rails were plastered with mortar. The city furnished 
the new straight edgestone and corners at the South End Paving 
Yard, Albany street, the flagging from Pleasant street and the 
Brighton Paving Yard and the circular edgestone on the line 
of the work. The contractor furnished all other materials neces- 
sary to do the work. 

Haverford street, from Montebello road about 100 feet south- 
erly, was constructed by James Doherty, under contract dated 
October 31, 1918. Work was begun March 24, 1914, and com- 
pleted May 15, 1914. It is a thirty (30) foot street with a six 
(6) inch tar macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block 
eutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and artificial 
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stone sidewalks, five (5) feet in width, laid under a five (5) 
year maintenance guaranty. The artificial stone sidewalk on 
the easterly corner of Montebello road was reconstructed. 
The straight edgestone, flagging and granite blocks were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular édgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Henshaw street, at and near Cambridge street, for a length of 
about 234 feet, was constructed and widened. Work was begun 
April 16, 1914, and completed August 7, 1914. The Paving 
Service forces did the excavating and widening, set the edge- 
stone and built the tar macadam roadway. A contract for 
furnishing and laying artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to 
Harvey F. Armington, Incorporated, June 26, 1914, under a 
five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The contractor furnished 
all materials necessary to build the walk. 

Houston street, from Montview street to Crest street, is about 
380 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo October 17, 
1914. Work was begun October 22, 1914, and completed 
November 27, 1914. It is a thirty-six (36) foot street with a 
six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, three (8) foot granite block 
gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and six (6) foot 
sidewalks, having a four (4) foot artificial stone walk with seeded 
loam space. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a 
five (5) year maintenance guaranty. ‘The straight edgestone, 
corners, flagging and granite paving blocks were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone 
was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Islington street, from Armington street to Brighton avenue. 
(See Armington street. ) 

Jewett street, from Neponset avenue ste Mt. Hope street, is 
about 753 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo 
October 27, 1914. Work was begun November 16, 1914, and 
suspended December 18, 1914. This street is from twenty (20) 
to twenty-three (23) feet in width and is to have a six (6) inch 
tar macadam roadway, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone 
and artificial stone sidewalks. The work done this season has 
consisted of setting edgestone, laying flagging crosswalks and 
placing cinder foundation for sidewalks. Work will be resumed 
as early in the spring as weather conditions will permit. The 
straight edgestone, corners, flagging and granite paving blocks 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Juliette street, from Homes avenue to Fox street, is about 
528 feet in length. The construction of the street is being done 
by the Paving Service forces. Work was begun October 26, 
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1914, and suspended December 19, 1914. It is to be a forty 
(40) foot street, with a tar macadam ‘roadway, three (3) foot 
granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone 
and a seven (7) foot sidewalk on the east side and a ten (10) 
foot sidewalk on the west side. The street is practically com- 
pleted with the exception of the sidewalks. 

Kittredge street, from Metropolitan avenue to Cornell street, 
is about 902 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo 
August 14, 1914. Work was begun August 19, 1914, and com- 
pleted October 31, 1914. It is a forty (40) foot street with a 
six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, granite block gutters, 
flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and artificial stone side- 
walks, seven (7) feet in width, laid under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. <A portion of the edgestone was set on a 
crushed stone and concrete foundation. The straight edge- 
stone, corners, flagging and paving blocks were furnished by 
the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone 
was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Lawndale terrace, from Lamartine street to Amory street, is 
about 419 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street from Lamartine street to the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad (about 262 feet in length) 
was awarded to James Doherty August 15, 1918. Work was 
begun November 12, 1913, and suspended December 5, 1913; 
work was resumed May 15, 1914, and completed May 19, 1914. 
The work done this year consisted in laying artificial stone side- 
walks, which were laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. The materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Langdon street, from Norfolk avenue to George street, is 
about 589 feet in length. A contract to lay a Hassam block 
pavement in this street was awarded to Simpson Brothers 
Corporation October 21, 1914. It is a forty (40) foot street, 
with seven (7) foot brick sidewalks, flagging crosswalks with 
grout joints on a concrete base, granite edgestone and a twenty- 
six (26) foot roadway paved with Hassam block on a four (4) 
inch Portland cement concrete base. The city furnished the 
straight edgestone, corners and flagging at the South End 
Paving Yard, Albany street, and the circular edgestone and 
sidewalk bricks on the line of the work. The contractor did 
the excavating and hauled the surplus material to Old Colony 
avenue and graded the same, and furnished all other materials 
necessary to do the work. 

Long avenue, from Commonwealth avenue to Allston street, 
is about 790 feet in length. The contract for paving this street 
with asphalt on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base 
under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty was awarded to 
the Central Construction Company November 2, 1914. Work 
was begun November 4, 1914, and suspended December 15, 
1914. When completed this will be a forty (40) foot street, 
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with seven (7) foot sidewalks. A portion of the street will be 
constructed with full width artificial stone sidewalks and the 
remainder of four and one-half (44) feet of artificial stone with 
a tree or planting space. The roadway is paved with one and 
one-half (14) inches of Trinidad asphalt wearing surface, and 
one and one-half (15) inches of bituminous binder on a concrete 
base. The street is completed with the exception of the side- 
walks. The city furnished the straight edgestone at the South 
End Paving Yard, Albany street, and the granite paving blocks 
and flagging at the Brighton Paving Yard and the circular 
edgestone on the line of the work. The contractors did the 
excavating, set the edgestone, laid the crosswalks and brows 
on a concrete base with grout joints and furnished all material 
necessary to do the work except those named above. The 
artificial stone sidewalks will be completed early in the spring. 

Lubec street, from Gove street to Porter street. (See Cottage 
street.) 

Manthorne road, from Centre street to Weld street, is about 
2,403 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to the West Roxbury Trap Rock 
Company June 29, 1914. Work was begun July 7, 1914, and 
completed November 6, 1914. It is a forty (40) foot street, 
with a six (6) inch asphalt macadam roadway, granite block 
gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and artificial 
stone sidewalks laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 
From Centre street to Schirmer road spaces were left in the 
artificial stone sidewalk for trees. The existing artificial stone 
sidewalks from Schirmer road to Weld street were removed and 
new walks constructed. A portion of the edgestone was set 
on a crushed stone and concrete foundation. The straight 
edgestone corners and flagging were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was fur- 
nished by the city on the line of the work. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. 

Marlowe street, from Vinson street to Park street, is about 
330 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Daniel E. Lynch November 15, 
1913. Work .was commenced June 9, 1914, and completed 
July 18,1914. It isa forty (40) foot street with seven (7) foot 
sidewalks, granite edgestone, three (3) foot granite block gutters, 
flagging crosswalks and a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway. 
The artificial stone sidewalks were furnished and laid under a 
five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The city furnished the 
straight edgestone, corners and flagging for crosswalks at the 
South End Paving Yard, Albany street, the circular edgestone 
on the line of the work and the granite paving blocks at the 
Massachusetts avenue lot. The contractor furnished all other 
materials necessary to do the work. 

Marmion street, from Montebello road about 112 feet south- 
erly, was constructed by James Doherty, under contract dated 
October 31, 1918. Work was begun March 24, 1914, and 
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completed May 15, 1914. It is a thirty (80) foot street with 
a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, three (8) foot granite 
block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks, five (5) feet in width, laid under a 
five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The straight edgestone, 
flagging and paving blocks were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was fur- 
nished by the city on the line of the work. All other material 
was furnished by the contractor. 

Montebello road, from Washington street to Brookside street, 
is about 566 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty October 
31, 1913. Work was begun March 24, 1914, and completed 
May 15, 1914. It isa forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch 
tar macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, 
flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and artificial stone side- 
walks, seven (7) feet in width, laid under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. On the northerly side, for a distance of 
about one hundred (100) feet east from Haverford street, the 
existing artificial stone walk, about four and one-half (43) feet 
in width, being found in good condition was allowed to remain, 
while that on the opposite side of the street was reconstructed. 
The straight edgestone, flagging and granite paving blocks 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Myrick street, from Coolidge road across Easton street, is 
about 233 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to A. J. & G. H. McMurtry 
November 29, 19138. Work was begun March 31, 1914, and 
completed May 15, 1914. It is a forty (40) foot street, with 


seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks, laid under a five (5) 


year maintenance guaranty, granite edgestone, three (3) foot 
granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks and a six (6) inch tar 
macadam roadway. The city furnished the straight edgestone 
corners, flagging for the crosswalks at the South End Paving 
Yard, Albany street, and the granite paving blocks at the 
Massachusetts avenue lot and the circular edgestone on the 
line of the work. The contractor furnished all other materials 
necessary to do the work. 

Neptune road, from Bennington street to Saratoga street, is 
about 188 feet in length. This street was constructed by the 
Paving Service forces. Work was begun May 5, 1914, and 
completed July 14,1914. It isa hundred (100) foot street with 
a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, flagging crosswalks, three 
(3) foot granite block gutters, granite edgestone and five (5) 
inch crushed stone sidewalks twenty (20) feet in width. The 
erade of Neptune road necessitated the reconstruction of 
Bremen street, from Bennington street about one hundred and 
twenty (120) feet southwest of Saratoga street, about two hun- 
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dred and sixty (260) feet inlength. <A six (6) inch tar macadam 
roadway was constructed and granite block gutters relaid, 
edgestone reset and five (5) inch crushed stone sidewalks con- 
structed. 

Norfolk street, from Washington street to New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad Bridge near Corbet street, is 
about 4,205 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty April 
21,1918. Work was begun October 24, 1918, and suspended 
December 29, 1913; resumed March 26, 1914, and completed 
July 11,1914. Itisa sixty (60) foot street, having a bitulithic 
roadway on a six (6) inch concrete base with a two-row wood 
block edging next to the car rails, flagging crosswalks, granite 
edgestone and eight (8) foot artificial stone sidewalks. A retain- 
ing wall about sixteen (16) feet in length was built on the north 
side of this street near the railroad bridge. The tracks of the 
Boston Elevated Railroad were paved with granite blocks 
by the railroad. The straight edgestone and corners were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. The Paving Service forces entered the street March 
19, 1918, for rough grading and completed the work June 28, 
1913. 

Old Colony avenue, from Hyde street to Mt. Vernon street, is 
about 1,962 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded James Doherty June 2, 1914. 
Work was begun June 3, 1914, and completed July 24, 1914. 
It is a sixty-six (66) foot street, with a six (6) inch tar 
macadam roadway, four (4) foot granite block gutters, flag- 
ging crosswalks and granite edgestones at the corners of the 


side streets. The sidewalk, thirteen (13) feet in width on the 


westerly side, was graded. The straight edgestone was fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The cir- 
cular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Paisley park, from Bourneside street to Upland avenue, is 
about 576 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty November 
11,1914. Work was begun December 7, 1914, and suspended 
December 18, 1914. The edgestone had been set and roadway 
rough graded when work was suspended on account of cold 
weather. Work will be resumed in the spring. 

Percival street, from Marie street to Fox street, is about 246 
feet in length. The construction of this street is being done 
by the Paving Service forces. The work done this year con- 
sisted in removing trees. 

Pinehurst street, from Belgrade avenue to Dudley avenue, is 
about 1,127 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to the West Roxbury 
Trap Rock Company August 18, 1914. Work was begun 
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August 27, 1914, and completed November 2, 1914. It is a 
thirty-five (35) foot street, with a six (6) inch asphalt macadam 
roadway, three (8) foot granite block gutters, flagging cross- 
walks, granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks, six (6) 
feet in width, laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 
The existing artificial stone sidewalk on the southwest side 
from about fifty (50) feet to about one hundred and eight (108) 
feet northeast of Houston street, about three (8) feet in width, 
was allowed to remain. The straight edgestone, corners, 
flagging and granite paving blocks were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Pleasant street, from Eliot street to Washington street, is 
about 1,673 feet in length. The contract for widening and 
paving this street with wood block was awarded to Coleman 
Brothers Company July 11, 1913. Work was begun October 
2,1913, and suspended December 24, 1913. Work was resumed 
April 21, 1914, and completed December 23, 1914. The work 
at the corner of Eliot street was not finished last year on account 
of a building not being moved back. This building was cut 
back to the new street line and the street in front of the same 
was completed this year. 

Philbrick street, from Neponset avenue to Jewett street, is 
about 645 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo 
October 27, 1914. Work was begun November 25, 1914, and 
suspended December 18, 1914. It is a thirty (30) foot street 
and is to have a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, flagging 
crosswalks, granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks 
five (5) feet in width. The work done this season has con- 
sisted in setting about two-thirds (3) of the edgestone and 
placing cinders for the foundation of the artificial stone 
sidewalk. Work will be resumed early in the spring. The 
straight edgestone and corners were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. 

Porter street, from Frankfort street to 43 feet east of Cottage 
street, is about 415 feet in length. The construction of this 
street is being done by the Paving Service forces. Work was 
begun November 24, 1914, and suspended December 19, 1914. 
When completed it will be a fifty (50) foot street with an asphalt 
macadam roadway, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and 
eight (8) foot brick sidewalks. Work will be resumed in the 
spring. 

Potosi street, from Mt. Ida road to Percival street, is about 
366 feet in length. ‘The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to James Doherty September 9, 
1913. Work was begun April 23, 1914, and completed May 
28, 1914. It is a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch tar 
macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flag- 
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ging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot artificial 
stone sidewalks. The straight edgestone, corners, flagging 
and paving blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by 
the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. All other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalk was laid 
under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Puritan avenue, from Richfield street to unnamed street, is 
about 676 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to William J. Rafferty Com- 
pany November 11, 1913. Work was begun May 22, 1914, 
and completed July 31, 1914. It is a forty (40) foot street 
with a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, three (8) foot granite 
block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and 
seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. The straight edge- 
stone, corners, flagging and granite paving blocks were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The cir- 
cular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. ‘The artificial stone sidewalk was laid under a five (5) 
year maintenance guaranty. 

Queen street, from King street to Claymont terrace, is about 
376 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to James Doherty October 23, 1914. 
Work was begun October 30, 1914, and completed December 7, 
1914. It is a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch tar 
macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flag- 
ging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot artificial 
stone sidewalks. The straight edgestone, corners, flagging and 
paving blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. All other materials necessary to 
do the work were furnished by the contractor. The sidewalk 
was laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The 
surplus excavation was hauled to Mill street dump by the 
contractor. 

Rexhame street, from Belgrade avenue to Colberg avenue, is 
about 564 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the West Roxbury Trap 
Rock Company November 19, 1918. Work was begun March 
18, 1914, and completed May 22, 1914. It is a forty (40) foot 
street with a six (6) inch asphalt macadam roadway, three (3) 
foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edge- 
stone and artificial stone sidewalks seven (7) feet in width, 
laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. A portion 
of the edgestone was set on a crushed stone and concrete 
foundation. The straight edgestone, corners, flagging and 
paving blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. All other materials were fur- 
nished by the contractor. 
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Riverview road, from Brooks street across Raneleigh road, is 
about 334 feet. in length. The contract for constructing this 
street was awarded A. J. & G. H. McMurtry June 26, 1914. 
Work was begun August 20, 1914, and completed October 21, 
1914. It is a forty (40) foot street, with a seven (7) foot 
artificial stone sidewalk, laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty, granite edgestone, three (38) foot granite block 
gutters, flagging crosswalk and a six (6) inch tar macadam 
roadway. The city furnished the straight edgestone, corners, 
flagging at the South End Paving Yard, Albany street, and 
granite paving blocks at the Brighton Paving Yard, and the 
circular edgestone on the line of the work. The contractor 
furnished all other materials necessary to do the work. 

Roach street, from Dorchester avenue to Pleasant street, is 
about 434 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty August 4, 
1918. Work was begun October 22, 1918, and suspended 
November 19, 1913. Work was resumed April 17, 1914, and 
completed April 22,1914. Itisa thirty (30) foot street with a 
six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, three (8) foot granite block 
gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and five (5) foot 
artificial stone sidewalks. The construction was completed 
excepting the artificial stone sidewalks in 1913. The artifi- 
cial stone sidewalk was laid in 1914 under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. The contractor furnished all of the 
materials for the same. 

Rowe street, from Ashland street to Brown avenue, is about 
1,488 feet in length. The contract for constructing the sur- 
face of the street was awarded to the West Roxbury Trap 
Rock Company October 1, 1914. Work was begun October 22, 
1914, and suspended December 7, 1914. It is a forty (40) 
foot street with a six (6) inch asphalt macadam roadway, 
three (8) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, 
granite edgestone, and when completed will have artificial 
stone sidewalks seven (7) feet in width. With the exception 
of the artificial stone sidewalks this street is practically com- 
pleted. A portion of the edgestone was set on a crushed 
stone and concrete foundation. The straight edgestone, 
corners, flagging and granite blocks were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone 
was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Sachem street, near Parker Hill avenue. A contract to build 
a concrete retaining wall and wooden fence on the street line 
at the westerly corner of Parker Hill avenue was awarded to 
Martino DeMatteo May 7, 1914. Work was begun May 20, 
1914, and completed June 2, 1914. The contractor removed 
the trees and old fences, did the excavating and furnished all 
materials necessary to build the wall and fence, about fifty (50) 
feet in length. 
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Seaver street (southwesterly side), from Walnut avenue to 
Humboldt avenue, is about 1,400 feet in length. The con- 
tract for excavating and grading and widening this street was 
awarded to William J. Barry May 4, 1914. Work was begun 
May 19, 1914, and has consisted of excavating earth and rock, 
grading earth and loam and removing trees, bushes and mortar 
wall. 

Seaver street (southwesterly side), from Humboldt avenue to 
Blue Hill avenue, is about 2,618 feet in length. The contract 
for excavating, grading and widening this street was awarded 
to the John Kelly Company October 23, 1914. Work was 
begun November 12, 1914. The work has consisted in remov- 
ing trees and mortar wall and excavating and grading earth 
and loam. 

Spring street, from Gardner street to Webster street, is about 
1,389 feet in length. The contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this street was awarded the West Roxbury Trap Rock 
Company December 10, 1914. Work was commenced Decem- 
ber 16, 1914, and carried on during the winter. The work done 
this year has consisted in removing trees and earth excavation. 

Spring street, from Webster street to the Charles river, is 
about 1,554 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the West Roxbury Trap 
Rock Company September 19, 1913. Work was begun 
October 6, 1913, and suspended December 19, 1913. Work 
was resumed March 23, 1914, and completed August 1, 1914. 
It is an eighty (80) foot street with a double car track paved 
with granite blocks and a six (6) inch asphalt macadam roadway 
each side of tracks, granite edgestone and crushed stone side- 
walks thirteen (13) feet in width. The circular edgestone 
and corners were furnished by the city on the‘line of the work. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

St. Francis de Sales street, from Cabot street to Roxbury 
street, is about 458 feet in length. The contract to construct 
this street with two (2) inches of bitulithic on a six (6) inch 
Portland cement concrete base, laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty, was awarded to James Doherty August 
14, 1914. Work was begun August 20, 1914, and completed 
September 18, 1914. It is a twenty-nine (29) foot street with 
five (5) foot sidewalks from Cabot street to the bend, and from 
the bend to Roxbury street it is 16 feet wide with four (4) 
foot sidewalks. The contractor did the excavating, set the edge- 
stone, furnished and faid artificial stone sidewalks under a 
five (5) year maintenance guaranty and built a concrete retain- 
ing wall and fence on the westerly side near Roxbury street, 
about 83 feet long, where the adjoining land was below the grade 
of the street. He also topped out several existing stone walls 
with concrete where it was necessary to hold up the sidewalk. 
The city furnished the new straight edgestone, corners, paving 
blocks and flagging for crosswalks at the South End Paving 
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Yard and the circular edgestone on the line of the work. The 
contractor furnished all other materials necessary to do the 
work. 

St. Lukes road, from Brighton avenue to Commonwealth 
avenue, is about 537 feet in length. The contract for con- 
structing this street was awarded to William J. Rafferty 
Company November 19, 1913. Work was begun April 16, 
1914, and completed June 4, 1914. It is a forty (40) foot 
street with seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks, laid under 
a five (5) year maintenance guaranty, granite edgestone, three 
(3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks and a six (6) 
inch tar macadam roadway. The city furnished the straight 
edgestone and flagging at the South End Paving Yard, Albany 
street, and the granite paving blocks at the Massachusetts 
avenue lot. The city furnished the circular edgestone on the 
line of the work. All other materials necessary to do the work 
were furnished by the contractor. 

St. Rose street, from 600 feet south and west of Jamaica street 
to the Arborway, is about 538 feet’ in length. The contract for 
constructing the surface of this street was awarded John F. 
Lynch July 18, 1914. Work was begun July 22, 1914, and 
completed October 2, 1914. It isa forty (40) foot street with a 
six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block 
eutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and artificial 
stone sidewalks, seven (7) feet in width, laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guaranty. <A portion of the edgestone was set on 
a crushed stone and concrete foundation. The straight edge- 
stone, corners, flagging and paving blocks were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Temple street, from Spring street to Ivory street, is about 
1,094 feet in length. The contract for excavating and grading 
this street was awarded to T. Ross’ Sons January 11, 1915. 
Work was begun January 11, 1915, and has consisted in excava- 
ting between Ivory street and the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad. 

Tip Top street, from Washington street to Tremont street, 
about 430 feet in length, is being constructed by the Paving 
Service forces; When completed it will be a forty (40) foot 


‘street with a seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalk, granite 


edgestone, three (8) foot granite block gutters, flagging cross- 
walks and a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway. The grading 
is partially completed, the straight edgestone set and the 
granite block gutters have been laid. The remainder of the 
work will be completed early in the spring. 

Trescott street, from Pleasant street to Bakersfield street, 
about 406 feet in length, was paved with a bitulithic pavement 
on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, laid under a 
five (5) year maintenance guaranty by James Doherty, under 
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his contract dated September 18, 1914. Work was begun 
September 21, 1914, and completed October 23, 1914. It is a 
forty (40) foot street with seven (7) foot artificial stone side- 
walks. The walk on the southerly side of the street and 
portions of that on the northerly side were built previous to the 
construction of the street and were allowed to remain. The 
contractor did the excavating, set the edgestone, laid the cross- 
walks with grout joints on a concrete base and furnished and 
laid the artificial stone,sidewalks where they were not already in. 
The city furnished the straight edgestone at the South End 
Paving Yard and at the Hancock Street Yard, the flagging 
at the South End Paving Yard and the circular edgestone 
on the line of the work. The contractor hauled the old mate- 
rials not used to the Hancock Street Paving Yard and the earth 
excavation to Old Colony avenue. The contractor furnished 
all other materials necessary to do the work. 

Ulmer street, from Arklow street to Minden street, is about 
157 feet in length. The contract for constructing this street 
was awarded to John F. Lynch August 13, 1914. Work was 
begun September 25, 1914, and completed October 238, 1914. 
It is a forty (40) foot street with a seven (7) foot artificial 
stone sidewalk, laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty, 
granite edgestone, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging 
crosswalks and a six (6) inch asphalt macadam roadway. 
The city furnished the new straight edgestone, corners and 
flagging at the South End Paving Yard and the granite paving 
blocks at the Massachusetts avenue lot. ‘Fhe city furnished the 
circular edgestone and sidewalk bricks on the line of the work. 
All the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Vassar street, from Washington street to Kilton street, is 
about 884 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded William J. Rafferty Com- 
pany November 10, 1913. Work was begun March 18, 1914, 
and completed May 21, 1914. It is a forty (40) foot street 
with a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, three (8) foot granite 
block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and 
seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. The straight edge- 
stone, flagging and paving blocks were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The city furnished the circular 
edgestone on the line of the work. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Washington street, from Armandine street to Mora street, is 
about 693 feet in length. The contract for constructing this 
street was awarded to James Doherty September 28, 1914. 
Work was begun October 2, 1914, and suspended November 
9, 1914. The edgestone was set and the artificial stone side- 
walk on the westerly side was constructed this year. Work 
was suspended to allow the Boston Elevated Railroad time 
to resurface the street car tracks and a temporary macadam

surface built on the westerly side of the street to carry the 
traffic during the winter. Work will be resumed in the spring. 

Wellington Hill street, from Blue Hill avenue to Morton 
street, is about 2,924 feet in length. The contract for con- 
structing the surface of this street was awarded to William J. 
Barry October 21, 1913. Work was begun March 30, 1914, 
and completed September 18, 1914. It is a forty (40) foot 
street with an asphalt macadam roadway, granite edgestone 
and seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. Flagging for 
repaving the Blue Hill avenue crosswalk was furnished by 
the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone 
and corners were furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guaranty. | 

Wilmore street, from Blue Hill avenue to Norfolk street, is 
about 554 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty Decem- 
ber 3, 1918. Work was begun May 4, 1914, and completed 
May 30, 1914. It is a thirty-five (35) foot street with a six (6) 
inch asphalt macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block . 
gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and six (6) 
foot artificial stone sidewalks. The straight edgestone, flag- 
ging and granite paving blocks were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was fur- 
nished by the city on the line of the work. All the other mate- 
rials were furnished by the contractor. The sidewalks were 
laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Whitfield street, from Norfolk street to Talbot avenue, is 
about 536 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded the Central Construction 
Company November 2, 1914. Work was begun November 
16, 1914, and suspended December 15, 1914. It is a forty (40) 
foot street with an asphalt roadway on a six (6) inch Portland 
cement concrete base, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone 
and seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. The straight 
edgestone was furnished by the city and hauled by the con- 
tractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on 
the line of the work. All other materials were furnished by 
the contractor. The contractor hauled the surplus excavation 
to Morton street. The work was completed this year with the 
exception of the artificial stone sidewalks. Work will be 
resumed in the spring. 

Woodworth street, from Walnut street to Copley’s highway, 
is about 420 feet in length. The construction of this street 
is being done by the Paving Service forces. Work was begun 
December 7, 1914, and suspended December 21, 1914. It 
is to be a thirty (380) foot street with a tar macadam roadway 
with three (8) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, 
granite edgestone and five (5) foot sidewalks. Work will be 
resumed in the spring. 
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Albemarle street and Blackwood street, at the railroad loca- 
tion. Bulkheads and retaining walls were built at the ends 
of these streets to keep the fill from sloping on to the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad location, and a con- 
tract was awarded to the Connelly, Construction Company to 
rebuild the wing walls on these streets. 

Anawan avenue, from Park street to West Roxbury Park- 
way and extended to Beech street, is about 1,306 feet in length. 
The contract for constructing the artificial stone sidewalk on 
the westerly side was awarded to the Charles J. Jacobs Com- 
pany September 14, 1914. This sidewalk is nine (9) feet wide 
from Park street to Stratford street, and eight (8) feet wide 
from Stratford street to Beech street. From Park street to 
about 113 feet north of Stratford street there is a five (5) foot 
artificial stone sidewalk with seeded loam space, and from 113 
feet north of Stratford street to Beech street there is an eight 
(8) foot artificial stone walk. From the southerly line of West 
Roxbury Parkway to Beech street, edgestone was furnished 
by the city and hauled and set by the contractor. All the other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The artificial 
stone sidewalk was laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Anita terrace, from Roxbury street across Gardner avenue, 
about 141 feet in length, was constructed with second-hand 
granite blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints by the Paving 
Service forces. Edgestone was set and brick sidewalks were 
laid. 

Arlington street (westerly side), between Boylston street and 
St. James avenue, is about 258 feet in length. The contract for 
constructing an artificial stone sidewalk and regulating the 
edgestone and granite block pavement was awarded to the 
Beatty Construction Company May 28, 1914. It is a seventy 
(70) foot street with a roadway paved with granite blocks and 
flagging crosswalks, with granite edgestone and (15) foot arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks. The edgestone, flagging and granite 
paving blocks and sidewalk bricks were on the street. The 
contractor did the excavating and furnished and laid all the 
materials necessary to construct the sidewalk, which was laid 
under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The contract 
included the laying of artificial stone in the triangular reserva- 
tion at the intersection of Arlington street, Providence street 
and St. James avenue. 

Buttonwood street, from Mt. Vernon street to Locust street, is 
about 615 feet in length. The contract for constructing arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks and regulating on the easterly side of this 
street was awarded to D. E. Lynch June 19, 1914. It is a forty 
(40) foot street with a macadam roadway, flagging crosswalks, 
three (3) foot granite block gutters, granite edgestone and seven 
(7) foot sidewalks. The straight edgestone, corners, flagging 
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and paving blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the city 
on the line of the work. The artificial stone sidewalk was laid 
under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Cambridge street, Brighton (southerly side), from Washington 
street to Warren street, is about 906 feet in length, and Wash- 
ington street, from Cambridge street to Union street, is about 
1,500 feet in length. The contract for laying artificial stone 
sidewalks, resetting edgestone, laying crosswalks and paving 
and repaving gutters on these streets was awarded to the John 
Kelly Company September 21, 1914. The sidewalk on Cam- 
bridge street is twelve (12) feet wide and on Washington street 
the walks are ten (10) feet wide. The sidewalks were laid under 
a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The city furnished the 
straight edgestone and corners at the South End Paving Yard, 
Albany street, the circular edgestone on the line of the work 
and the granite paving blocks at the Massachusetts avenue 
lot, Station street and at the Brighton Paving Yard. 

Jess street, from Porter street about 220 feet southerly. The 
contract for constructing a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, . 
relaying the three (3) foot granite block gutters, resetting the 
eranite edgestone and constructing artificial stone sidewalks 
about five (5) feet in width in this street was awarded James 
Doherty April 28, 1914. The artificial stone sidewalk was laid 
under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. The granite 
paving blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. All other materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor. 

Metropolitan avenue, from Kittredge street to beyond Granada 
avenue, is about 1,242 feet in length. The contract for con- 
structing artificial stone sidewalks in this street was awarded 
Frank J. Gallagher June 26, 1914. On the northerly side an 
eight (8) foot walk was constructed from Kittredge street to 
Augustus avenue and a seven (7) foot walk from Augustus 
avenue to Clarendon park. On the southerly side an eight (8) 
foot walk was constructed from Kittredge street to Augustus 
avenue, a five (5) foot elevated walk, with artificial stone steps 
leading down to the curb, from Augustus avenue to Malvern 
road, and a five (5) foot walk from Malvern road to about 90 
feet east of Granada avenue. The artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. From 
Augustus avenue to about 90 feet east of Granada avenue the 
sidewalk as laid out is ten (10) feet in width. The straight 
edgestone for driveways was furnished by the city on the line 
of the work. All other materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor. 

Morton street, from Blue Hill avenue to Canterbury street, is 
about 3,540 feet in length. The construction and regulating of 
this street is being done by the Paving Service forces. It is an 
eighty (80) foot street with an asphalt macadam roadway and 
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twelve (12) foot sidewalks. The asphalt macadam roadway 
has been completed and the sidewalks partly graded. The 
rough grading has been completed to Harvard street. The 
filling received from various sources’ has been leveled and 
graded between Harvard street and Canterbury street. 

Oriole street (southeasterly side), from Park street to Bellevue 
street, is about 866 feet in length. The contract for setting 
edgestone, paving gutters, constructing artificial stone side- 
walks and flagging crosswalks was awarded the Charles J. 
Jacobs Company September 14, 1914. The artificial stone 
sidewalks are seven (7) feet in width, with granite edgestone 
and three (3) foot granite block gutters. A flagging crosswalk 
was laid across Wren street. The straight edgestone, flagging 
and granite blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the city 
on the line of the work. Ali the other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalk was laid under 
a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Park street (southerly side), from Gilmore terrace to Boxford 
terrace, is about 185 feet in length. The contract for setting 
edgestone, relaying gutters and constructing artificial stone 
sidewalks and flagging crosswalks was awarded the Charles J. 
Jacobs Company September 14, 1914. The sidewalks, seven (7) 
feet in width, with granite edgestone and three (3) foot granite 
block gutters, were constructed. The straight edgestone and 
flagging were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of 
the work. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five 
(5) year maintenance guaranty. 

Porter street, from Bismarck street to Amory street, 1s about 
427 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to James Doherty August 25, 1913. 
It is a thirty (30) foot street with a six (6) inch tar macadam 
roadway, three (8) foot granite block gutters, flagging cross- 
walks, granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks, five (5) 
feet in width, laid under a five (5) year maintenance guaranty. 
The existing edgestone was reset and the new straight edgestone, 
flagging and granite paving blocks were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other mate- 
rials were furnished by the contractor. 

Washington street (Brighton), from Cambridge street to 
Union street. (See Cambridge street.)

CALF PASTURE PUMPING STATION. 


This plant contains the following sewage pumping 
units: 

One vertical beam and fly-wheel triple expansion 
engine of the Leavitt type; cylinders 184 inches, 33 
inches, 52% inches in diameter; two single-acting pump 
plungers, each 60 inches in diameter and 120-inch 
stroke; capacity 72,000,000 gallons in twenty-four 
hours, with 40-foot lift. 
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Two vertical beam and fly-wheel compound engines 
of the Leavitt type, cylinders 255 inches, 52 inches, in 
diameter; two single-acting plungers, each 48 inches 
in diameter and 108-inch stroke; capacity of each 
- engine 35,000,000 gallons in 24 hours, with 40-foot lift. 

Two steam turbine-driven centrifugal pumps, De- 
Laval type, capacity 56,000,000 gallons each in 24 
hours, with 40-foot lift. 

The sewage is forced by the pumps through six lines 
of 48-inch pipes up and discharged into the deposit 
sewers, so called. 

These are twin sewers, each 8 feet wide by 16 feet 
high, built in a raised embankment, and their function 
is to cause all heavy materials to settle out of the sewage 
before the latter enters the tunnel. ‘These sewers were 
built of this large cross-section in order to diminish the 
velocity of the flow of the sewage, so as to permit settle- 
ment to take place. This line of twin sewers is about 
1,200 feet long and the invert is built at elevation 13. 
The sewage is pumped to an elevation sufficiently high 
so as to flow through the tunnel and outfall sewer to the 
reservoirs at Moon Island and fill them. 

The sediment which collects in the deposit sewers is 
shifted along by rafts carrying diaphragms, and actuated 
by the current to within 50 feet of the west shaft of the 
tunnel, where it is taken by a chain drag and conveyed 
to a pipe which conveys it to a sludge tank, from which 
it is dumped into scows and taken to sea. The surplus 
water from the sludge tank is drained by a line of pipe 
back to the pump well in the station. 


THe TUNNEL. 


At the end of the deposit sewers the sewage enters the 
west shaft and descends vertically 160 feet to the tunnel 
proper. ‘The tunnel is 6,089 feet long, crossing under 
Dorchester bay from Calf pasture to Squantum, and 
the tunnel rises by an incline at the rate of 6 to 1 until it 
attains the same elevation as that of the deposit sewers. 
Tunnel, shaft and incline are circular, 7 feet 6 inches in 
diameter, being much smaller than the deposit sewers at 
the up-stream end or the outfall sewer at the down- 
stream end, this small size being intentional in order to 
secure a high velocity to prevent deposit. The incline 
is 913 feet long. 
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Moon ISLAND. 


From the end of the incline the sewage flows in the 
11-foot by 12-foot outfall sewer built in an artificial 
embankment between Squantum and Moon Island to 
the reservoirs at the latter place. These are four in 
number and are arranged in the form of a trapezoid, the 
side adjoining the outfall sewer, and the side opposite, 
but not parallel to it, being each 622.20 feet long, the 
other two sides, which are parallel, being respectively 
575.96 and 949.62 feet long. ‘The area so inclosed is cut 
into four compartments of nearly equal capacity by 
three division walls running parallel to the two parallel 
sides of the exterior figure described above. The sewage 
arriving in the outfall sewers enters the reservoirs 
through sluice-gates, which open into a 6-foot gallery 
and thence into the reservoirs. The function of the 
6-foot gallery is simply to give access to the gates for 
repairs. The outfall sewer ends at the easterly side of 
the reservoirs and is underlaid by the discharge sewers, 
so called; parallel conduits, one 12 feet 6 inches by 8 feet 
6 inches, the other 8 feet by 8 feet 6 inches, which begin 
near the westerly side of the reservoirs. The reservoirs 
connect with these sewers through sluice-gates set in 
the lower section of the 6-foot gallery. The discharge 
sewers connect with two outlet sewers, each 12 feet by 
10 feet 10 inches, by which it is discharged into tide- 
water. A flushing sewer, 4 feet by 6 feet 6 inches, leads 
off the main outlet sewer at the westerly side of the 
reservoirs, and running along this side and the back of 
the reservoirs supplies four flushing gates, one to each 
compartment of the reservoir, on ends opposite to the 
inlet and outlet gates previously described. ‘This 
arrangement allows the reservoirs to be flushed from the 
upper or back sides toward the outlet, whereas, previous 
to the enlargement of the reservoirs and the building of 
the flushing sewer, they were flushed from one corner up 
and across the bottom and down the opposite side, a 
less effective method. ‘These flushing gates are raised 
and lowered by compressed air rams, which are governed 
electrically from the head house. The power by which 
air is compressed is furnished by a turbine located 
between the outfall and outlet sewers and utilizing the 
difference in head between the levels of the sewage in 
each. This turbine formerly turned a shaft 600 feet 
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long in the head house, which raised and lowered the 
sluice gates on the outfall and discharge sewers; these 
gates being worn out are being replaced by gates similar 
to those on the flushing sewer, and actuated in the same 
way by compressed air rams. 

The reservoirs previous to 1898 had a storage capacity 
of 25,000,000 gallons per tide, and as there are two tides 
a day, 50,000,000 gallons per day. At that time they 
were enlarged to double the capacity by doubling their 
length, so that now they have a capacity of 100,000,000 
gallons per day. 

The sewage is stored and discharged normally one 
hour after high tide, so that it goes out of the harbor on 
the strongest part of the ebb. Discharge and flushing 
of the reservoir bottoms occupies about three hours, 
whereupon storing begins again. Storing on each tide 
occurs during the last two hours of the ebb, all the flood 
and the first hour of the subsequent ebb tide. 


SUMMER STREET STATION. 


This substation has been operated in connection 
with the main plant, requiring only periodical inspection. 

There being no practical means of measuring amount 
of sewage pumped, accurate quantities cannot be given, 
but observations taken from time to time show one unit 
to be in operation about 5 minutes in 15. 

There have been no complaints from district sewered, 
and there is no doubt the station is doing its work. 
There is considerable leakage of salt water into the 
system at high water. Serious trouble has been 
occasioned by pieces of wood, bagging, etc., getting into 
the pumps, in two instances stalling the pump and 
causing motors to be burnt out. 

A device, called a protecting relay, which is supposed 
to be the latest safety appliance for use with the alter- 
nating current, is being installed, with a view of prevent- 
ing recurrence of such accidents. 

The cost of current used for the year, which includes 
motor, ventilation and lights, was $609.48, which is 
practically the operating cost of the station. 


Main DRAINAGE. 


The work of the main drainage district consists of 
the repairing and cleaning of all tide gates, sumps, over- 
flows and regulators connected with the Metropolitan 
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sewer in Brighton, East Boston, Charlestown and 
Dorchester; the repairing and cleaning of all gates, 
sumps, regulators and overflows connected with the 
main sewer, east side, west side, South Boston, Stony 
brook, Dorchester brook and Roxbury intercepters. 

These gates, sumps, regulators and overflows must be 
inspected and cleaned after each storm or heavy rise 
of sewage. 

The care of the Stony brook district consists of the 
care and cleaning of the old channel from the premises 
of the Boston Belting Company to the outlet at the 
Charles river, with the care of all connecting overflows 
and flushing gates; the cleaning and care of Stony brook 
channel, from Williams street, Forest Hills, to the 
Charles river, with the care of all connecting gates and 
overflows; the care of the two gatehouses located in the 
Back Bay Fens, and the maintenance in proper condition 
of gates, machinery and electric switch boards. 
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WATER SERVICE. 





The work of the past year was uneventful, yet varied 
and exacting as it must ever be; the problem of furnish- 
ing an unfailing supply of water for the various require- 
ments of .a large city demands unceasing vigilance on 
the part of trained men who must at all times be pre- 
pared to meet emergencies which are sure to rise; con- 
scientious and intelligent work is necessary if incon- 
venience and serious loss is to be avoided. 


The efficiency of the service has been promoted by 
the increased use of automobiles, the type of convey- 
ance best suited for this service where so much may 
depend upon quick action. 


During the year 108,705 linear feet of main pipe was 
laid, relaid and relocated, and 39,247 linear feet was 
abandoned. The pipe laid consisted of about 4,000 
linear feet of high service mains in the business district 
to satisfy demands for inside fire protection, the remain- 
der, approximately eleven miles, being laid to supply 
new buildings, to abolish dead ends, in anticipation of 
street construction and for general improvement of fire 
protection. ‘The extension of the high service to the 
Commonwealth Pier and the South Boston flats was 
begun, the entire work being now under contract. 


The work of providing an additional second feed for 
the high service supply of the city was begun by laying 
a 30-inch main in Columbus avenue from New Heath 
street to Worcester street, a distance of 7,750 feet; from 
New Heath street to Station street; and from Northamp- 
ton street to Worcester street. The location of the 
existing 20-inch high service main was followed, the old 
pipe being removed. 

About five miles of distribution mains were relaid 
during the year, largely to afford improved fire protec- 
tion; 507 hydrants were established and 233 were 
abandoned (see Tables VII. and VIII., page 543); 1,477 
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service pipes, aggregating 34,838 feet in length, were 
established and 3864 were abandoned (see Table X., 
page 545). 

The daily average consumption for the year was 
81,877,800 gallons. ‘The daily average per capita con- 
sumption was 109 gallons.

Bills for sewer assessments previous to 1892, amounting 
to $7,345.66, have been deposited for collection, $7,170.66 
of which has been dollectad.

REPORT OF THE BOSTON AND CAMBRIDGE 
BRIDGE COMMISSION. 


Boston, February 1, 1915. 
Hon. JAMES M. CURLEY, 
Mayor of Boston: 


Sir,— As commissioner for the City of Boston, I 
respectfully submit herewith the annual report of the 
Boston and Cambridge Bridge Commission for the year 
ending January 31, 1915. 

This commission is composed of two members, one 
appointed by the Mayor of the City of Boston, and the 
other by the Mayor of the city of Cambridge, under the 
provisions of chapter 467, Acts of 1898. 

The commission has charge of the care and main- 
tenance of the following-named bridges connecting the 
two cities, Boston and Cambridge: Prison Point, Cam- 
bridge, Harvard, Brookline Street, River Street and 
Western Avenue. The new Anderson Bridge, which 
replaces the old North Harvard Street (Stadium) 
Bridge, will be completed and turned over to the com- 
mission during the coming year. 

As there is no separate appropriation made for City of 
Boston’s portion of the expenses of the commission, it is 
taken from the appropriation for the Bridge and Ferry 
Division, Bridge Service, and the amount expended 
during the year ending January 31, 1915, was $18,645.52. 

Besides the necessary patching and small repairs 
required on these bridges during the year, the following 
work was done: 


HARVARD BRIDGE. 


The sidewalk was rebuilt and a new deck laid on the 
draw. ‘The piers on both sides are in an unsafe condition 
and should be practically rebuilt during the coming year. 
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BROOKLINE STREET BRIDGE. 


The only repairs made on this bridge during the year 
were those made on the sidewalk. More will be required 
during the coming year. 

The street railway location is in poor condition, and 
negotiations are under way for the railway company to 
bear one-half of the expense of renewing the underdeck 
when it becomes necessary. 


PRISON Portnt BRIDGE. 


The deck of the draw was sheathed. ‘The iron under- 
structure was thoroughly wire brushed and given a coat 
of red lead and two full coats of paint. The usual 
renewal of the deck and sheathing will be required during 
the coming year. 


CAMBRIDGE BRIDGE. 


It was necessary to repair many of the lamp-posts 
during the past year. The ironwork under the roadway 
at the underpass on the Cambridge end of the bridge was 
painted. 

During the coming year the steelwork of the entire 
bridge must be painted. 

On the roadway of the bridge considerable paving will 
have to be taken up and relaid, especially at the expansion 
joints. 

RIveR STREET BRIDGE. 


Both the roadway and draw were entirely sheathed, 
and will have to be sheathed again during the coming 
year. The downstream pier has been rebuilt, and the 
upstream pier will have to be rebuilt. the coming year. 


WESTERN AVENUE BRIDGE. 


The usual sheathing was done. The upstream pier 
will require extensive repairs during the coming summer. 

Tables are appended showing the distribution of the 
expenses of the commission during the year and state- 
ments of the draw openings.

GENERAL STATEMENT. 


The Board has to report that the building of the 
Boston Industrial School for Boys has been delayed, 
owing to the fact that the School Committee desired a 
large area of land; and as the law limits the taking to 
not over two acres the Board found it was necessary to 
get authority from the Legislature for the taking of 
additional land. 

Chapter 128 of the Acts of 1914. — Under this act the 
land taken by the Street Commissioners for the Public 
Works Department Garbage Station was transferred to 
the School Committee. This act also granted the right 
to take over two acres and not more than four acres of 
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land. The total area taken is 113,816 square feet of 
land. The plans are completed and the contract 
advertised, so that work will be started early in March, 
1915. 

On May 16, 1914, the Board advertised and received 
bids for the selling of land to the city in the Oliver 
Wendell Holmes District. The opening of bids occurred 
on the twenty-sixth day of May, 1914, and several bids 
were received, among which was an offer from the 
trustees of the Charles H. Greenwood estate. 

The Charles H. Greenwood estate being outside the 
advertised district it could not then be considered. 
The trustees of the Charles H. Greenwood estate then 
made a second offer as follows: The city was to buy 
53,409 square feet of land at 40 cents per foot, and 
erect thereon a school building containing an assembly 
hall, the school to be named “‘Sarah Greenwood School, ”’ 
after the mother of Charles H. Greenwood. The 
trustees were to give to the city 10,000 square feet of 
land and $35,000 in cash. The Board re-advertised 
September 26, 1914. The City Council accepted the 
gift, which was approved by your Honor October 6, 
1914. The land was taken by the Street Commis- 
sioners December 4, 1914. 

The Board calls attention to an effort that it is making 
to correct what it deemed as an illegal expenditure of a 
portion of the money set aside for alterations and 
repairs. It has been and is the custom to pay out of 
this appropriation on requisition from the School Com- 
mittee certain sums for such items as follows: 

(a.) Apparatus, furniture and supplies for nurses’ 
rooms, old buildings. 

(b.) Gymnastic apparatus and supplies for gymna- 
siums, old buildings. 

(c.) New furniture for use in old buildings. 

(d.) Supplies -and furniture for manual training, 
industrial and trade schools. 

The Board has consulted the Corporation Counsel, 
and he has upheld its action by ruling that under present 
law it is illegal to spend any part of the appropriation 
for alterations and repairs for any such items as are 
mentioned above. The Board, therefore, has sent a 
communication to the School Committee, the substance 
of which is as follows: 

The Board, on receipt of requisitions from the School 
Committee, provides various apparatus and furniture 
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ELEMENTARY SCHOOL, WELLS DISTRICT. 
Harrison H. Arwoop, Architect. 
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and various supplies for nurses’ rooms, etc., in old 
school buildings. Chapter 357 of the Acts of the year 
1907 provides an appropriation of 2 cents on the valua- 
tion of the city to take care of said expense. The Board 
feels that no money should be spent out of the altera- 
tions and repairs appropriation for this purpose; so 
that in the future if the School Committee desires this 
Board to supervise work or supplies on nurses’ rooms, 
etc., the School Committee should make an appropria- 
tion under that designation for that purpose. 

Taking up the question of physical education, it is 
the custom for the Board to pay, out of the alterations 
and repairs account, for certain gymnasia apparatus 
and various kinds of supplies, which might properly 
be charged to the account of the Director of School 
Hygiene. Under the provisions of chapter 295, section 
3, of the Acts of 1907, provision is made that the School 
Committee shall make appropriations for the physical 
education in the same manner as it makes appropria- 
tions for the support of the public schools; and in that 
section it is provided that 4 cents on the total valua- 
tion may be appropriated each year for that purpose. 
If the School Committee desires in the future to have 
the work heretofore done for the Director of School 
Hygiene, namely, providing of gymnasia apparatus 
and work of that character, performed by this Board, 
the Board feels that an appropriation should be made 
under a proper designation for that purpose. 

The Board also called the attention of the School 
Committee to chapter 615, section 1, of the Acts of the 
year 1913, in which this language occurs: 


The School Committee of the City of Boston, in each year, 
by vote of four-fifths of all its members, taken by yeas and 
nays, may make an appropriation in one sum for constructing 
and furnishing new school buildings, including the taking of 
land therefor, and for school yards, and the preparing of school 
yards for use. 


The Board has been notified by the Corporation 
Counsel that under that law the Board has no right to 
furnish new school furniture in old school buildings. 

Regarding the question of manual training supplies, 
the Board made a very careful investigation of the 
statutes and found no provision of law which required 
the Board to supply the benches or any other supplies 
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of any kind except in a new school. The Manual 
Training Director and his work are distinctively educa- 
tional, and should, in the opinion of the Board, be taken 
care of by an appropriation by the School Committee. 
Whatever may be the desire of the School Committee, 
this Board will carry it out, if the intention is to have 
the Board purchase and supervise, or whatever may be 
the terms and conditions laid down; but an appropria- 
tion, under a proper designation, should be made for 
the purpose indicated, and the amount so appropriated 
should be the limit of the money spent by this Board 
for such purpose. 

Taking up the question of the Boys’ Industrial School 
and its activities, if this Board is to supervise, supply 
materials or do any work for the industrial education 
of the city, an appropriation should be made by the 
School Committee under a proper designation to cover 
the cost of this work. 

Referring to the work done by the boys in the Indus- 
trial School and the boys in the manual training depart- 
ments of the various schools, the Board is of the opinion 
that the work done by the boys in: both branches for 
this Board should continue; but that the Manual Train- 
ing Director and the Industrial School Director should 
simply be treated as preferred contractors, in that 
whenever work was required by this Board to be done 
by the boys in either of the branches of education 
specified, the work would be ordered on requisition by 
this Board, and the bills would be rendered in each case 
by the various instructors, and paid out of the school- 
house appropriation to the Manual Training and Indus- 
trial Division Chiefs, just as to any contractor doing 
work for the Board which is honestly and properly 
performed. . 

This, in the opinion of the present Board, would be 
a more businesslike and modern method under which 
any work for the Board, that could be done by the boys 
of the two branches indicated of the School Committee 
educational lines, might be performed, and would result 
in a simplified and thoroughly businesslike system of 
bookkeeping, which would not retard the work of the 
auditing clerk of the Board, and when set forth in a 
report to the Mayor of the city or to the educational 
authorities of the state would be so complete as to be 
easily understood.

(2.) Furure ACCOMMODATION. 


The situation in the Wells and Washington Districts 
has been relieved somewhat by the remodelling of the 
block of four brick houses Nos. 39 to 42 Blossom Street 
(see cuts), making eight new class-rooms and installing 
sanitation. ‘The new building now being erected when 
completed will relieve this district and also allow for the 
abandonment of the Baldwin School. 

The condition in the Eliot-Hancock Districts shows 
the need of a new building. The appropriation for land 
and plans has been made, and the Board has proceeded 
as far as it can in the taking of the land, the papers being 
in the hands of the Superintendent of Schools. 

Land has been secured in the Oliver Wendell Holmes 
District, and the School Committee will probably con- 
sider an appropriation for a new building in the district. 

The situation in the Henry L. Pierce and the Mary 
Hemenway Districts is rapidly becoming acute. 

The situation in the Robert G. Shaw District also is 
in need of attention. 
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The opening of the High School of Commerce may 
relieve the situation in the English High School, while 
the Dorchester and the Hyde Park High Schools are in 
need of attention. 


(3.) Fire PROTECTION. 


During the past year the Board has done a great 
deal of work in the nature of fireproofing of basements, 
the basements of thirty-eight schools having been fire- 
proofed; fire escapes were erected on seven schools. 
There has been installed in all of our buildings a fire 
alarm system for the school, and most of them have a 
system which calls the fire department. We expect to 
make rapid progress in the entire completion of this 
work.

The Board is now constructing buildings of the first 
class owing to the building law requirements. The 
Board offers the Wells District School as a type, which 
is described fully in Appendix VIII. Cost per pupil on 
this building is approximately $159.50.

REPAIRS. 


The Board received to be expended for alterations and 
repairs the sum, of $443,126.18. The following is a list 
of the more important items of repair performed during 
the past year. A large number of these items were 
necessarily performed during the summer vacation. In 
order to complete them on time and not delay the open- 
ing of school the Board felt the necessity of establishing 
an office system which would show at stated times the 
condition and the progress of the work. This was 
accomplished by a series of weekly reports furnished 
to the Board by the heads of divisions and the inspect- 
ing force, a copy of which is published herewith. The 
plan proved very successful, inasmuch as it kept the 
Board in closer contact with the various repair items, 
and enabled it to urge them on to their completion. 

Architectural Division.— Teachers’ office in Norcross 
School. Master’s and teachers’ office in Wendell Phil- 
lips School. Cooking rooms in Henry Grew, Longfellow, 
Everett and Emerson Schools. Additional class-rooms, 
39 to 42 Blossom Street, eight rooms. Lewis School, 
two rooms. Dorchester High School, ten rooms. Do- 
mestic science rooms in Brighton, Hyde Park and East 
Boston High Schools and Howard Avenue Annex, 
Continuation School, 25 to 381 La Grange Street, 
sixteen rooms. Winthrop Street School and Austin 
School fitted up for prevocational classes. Storerooms 
in the Hancock, Brighton High, Bowdoin, Phillips 
Brooks, Wendell Phillips, Samuel Dexter and Franklin 
Schools. Strengthened stairs of Franklin, Eliot, George 
Bancroft, Samuel Dexter, Prescott and Warren Schools. 
Probationary office, Probate Building, first floor. New 
sanitation at the B. F. Tweed, Norcross, Winthrop Street 
Schools, 25 La Grange Street, and 39 to 42 Blossom 
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Street. Additional sanitation at Drake and East Boston 
High Schools. Additional toilet accommodations, Oliver 
Wendell Holmes and Wendell! Phillips Schools. 

Civil Engineering Division.— Cleaning and repairing 
eatch-basins of two hundred fifty schools. Moving 
fifteen portable school buildings. Resurfacing school 
yards with tar concrete, Hugh O’Brien, Henry Grew, 
Brewster, Stoughton, Hillside, Mary Hemenway and 
Plummer Schools. Rebuilding walls, etc., at the Tap- 
pan, Charles E. Daniels, Skinner, Charles C. Perkins, 
Old Gibson and Roger Wolcott Schools. Grading and 
paving yards at the following schools: Amos Webster, 
Peter Faneuil, Abraham Lincoln, Christopher Columbus, 
Robert T. Swan, Fairmount. 

Electrical Division.— Electric lights installed in one 
hundred twenty class-rooms in twenty school buildings. 
Five buildings have been entirely equipped, viz., the 
Austin, Tappan, Martin, Winthrop Street Schools and 
25 La Grange Street. Eight domestic science rooms 
have been equipped. Complete telephone system 
installed at 25 La Grange Street. Interior fire alarm 
systems installed in nine schools, completing the instal- 
lation of fire alarm systems in the interior of all build- 
ings containing four or more rooms. Underground 
connections with the said fire alarm system were made 
in four schools. Machinery to the value of twenty-four 
thousand dollars was installed in the following schools: 
Mechanic Arts High School, Winthrop Street School, 
25 to 31 La Grange Street, East Boston and Brighton 
High Schools, Quincy Prevocational School and Boys’ 
Industrial School. 

Heating and Ventilating Division.— Wells School, 
old heating apparatus removed. New modern system 
of heating and ventilation together with new chimney 
installed. Repaired and cleaned furnaces in one hun- 
dred eighty-four schools. Repairing and adjusting 
heating apparatus in two hundred twenty schools. 
Replaced defective tubes in boilers in thirty schools. 
New boilers were installed in the Dudley and Hugh 
O’Brien and Frances E. Willard Schools. Modern 
system of automatic temperature control in the Girls’ 
High School. New boiler and changes in _ present 
heating apparatus at 25 La Grange Street. Extra 
radiation installed in class-rooms of ten schools. Wells 
Annex, new heating apparatus. Brighton High 
School, old engine removed; new motor installed in 
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its place. English High and Latin, present heating 
plant changed so the Annex may be run separately. 
Old Edward Everett, new steel stack put in place.

APPENDIX VI. 


INSTRUCTIONS TO ARCHITECTS. 


ARCHITECTS’ SERVICES. 


Every Architect employed by the Schoolhouse Commissioners 
of the City of Boston, as the architect for erecting a building is to 
perform the duties hereinafter provided. 

This Agreement, made day of 

in the year one thousand nine hundred and 
by the City of Boston, acting through the Board of Schoolhouse 
Commissioners, party of the first part, and 
party of the second part, hereinafter designated the Architect. 

Witnesseth, That the Architect, in consideration of the agree- 
ments herein made by the City, agrees with the said City as 
follows: i 

SEcTION 1.— The Board.— (a.) Is to furnish the Architect 
with the requirements and information for the design and con- 
struction of the building for which he is the Architect, and give 
the approximate cubical contents and proposed cost per cubic 
foot thereof; 

(b.) Isto provide the services of domestic engineers to con- 
fer with the Architect during the preparation of preliminary 
studies, and when these are accepted by the Board to advise the 
Architect in the details of their work, and make the necessary 
working drawings and specifications for (excepting plumbing), 
and have the direction of, the plumbing, heating, ventilating 
and electric work for the building, said work being hereinafter 
designated as the domestic engineering; 

(c.) Is to give the grade and lines of streets and adjoining 
ots; 

(d.) Is to give all information regarding the lot, and on 
request of the Architect, or of any person doing work on the 
building, furnish him full information relating to the above, the 
sewer, water, gas and electric service, and to the rights, restric- 
tions and boundaries of the lot on which the building is to be 
constructed. 

Sect. 2.— The Architect— (a.) Is to consult and advise with 
the Board and make such preliminary studies as will acquaint 
the Board with the contemplated arrangement, design, con- 
struction and cubical contents of the building, and enable it 
to agree with the Architect upon a definite limit of cost therefor, 
and to accept said preliminary studies as the basis of working 
drawings and specifications; 
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(b.) Is to make upon the basis of said preliminary studies 
one complete set of working drawings in ink on tracing cloth, 
floor and framing plans, sections and elevations at one-quarter 
scale, plumbing drawings and such detail drawings on a larger 
scale as are necessary to explain the specifications; 

(c.) Is to furnish one complete typewritten set of specifica- 
tions for everything, including plumbing, to be furnished or 
done in constructing the building, except the domestic engineer- 
ing, and is to revise and correct the printer’s proofs; 

(d.) Is to loan to the Board, to make blueprints therefrom, 
the said set of working drawings; 

(e.) Is to restudy, and if necessary redraw, without charge, 
any or all of said drawings and specifications, if the lowest bid 
for doing the work in accordance therewith overruns the limit of 
cost agreed upon by the Architect and the Board; 

(f.) Is, upon the signing of contract, to deliver to the 
Board, to remain their property, two sets of cloth blueprints, 
taken from the said set of working drawings, a perspective 
drawing of the exterior of the building and such floor plans as 
the Board may request suitable for reproduction, and at the 
conclusion of the work a complete set of working drawings on 
tracing cloth, either the set previously referred to or a copy 
therefrom, which shall be corrected to agree with and embody 
all changes made during construction; 

(g.) Is to make application for a building permit to the 
Building Department on a form signed by the chairman of the 
Board, and deliver to the Building Department two sets of 
such blueprints from the said set of working drawings as may 
be required by the Building Department (the Board furnishing 
specifications to the Building Department) ; 

(h.) Isto have general supervision of the domestic engineer- 
ing and be the Architect of all other work to be done under any 
written contract for the construction of the building, and render 
the full usual Architect’s services and supervision for such other 
work; 

(i.) Is, in the form prescribed by the Board, to make all 
estimates and allowances for payments under any contract in 
which he is made the Architect of the work, and such estimates 
for the domestic engineering are to be accompanied by certifi- 
cates of said Engineers as to their accuracy, subject to approval 
of the Board; 

(7.) Is to advise with the Board on any changes in the 
building contemplated by the Board, and is to order changes 
when required by the Board so to do; 

(k.) Is to cause the drawings and specifications furnished by 
him to conform to all regulations of law and public authorities, 
and to be in accordance with established methods of building 
construction, faithfully carry out all the foregoing provisions, 
use all proper knowledge, skill and care therein, and be account- 
able for any failure so to do. 
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Sect. 3.—(a.) The city, as full compensation for the serv- 
ices aforesaid, is to pay the Architect 22 per cent upon the 
cost of the domestic engineering, exclusive of plumbing, and 6 
per cent upon the cost of all other work; 

(b.) Payments to be made as follows: Three and three-fifths 
per cent upon all contracts other than those for domestic 
engineering is to be paid on the signing of such contracts, and 
thereafter 22 per cent upon the value of the materials and 
labor, as specified in each estimate for payment under the con- 
tract, is to be paid on the making of the estimate, until the full 
payment aforesaid is made, and if any thereof remains unpaid 
at the completion and final acceptance of the work, it is then to 
be paid. When preliminary studies are completed, the value 
of the Architect’s services to date shall be reckoned one-sixth 
of the estimated total commission; when working drawings and 
specifications are ready for contract, if for any reason the 
signing of contracts is delayed, the value of his services to date 
shall be reckoned at 32 per cent of cost based on allowance 
for building given by the Board to the Architect. If the Board 
discontinue the services of the Architect at any intermediate 
stage the value of his services shall be reckoned proportionately. 
Five per cent on cost of domestic engineering, exclusive of 
plumbing, and 10 per cent on other work will be paid to Archi- 
tects on all changes and alterations made within or to existing 
buildings. Additions and extensions made outside of such 
buildings to be regarded as new work and the commission to 
be reckoned on that basis. 

Sect. 4.— When for any reason other than those stated in 
section 2, paragraph (e), above, the Board shall set aside the 
whole or any part of an Architect’s studies, drawings and speci- 
fications while retaining him to prepare corresponding new 
studies, drawings and specifications for the same school building, 
the city shall pay the Architect for the work thus set aside a 
sum not exceeding three times the actual cost of draughting, 
and the new work shall be paid for on a commission basis, as 
stated in section 3, above. 

Secr. 5.— In the above agreement the term “building” is 
used to define not only the structure itself but all work in con- 
nection with it committed to the Architect by the order of the 
Board, as fencing, grading, roads, walks, planting, decorative 
painting and sculptural decoration. 

The Architect will further render all services of any kind 
mentioned in the contract executed for the construction of said 
school buildings and incidental to or necessary for the perform- 
ance thereof, until the builder shall be released from all respon- 
sibility in respect thereof. 

The Architect will not order any variations or extras without 
the sanction of the Board of Schoolhouse Commissioners in 
writing, nor in any way exceed his authority as laid down in 
the building contract. 
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No rule of any society or any custom of engineers, architects 
or surveyors shall be binding on the party of the first part. 

In witness whereof, the said hereunto set 
their hand and seal, and the City of Boston has caused these 
presents to be signed by the chairman of the Board of School- 
house Commissioners, hereunto duly authorized, the day and 
year as above written.

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APPENDIX VIL. 


GENERAL INFORMATION AS TO STANDARD RE- 
QUIREMENTS FOR SCHOOL BUILDINGS AND 
YARDS. 


YARDS. (1.) Grading.— Grade the yards as deter- 
mined after consultation with the commis- 
sloners. 


(2.) Fences.— Provide fences, planting, etc., 
as determined after consultation. 

(3.) Gates— Provide the gates in fences 
inclosing the yards with hasp and staple to 
receive the Department Standard yard pad- 
lock, which will be furnished by the Depart- 
ment outside of the general contract. 

(4.) Play-yards.— Play-yards located on 
the sunny side of the building are desired and 
approximately 30 square feet per pupil should 
be provided. Play-yards are to be paved with 
hard-burned bricks, laid flat in sand and 
sloping at proper grades to catch-basins con- 
necting to sewer. 

(5.) Walks— Pave the walks and ap- 
proaches with hard-burned brick laid flat in 
sand. 

(6.) Curbs.— Curbs forming borders may 
be paved with brick laid on edge. Bull-nose 
brick may be used for curbs. 

(7.) Sidewalks.— Sidewalks for public use 
outside of the lot line and curbs for same are 
to be included in general contract for building 
as an allowance. 

(8.) Basement Entrances.— Separate en- 
trances are to be provided for boys and girls 
from their respective yards to the play-room. 
Areas, steps and inclines are to be avoided 
wherever possible. A separate entrance for 
janitor to boiler-room may be provided. A 
proper entrance for coal and exit for ashes 
should be provided. 

(9.) Driveways.— Driveways such as for 
coal and ash teams are to be paved with vitri- 
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fied pavers laid at the proper pitches, and in 
cement mortar on a sufficiently thick concrete 
base. 

(10.) Flagstaff— Provide a flagstaff with 
halliards, truck, etc., complete. 

Notr.— All the above items except as noted 
to be included in the general building contract. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS. 


In General.— Elementary schools are sub- 
divided into upper and lower. Lower includes 
Grades I., II. and III., and are to have 12-inch 
by 18-inch desks. The buildings for the lower 
erades are to have besides the class-rooms re- 
quired, rooms for teachers, nurse, book storage 
and emergency closets. The upper elementary 
buildings are to contain Grades IV. to VIII., 
inclusive, and are to have besides the class- 
rooms required an assembly hall and rooms 
for master, teachers, nurse, book storage and 
emergency closets. 

Grades IV., V. and VI. are to have 15-inch 
by 21-inch desks and Grades VII. and VIII. 
are to have 16-inch by 23-inch desks. 

Desks are to be spaced according to standard 
seating plan. 

The building will be either ‘‘ Lower Elemen- 
tary’’ or “‘Upper Elementary,’”’ as above men- 
tioned. This will be determined by the 
Commissioners, who will act as an intermediary 
between architects and the school authorities 
and committee. Relations between commis- 
sloners, architects and contractors to be as 
defined by a contract. Commissioners are to 
determine the type of construction of the 
building. 

Orientation. It is desired to place the 


building so that each class-room should receive 


sunlight during some portion of the day. 

Setting.— Set the building above grade so 
that the play-rooms are well lighted and 
entrances are provided into basement play- 
rooms as before mentioned. (See Basement 
Entrances.) Boiler-room floor wash to drain 
direct to sewer wherever possible. 

Heat and Vent Flues.— To be of galvanized 
iron or masonry, as determined by the commis- 
sioners. If of masonry, to have joints neatly 
struck and the inner surface fairly smooth. 
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Fireproofing.— The ceiling of boiler-room and 
coal storage should be fireproof construction. 
Doors for boiler-room and coal-pocket to 
be metal covered. Boiler-room doors to 
be self closing. Closets should be provided for 
electrician as needed for batteries, switch 
boards, etc. 

A paper burner should be provided in con- 
nection with the boiler-room as directed. 

Bulletin board and letter box should be 
included in general contract. 

LOWER ELEMEN- This type of building, in addition to the 


TARY. foregoing requirements, is to have kinder- 
garten-room where so directed by commis- 
sioners. 

UPPER ELEMEN- ‘This type of building, in addition to the 

TARY. requirements for the lower elementary, should 


contain an assembly hall with its necessary 
rooms, and a master’s room with waiting-room 
if so directed. Rooms for cooking, manual 
training, etc., are to be provided when called 
for by the commissioners. 

SCHOOL-ROOMS. (1.) Sizewill be 23 by 29 for lower and upper 
elementary grades and not less than 12 feet high 
in clear. Modification allowable only after 
consultation with the Board. Desks should 
be laid out on the preliminary plans. (See 
drawing.) The School Committee advise, 
and this Board has adopted, the policy of 
having a small portion of the rooms in a 
building, perhaps 10 or 20 per cent, of a size 
that will seat 50. Every class-room shall 
be. consecutively numbered on the plans to 
designate it. These numbers to be for the 
doors, as noted below, and for the annuncia- 
tor. Other rooms that appear on the annun- 
ciator to be named on the plans, as assembly 
hall, teachers’ or master’s room, cooking-room, 
manual training room. The _ kindergarten 
shall be counted as a class-room. In high 
schools, both class and recitation rooms to 
be numbered, other rooms named. 

(2.) Windows will be on the long side for 
left-hand lighting. The glass measured inside 
the sash shall contain not less than one-fifth of 
floor area, neither double run of sash nor 
double glazing nor weather strips will be 
required, the head square and close to the 
ceiling; the sill about 2 feet 6 inches from the 
floor where a gravity indirect system of heat- 
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ing is installed and 2 feet 11 inches where there 
is to be a plenum system; the windows divided 
with muntins, no large sheets of glass. Fin- 
ished with plastered jamb, metal corner bead, 
without architrave. 

(3.) Doors One to corridor, 3 feet 6 
inches by 7 feet, partly glazed, to open out, 
placed preferably near the teacher’s end; 
all as per standard details; (two doors may 
be desired under certain conditions); brass- 
plated, ball-bearing steel butts, 4-lever mortise 
lock, master keyed; cast brass knobs, marble 
flush thresholds to corridors for first-class 
construction. Doors to have 2-inch plain 
brass numbers, and cardholders, 33 inches 
by 5 inches, and hooks to hold open. 

(4.) Floors will be maple. 

(5.) Walls will be painted burlap up to top 
of blackboards, or of tack boards, and above 
this plaster tinted in water color,— a warm 
gray green or buff gives the best results,— the 
blackboards 4 feet high, 2 feet 2 inches from 
floor in kindergarten, 2 feet 4 inches to 2 feet 
6 inches in Grade IV., and 2 feet 8 inches in 
Grade V. to VIII.; behind the teacher and 
on the long side. These will be of best 
black slate } inch thick. At end, in place of 
blackboard, soft wood sheathing with cork 
carpet securely attached to it for a tack 
board, to extend from base to the moulding at 
top of blackboards, to have wood strips to cover 
tacks. In lower grades a card rack is required 
above the blackboard only. <A picture mould- 
ing at top of burlap, and also near ceiling in 
all rooms. (See drawings.) 

(6.) Ceilings will be level, plaster tinted 
alight cream color. Ceiling angles square. 

(7.) Artificial Light— Nine stiff pendent, 
60-watt electric fixtures on three switches. 
No gas. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation.— The inlet 
for heat about 5 square feet, the outlet for 
ventilation about 5 square feet. 

(9.) Bookcase-— Provide a bookcase in any 
convenient position, about 5 feet 9 inches 
long; upper doors fitted with cylinder locks, 
and latch and knob; drawers fitted with locks 
and small brass pulls. Lower doors to have 
knobs and cylinder locks; same lock in each 
bookcase; all bookcase locks master keyed.

WARDROBES. 
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(See drawing.) Special equipment for care 
of books where school is held day and evening 
is desired, similar to that existing at the 
Charlestown High School, so that the books 
of the day pupils will be put away in pigeon- 
holes, leaving the desks free for evening use. 

(10.) Teacher’s Closet— Provide a small 
closet for teacher’s coat and hat, preferably 
opening from the class-room, but allowable 
from the wardrobe, closet: to have about 6 
hooks and one shelf. 

The School Committee is responding to the 
more general demand for fresh-air rooms for 
children who are anemic or of tubercular 
tendencies. At present all that the Board is 
advising to meet this new demand is that a 
sunny room, preferably a corner room, be 
chosen for this work, and that the windows 
on one or on two sides be made casement, to 
open out, or as the Board may direct; and that 
the heat be largely direct, so that the tem- 
perature can be quickly raised, # necessary, 
when the windows are closed. Otherwise these 
rooms will be the same as other class-rooms. 


(a.) (1.) Size-—— Wardrobes will adjoin school- 


rooms and be from 4 feet 6 inches to 5 feet 
wide in the clear; 6 feet where compartments 
are used. The Board is to be consulted as to 
the type of wardrobe, as in certain cases they 
may prefer the kind used at the Abraham 
Lincoln School. 

(2 and 3.) Windows and Doors.— Outside 
light, two doors, both connecting with school- 
room, and not to corridor, and having no 
thresholds. Doors, double swung, 2 feet 6 
inches wide, brass double-acting butts, foot and 
hand plates, hooks or adjustable stops to hold 
open, ventilation under door farthest from 
vent. 

(4.) Floors.— Terrazzo or composition, with 
border and base for first-class construction. 
For second-class construction, to have compo- 
sition floor and base. For all cases, to have a 
drip gutter for umbrellas. 

(5.) Walls Painted burlap to a height of 
7 feet, poles on brass-plated iron brackets with 
hooks under and pins over, 44 in number; 
umbrella clips and drip gutter below. (See 
drawing.) Walls above, plaster, tinted. Height 
of lower pole, kindergarten, 30 inches from 
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floor; lower grades, 36 inches to 40 inches; 
upper grades, 44 inches, 48 inches and 52 
inches; distance between poles, 8 inches for 
elementary, 12 inches for high schools. Pins 
and hooks, 8 inches to 12 inches on centers for 
elementary and 16 inches to 18 inches for high. 
Each hook to have a painted number 1} inches 
high. An individual compartment is required 
for each pupil where the Board directs that 
type. 

(6.) Ceiling— Plaster, untinted. 

(7.) Artificial Inght— One stiff pendent, 
40-watt, electric fixture. Switch in class- 
room. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation — Heating, 
direct. Ventilation, vent duct, 12 square feet 
area cross section. 

(1.) Size— Not less than 8 feet wide for 
four rooms on a floor; not less than 10 feet 
for over four rooms, governed by length, 
access to stairs, etc. 

(2.) Windows.— Outside light essential. 

(8.) Doors.— Main outer doors to open out, 
heavy butts, standard, master keyed, school 
lock; lock set to be furnished by the Depart- 
ment but set by the Contractor; door check; 
heavy hooks to hold open. Vestibule doors 
open out, heavy butts, pulls, push plates, hooks 
to hold open, door checks, no locks. Outer 
doors to basement open out, and fitted with 
mortise lock with knob on inside only — out- 
side to have a pull. Other hardware as above. 
All outside doors to be 24 inches thick, and to 
be made solid, no veneer. 

(4.) Floors Terrazzo divided into areas 
not to exceed 80 square feet, by slate strips, 
and to have terrazzo or marble base for first- 
class construction. Wood floor and base 
second-class construction. 

(5 and 6.) Walls and Ceilings.— A light 
glazed brick, untinted walls and ceilings. If 
walls of common brick to have smoothly struck 
joints and painted; if walls of plaster to have 
burlap 7 feet high — painted. Put picture 
moulding at ceiling in corridors. 

(7.) Artificial Light.— Stiff pendent electric 
fixtures, 40 or 60-watt, for corridors and vesti- 
bules, and one-light brackets for stairways, 
also gas for emergency in corridors, on stairs, 
and in vestibules. 


STAIRCASES. 


SANITARIES. 
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(8.) Heating and Ventilation.— Heat direct, 
supplemented by foot warmers on first floor. 
Ventilation where possible. 

(9.) Sinks and Closets— On each floor 
above the first, one or two 4-foot sinks, with 2 
fountains. 

(1.) Number and Arrangements.— Deter- 
mined by the Board, and not over 5 feet wide. 

(2.) Material The treads, North River 
stone on iron string, or concrete construction 
with granolithic surface for first-class con- 
struction; wood for second-class construction. 
Rails of a simple pattern, easily cleaned; wall 
rails are desired. If of wood construction the 
treads will be furnished by the department, 
and same to be set by General Contractor. 

(8.) Steps— Rise about 6% or 7 inches, 
treads about 1053 inches. Rail not less 
than 2 feet 8 inches on runs and 3 feet on 
landings. 

(4.) Haits.— Exits from the lower landings 
of stairs are desired. ‘These may have emer- 
gency bolts where so desired. Fire escapes 
may be desired when recommended by the 
Building Department and after consultation 
with the Board. 

(1.) Size— General toilet-rooms in base- 
ment, in size approximating space for 14 
water-closets for each school-room, 7. e., 3 boys 
and 14 for girls, and 33 inches of urinal for 
every school-room, arranged for convenient 
supervision and_ circulation. Slate sinks, 
length from 10 inches per class-room in small 
buildings to 6 inches per class-room in large 
buildings, located preferably in the play-rooms. 
The above refers to mixed schools. 

(2.) Windows.— Ample outside light; 
glazed where exposed to view outside with 
ribbed glass; to have wire guards. 

_(8.) Doors.— The doors arranged ‘‘in”’ and 
“out,” with spring or door check and stout 
brass hooks to hold open; glazed with ribbed 
glass; half doors to water-closets. 

(4.) Floors.— Asphalt. Boys’ drained to 
urinals, girls’ to floor wash. 

(5.) Walls.—Salt-glazed brick or other 
nonporous inexpensive surface, 7 feet high; 
above, brick painted. 

(6.) Ceiling.— Untinted plaster or white- 
washed concrete. Basement ceiling need not 
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be furred level for first-class construction. For 
second-class construction ceiling should be 
plastered. 

(7.) Artificial Light.— Ceiling or short pen- 
dent electric fixtures. 

(8.) Heat and Ventilation— Heat direct. 
Ventilation through water-closets and space 
back of urinals, allow 10 square inches local 
vent for each water-closet and 8 square inches 
for each lineal foot of urinal. 

(1.) Water-closets— The pupils’ water- 
closets for elementary schools are wash down 
closets; siphon action, upper classes, 163 
inches high; lower classes, 1385 inches high. 
Teachers’ same with raised rear vent 16% 
inches high. (See drawing.) 

(2.) Partitions— To be 7-inch V-grooved 
hard wood sheathing applied vertically, with 
top and bottom rails of same wood, supported 
at ends with iron pipe about 8 feet high, tied 
together and to the wall, to which doors are 
hung. Back partition of water-closets to be 
wood sheathing over a 2-foot slate base. 
Finish of wood (color) to match that of rest 
of building. (See drawing.) 

(3.) Urinals—— The urinals will be of slate, 
floor slab, trough and back, with partitions 
where requested, flushed automatically from 
special tank, through {-inch perforated pipe, 
with cold water; vented at bottom into space 
behind. (See drawing.) 

(4.) Sinks of black slate, two self-closing 
cocks, and jet drinking fountains, set 20 inches 
on centres. A sink is desired for electrician 
unless there is one near by. 

(5.) Floor Washes in sanitaries and play- 
rooms as already mentioned. (See drawing.) 

(6.) Piping.— (a.) Cast iron must be laid 
on good footing in basement, clean-outs at 
every change of direction. Soils and vents ex- 
posed as far as possible, no asphaltum, red lead 
and three coats of paint. 

(b.) Supplies.— Exposed as far as possible; 
where covered may be plain brass, elsewhere 
polished brass; no nickel plate. Hot water 
for janitor’s use in basement, cooking-room, 
and for master’s and teachers’ rooms. Supply 
from boiler and from summer boiler, if any, 
or from an independent hot water heater. No 
auxiliary supply wanted for water-closet tanks. 
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(c.) Fire Lines.——In buildings over three 
stories high, one or more lines of 38-inch pipe 
if requested by the Board. 

PLAY—ROOMS. All free basement space to be arranged as 
play-rooms for boys and girls. Walls to be 
hard-burnt brick and painted. Dust proof 
granolithic floors, plaster ceilings or white- 
washed concrete. Basement doors and win- 
dows to have wire guards in channel iron 
frames; guards to be hinged and padlocked. 
Doors are desired from the play-rooms to the 
play-yards. Areas at doors are not desired. 


MASTER’S AND (1.) In each school of the upper grades a 
TEACHERS’ room of about 240 square feet for the master, 
ROOMS. with a water-closet and bowl and a _ book- 


closet adjoining. This room should be near 
the centre of the building, 2. e., on the second 
floor, in a three-story building. In all schools 
a room or rooms for teachers, averaging about 
300 square feet for ten teachers, with water- 
closet and bowl. Doors to be clearly marked 
“Master” or “Teachers” in brass letters and 
one water-closet and bowl on each floor of 
six rooms for teachers’ emergency. 

(2.) Where men as well as women are 
teachers, a separate room with toilet accom- 
modations for men. 


SPECIAL ROOMS. 


ASSEMBLY Assembly halls should accommodate from 
HALLS. 400 to 800 as the Board may direct. It is not 
considered necessary to seat the full number 
of pupils in schools of greater capacity. The 
floor to be level and of wood like class-rooms, 
or linoleum. The windows to be fitted with 
rebated mouldings to take black shades, and 
so designed as to make the operation of shades 
practical and simple. (See department stand- 
ard detail.) The platform should be capable 
of accommodating one, or, in the large schools, 
two classes, and should have removable 
stepped platforms of wood to take the seats. 
Galleries may be used where the hall is two 
stories in height. Anterooms near the plat- 
form are desirable, and a connection from 
adjoining class-rooms to the anterooms or 
directly to the platform. A dignified archi- 
tectural treatment of the walls and a studied 
color scheme for walls and ceiling is expected. 
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The lighting, acoustics and exits should be 
such as belong to a small lecture hall. Arti- 
ficial lighting to be under control from at least 
two points, one of which must be near an exit. 
Electric outlet for 30-ampere projection lan- 
tern, 25 feet from curtain. Provide recess in 
ceiling over platform for spring-rolled curtain 
13 feet long. For assembly hall an allowance 
in cubing is made by the Board of two class- 
rooms for schools of medium size, that is, 
about sixteen class-rooms, and four class-rooms 
for schools of larger size, 7. e., over twenty-four 
class-rooms to represent the added area for this 
purpose. 

(1.) Srze— Room, generally located in 
basement, if floor can be above grading, should 
be approximately 900-1,000 square feet, pref- 
erably a corner room, and the larger of the 
two allowed sizes of rooms, and arrangement 
shown by drawing, for number of benches 
there given, 25. In elementary schools for 
boys only 22 benches are sufficient. 

If in basement this room is not to be counted 
as one of the class-rooms. 

(2.) Light— The windows should be as 
near full length as possible and on two sides. 
Artificial light in stiff pendent electric fix- 
tures, one light to every four benches. 

(8.) Floors.— Of wood. 

(4.) Walls— A basement room should be 
finished as a shop; salt-glazed brick up to 
7 feet where exposed, and above blackboard 
brick walls whitewashed. If above basement, 
finished as a class-room. 

(5.) Ceilings.— Like basement. 

(6.) Heating and Ventilation— The same 
as in class-rooms. If in basement provide 
some direct radiation. 

(7.) Fittings— (a.) Stock-room.— Stock- 
room should contain at least. 80 square feet, 
preferably rectangular. Eighteen-inch shelves 
should run around the room, 5 feet 6 inches 
and 6 feet 6 inches from the floor. 

(b.) Wardrobes.— Wall space for 26 double 
coat and hat books, in a separate room. 

(c.) Teachers’ Closets— Teachers’ closet 
should be small for personal belongings, with 
shelving and hooks under. 

(d.) Storeroom.— For finished work and 
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hardware should be fitted with all shelving 
possible; an area 40 square feet is adequate. 

(e.) Bookcases.— Like those in class-rooms, 
150 capacity. 

(f.) Work-rack.— About 28 feet long, made 
in sections, 6 feet 6 inches high and 2 feet deep. 
The length is to take 24 compartments (equal- 
ing the number of benches) and the height 
the number of divisions that use the room 
(two each day, five days, outside limit). Com- 
partments to have numbers and letters painted. 
(For all of these, see drawings.) 

(g.) Sink.— A 3-foot soapstone sink, with 
hot and cold water, with drinking fountain if 
desired. 

(h.) Display Frames.— Four display frames, 
size and position as indicated, of burlap over 
soft wood back, with 2-inch moulding around. 

(i.) Demonstration Steps.— Demonstration 
steps are desired. 

(7.) Furniture.—(Not included in the build- 
ing contract.) The furniture comprises 25 
benches and stools, teachers’ desk, table 4 
feet by 2% feet, with unfinished top, 1 desk 
chair and 2 common chairs, a clock. (See 
drawing.) Lay these out on preliminary draw- 
ings. Lower benches to be set toward the 
front and nearer the windows. 

(k.) Blackboards.— Provide about 15 run- 
ning feet of slate blackboards, 4 feet high. 

(l.) Glue Pot.— Provide electric or gas 
connections for same. 

(1.) Size— Should have an area of 900- 
1,000 square feet, preferably a corner room on 
top floor, but generally in basement, and the 
larger of the two allowed sizes of room, and 
arranged for 24 stations. If in basement 
this room is not to be counted as one of the 
class-rooms. 

(2.) Inght.— Windows as in a class-room, 
if located in a corner, from two sides. Arti- 
ficial light as in a class-room. 

(3.) Walls— Above basement, similar to 
school-rooms, blackboards, 4 by 10 feet, back 
of teacher’s desk. Walls painted in oils. A 
basement room may have salt-glazed brick 
walls up to 7 feet and painted brick above. 
(See drawings.) 

(4.) Floors— The floor to be wood or 
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linoleum, on cement, except space occupied by 
ranges, which is tiled. 

(5.) Ceilings.— Ceilings like basement, or, 
if above basement, like class-rooms. 

(6.) Heat and Ventilation.— Less heat is 
required than in a class-room, but the ventila- 
tion should be the same, with additional vent 
from the demonstration ranges. Hoods over 
ranges if Board so desires. 

(7.) Fittings— (a.) Wardrobes.— Provi- 
sion for 24 pupils, double coat and hat hooks 
in separate lighted closet, and teacher’s small 
closet. 

(b.) Work Benches, accommodating 24 pu- 
pils, fitted with compartment for utensils, 
bread-board, ete., a special gas burner with a 
hinged iron grille over it, set on aluminum 
plate at each station; benches arranged in the 
form of ellipse, or oblong, with access to centre 
from two sides; top of pine 24 inches wide; 
open underneath and supported on pipe stand- 
ards. One section detached and fitted as a 
demonstration bench; a clear space of 4 feet all 
around. Dining table (furnished under another 
contract) is to be set in centre. (See drawings.) 
Lay these out on preliminary drawings and 
include in final drawings and contract. 

(c.) Dresser.— Ten feet long in 3 sections, 
4 adjustable shelves and glazed sliding, or 
hinged doors at top; one set of 3 drawers and 
2 cupboards on lower part. A shelf should 
be put in each cupboard about 12 inches 
from top. 

(d.) Fuel-box.— In 2 compartments, each 
about 24 inches square and 30 inches deep, 
with hinged lids; small shelf in one section. 
Accommodations in the main coal-room for a 
supply of range coal and kindling wood. 

(e.) Bookcase.— Similar to those provided 
in class-rooms. 

(f.) Sink.— Soapstone, 4 feet long; 2 cold 
and 2 hot water cocks; soapstone drip shelves, 
24 inches long, at each end of sink, provided 
with grease trap. Sink should be near ranges. - 

(g.) Hot Water Supply.— (See instructions 
in plumbing.) 

(h.) Coal and Gas Ranges.— A six-hole 
coal range and a similar gas range, with hood 
provided, and set on a hearth previously men- 
tioned.

Furnished under another contract.

KINDERGARTEN. (1.) Sirze— The rooms can be contained 
in the space of a class-room and wardrobe, but 
a slightly larger area, 800 to 900 square feet, is 
desirable, and preferably the larger of the two 
allowed sizes of room. They comprise a large 
room, a small room, a supply closet, a wardrobe 
and a water-closet. The large room should 
take a 16-foot circle, regulation lines painted 
on the floor with at least 4 feet all around it. 
(See drawing.) The small room, about 200 
square feet. 

(2.) Inght— Windows should be as in a 
class-room, if on a corner, on both sides. 
Exposure should be sunny. Artificial light of 
the class-room type arranged for the different 
rooms. 

(3.) Doors. Door to corridor as in class- 
rooms. Wide doors should open from small 
room into large room. 

(4.) Floors — Wood or linoleum cemented 
onto concrete surface, with painted lines as 
above. 

(5.) Walls.— As in class-rooms, with black- 
board as in lower grades. 

(6.) Ceilings.— As in class-rooms.

(7.) Heat and Ventilation As in class- 
rooms. 

(8.) Fittings. (a.) Wardrobe.— Hooks for 
60, arranged as in ordinary wardrobes. 

(b.) Teachers’ Closet.— For clothing of two 
or three teachers. 

(c.) Toilet-room.— Immediately adjoining 
with low-down seat and bowl or sink. 

(d.) Bookcase.— As in lower grades. 

(1.) Stze-— From 200 to 400 square feet, 
according to size of school. 

(2.) Windows.— Outside light as in class- 
rooms. 

(3.) Shades.—Set to roll from window- 
sill upward. Not in building contract. 

(4.) Doors.— One door to corridor, as in 
class-room, marked ‘“‘ Nurse’s room.” 

(5.) Walls— Upper two-thirds _ plaster, 
smooth finish, round corners, painted with 
light green oil paint. Lower one-third to floor, 
glazed white tile with sanitary base. 

(6.) Floor— Terrazzo, like corridors for 
first-class construction. | Composition for 
second-class. 

(7.) Heat and ventilation— As in class- 
rooms. 

(8.) Artificial Light. Stiff pendent, 100- 
watt electric fixture with special shade. Wall 
receptacle for hand portable. 

(9.) Nurse’s Closet for Supplhies.— Size, 3 
by 4; one shelf; 6 hooks for clothing. 

(10.) Bath Tub— Five-foot porcelain 
enameled iron, hot and cold water, where 
so directed by the Board. 

(11.) Bowl.— Enameled iron, hot and cold 
water faucets with shampoo cock. Hot water 
must be available all the year. 

(12.) Stove-— Gas or electric heater. 

(13.) Fittings —— (Not in building contract.) 
(a.) Cabinet— Oak finish medical cabinet, 
adopted as standard by Schoolhouse Commis- 
sion. (b.) Stool.— White enamel revolving 
stool. (c.) Table— Dressing table, white 
enamel frame, glass top and shelf; size, 16 to 20, 
rubber crutch tips. (d.) Filing Case for 
Nurse’s Records.— Oak finish, to hold 1,000 
cards, 4 by 6; lock and key; guide cards. (e.) 
Writing Table-— Oak finish, with drawer and 
lock; size, 20 by 30. (f.) Chair.— Oak to 
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match table. (g.) Couch.— Flat frame oak, 
canvas adjustable top. (h.) Murror.— Size, 
23 by 3, set over bowl. 


HIGH SCHOOLS. 


High school class-rooms are laid out for 
classes of thirty-six or forty-two, generally the 
latter. A room 26 feet by 32 feet will accom- 
modate forty-two high school desks. The 
larger class-rooms are to accommodate from 
sixty to eighty pupils; the larger number can 
be accommodated in a room 33 feet 8 inches 
by 48 feet. Recitation-rooms, which to a cer- 
tain extent will be used also as class-rooms, 
should be about 16 by 26. These rooms, if 
equipped with continuous desks and seats as 
in a lecture-room, or with double desks, such 
as are used in the Charlestown High, would 
accommodate about thirty pupils each. Lay 
out desks in one room of each type on pre- 
liminary plans. 


ASSEMBLY HALL. Fora high school would not differ materially 
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from that already described for elementary 
schools. 

For accommodation of the principal there 
should be an outer office, that is, a waiting- 
room or reception-room, and an inner office, 
and rooms for both men and women teach- 
ers, which might well be concentrated in the 
neighborhood of the reception-room and the 
principal’s room. 

The Rooms in General Required.— Labora- 
tory, separate from lecture-room, may be 
used as recitation-room, but better to use 
lecture-room and keep laboratory free from 
desks and demonstration table. Lecture-room, 
separate from laboratory, but easy of access, 
may be used for recitation; in that case should 
have facilities for demonstration. Combined 
lecture-room for physics and chemistry admis- 
sible. Three rooms for administrative pur- 
poses, store-room for dry chemicals and 
apparatus, room for storage of liquid chemicals 
and preparation of reagents, which may also 
be used as a teacher’s laboratory and an office. 
The total area of the laboratory and adminis- 
tration rooms should be about 1,200 square 
ba and of the lecture-room about 600 square 
eet.

(1.) Size-— Should accommodate a class of 
forty to fifty pupils, with apparatus. Accom- 
modation for three such classes. 

(2.) Light.— On two sides. 

(3.) Heating and Ventilation— On same 
basis as for class-rooms, but removal of gases 
should also be provided for by a hood, each 
compartment of which should be ventilated by 
9-inch hole at top, venting into elbow or T of 
drain pipe, thence connected by drain pipe into 
main flue, in which should be a fan operated 
by a motor. 3 

(4.) Walls and Ceiling— Walls of brick 
ideal, but not generally feasible, except on out- 
side walls; plaster walls painted in oils and 
ceiling of plaster, covered with water-resisting 
surface containing no lead. All woodwork to 
have natural finish, except tops of desks. 

(5.) Floor— Preferably of concrete; may 
be of hardwood in narrow strips, filled in by 
asphalt; should slope very slightly between 
desks, interspaces again trending to common 
corner, which may be drained. 

(6.) Hquipment.— Working desks at right 
angles to greater length of room, in sections 
back to back between windows; sections mov- 
able when top is removed. Each section 21 
feet to 24 feet 6 inches long, 2 feet wide, 3 feet 
to 3 feet 2 inches in height. Distance between 
double sections about 5 feet, same distance at 
least between ends of sections and hood, which 
should be opposite longer line of windows and 
at right angles to direction of desk sections. 
Other ends of sections near enough to wall to 
allow for drain at right angles to sections and 
under windows. Desks to be of ash or any 
durable wood, natural finish. Top of narrow 
pine strips, treated with aniline black and 
waterproof lead finish. Individual desks pro- 
vided with 3 lockers and 3 sets of drawers 
each, each set of drawers operated by bar from 
locker, combination lock to fasten locker. 
Each double section of desks provided with 
soapstone sink, placed between sections and 
flush with section top, which should slope 
slightly to sink.* Sink 8 inches wide at least, 
and should begin within 1 foot of the end, 
toward hood, depth here to be 6 inches, run- 





* Individual sinks are preferred by the teachers, although the long trough is apparently 
adequate for teaching elementary chemistry, and is less expensive.

ning nearly to other end, where depth should 
be 8 inches. Each pupil to have working 
space of 3 feet 6 inches by 1 foot 8 inches. 
Each double section of desks provided with 
shelf for reagents, running length of desk, 
10 inches to 12 inches above desk, supported 
by metal standards at suitable intervals, of 
whitewood, 14 inches thick, 9 inches wide, 
natural finish, covered with glass plates, 4 inch 
thick, 9 inches wide, suitable lengths, clamped 
to wooden shelf with as few clamps as possible. 
Wooden shelf at free end of each section, 1 inch 
to 14 inches thick, 3 feet to 4 feet long, not 
over 1 foot 3 inches wide, height of 2 feet 8 
inches to 2 feet 10 inches, for holding blast 
lamps, reagent jars, etc. Finish off top of 
shelf in aniline black. Floor space under 
second row of windows taken up with line of 
extra desks, built like sections, furnished in 
similar way, but without necessarily a drain 
to be used for emergency or general utility. 
Wall space not otherwise occupied may be 
used for shelves or cabinets. Fixed slate 
blackboards at end opposite second set of 
windows and parallel to desk sections, sliding 
slate blackboards above hood. Liquid waste 
may be thrown into desk sink, dry waste into 
earthen jars. Hood should run at right angles 
to desk sections and along wall opposite free 
ends of sections. In the construction of hood, 
protection against fire should be considered. 
Should be built against brick wall. Floor of 
hoods to be slate; wood, inside and outside, 
to be finished natural. Space divided into 
three or four compartments, closed by sliding 
windows. Space against wall not occupied 
by hood for general sink. 

(7.) Gas— Lead from gas main at free 
end of centre of double desk sections, branch 
into two leads along back of each section. 
Take-offs between each working desk space in 
form of pillar with two 4-inch cocks, at each end 
desk a single cock. Two 4-inch gas nipples at 
each side of each compartment of hood. Cocks 
of these outside of hood. Wall desk fitted 
with single gas taps at intervals of two feet. 

(8.) Water.— Lead from water main at 
free end of centre of double desk sections. 
Size, large enough to fill section sink rapidly. 
Lead of ordinary size along length of section 
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underside of shelf, take-off at free end of sec- 
tion, to which blast and suction pump may be 
attached. At junction of each four working 
desk spaces take-off, carrying two valves with 
hose bibb delivery {-inch, the two valves or 
cocks facing opposite sides. Suction pump 
attached to these bibbs if desired. 

(9.) Drains.— Section desk sink to have 
open drain and mercury arrester, into which 
should be set movable concave netting of wide 
mesh to arrest larger solid matter. Main desk 
drain at right angles to sections along and 
under windows, between windows and sections 
should be in form of wooden trough, in sec- 
tions dovetailed from 6 inches to 8 inches inside 
diameter and equally deep, covered with 
asphalt paint or filling; may be supported on 
brackets against wall and left open, or covered 
and provided with movable top. Into this 
drain will drip the lead pipes coming from 
section sink. Slate floor of each hood com- 
partment should deepen slightly in centre, 
where there should be a hole 1 inch in diameter, 
into which is fitted short lead drain pipe, closed 
by perforated plug; drain pipes to be con- 
nected with sloping drain pipe, open or closed, 
running toward and delivering into general 
sink. 

(10.) Hlectricity— Current of electricity 
on section desks need not exceed ten volts, 
may be supplied from source common to phys- 
ical and chemical side. Plugs between each 
working space placed under desk top on frame. 

(1.) Szze.— Area to depend on number of 
seatings required or number of pupils in 
classes; should be large enough for two classes 
and should occupy a position between the 
laboratories for physics and chemistry. 

(2.) Light— As much glass area as class- 
room, preferably from left. Fit windows and 
other openings admitting light with dark 
curtains as specified under Assembly Hall. 
Electric lighting from top, controlled at 
point convenient to demonstration table. 

(3.) Floor stepped up in fireproof construc- 
tion and finished in wood, like floor. 

(4.) Heating and Ventilation.— As for class- 
rooms, with extra ventilation to remove fumes. 
Space at left end of desk provided with regis- 
ter and flue of at least 10 inches diameter. 
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Flue carried under floor to nearest wall, flue 
and draught actuated by motor if not sufficient. 

(5.) Hquipment.—Demonstration table, not 
less than 12 feet long, not more than 3 feet nor 
less than 30 inches wide, height 32 inches. 
Placed 4 feet distant from wall, material same 
as that of room, top made of pine plank and 
finished like chemical laboratory desks. Pneu- 
matic sink at right hand of desk, of soapstone 
in two depths. Not to exceed 30 inches long, 
20 inches wide. Depth, 4 inches to 6 inches 
minimum; 16 inches to 18 inches maximum. 
Length of minimum depth not to exceed 60 
per cent of total length. Sink to be depressed 
in table and provided with flush cover. Sink 
to have screened drain with mercury trap and 
overflow. Supply hot and cold water under 
reduced pressure and cold water under street 
pressure for quick filling, 2 goosenecks with 
?-inch hose bibbs, to one of which combined 
blast and suction pump may be attached; 
steam supply direct from boiler main with a 
by-pass to summer boiler; supply gas air suc- 
tion, and gas taps not exceeding 6 in number. 
Over demonstration table, secured to ceiling, 
provide a plank with heavy screw hooks. 
Behind lecture table provide sliding black- 
boards of not less than 50 square feet, and a can- 
vas curtain on heavy spring roller for attaching 
charts. Drawers and closets for lesser lecture 
apparatus and chemicals in body of table, wall 
on either side provided with shelves for reagent 
bottles under glass, and side wall provided with 
cabinets for larger pieces of permanent appa- 
ratus, if there is no special room for this. Lift- 
ing seats with desk for taking notes arranged 
on platforms, so that the successive tiers will 
rise one above the other to insure an unob- 
structed view of demonstration table. (See 
drawing.) 

(6.) Hlectricity.— Provide three (3) forms of 
current, viz., primary or storage battery current 
variable by unit cells up to ten cells, direct 
current at 110 volts, 30 amperes and alternating 
current at 110 volts, 30 amperes. Provide 
regulating rheostat for the 110-volt direct 
current. Provide two 50-ampere ammeters, 
one a. c. and one d. ¢., and two 125-volt volt- 
meters, one a. c. and one d. c., all with extra 
large illuminated dials. Current to be brought 
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to a special slate distributing panel upon which 
the rheostat and measuring instruments shall 
be mounted. Panel shall be located con- 
veniently to table and so that instruments 
shall be in full view of class and instructor. 
Panel to be provided with suitable means for 
switching instruments to any circuit, and 
any or all circuits to table. Terminate table 
circuits in four 50-ampere d. p. s. t. knife 
switches on a slate panel under table. <A pro- 
jection lantern and receptacles for same at 
end of table and at rear of room. Lantern 
screen on spring roller at side of room, width 
of screen usually 12 feet, but dependent on 
distance and lenses used. 


ADMINISTRATIVE (1.) Apparatus Store-room.— Should give 
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ample space for storage of extra and reserve 
apparatus and original packages of stock chemi- 
cals. These should be kept in dust-proof 
cabinets with glass doors and in drawers. 

(2.) Preparation-room.— This should adjoin 
the above. Primarily for storage of liquid 
chemicals in bulk and preparation of liquid 
reagents and storage of supply bottles, also 
fitted for teachers’ laboratory. Should have 
wide centre table with gas in centre, working 
desks, with drawers and closets along two 
sides, also gas, water, sink, blast, suction, 
steam and electricity. Shelves along desks 
for storage of liquid chemicals, supply bottles 
and smaller reagent bottles. An adequate 
hood should be provided. 

(3.) Office and Balance Room.— Adjoining 
store-room and preparation-room should be 
small room to contain desk, book shelves, 
table and a good grade balance. 

(1.) Srze—— In a space about 30 by 40 feet. 
A laboratory, apparatus-room and shop. 

(2.) Inght— The same basis as for class- 
rooms, one wall having as direct a southern 
exposure as possible for porte lwmiere studies. 
Artificial light as in a elass-room. Dark 
curtains in addition to regular shades for 
darkening room. Windows and all openings 
admitting light fitted as specified under Assem- 
bly Halls (page 66). 

(3.) Heating and Ventilation— On same 
general basis as for class-rooms. 

(4.) Hquipment.— Small laboratory tables 
to accommodate two or four pupils at each, 
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built of hard wood, white pine tops, fitted 
with 4 drawers, supports and adjustable cross- 
bar. Wall tables around room on sides where 
there are windows, with one or two shallow 
drawers under, but not deep enough to inter- 
fere with comfort of pupil. Soapstone drip 
sinks with cold water to be provided at these 
tables, one to every six or eight pupils. In- 
structor’s table, fitted with hot and cold 
water, Richards’ pump, numerous cupboards 
and drawers of various depths and widths. 
Two-inch plank bolted to ceiling over this 
table, with space of 2 or 8 inches between 
plank and ceiling for attachment of pendulums 
and other apparatus. Provide electric outlet 
for stereopticon and screen for same. 

(5.) Furniture.— Provide adjustable stools 
for all the tables and a sufficient number of 
tablet arm chairs to accommodate the entire 
division during demonstration exercises. 
Chairs to be placed in rectangle formed by 
pupils’ tables and demonstration table. These 
are not in building contract, but to be laid out 
on preliminary plans. 

(6.) Electricity Provide three (3) forms 
of current, viz., primary or storage battery 
current variable by unit cells up to ten cells, 
direct current at 110 volts, 30 amperes and 
alternating current at 110 volts, 30 amperes. 
Provide regulating rheostat for the 110-volt 
direct current. Provide two 50-ampere am- 
meters, one a. c. and one d. ¢c., and two 125-volt 
voltmeters, one a. ¢c. and one d. e¢., all with 
extra large illuminated dials. Current to be 
brought to a special slate distributing panel 
upon which the rheostat and measuring instru- 
ments shall be mounted. Panel shall be 
located conveniently to table and so that 
instruments shall be in full view of class and 
instructor. Panel to be provided with suitable 
means for switching instruments to any circuit, 
and any or all circuits to demonstration table, 
pupils’ tables or wall benches. Terminate 
demonstration table circuits in four 50-ampere, 
d. p. s. t. knife switches on a slate panel under 
table, and the other circuits in special polarized 
receptacles or multiple series connection boards 
at each pupil’s station. 

(7.) Gas.— Pupils’ tables to be equipped 
with gas, 4 cocks to each table. Wall tables 
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to be equipped with gas. Demonstration table 
to be provided with gas. | 

(8.) Bulletin Board.— 25 to 50 square feet 
of bulletin board, covered with cork carpet, 
secured at edges, glued on like wall paper. 

(9.) Blackboards—— As much_ blackboard 
space as possible. Sliding blackboards back 
of demonstration tables. 

(1.) Szze— One large or several small 
rooms, to open directly out of laboratory, and 
connected with lecture-room. 

(2.) Hquipment.— To be fitted with dust- 
tight cases with adjustable shelves and sliding 
glass doors, 7 feet high; cabinets of drawers 
of various widths and depths, mostly narrow 
and shallow. Some of these cases may be 
in the laboratory if there is sufficient wall 
space. A small sink and hood should be 
provided. | 

A small shop is desirable, though not 
absolutely necessary. This should be equipped 
with work bench, motor-driven lathe and 
shelving for tools and stock, and may be 
set up in apparatus-room. 

(1.) Size— In a space about 30 by 40 feet. 
Laboratory and apparatus-room. 

(2.) Inght— Windows the same as for 
class-rooms, one wall with southern exposure. 
Artificial light as in class-rooms. 

(3.) Equipment.—(a.) Twenty-one pupils’ 
tables, 54 inches by 24 inches by 30 inches 
high, each to accommodate two pupils, to have 
plate glass tops. 

(b.) Soapstone sink, 72 inches by 30 inches, 
10 inches deep, accessible on all sides. Sup- 
ply with cold water, about 8 bibbs and 2 hose 
bibb cocks. 

(c.) One aquarium, 30 inches long, 20 
inches wide and 20 inches high, with supply, 
gooseneck cock with aspirator and standing 
waste. 

(d.) Ice chest, 36 inches by 24 inches. 

(e.) Botanical laboratory provided with 
Wardian case, inches long, inches wide 
and inches high, fitted with electrical heat- 
ing apparatus automatically controlled by 
thermostat. 

(f.) Cases built wherever practicable. 
Three sections to contain 42 pigeonholes, 3 
inches by 3 inches by 8 inches, for storage of 
instruments. A liberal supply of cases to con- 
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tain drawers and cupboards in lower compart- 
ment, and shelves above, for exhibition of 
specimens, storage of material, instruments, 
books, charts, ete. 

(4.) Furniture.— Forty-two adjustable 
screw revolving chairs, not in building con- 


tract. 
GYMNASIUM (1.) To be used in common for gymnasium 
AND DRILL exercises, athlethic games and the drilling of 
HALL. the school cadets. On account of its size and 


for structural conditions to be generally 
located in the basement, with clear span of 
ceiling and combined height of basement and 
first story. Visitors’ gallery generally provided 
at one end, entered from first floor. 

(2.) Size— The classes exercising in the 
gymnasium are from fifty to one hundred, and 
a suitable floor space for this number, as well 
as floor space for a full company of cadets at 
drill, is from 3,750 to 4,000 square feet. The 
height should not be less than 24 feet. 

(3.) Inght— Ample outside light in all 
cases. Artificial light from special electric 
ceiling fixtures protected with wire guards. 

(4.) Heat and Ventilation— The former 
sufficient to guarantee a temperature of about 
60 degrees, and about twice as much ventila- 
tion as is customary for the ordinary class- 
room. This is, of course, insufficient for the 
number of people who might occasionally 
occupy the gymnasium for exhibitions, but it 
is more than enough for the ordinary number 
using it for class exercises. 

(5.) Hquipment.— The standard gymnastic 
apparatus consists of the following fixtures, 
which may be slightly modified in particular 
cases:

12 Medicine balls, 23 pounds. 
4 Indoor baseballs. 
2 Indoor baseball bats. 
4 Volley balls. 
24 Bean bags (green and red). 
4 Bean bag boards. 
75 Pairs 3-lb. maple dumb bells. 
6 Ring foil standards. 
75 Pairs 3-lb. maple Indian clubs.

(6.) Gun Racks.—Racks for holding the guns 
carried by the cadets should be provided on 
walls. These racks should be protected by 
locked doors. 

(7.) Special Rooms.— Adjoining gymna- 
sium and drill hall two small rooms about 10 
feet square should be provided for school 
matron and director of gymnasium. 

(8.) Dressing-rooms, Baths and Lockers.— 
(a.) System.— The clothing of all the pupils 
is in a central locker-room, each suit being 
numbered, and all being under the control of 
the attendant in charge. Dressing-rooms are 
provided in number equivalent to the number 
of a class. A class coming for exercise are 
given their gymnasium clothing and keys to 
dressing-rooms, which they lock behind them 
when exercising. After exercise they can take 
a shower bath. When dressed the dressing- 
room keys are given up, but the gymnasium 
clothing is left to be gathered up by the attend- 
ant. The clothing is carried to the dry-room, 
and when dried each set is put back in its 
proper pigeonhole. 

(b.) Lockers— The locker-room is con- 
trolled by the attendant, and contains pigeon- 
holes, 10-inch cube, one for each pupil in the 
school, and a counter over which to deliver 
the clothing. Adjoining this is the dry-room, 
capable of being heated to a high temperature 
and thoroughly ventilated. This is fitted with 
hooks and clothesline.

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(c.) Dressing-rooms.— The dressing-rooms 
are small cabins, about 3 feet square, with 
a locked door, a seat and hooks. 

(d.) Showers.— The shower baths are 3 feet 
square, divided by slate partitions, similar to 
those for water-closets, each having a bar at 
the front, over which a cotton sheet can be 
dropped. Each compartment has two sprays 
in opposite corners. 

Rooms shall be provided for drawing, and 
in boys’ schools for shop work in addition. 

(1.) Seze— The space for each subject 
should be about 1,500 to 1,800 square feet. 

(2.) Iaght— Windows and artificial light 
by special fixtures. North light preferable in 
the drawing-rooms. 

(3.) Floors.— Of wood. 

(4.) Walls.— As in a manual training room. 

(5.) Ceilings— As in a manual training 
room. 

(6.) Heating and Ventilation.— Same as in 
manual training rooms. 

(7.) Stock-room.— 'The lumber stock-room 
should contain at least 80 square feet, and 
preferably be rectangular. Shelves as directed. 

(8.) Teachers’ Closets— As in manual train- 
ing room. 

(9.) Fittings— (a.) Bookcases, like those 
in class-rooms, 150 capacity. 

(b.) Cases.— For work in process, extra 
tools, supplies, drawing boards, models, paper, 
finished drawings, etc. (For all of these get 
directions and see former High School draw- 
ings.) 

(c.) Display Frames.— Size and position as 
directed, to be of cork carpet, over soft wood 
back with 2-inch moulding around. 

(d.) Sink.— A 5-foot sink, with hot and 
cold water, fountains as directed. 

(10.) Equipment of Free-hand Drawing- 
room.— Provide at least 25 oak drawing tables 
of approved type to be used by boys and 
girls in common. 

(11.) Equipment for Mechanical Drawing- 
room.— (For boys only.) See Appendix IX. 
and former High School drawings. 

(12.) KHquipment of Woodworking Rooms.— 
(For boys only.) Provide at least 20 cabinet 
benches of approved type with quick action, 
iron vises. Provide glue pot with electric or gas 
connections as directed. Machinery if directed. 
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(13.) Equipment of Metal-working Room.— 
(For boys only.) Six double benches 8 feet by 
2 feet, fitted with 12 Prentiss iron vises, 33- 
inch jaw; wall bench fitted with 10 stations, tool 
drawers and 5 Bower’s tool holders; one $-inch 
gas hose cock terminal above each bench sta- 
tion; 2 gas blast burners, 1 large, 1 small; metal- 
covered bench with ventilated hood; 1 muffle 
furnace, ventilated; 1 drill; 1 grindstone; 
1 pair bench shears. Machinery if directed. 

(14.) Motor.— If directed. | 

(15.) Blackboards.—For each class-room for 
above subjects provide about 15 running feet 
of slate blackboard 4 feet high. 

(1.) Size— The space should be about 
1,200 square feet, and should accommodate the 
kitchen, two small rooms for showing the care 
of a dining-room and of a bedroom, and a china 
closet and pantry. 

(2.) ILvght, Heat, etc— The same as that 
for other rooms, with additional ventilation in 
the kitchen. 

(3.) EHquipment.— The kitchen to contain 
an’ equipment as may be decided upon by 
the Board after consultation; a kitchen pantry 
fitted with shelving and a china closet fitted 
with a sink; drawers, cupboards and shelves 
enclosed with glass doors. The dining-room 
and bedroom simply finished rooms, having 
no equipment except the furniture. 

(1.) In General.— The lunch-rooms in Bos- 
ton schools have usually been located in the 
basement, and where these are high and well 
lighted this location seems to serve satis- 
factorily. They should, however, have the 
special ventilation that is provided in a base- 
ment cooking-room. In size they should 
accommodate comfortably, seated at benches 
or small tables, that proportion of the pupils 
in the school which takes advantage of the 
luncheon facilities. 

(2.) Hquipment.—(a.) The counter should 
be set at height as required, and should have 
a rail 2 feet from it, with openings at intervals, 
to keep children in single file, and there should 


be accommodation under the counter for 


dishes. 

(b.) Range.-— A six-hole gas range, with 
ample oven’ space. 

(c.) Sinks— Two good-sized soapstone 
sinks.

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(d.) Ice-box.— Of sufficient size to take 
ear of milk supply. 

(e.) Lockers.— Sufficient to care for the 
clothing of the attendants, and for mops and 
brooms, etc. These should not be under the 
counter or near any place where food is kept. 

(f.) Furniture-— In some cases the children 
are provided with camp chairs and small round 
tables to seat four. In others ordinary school 
benches have been provided. Both seem fairly 
satisfactory in operation. 

A space equivalent to a small class-room is 
ample for library purposes. The book accom- 
modation will depend somewhat on the size 
of the school. The library is planned as a 
reading-room, that is, with the books in the 
room and not in a separate stack-room. 

(1.) In high schools large locker rooms — 
one for boys and one for girls — are to be pro- 
vided, preferably in basement, fitted with 
metal lockers as the Board may direct; metal 
lockers are to be under separate contract. 

(2.) Iight— The rooms should have out- 
side light. Artificial light by ceiling or short 
pendent electric fixtures. 

(3.) Heat and Ventilation.— This should be 
thoroughly well heated and ventilated similar 
to class-rooms. 

(4.) EHquipment— The poles, hooks, etc., 
will be similar to those used in other schools, 
but more space should be given the girls, 7. e., 
about 1 foot 6 inches on centre. It has been 
found desirable to have some locked pigeon- 
holes, 20 by 20 by 12 inches. These are not 
required when metal lockers are used. 

(1.) Service-— This should enter basement 
underground at location to be determined by 
reference to street mains, and should terminate 
on a switchboard located in a_ fireproof 
closet, opening if possible into the basement 
corridor. 

(2.) Conduits.— All wires to be run in iron 
conduit concealed, except conduits for mains 
in basement, and side outlets in boiler, engine 
and stack rooms. Tap circuit conduits to be 
run above rough floor wherever possible. If 
floor construction will not allow this, they are 
to be run below floor beams, and above ceiling, 
a space of 2 inches being left in which they can 
be run. 

(3.) Wire Slot— Obtain from electrical 
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division the location of slots and openings for 
conduits and panel boards. 

(4.) Cabinets.— All cabinets to be furnished 
by wiring contractor, but finished by the 
general contractor. 

‘(5.) Cutting— All cutting and patching to 
be done by the general contractor. 

(6.) Outlets — Class-rooms to be provided 
with nine single-light ceiling outlets, controlled 
by three switches. Wardrobes to have one 
ceiling outlet, controlled by switch in class- 
room. Corridors to be lighted from ceiling 
wherever possible. Height of side outlets in 
rooms and corridors to be 6 feet 6 inches. 
Switch outlets in class-rooms to be 6 feet, else- 
where 4 feet. Switches in corridors, play- 
rooms and pupils’ toilet-rooms to be operated 
by private key. In lower elementary schools 
omit all electric lighting in class-rooms. Base- 
ment and corridor lighting to be installed as 
directed by the Board. 

(7.) Frxtures.— Fixtures in class-rooms to 
be of special design to combine a direct and 
diffused light. 

(8.) Gas.— Gas outlets to be provided in 
all corridors, vestibules, stairways, boiler 
room and assembly hall exits; all to be wall 
outlets. Gas-piping to be included in the 
electrical engineer’s work. 

(9.) Stereopticon.— All grammar schools 
and high schools to be provided with an elec- 
tric projection lantern with  reflectoscope 
attachment. 

(10.) Clocks and Bells.— All schools to be 
provided with an electric system of clocks, 
operated by a master clock. All primary 
schools to be provided with a system of sig- 
nal bells, operated by push buttons. In all 
grammar and high schools the bell system to 
be operated automatically by master clocks, 
according to prearranged program. 

(11.) Telephones—In all schools, each 
class-room, hall, teachers’ room and _boiler- 
room to be connected to master’s office or to 
room occupied by the first assistant by a 
telephone system. 

In lower elementary schools omit class- 
room telephones except in first assistant’s 
room, boiler-room and corridor.

NEW BUILDINGS — BOND ISSUE.

Item 1.— Upper Elementary School, Wells District. 
This four-story building is being erected on a lot purchased by 
the city, situated on Blossom street, Eaton street and McLean 
court, adjacent to the present Wells School lot. The lot con- 
tains 31,483 square feet, and the building covers 12,029 square 
feet. 

The basement contains boys’ and girls’ play-room, girls’ 
and boys’ sanitaries, janitor’s room, boiler-room, fan-room, 
coal-room, electrical-room and store-room, and two entrances 
to play-yard. . 

The first floor contains assembly hall and six class-rooms, 
23 feet by 29 feet. 

The second floor contains six class-rooms, 23 feet by 29 feet, 
teachers’ room and a master’s room. 

The third floor contains six class-rooms, 23 feet by 29 feet, 
teachers’ room and nurse’s room. 

The fourth floor contains six class-rooms, 23 feet by 29 feet, 
teachers’ room and store-room. 

The materials of the walls are brick, with limestone trim- 
mings, and the construction is first class throughout. 

Heating and Ventilating System.— The system of ventilation 
for this building is the plenum fan system. Fresh air is taken 
through a cold air inlet in the basement, passed over primary 
radiators, and discharged by means of an engine-driven fan 
and underground masonry ducts into the various class-rooms 
and assembly hall. The fan is capable of delivering 38,000 cubic 
feet of air per minute, each class-room receiving 1,350 cubic 
feet per minute or 30 cubic feet per minute per occupant. 
The assembly hall is supplied with 10,200 cubic feet per 
minute. 

The temperature of this air is controlled automatically by 
mixing dampers operated by a graduated thermostat and 
designed to maintain any desired temperature above 60 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

The various rooms are heated by direct radiators. Those 
in the class-rooms are the wall type placed directly under the 
windows and controlled automatically by positive thermostats. 
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The entire system is so designed as to enable the maintain- 
ing of an inside temperature to any degree desired above that 
of the outside air. 

Each room is supplied with a foul air duct. These ducts 
are carried to roof and connected into main ventilator at top 
of building. 

All toilet fixtures are provided with outlets for ventilation, 
which are connected together by galvanized-iron ducts and 
run into separate flues to the top of the building. Ventilation 
of the toilet rooms is assisted by electrically-driven exhaust fans 
placed directly in the flues. 

Two horizontal return tubular boilers, each 66 inches in 
diameter and containing ninety-eight 3-inch tubes 17 feet 
long supply steam to heating system. The plant is designed 
so that it may be operated on gravity when desired. 

Electrical System.— The building will be equipped with a 
complete system of electric lighting, a complete telephone 
system for interior communication, asystem of electric secondary 
clocks controlled by a master clock, a system of program bells 
also automatically controlled by the master clock, a combined 
local and auxiliary fire alarm system and a system of vacuum 
cleaner piping. 

Item 4.— Phillips Brooks District, Lower Elementary, 
Quincy E. Dickerman School. This two-story building was 
erected on a lot purchased by the city, situated on Magnolia 
street, near Lawrence avenue, Dorchester. The lot con- 
tains 44,190 square feet, and the building covers 9,171 square 
feet. 

The basement contains girls’ and boys’ playrooms, girls’ and 
boys’ toilets, fan, boiler, coal and janitor’s rooms and electri- 
cian’s closet. 

The first floor contains seven class-rooms, 30 feet by 20 feet 
and a kindergarten, 46 feet by 20 feet. 

The second floor contains eight class-rooms, 30 feet by 20 
feet, storeroom and teachers’ room. 

The materials of the walls are brick with limestone trimmings 
and the construction is second class with fireproof floor over fan, 
janitor’s, boiler and coal rooms. 

Heating and Ventilating System.— The system of ventilation 
for this building is the plenum fan system. Fresh air is taken 
through a cold-air inlet in the basement, passed over primary 
radiators, and discharged by means of a motor-driven fan and 
galvanized-iron ducts into the various class-rooms. The fan 
is capable of delivering 23,000 cubic feet of air per minute, 
each class-room receiving 1,350 cubic feet per minute or 30 
cubic feet per minute per occupant. . 

The temperature of this air is controlled automatically by 
mixing dampers operated by a graduated thermostat and 
designed to maintain any desired temperature above 60 degrees 
Fahrenheit.

The various rooms are heated by direct radiators. Those 
in the class-rooms are the wall type placed directly under the 
windows and controlled automatically by positive thermostats. 

The entire system is so designed as to enable the maintaining 
of an inside temperature to any degree desired above that of 
the outside air. 

Each room is supplied with a foul-air duct. These ducts are 
carried to roof and connected into main ventilator at top of 
building. 

All toilet fixtures are provided with outlets for ventilator, 
which are connected together by galvanized-iron ducts and 
run into separate flues to the top of the building. Ventilation 
of the toilet rooms is assisted by exhaust fans placed directly 
in the flues. 

Two horizontal return tubular boilers, each 54 inches in 
diameter and containing sixty-two 3-inch tubes 15 feet long, 
supply steam to heating system.

Electrical System.— This building is equipped with electric 
lights in the basement, telephones in boiler-room, sub-master’s 
office and first and second floor corridors for interior com- 
munication, a system of electric secondary clocks controlled 
by a master clock, a system of program bells controlled by 
manually operated buttons, a combined local and auxiliary 
fire alarm system and a system of vacuum cleaner piping. 

Item 6.— Oliver Wendell Holmes District, Lower 
Elementary, Florence Nightingale School. This two-story 
building was erected on a lot purchased by the city, situated 
on West Park street, near Washington street, Dorchester. The 
lot contains 59,707 square feet and the building covers 6,636 
square feet. 

The basement contains girls’ and boys’ play-rooms, girls’ 
and boys’ toilet rooms, janitor’s, fan, coal and boiler rooms and 
electrician’s closet. 

The first floor contains four class-rooms 28 feet by 20 feet, 
kindergarten 43 feet by 20 feet, nurse’s room and toilet, teacher’s 
room and toilet and two closets. 

The second floor contains five class-rooms 28 feet by 20 feet 
and a book-room. 

The materials of the walls are red brick with cast stone 
trimmings, and the construction is second class with fireproof 
floor over boiler and coal rooms. 

Heating and Ventilating System.— The system of ventilation 
for this building is the plenum fan system. Fresh air is taken 
through a cold air inlet in the basement, passed over primary 
radiators and discharged by means of a fan and galvanized- 
iron ducts into the various class-rooms. The fan is capable 
of delivering 14,400 cubic feet of air per minute, each class- 
room receiving 1,350 cubic feet per minute or 30 cubic feet per 
minute per occupant. 
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The temperature of this air is controlled automatically by 
mixing dampers operated by a graduated thermostat and 
designed to maintain any desired temperature above 60 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

The various rooms are heated by direct radiators. Those 
in the class-rooms are the wall type placed directly under the 
windows and controlled automatically by positive thermostats. 

The entire system is so designed as to enable the maintaining 
of an inside temperature to any degree desired above that of 
the outside air. 

Each room is supplied with a foul air duct. These ducts 
are carried to roof and connected into main ventilator at top 
of building. 

All toilet fixtures are provided with outlets for ventilator, 
which are connected together by galvanized-iron ducts and run 
into separate flues to the top of the building. Ventilation 
of the toilet-rooms is assisted by exhaust fans placed directly 
in the flues. 

Two horizontal return tubular boilers, each 48 inches in 
diameter and containing fifty 3-inch tubes 14 feet long, supply 
steam to heating system. The plant is so designed that it 
may be operated at all times on gravity. 

Electrical System.— This building is equipped with electric 
lights in the boiler-room, coal-room, fan-room, etc., telephones 
in boiler-room, first assistant’s room and second floor corridor 
for interior communication, a system of electric secondary 
clocks controlled by a master clock, a system of program 
bells controlled by manually operated buttons, and a combined 
local and auxiliary fire alarm system. 

Item 8.— Quincy District, City Proper, Andrews School 
Addition. This three-story addition was built on the present 
school lot and is known as the west wing. ‘The area of the 
addition is 1,030 square feet. 

The basement contains girls’ sanitaries and a cold air chamber. 

The first, second and third floors contain one class-room, 
25 feet by 26 feet. 

The materials of the walls are red brick and cast stone trim- 
mings to match original building. 

Heating and Ventilating System.— The new class-rooms are 
warmed by indirect pin radiation placed in heating chambers 
in the basement. The temperature of the air entering these 
rooms is controlled by hand mixing dampers operated by 
teachers. All other rooms are warmed by direct radiation. 
The warm air and vent flues are built of No. 24 galvanized iron. 

All water-closets in the basement toilet-rooms have outlets 
for seat ventilation, which are connected together by means 
of galvanized-iron ducts and connected to a propeller fan, 
the discharge from which is carried to a vent shaft in the old 
building. Connection is also made to the space back of the 
urinal. |

air is stimulated by asperating coils placed in the flues. 

The steam for the new heating system is supplied from the 
boilers installed in the boiler-room in the first addition. 

Electric System.— This west wing is equipped with electric 
lights and electric secondary clocks, being extensions of the 
systems installed in the main building.

Item 8.— Mary Hemenway District, Lower Elementary 
School. Two portable schoolhouses were placed on a lot on 
Everett street, Dorchester, purchased by the city, and were 
connected by a building which contained girls’ and boys’ 
sanitaries and a teachers’ toilet. The area of the lot is 19,130 
square feet, and the two portable buildings with the connection 
between cover 2,090 square feet. 

Since these two buildings were placed on the lot another 
portable building has been erected on the lot. 

Heating and Ventilating.— Each portable is heated by a 
furnace placed directly in the room. The connecting building 
containing sanitaries is heated by stove.

Hon. James M. Curtey, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— In compliance with chapter 3, section 24, of 
the Revised Ordinances, I have the honor to submit 
the annual report of the Soldiers’ Relief Department 
for the year ending January 31, 1915. 


DUTIES. 


The duties of this department are to receive appli- 
cations for state and military aid and burials under | 
chapter 587, Acts of 1914, and for soldiers’ relief under 
chapter 79, section 18, Revised Laws, and chapter 323, 
Acts of 1913. Every case is thoroughly investigated, 
after the taking of a sworn statement by the applicant, 
and all recommendations are based upon the facts 
ascertained by such investigations. 

As the years roll by these duties require more care 
and involve more responsibilities, by reason of the 
advanced age of the Civil War veterans, and in con-

sequence their inability to provide themselves and 
wives with reasonable support. The cost of living at 
the present time having greatly increased necessitates 
larger allowances of soldiers’ relief than in former years. 
Yet no opportunity is neglected to do full justice to 
the state and city which furnish the relief as well as to 
the applicants who receive it. 

State and military aid can be granted only by the 
State Aid Commissioner upon the recommendation of 
the Soldiers’ Relief Commissioner. The city is reim- 
bursed by the state for all state aid and half of the 
military aid, on the first of the December following 
the year in which the aid was paid. 

Soldiers’ relief can be paid only to soldiers of the 
Civil, Spanish and Philippine Wars who have legal 
settlements in Massachusetts, and their dependents, 
by the city or town in which the latest legal settlement 
has been acquired. Allowances of such relief in Boston 
are made by the Soldiers’ Relief Committee of the 
City Council on recommendation of the Soldiers’ 
Relief Commissioner at the regular monthly meeting of 
the committee. The city receives no reimbursement for 
such relief. 

Many residents of Boston applying for soldiers’ 
relief are found to have legal settlements elsewhere in 
the state. In such cases advice is given and assistance 
rendered to secure the granting of their application 
by the city or town liable for their support. 

Frequently applicants are unable to call at this office. 
In such cases the agents of the department visit their 
homes and take sworn statements and secure the 
necessary signatures.

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VISITATIONS. 


During the year visits to beneficiaries and applicants 
have been made in 1,805 cases, with the result that 18 have 
been dropped from the pay roll and 1 reduction made. 

In addition to the above, 483 visits have been made for 
information, 65 visits to fill out blanks and secure 
affidavits, and 45 to carry aid to infirm beneficiaries. 


STatTEe AID. 


Chapter 587, Section 3, Acts of 1914. 


State aid can be paid only to Civil and Spanish War 
soldiers who served to the credit of Massachusetts, 
and in certain cases to the wives and widows of the same. 
Chapter 222, Acts of 1861, passed May 238 of that year, 
was the first state aid law enacted by the Legislature 
and it has been re-enacted every fifth year since. It is 
limited to $6 per month for men and women.

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SOLDIERS’ RELIEF. 


Chapter 79, Section 18, Revised Laws, and Chapter 328, 
Acts of 1913. 


In the year 1888 was enacted the first law granting 
soldiers’ relief to Civil War soldiers having legal settle- 
ments in the state, and to their dependents. Up to that 
time many veterans and their families were being 
supported as paupers in city and town almshouses. 
Upon the passage of the law they were removed from the 
almshouses and from the ranks of paupers and given 
enough soldiers’ relief which, when added to their pension 
and state aid, enabled them to live comfortably in their 
own homes. Allowances under this law are unlimited 
and can be paid only by the town or city in which the 
applicant has a legal settlement. 

Chapter 323, Acts of 1918, passed March 1 of that 
year, amends the law so as to allow soldiers’ relief to 
soldiers of the Spanish and Philippine Wars and their 
dependents, under the same conditions as govern 
allowances to soldiers of the Civil War. 

All payments under this law are at the expense of 
the city, there being no reimbursement.

SOLDIERS’ HoMEs. 


The National Soldiers’ Home in Togus, Maine, and 
the home in Chelsea, Mass., are havens of rest for such 
veterans as have no close family ties, and the more that 
can be induced to enter them, the more saving is accom- 
plished for the city and state, and the more comfort is 
secured for the soldiers themselves. For these reasons 
no opportunity has been neglected to induce applicants 
for state aid and soldiers’ relief to take up their residence 
in those homes rather than lead a precarious existence in 
the city. At a very small expense one hundred one 
veterans have been sent to the home in Togus, one to 
the home in Hampton, Va., and sixteen to the home in 
Chelsea, the latter being taken by ambulance kindly 
furnished by the Superintendent of Public Buildings. 


EMERGENCY FUND. 


It was a wise provision of the City Council by which 
this department has at its disposal a special fund from 
which transportation was furnished to the soldiers’ 
homes as mentioned in the preceding paragraph, and 
small sums given to one hundred twenty-three appli- 
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cants in temporary need, thereby keeping their names off 
the pay roll from which it would be difficult to remove 
them. 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 


The Committee on Soldiers’ Relief Department of the 
City Council was composed of Councilors Watson, 
Coulthurst, Coleman, Woods and Kenny. Monthly 
meetings were held at which the recommendations of the 
commissioner were considered from a wise and humani- 
tarian standpoint. As a result the applicants received 
well-earned and well-merited assistance, and the depart- 
ment officials were treated with an unfailing courtesy, 
which is very highly appreciated. 

The department is also greatly indebted to Mr. 
Richard J. Lynch, Superintendent of Public Buildings, 
for his willing and ready response to requests for his 
department ambulance to convey invalid veterans to 
the Soldiers’ Home in Chelsea and to other hospitals.

STATISTICS DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1914-15. 


Boston, March 1, 1915. 
Hon. JAMES M. CuRLEY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Sir,— The undersigned, the Trustees of the Statistics 
Department, have the honor to submit the following 
report of the work of the department for the year 
ending January 31, 1915: | 

Mr. F. Spencer Baldwin, Chairman of this Board 
since December 17, 1909, resigned as Trustee, May 12, 
1914, having accepted an official position in the service 
of the State of New York. 

Mr. Robert J. Dysart was appointed a member of 
the Board on May 5, 1914, and confirmed by the Civil 
Service Commission in the same month. 

Mr. John Koren was appointed a member of the 
Board on May 21, 1914, and confirmed by the Civil 
Service Commission early in June. 

Mr. Koren was elected Chairman of the Board on 
August 14, 1914. 

Our office force now consists of a secretary, an 
editorial clerk, a statistical clerk and a stenographer. 


PUBLICATIONS DISCONTINUED. 
On account of a reduction of 32 per cent. in the annual 
appropriation for this department, for the financial 
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year 1914-15, as compared with the average for the 
five preceding years, the two serial publications, viz., 
“Monthly Bulletin,” and ‘Receipts and Expenditures 
of Ordinary Revenue’? were discontinued. They had 
been published regularly since 1898 and distributed 
widely among municipal officials and public and college 
libraries in the United States and Europe, ranking 
among the leading statistical publications. 


COLLECTION AND COMPILATION OF STATISTICS. 


The material for No. 21 of the annual series of 
“Receipts and Expenditures of Ordinary Revenue,”’ 
covering the five years 1909-13, was prepared as usual, 
and exists complete in manuscript in the office of this 
department. It contains considerable information not 
collected by any other niunicipal department and will 
be kept intact for ready reference by City officials and 
other inquirers. 

The actual receipts of the City (viz., the ordinary 
and extraordinary receipts) in the fiscal year 1913-14 
amounted to $44,371,665, an apparent increase of 
$5,810,606 over the previous year’s total. Most of this 
increase is due to the excess in amount of loans as 
compared with the total for 1912-13, viz., $3,450,500, 
leaving $2,360,106 as the actual increase of receipts. 

The actual expenditures (ordinary and extraordinary) 
in 1913-14 amounted to $44,792,607, or $5,456,000 
more than in the year preceding. The total balance 
(unexpended) from 1912-13 was $7,919,985. 

In the ten-year period 1903-12, the actual receipts of 
the City (ordinary and extraordinary) ranged between 
$31,732,215 (the lowest total) in 1903-04 and $38,561,059 
(the highest total) in 1912-138, showing a yearly average 
of $34,698,226, or $9,673,439 less than the amount of 
such receipts in the fiscal year 1913-14. 

In the comparison of the actual expenditures (ordi- 
nary and extraordinary) it appears that the total for 
1913-14 (7. e., $44,792,607) exceeded the yearly average 
for the preceding decade by $10,236,627, and the average 
for the preceding five years by $9,669,746. 

Taking the ordinary receipts alone (7. e., exclusive of 
loans, rapid transit revenue, etc.), the total in 1913-14 
was $34,564,809 against $32,564,342 in 1912-13, an 
increase of $2,000,467. 

In the ten-year period 1903-12, ordinary receipts 
alone ranged between $24,601,129 in 1903 (the lowest 
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total) and $32,564,342 in 1912 (the highest total), their 
yearly average for the ten-year period being $28,362,893 
and for the last five years $30,772,227. 

Taking ordinary expenditures alone, these ranged 
between $24,156,654 in 1903 (the lowest total) and 
$33,790,550 in 1912 (the highest total), showing a 
yearly average for the decade of $28,065,359 and for the 
last five years of $30,343,014. 

The three principal objects of expenditure, to the 
payment of which the ordinary receipts are applied, 
are shown in the following summary:

The total expenditure for the three specified objects 
in the ten years 1903-12, viz., $133,292,048, was 47.5 
per cent. of the aggregate ‘ordinary expenditure for that 
period.

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In the five-year period 1909-13, ordinary receipts 
amounted to $159,146,909, an increase of $24,701,209, 
or 18.4 per cent. over similar receipts in the preceding 
five years (7. e., 1904-08), while extraordinary receipts 
(7. e., loans, rapid transit revenue, etc.) in the five-year 
period 1909-13 amounted to $31,136,037, or $3,757,023 
less than in the five years preceding (vz. e., 1904-08), a 
decrease of 10.8 per cent. 

Taking the loans only for these two five-year periods, 
their total 1909-13 was $24,792,100, or $5,515,400 less 
than in the earlier period, a decrease of 18.2 per cent. 
Of the loans 1909-13, those contracted for the con- 
struction of new subways and tunnels (involving no 
charge upon the tax levy, etc., for either sinking funds 
or interest) amounted to $9,140,000, or 36.9 per cent., 
while the total loans in the earlier period 1904—08 
included $8,219,700 for the same rapid transit purposes, 
or 27.1 per cent. 

Comparing the ordinary expenditures in the same 
five-year periods, their total 1909-13 was $158,683,210, 
an increase of $25,123,617, or 18.8 per cent. over the 
corresponding expenditures in the period 1904-08; while 
extraordinary expenditures decreased by $10,072,200, or 
27 per cent. from the earlier period to the later.

The foregoing comparison shows an increase in aver- 
age yearly expenditures from the earlier to the later 
period of 12 per cent. for Debt Requirements, 36.6 per 
cent. for Schools, 12.8 per cent. for Street Department 
and 19.4 per cent. for the three objects combined. If 
the expenditure on account of special appropriations for

SPECIAL APPROPRIATIONS FROM ‘J'Ax LEvy, ETC., SEGREGATED. 

It has been the practice of this department to show 
separately, in its financial publications, that class of 
receipts and expenditures covered by the annual tax 
levy and the annual budget and called Ordinary, as 
distinguished from the class covered by loans and the 
revenue applying to payment of same, and called 
Extraordinary. The fact is little known that in the 
last five years 1910-14 the Ordinary expenditure for 
permanent public improvements such as were formerly 
(prior to 1909) paid from loans amounted to $5,639,303 
(of which total $827,568 was transferred from the 
Parkman Fund income). That information has resulted 
from the segregation by this department of the new 
class of Special Appropriations from Tax Levy and 
General Income. The effect of this use of current 
revenue to pay for such permanent additions to the 
City’s active assets as the City Hall Annex, new school- 
houses, new playgrounds, etc., has been noted in a 
reduction of the loan account, the total of loans for 
other than Rapid Transit purposes in the five-year 
period 1910-14 being $18,201,883, or $779,017 less than 
in the period 1905-09, and $10,373,218 less than in the 
period 1900-04. At the same time, another and differ- 
ent effect is apparent, that is a more liberal outlay for 
such improvements when revenue seems plentiful, than 
would probably be allowed if they had to be financed 
by loans. Such expenditures for public improvements, 
7. e., from Ordinary receipts instead of Extraordinary, 
are here shown by years.

SOURCES OF ORDINARY INCOME SEGREGATED. 


The consideration of new ways of increasing the 
miscellaneous revenue of the City can but include a 
detailed account of those at present producing such 
revenue, showing by comparison of different years 
where the increases and decreases of the different kinds 
are affecting the total yield. By this department alone 
has such necessary information concerning the sources 
of revenue been furnished from year to year. From 
reference to our Revenue tables, it appears that in 1910 
the total miscellaneous Ordinary income, 2. e., exclusive 
of City and State taxes, also water rates, was $2,819,735 
net, and in 1914 it had increased to $3,142,231 net, a 
gain of $322,496, or 11.4 per cent., while the net receipts 
from all taxes increased in the same period 13.4 per 
cent. The sources of income showing increases are: 
Permit Fees, from $27,547 in 1910 to $938,463 in 1914, 
a gain of 239.3 per cent. (due chiefly to the new fees 
collected by the Building Department and Public Works 
Department); Miscellaneous Licenses (exclusive of 
Liquor) from $121,456 in 1910 to $162,122 in 1914, a 
gain of 33.5 per cent. (due largely to the new fees for 
signs on buildings, etc., also the increase in the licenses 
for moving picture shows); Interest, from $262,330 in 
1910 to $307,176 in 1914, a gain of 17.1 per cent.; 
Schools, from $73,852 in 1910 to $134,596 in 1914, a 
gain of 82.2 per cent.; Institutions; Hic. (for board, care 
and relief), from $152,170 in 1910 to $319,906 in 1914, 
a gain of 110.2 per cent. (60.7 being due to receipt of 
$92,362 from State in 1914 for its share of new Mothers’ 
Aid Law payments); Printing Department, from $196,748 
in 1910 to $215,599 in 1914, a gain of 9.6 per cent., the 
profits of the plant increasing from $13,077 in 1910 to 
$29,293 in 1914, 2. e., 124 per cent. gain; Store Refuse 
Removal (begun in 1911), from $35,072 in 1911 to 
$54,650 in 1914, a gain of 55.8 per cent.; Sidewalk 
Assessments, from $8,697 in 1910 to $36,976 in 
1914, a gain of 325 per cent; Bath-house Fees, from 
$20,632 in 1910 to $27,660 in 1914, a gain of 34 per 
cent. 
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The few noteworthy decreases of income from 1910 
to 1914 are: — Liquor Licenses, from $1,088,809 in 1910 
to $1,067,919 in 1914, a loss of 1.9 per cent.; County of 
Suffolk, from $195,806 in 1910 to $175,868 in 1914, a 
loss of 10.2 per cent.; Ferry Tolls, from $105,253 in 
1910 to $104,624 in 1914, a loss of 0.6 per cent.; Market 
Rents, from $123,908 in 1910 to $122,676 in 1914, a loss 
of 1 per cent.; Collecting Department Fees, from $27,871 
in 1910 to $18,170 in 1914, a loss of 34.8 per cent.; 
Institutions Industries, from $52,144 in 1910 to $23,667 
in 1914, a loss of 54.6 per cent.; The City Record, from 
$10,271 in 1910 to $7,407 in 1914, a loss of 27.9 per 
cent. 

TRANSFERS FROM RESERVE FUND SEGREGATED. 

During the four years 1911-14 the annual Reserve 
Fund played an unusually prominent part in supple- 
menting both regular and special appropriations by 
means of Transfers, most of which are made at or near 
the close of the fiscal year. It is, of course, desirable 
to note what portions of the Reserve Fund respectively 
have been used to square up the department deficits 
and piece out, or provide for new, special appropria- 
tions, those from loans (Extraordinary) and those from 
the tax levy, etc. (Ordinary), being kept strictly separate. 
The total of the Reserve Funds for the last four years 
was $2,339,311, of which $1,928,356 was transferred. 
In the preceding four years 1907-10 their total was 
only $812,711, of which $499,326 was transferred. The 
following table shows the disposition of the ‘Transfers, 
1911-14.

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BULLETIN STATISTICS FOR 1914 COMPILED. 


Although not published as in former years, the twenty- 
two regular monthly tables belonging to the Bulletin 
were continued in manuscript during the year 1914. 
In summarizing the record, the following facts appear, 
VizZ.: 

The total number of permits issued by the Building 
Department in 1914 was 19,579, or 589 less than in 1918; 
for new buildings alone 1,724, or 35 more than in 1918. 
Of this number, 502 were for brick or other first class 
buildings and 1 222 for wooden. 

The total number of ‘ ‘Immigrant eae arrived in 
Boston from trans-Atlantic ports during the year 1914 
was 38,299 (31,965 less than in 1913), of which 62.17 
per cent. reported their destination to be Massachusetts. | 
Immigrants from South Italy made up the largest part 
of the total, viz., 11,060. 

The total number of individual cases of aid by munic- 
ipal institutions in 1914 was 88,290, or 15,564 more 
than in 1913. Of this increase, 11,887 were aided by 
Overseers of Poor, 2,726 were prisoners, and 951 patients 
in City Hospital. In addition to these individual cases, 
4,507 families, representing about 13,500 persons, were 
aided by the Overseers of the Poor, 1,018 of the families 
being mothers with one or more dependent children, in 
accordance with Chap. 763, Acts of 1913. 

According to the records of the Fire Department 
there were 4,705 fires in the year 1914, of which 1,467 
were not in buildings; only 9 buildings being totally 
destroyed and 142 others considerably damaged. Loss 
(insured), $1,320,073 on buildings, and $1,693,196 on 
contents. ‘Total loss in calendar year, $3,013,269, or 
$125,104 less than in 1913. 

The Public Library issued for home use in 1914 a total 
of 1,990,039 volumes; total volumes added during the 
year, 31,742; total volumes belonging to library in 
December, 1914, 1,098,767, or 828,061 in Central 
Library and 270,706 in branch libraries. 

The real estate transfers in 1914 numbered 9,757 
(582 less than in 1913), while the mortgages on real 
estate numbered 9,758 (343 more than in 1913), the 
aggregate value being $62,973,901. 

The records of the Police Department show a total 
of 88,933 arrests in the calendar year 1914, against 
82,500 in 1918; drunkenness the cause of 59,092 arrests, 
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or 66.4 per cent. of total number; 38.5 per cent. of all 
persons arrested were not residents of Boston. 

The maximum number of pupils attending the regular 
public day schools in the school year 1914-15 was 
109,990, as recorded on November 30, 1914 (2,561 more 
than the highest number in 1913), of which total 56,392 
were boys and 53,598 were girls. Of the said maximum 
number, 79.1 per cent. were in elementary schools. 

The total of bank clearings or exchanges in 1914, as 
recorded by the Boston Clearing House, was $7,517,- 
095,070, 2. e., a decrease of $599,118,929, or 7.38 per cent. 
from the 1913 total. 

The total value of imports in calendar year 1914 was 
$162,998,471, 2. e., an increase of $28,076,201, or 20.8 
per cent. over 1913 total; of exports, $71,961,259, 7. e., 
an increase of 1.47 per cent. over 1913 exports; total 
foreign commerce in 1914, $234,959,730, an increase of 
$29,118,373, or 14.1 per cent. over that of 1913. 


PARAGRAPH STATISTICS, 1914. 


In the annual handbook entitled ‘‘Organization of 
the City Government,” issued by the City Council, 
has appeared since 1910 a collection of the latest avail- 
able statistics of Boston, so edited and arranged in 
concise paragraphs as to furnish the maximum of infor- 
mation in the minimum of print. In this compilation 
there have been brought together for the first time a 
very large number of facts concerning the finances of 
the City, the population, elections, yearly review of 
departments, public improvements, etc., also summaries 
regarding important lines of public business other than 
municipal. 

In 1910 a beginning was made, and owing to the short 
time allowed for preparation of material, the collection 
was limited to 37 paragraphs occupying 63 pages. In 
1912 there: were 52 paragraphs occupying 12 pages. 
By 1914 the required space had increased to 18 pages 
with 61 paragraphs or subjects of information. It is 
the intention of this department to go on increasing this 
annual review in both extent and value, and to publish 
it as a separate booklet for general distribution. 


THE MUNICIPAL REGISTER FOR 1914. 


This department, by vote of the City Council on 
February 2, 1914, was authorized to prepare and have 
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printed, under the direction of the Committee on Rules, 
the Municipal Register for 1914. As usual, a document 
edition bound in heavy cardboard preceded the regular 
cloth-bound edition. 

This year’s Register contained besides the customary 
official matter, survey of the departments, commissions, 
etc., and 100 pages of financial and election tables, the 
full text of twenty City Ordinances enacted in 1912, 
1913 and 1914, a new table showing by wards the number 
of square feet of land, occupied and vacant, with assessed 
valuation per foot, etc., also six pages of Additions and 
Corrections, the whole book containing 344 pages, or 
eight more than in 1913, and 42 more than in 1910. 
Copies were ready for distribution on August 15. 


INFORMATION AND PUBLICITY WORK. 


There was a large increase in the year 1914 of letters 
of inquiry on various subjects referred by the Mayor’s 
Office to this department for reply, the method being to 
furnish that office with a memorandum of the desired 
information, the correspondence preferably conducted 
by the official addressed. 

Information, pertaining mostly to financial and popu- 
lation statistics, has frequently been supplied to depart- 
ment officials and to the public by letter and by tele- 
phone, and in the line of publicity the Secretary of this 
department devoted much time and attention to the 
management of the City’s exhibit at the Food Exposition 
in Mechanics’ Building throughout the month of Octo- 
ber. Included in that exhibit were various statistical 
charts prepared by this department, most of them 
showing by diagrams in contrasting colors the relation 
of Boston to Massachusetts, to New England and 
the United States regarding financial progress and 
resources, population, etc. 


PROPOSED MUNICIPAL YEAR—BOOK. 


The discontinuance of this department’s series of 
financial publications on account of the reduction of the 
appropriation for the year 1914-15, made a break in the 
only systemized and analyzed yearly review (since 
1893) of the City’s finances extant. This particular 
publication has held high rank among municipal docu- 
ments because of its lucid arrangement, its complete 
tabulations by five-year periods, thus affording com-

parative study, also its quarto size, the latter desirable 
for such presentations. The Professor of Political 
Science at the University of Minnesota has referred to 
it as the most valuable city document of its kind in his 
library. In the Boston High School of Commerce many 
copies have been used in class-room work. Requests 
for copies covering the financial record for 1913 and 1914 
cannot be met. Much of the material such as has been 
used in this publication can readily be arranged to 
appear in condensed form, together with other yearly 
reviews of municipal business, and the intention is to 
issue a Municipal Year-Book, combining the whole and 
thus providing a volume of more general interest. This 
work will be done when a sufficient allowance for print- 
ing is added to the appropriation.

OF THE 


STREET LAYING-OUT DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY 1, 1915. 


Boston, February 1, 1915. 
Hon. JAMES M. CURLEY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Str,— The Board of Street Commissioners presents 
the following report of the Street Laying-Out Depart- 
ment for the year ending February 1, 1915. 

Under orders for laying out, widening and extending 
streets, passed by the Board during the year, land to the 
amount of 334,625 square feet was taken for street 
purposes. Streets having a total length of 11.52 miles 
were made public ways. 

Under authority of the acts of the Legislature for the 
assessment on property of the benefit derived by it from 
the laying out and construction of highways there has 
been assessed on thirty-eight streets a total of $473,267.06. 
For benefits of sewerage works, assessments to the amount 
of $74,945.36 have been made. The total of benefits 
assessed for streets, public alleys and sewerage works 
during the year was $548,212.42. 

The Board issued one hundred fifty-three orders of 
notice of intention to lay out, widen, relocate, extend 
and discountinue streets or parts of streets, calling for 
public hearings. In the settlement of damages for 
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taking of land, etc., for various changes in the city’s 
streets, one hundred and sixteen cases were acted on. 
Claims for damages for sewers and surface drains ordered 
were settled to the number of five. Under authority of 
the act empowering the Board to apportion assessments 
on parts of a divided lot, thirty-five assessments were 
apportioned. 

Under the provisions of the act of the Legislature 
giving the Street Commissioners authority to take land 
for and order the construction of sewerage works, two 
hundred and five orders were passed.

ENGINEERING DIVISION. 


The work of the Engineering Division during the past 
year has consisted of the ae of such surveys and 
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plans as have been required by the several city depart- 
ments, and giving lines and grades of public streets for 
abutters intending to build. 

Thirty-two hundred fifteen orders were attended to 
for the Public Works Department; these consisted of 
staking out new streets for construction, giving lines 
and grades for repairs and reconstruction of old streets, 
testing lines and grades after completion of work, measur- 
ing the amount of work performed and making plans 
showing the quantities to be assessed upon the abutting 
owners. Among these orders were: 

Kighteen petitions requesting that catch-basins should 
be constructed were reported upon to the Sewer Service. 

Two hundred forty plans of streets showing proposed 
locations of future catch-basins were furnished to ‘the 
Sewer Service. 

Four hundred forty catch-basins were staked out on 
request of the Sewer Service and duplicate sketches were 
furnished showing locations of spikes, ties, ete. 

Measurements have been obtained on one hundred 
fifteen streets for the Sewer Service, for the purpose of 
making sewer assessments. 

Four hundred sixty-nine plans of proposed under- 
ground pipes, conduits, etc., were examined for the 
Sewer Service, and when necessary, locations for pro- 
posed future catch-basins were marked on plans. 

Three hundred thirty-one notices of contracts to lay 

artificial stone sidewalks on three hundred seventy-six 
streets were received, lines and grades marked, the work 
measured when completed and reported upon to the 
Paving Service. In one hundred seventy-one cases the 
Paving Service was notified that the existing edgestones 
should be reset to line and grade preparatory to the 
laying of artificial stone, and on completion of the work, 
edgestones were tested and reported upon. 
Two hundred forty-five notices of the completion 
of repairs to artificial stone sidewalks were received, 
the work measured and reported upon to the Paving 
Service. 

Seventeen notices of the completion of artificial stone 
driveways were received, the work measured and 
reported upon to the Paving Service. 

One hundred three requests for edgestone were 
received, line and grade was marked, and measurement 
of the amount of edgestone required was reported upon 
to the Paving Service. 
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Plans were made for the Paving Service showing the 
estates, owner’s names and quantities to be assessed for 
sidewalk assessments on ten streets. Eight special 
reports were made relative to estates affected by side- 
walk assessments. ; 

In two cases where claims for grade damages had been 
filed by the owners affected, examination of the property 
was made and special reports were sent to the Inspector 
of Claims, Public Works Department. 

Sidewalk grades for sixty-six streets were furnished 
engineers and architects for plans of new buildings. 

Twenty-eight miscellaneous reports were made to 
Public Works Department. 

The lines and grades of twenty-six streets, for which 
the Street Commissioners were petitioned for authority 
to open as private ways, were examined and reported 
upon. 

Estimates for grade, land and building damages and 
cost of construction on ten streets were furnished the 
Street Commissioners. 

Twenty-six estimates of the amounts of damage 
caused by changes made during construction of streets 
were made for the Street Commissioners.

One hundred and thirty plans of streets to be laid 
out, and one hundred and three estimated benefit plans 
have been made for the Board of Street Commissioners.

street, from Glendon street to East Eagle street; the 
widening of Amory street, Roxbury, from Centre street 
to Bragdon street; the widening of Seaver street, from 
Humboldt avenue to Blue Hill avenue; the laying out 
of Intervale street, Dorchester, from Normandy street 
to Columbia road; the laying out of Hill Top street, 
from Granite avenue to Hallet street; the widening of 
Oakland street, from River street to Rockdale street; 
the laying out and extension of Dunster road, West 
Roxbury, from Centre street to Pond street; the laying 
out of Parkton road, northerly from Perkins street; the 
extension of Temple street, from Ivory street to Spring 
street; establishing a building line on Washington 
street, from Forest Hills to Roslindale; and the widening 
of Faneuil street, Brighton, from Arlington street to 
Parsons street. 
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Petitions for the registration in the Land Court are 
referred to the Mayor whenever the City of Boston is an 
interested party. 

These cases are examined by the Law Department 
and the Engineering Division of the Street Laying-Out 
Department for the purpose of protecting the city’s 
interests. 

During the year two hundred thirty-five such cases 
have been investigated. 

There were one hundred fifty accident and other plans 
made for the Law Department. 

In connection with the Engineering Division there 
have been 7,998 titles examined, 6,618 deeds and 1,043 
plans copied from the Registry of Deeds.

Sir,— Complying with the Revised Ordinances of 
1908, chapter 6, section 4, I herewith submit to you the 
report of the Supply Department for the year ending 
January 31, 1915. 

This department was created by ordinance in Feb- 
ruary, 1906, for the purpose of purchasing supplies for the 
following departments: Bridge, Sanitary, Sewer, Street, 
Street Cleaning and Watering and Ferry Division. In 
June, 1913, his Honor the Mayor ordered the Park 
and Recreation Department to purchase its materials 
through the Supply Department. 

On April 23, 1908, an ordinance was passed estab- 
lishing a Supply Department. 


ORDINANCES OF 1908, CHAPTER 6, ESTABLISHING A 
SuPPLY DEPARTMENT. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Section 1. The Supply Department shall be under the 
charge of the Superintendent of Supplies, who shall, upon 
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requisition in writing, signed by the head of any department, 
supply materials, apparatus and other supplies required by such 
department, except furniture and those supplied by the Superin- 
tendent of Printing. Said superintendent shall on the fifteenth 
day of each month send to the City Auditor a detailed state- 
ment of the purchases made for each department during the 
preceding month, which statement shall be approved by the 
official in charge of the department. 

Sect. 2. Every officer in charge of a department requiring 
materials, apparatus and other supplies, except furniture and 
those supplied by the Superintendent of Printing, shall obtain 
the same of the Supermtendent of Supplies by means of a 
requisition therefor on blanks to be prepared by said superin- 
tendent. | 

Sect. 8. Said superintendent shall keep proper books of 
account, and when satisfied of the legality of any requisition 
shall at once comply with it and make proper entries on his 
book. He shall require suitable evidence that the materials 
and supplies furnished are accepted by the officer issuing the 
requisition. 

Sect. 4. Said superintendent shall in his annual report 
include a statement of the cost of all supplies furnished each 
department or officer. 

Sect. 5. Chapter two of the Revised Ordinances of eighteen 
hundred and ninety-eight is hereby amended in section one by 
inserting after the words “the Superimtendent of Streets,” 
the words “the Superintendent of Supplies.” 

Sect. 6. Chapter three of the Revised Ordinances of 
eighteen hundred and ninety-eight is hereby amended in section 
five by inserting after the words “the Superintendent of Streets, 
seventy-five hundred dollars,” the words ‘‘the Superintendent 
of Supplies, three thousand dollars.” 


Many reforms in the method of purchasing supplies 
for the city have been put into practice during the past 
year. ‘The following supplies have been advertised for 
and a year’s requirements purchased under contracts 
to be delivered when wanted: 


CoaAL. 


It has been the practice for years to buy semi-bitu- 
minous coal at different periods during the year. ‘This 
year 35,600 tons, covering a year’s supply, were adver- 
tised for and contracts awarded resulting in the saving 
of $6,500. Anthracite coal for the public buildings was 
also purchased after advertising for a year’s supply 
and a saving of $7,680 was made. 


SupPpLy DEPARTMENT. 3 


FLOUR. 


Formerly departments purchased their supply of 
flour separately. This year the flour for all city insti- 
tutions was purchased by the Supply Department and 
at one time, covering a year’s supply. By combining 
the city’s requirements and awarding a contract when 
the market was low a saving of $1,308 was made. Eight 
thousand barrels were bought and the average price per 
barrel was $4.26. 

LUMBER. 


For the first time the city purchased under contract 
a year’s supply of spruce lumber. One million square 
feet were advertised for and a price of $26.35 per 
thousand square feet for all sizes up to 20 feet long was 
obtained. The saving on this contract was $4,140. 


LEAD PIPE, ETC. 


By purchasing a year’s requirements of lead pipe, 
pig lead and pig tin a saving of $3,795 was made. 


IRON AND STEEL. 


Estimates of a year’s requirements in iron and steel, 
horseshoes and nails were obtained and a _ contract 
awarded for the entire supply to be delivered at once 
when the market was low, resulting in a saving of $1,593. 


Norra RIver FLAGGING. 


Estimates were obtained and a contract awarded for 
a year’s supply of flagging and a saving of $1,120 was 
the result. The former practice was to purchase when 
required. 
CEMENT. 
A year’s supply of cement was purchased with a 
saving of $200. 
BRICKS. 
By awarding a contract for a year’s supply of sewer 
and paving brick $946.10 was saved. 


Ter: 
In the spring of the year a contract for ice for the 
public buildings and drinking fountains was made and 
$1,507 was saved over prices formerly paid.

SOAPS. 


Estimates were obtained from all departments of 
soaps required for the ensuing year and contracts were 
awarded at prices which made a saving of $1,956 over 
the cost for the same quantities when purchased by each 
department separately. 


METAL POLISH. 


It seemed as if every department was using a different 
kind of metal polish. By standardizing this supply 
and placing it under a contract for a year $750 was 
saved. 

The following twenty-three supplies have this year 
been placed under contract for the first time: Sugar, 
cement, brick, metal polish, iron, steel, horseshoes, 
nails, auto trucks, brooms, handles, flour, uniforms, 
hats, soap, soap powder, soap chips, hose, loam, lead 
pipe, metal castings, lumber and sand.

Gift of $5,000 made to City of Boston by Thomas Minns, surviving 
executor of the will of Roperr CHartes Biiuinas, from the remainder 
of the estate distributed by him in accordance with the terms of said will 
and decrees of the Supreme Judicial Court, dated April 1, 1903, and May 
26, 1904.

POLICE CHARITABLE FUND. 


By orders of the City Council, approved July 7, 1890, the principal and 
income of the fund known as the Police Charitable Fund, consisting of 
moneys which had been earned by police officers for fees as witnesses in 
municipal and district courts of the City of Boston, were placed in charge 
of the City Treasurer as custodian. ‘The Police Commissioner expends 
the income thereof; and the amount appropriated for pensions of police, 
for the payment of pensions of members of the police force who have been 
placed on the pension roll, and, with the approval of the Mayor, for the 
relief of persons who have received an honorable discharge from the police 
force by reason of sickness, age or other disability, and who are, in con- 
sequence thereof, in necessitous circumstances; and also for the relief of 
the widows and orphans, in necessitous circumstances, of police officers 
who have died while in the service of the city or from the effects of injuries 
received in the execution of their duty. No additions have been made 
to this fund since 1890.

This fund has been created in accordance with the provisions of chapter

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The fund is for the purpose of providing annuities to teachers who 
have retired from the service of the City of Boston after having taught 
a certain length of time in the day schools of the city, and who have con- 
tributed a certain sum to the fund. 

Highteen dollars per year is deducted by the City Treasurer from the 
salaries of all teachers who entered the service of the city after the passage 
of the Act of 1900, and also from the salaries of such other teachers as 
have voluntarily elected to come within the provisions of the act. 

On January 31, 1915, two thousand seven hundred and sixty-seven were 
contributing to the fund at the rate of $18 per year. 

On January 31, 1915, two hundred and sixty-six retired teachers were 
receiving annuities of $11 per month, each having contributed $540 to 


the fund.

The force of the department consists of a sealer, ten 
deputy sealers, a chief clerk and a mechanician. 

The office and standards are located on the first floor 
of the City Hall Annex, and it is a marked improvement 
over previous locations. In presenting the annual 
report of this department for the past year I feel justi- 
fied in stating that the results accomplished have been 
gratifying, considering the variety and magnitude of 
work which comes within its scope. ‘The original object 
in the creation of the office of Sealer of Weights and 
Measures was to secure the enforcement of the law 
governing the sealing of all devices used for the pur- 
pose of weighing and measuring commodities bought 
and sold. 

For many years this was considered the all-important 
work of a sealer, but in recent times the fact has been 
recognized that the most important service of a sealer 
is to see that all devices in use are employed in an honest 
way, and that to cover this vital feature of the business 
frequent reinspections are necessary. 

While the great majority of merchants are willing to 
cooperate with this department and are doing business 
honestly, there is, as facts prove, a small minority who 
are at all times willing to take advantage of their 
opportunities to indulge in petty fraud. 

To reduce these contemptible practices to a minimum, 
I have. delegated to this important work two of my 
deputies, who follow up the work of sealing, and who 
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from time to time reaffirm the honesty or establish the 
guilt, through the incognito purchase of wares, of that 
class of business which is not above suspicion. 

During the past year legislation has been enacted 
requiring that all weights and measures used in the sale 
of drugs and medicine be annually sealed. The time and 
the labor spent in this class of work can be readily 
‘appreciated by a reference to our activities in prose- 
cuting it. 

The absolute necessity of using weights and measures 
in strict conformity to the standards in the sale of 
drugs, where the question of life or death is apt to enter, 
is of vital importance. The following is the record 
of druggists’ scales and weights tested, sealed and 
condemned: 

During the past year 13,114 prescription weights 
were tested, 2,470 of which were condemned; 2,587 
were found incorrect, 1,706 being heavy and 881 light; 
these weights were adjusted by the department to 
conform to the standards. Four hundred ninety-eight 
prescription scales were tested, 84 of which were con- 
demned or tagged for repairs, and 29 adjusted. 

The department has not relaxed its activity in pro- 
tecting the public in the purchase of coal. In this 
field great opportunity for fraud is ever prevalent and 
much work is demanded of the sealer if he would mini- 
mize such opportunities. 

During the past year 634 teams of coal have been 
reweighed while in transit. The offices of all coal 
dealers who sell to middlemen have been frequently 
visited and their sales sheets have been examined. 
The teams of small coal dealers have been followed to 
investigate the disposition of coal purchased, and through 
this method the honesty of the dealer has been estab- 
lished or his dishonesty brought to light. 

One of the present methods of selling coal is in twenty- 
five pound paper bags. As the purchase of coal in this 
manner materially adds to its cost, and as the purchasers 
are usually people of small means, the department has 
from time to time reweighed bags of coal thus sold or 
offered for sale in stores and has through such efforts 
insured just weight to those who are compelled to 
purchase coal in small quantities. 

Once again, as stated in previous reports, I desire 
to emphasize the fact that in this particular line of 
work the purchasing public has been saved a sum many 
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times the cost of the annual maintenance of this depart- 
ment. Legislation has been enacted the past year 
abolishing the licenses of coal dealers. This is, I believe, 
unwise legislation, and I would suggest that to estab- 
lish proper supervision of said dealers an ordinance 
be created requiring registration in the office of this 
department. 

In addition to the work of store inspection much 
time has been spent on street work. This embraces the 
watching of sales on the part of peddlers of ice, coal and 
produce. Asa result of this vigilance a great improve- 
ment is evident, and it is practically impossible to find 
in any section of this city to-day a hawker or peddler 
whose scales and weights are not sealed as required by 
law. 

The department has received many complaints during 
the past year, and in every case a careful investigation 
has been made. In some instances complaints are 
made at a time when it is too late to obtain evidence. 
I have advised in all cases where the honesty of a 
vendor is in question that the party offended should not 
enter into controversy or argument with the offending 
party, but take the matter up immediately with this 
department. 

To carry out the obligations imposed, and to afford 
to all citizens of this metropolitan city that measure of 
protection to which they are justly entitled, I have 
classified the work performed into three branches: 

First.— That termed outside work, from which all 
our revenue is derived. 

Second.— Inside work, from which no revenue is 
received. | 

Third.— Work which embraces the investigation of 
complaints received at the office; the supervision of 
street hawkers and peddlers; the reweighing of coal, 
to verify the amount specified on the certificate in pos- 
session of the man in charge of the load, and, in general, 
obtaining all information incidental to the sale of this 
necessity; reinspection of work previously performed 
by outside deputies; also the calibration of all types 
of scales and weights of precision used in the sale of 
drugs, medicines and costly gems. ‘To accomplish this 
I have divided the city into six districts, and have 
designated individual deputies to perform the work 
in the respective districts to which they are assigned. 
Five of these deputies are supplied with a horse and 
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team each and all necessary equipments, while the 
other deputy, whose work includes the testing and 
sealing of scales of large capacity, known as railroad 
and team scales, which are used in the sale of coal, 
ice, hay and other commodities, is furnished with an 
auto truck of two tons capacity and all necessary 
appliances. 

Owing to the fact that a large amount of the annual 
work performed is brought to the office, I have found it 
necessary to retain two of my deputies for service in 
the department, who are kept constantly employed 
in the work of testing and sealing. 

The work assigned to the remaining two deputies 
is more in the nature of police work, embracing the inves- 
tigation of all complaints, the detection of fraud, the 
reweighing of coal, the inspection of devices used by 
hawkers and peddlers, the reinspection of work pre- 
viously done, the testing and sealing of all weights and 
measures used in the sale of drugs and medicines, and 
they are also the chief prosecutors in court where 
violations are found. 

The mechanician acts in the capacity of chauffeur 
to the deputy in charge of the auto truck and is also 
an expert assistant in the testing and sealing of railroad 
scales of large capacity. 

The records of the department are kept by the chief 
clerk, whose efficiency was highly complimented by the 
expert accountant who recently examined the books 
of the department. 

Since the introduction by the department of a thor- 
ough and systematic line of inspections and reinspec- 
tions, the lack of which in previous years had been its 
predominating weakness, a vast improvement has been 
manifested and warrants the assertion that the time 
expended has proved of immeasurable benefit to the 
general public. 

The work carried on by this department during the 
past few years in eliminating types of scales and measur- 
ing devices faulty in construction has produced excel- 
lent results. Approximately 1,500 scales of this type 
have been confiscated and destroyed, and the manu- 
facturers of weighing and measuring devices are now 
sending to the Boston district scales and measures of the 
highest type of construction. 

Since February, 1914, in addition to the work of annu- 
ally sealing the weights, measures, scales and balances 
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in use among the tradesmen of the city, the department 
has made 6,319 inspections covering the sale of various 
commodities. The results of these inspections have in 
some cases warranted prosecutions. 

The institution of a system of try-outs, in which 
purchases have been made by deputies from time to 
time in different stores, has had a salutary influence 
and created a wholesome respect for the department’s 
vigilance. 

The examination of orders containing meats and 
groceries put up for delivery, with bills attached, has 
eliminated to a great extent inaccuracies due to care- 
lessness or intent. 

The question of supervision over the vast number of 
berry baskets which find their way into this market 
from the South is a problem which has been happily 
solved to a large extent by the commission merchants 
who act as dispersers of this commodity. Previous to 
the opening of the berry season samples of the berry 
boxes are sent by the Southern shippers of berries to 
this office to test their accuracy with the Massachusetts 
standard, and the decision of the department is lived up 
to in subsequent shipments of boxes of berries to this 
market. 

If under the right the City Council has (chapter 39, 
section 5, Revised Ordinances) to erect and furnish with 
weights public scales for the weighing of hay and other 
articles there was established in certain outlying sec- 
tions of the city scales as heretofore described, much 
time would be saved and better protection would be 
afforded the purchasers of these commodities. 

I offer this suggestion owing to our experiences in 
reweilghing coal upon the request of purchasers, which 
often leads to the loss of much valuable time, neces- 
sitating in some instances a long haul to a scale of 
sufficient capacity on which to do the weighing. 

I have also considered the suggestion of his Honor 
the Mayor as to the necessity of heads of departments 
studying the details and wants of their departments 
to the end that economy would be practised without 
impairing efficiency, and after a careful analysis I have 
come to the conclusion, and have recommended accord- 
ingly, that five light auto trucks be installed to take the 
place of horses and wagons now used in this department. 
If this change could be made it would result in an 
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approximate saving of over $1,200 per annum and 
would greatly facilitate the work of the department. 

In the recodification of laws relative to weights and 
measures authorized by the Legislature of 1913 pro- 
visions were made for the abolition or increase of fees 
now charged. This department is strongly opposed 
to the abolition of fees and is firmly convinced that an 
increase is justifiable. Under the present schedule of 
prices the earnings of the department from February 1, 
1914, to February 1, 1915, amounted to $9,046.83, 
which sum would be substantially increased if the 
suggested schedule of fees became a law. 

While satisfied that the majority of merchants are 
honest and willing to cooperate with this department 
in its efforts to minimize deceit and fraud, especially 
in the sale of those articles recognized as the necessities 
of life, the activity of this department, as expressed 
in the summary of the work it has performed, has brought 
about a conviction in the minds of all classes of trades- 
people that accuracy in weights and measures must 
prevail, and that willful violations of laws created to 
protect the public in a fight where the unscrupulous 
have all the advantage will surely be followed by court 
proceedings. 

The following are some of the activities of the depart- 
ment during the past year: 

The total number of test reweighings of. articles 
offered for sale amounted to 6,319, and included the 
following wide variety of effort: 634 coal teams were 
intercepted and their loads reweighed in transit; there 
were 539 reweighings of coal sold in quantities of less 
than 100 pounds; 502 peddlers and hawkers were held 
up and their weights, scales and measures examined; 
50 ice teams have been examined to assure the depart- 
ment that they were living up to the requirements of 
law; 211 bakeries were inspected to ascertain the weight 
of bread offered for sale; 373 boxes of confectionery and 
268 containers of lard and butter, sold in pails and 
boxes, were reweighed; there were 426 reweighings of 
bags of flour, 380 packages of potatoes, 568 packages 
of sugar, 432 packages of beans, 398 packages of tea 
and coffee, 48 bags of charcoal and 10 of cotton cloth; 
16 barrels used for the sale of beer or ale were measured 
and 1,371 inspections were made in stores subsequent 
to previous sealing. 
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The total number of cases prosecuted was 79, and the 
fines resulting from these prosecutions ‘amounted to 
$870. 

The approach of warm weather makes it pertinent 
that this department should urge the purchasers of ice 
to buy this commodity by specific weight and not in 
quantities expressed only in terms measured by money. 
If this method is adopted by housekeepers it will elim- 
inate the practice of fraud, and in cases of complaint 
will enable the department to prosecute the offending 
parties. 

In closing this report the sealer wishes to thank all 
- public-spirited citizens for their cooperation, and to 
publicly acknowledge the fidelity of his subordinates, 
whose loyalty and industry are largely responsible for 
the success of his efforts to protect the public from the 
meanest kind of imposition and bring about conditions 
which are of inestimable value to the people who dwell 
in this great city.

Str,— I herewith submit report showing the appro- 
priation and expenditures of the Wire Department and 
the work performed from February 1, 1914, to January 
31, 1915, inclusive. 

The underground district for 1915 has been pre- 
scribed as provided for in chapter 364 of the Acts of 
1911, the main streets, avenues or highways or parts 
thereof prescribed being as follows: 


East Boston. 
Bennington street, from Central square to Day square (east 


side). 
RoxBurRry. 


Massachusetts avenue, from New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad to Edward Everett square. 
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BRIGHTON. 


Commonwealth avenue, from Warren street to Chestnut 
Hill avenue. 


DORCHESTER. 


Blue Hill avenue, southerly from Floyd street to a point on 
Blue Hill avenue 100 feet south of Hazleton street. 


Making a total distance of three miles, as provided 
by law. 
Side streets, avenues or highways, or parts thereof:

Shawmut avenue, from Dover street southerly to a point 
one-half mile distant.

As may be seen by same, increases are shown in the 
number of notifications received, number of inspections 
made and general work of the department. 

Decreases are shown in the number of fires and acci- 
dents due to electrical causes. 

In so far as practicable, inspections have been made of 
old electrical installations, particular attention being 
given to the electrical equipments of theaters, hotels, 
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department stores, and other buildings where the life 
hazard is of even greater importance than the hazard 
to property. 

No fires occurred during the year due to wiring or 
apparatus approved by the department, and insurance 
losses by fires due directly or indirectly to electrical 
causes were small, the total insurance loss as a result of 
so-called electrical fires being but $4,179.03.

In order to provide distribution facilities from the 
underground conduits of the 1914 district, five (5) 
terminal pole locations have been granted as provided 
in chapter 347, Acts of 1908; of these three (3) were 
granted to the New England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, and two (2) to the Edison Electric [llumina- 
ting Company, in the following locations:

As usual, in the selection of new pole locations, our 
engineers have accompanied the engineers of the various 
companies for the purpose of passing on such locations. 
Sketches are made of the locations agreed upon, which 
are kept on file in this office for comparison with plans 
filed later when application is made to the Board of 
Street Commissioners for permission to set the poles. 

In addition to the poles set on the public streets and 
avenues, as shown in the table printed elsewhere, a 
large number of poles have been set in private or unac- 
cepted streets, and in the rear of house lots, which poles 
were also inspected by this department. 

The work of inspecting and testing poles standing in 
the city has been continued. Poles found to be leaning 
or in process of decay were reported to the companies 
owning same, and where conditions warranted it poles 
were condemned. 

During the past year the inspectors of this division 
reported two hundred and thirty (230) poles decayed 
at base and sixty-two (62) poles leaning, or a total of 
two hundred and ninety-two (292) poles which were 
replaced by new poles or reset by the various companies 
at the request of the Wire Department. Sixty-six 
(66) abandoned poles were also reported by the inspectors 
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of this division which were removed by the various com- 
panies at the request of this department.

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INTERIOR DIVISION. 


The demand for electricity for light, heat and power 
purposes shows a natural increase to be expected from 
year to year and has necessitated changes and additions 
to generating and distribution systems of the public 
service corporations supplying electricity from power 
houses or stations in this city. 

Following are noted the more important changes or 
additions made: 

The Edison Electric Illuminating Company at their 
fourth station, L street, South Boston, completed the 
installation of the 15,000-kilowatt, 6,900-volt turbine 
generator which was noted in last year’s report as under 
process of installation. ‘The installation of this piece 
of apparatus brings the capacity of the L street station 
to a total of 105,000 kilowatts. 

At the fifth station, Canton street, one 2,250 kilowatt 
60-cycle rotary converter, transforming from 13,800 
volts alternating current to 250 volts direct current, 
has been installed. 

At the seventh station, Scotia street, one 2,250 
kilowatt, 60-cycle rotary transformer, transforming 
from 13,800 volts alternating current to 250 volts direct 
current, has been installed. 

The thirty-eighth station, Stuart street, has been 
completed during the year, the station equipment now 
comprising two 1,000-kilowatt, 60-cycle 13,200-volt 
alternating current to 250-volt direct current generators, 
seven 75-light series mercury arc rectifiers for street 
lighting purposes and one 1,340-kilowatt storage bat- 
tery at the hour rate. 

At the thirtieth station, Salem and Prince streets, 
there have been installed one 75-light series mercury 
are rectifier for street lighting purposes, three 100- 
kilowatt 6,900-volt to 2,400-volt step-down transformers 
for use in connection with service in the Charlestown 
section of the city. 

At the 6-1 station, Pittsburgh street, there has been 
installed one 1,340-kilowatt storage battery at the hour 
rate.

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At the second station, Hawkins street, there has been 
installed one 1,340-kilowatt storage battery at the hour 
rate. 

At the eighth station, Central square, East Boston, 
there has been installed one 150-kilowatt motor genera- 
tor set for street lighting purposes. 

During the year there have been transmission lines 
installed as follows: 

Two new 13,800-volt 4—0, 3-conductor transmission 
lines to Canton and Stuart street stations. 

There have been installed seven new series arc circuits, 
one new primary distributing circuit, and twelve direct 
current low potential feeders. 

The company has added three new buildings at their 
service building property on Massachusetts avenue, 
completing installation as designed. . 

The Boston Elevated Railway Company have installed 
at their South Boston power house no additional elec- 
trical units, but have installed four 600 horse power 
boilers to supplement their steam generating capacity. 

They have also, in conjunction with the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company, installed at the L 
street station of the latter company a frequency changer 
set which is connected up with the bus of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company station. This set has a 
rating of 9,000 kilowatts and is so arranged that they 
may take power from the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company, or may supply power to the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company from their own plant. This 
installation was ready for service January 1, 1915. 

At their Dorchester power station they have added 
one 1,000-kilowatt rotary converter and one 2,000-watt 
rotary converter. 

At their Harvard power station they have installed 
one 2,000-kilowatt rotary converter. 

At the Coolidge substation an additional unit of 
2,000 kilowatts capacity has been installed. 

At the Egleston substation there has been added one 
2,000-kilowatt rotary converter, making total capacity 
of this station 8,000 kilowatts. 

At the Washington Village substation two 2,000-kilo- 
watt rotary converters have been installed and put in 
operation. This is a new substation built to comply 
with the increased demands of that section and also 
to provide for future needs in connection with the new 
Dorchester tunnel. 
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Extensive changes have been made in the system of the 
New England Telephone and Telegraph Company, the 
most important being in connection with their new Back 
Bay central office on Belvidere street and their new 
Roxbury central office on Waverly street. 

Both of these offices are equipped with the latest type 
of apparatus and are designed not only to take care of 
service demands of their respective sections of the city 
at the present time, but also to take care of anticipated 
demands in the future for some time to come. 

The new Back Bay central office not only takes care of 
the subscribers formerly connected to the old Back Bay 
central office, but also takes care of about two-thirds of 
the subscribers formerly connected to the old Tremont 
central office, that portion of same not connected to the 
Back Bay office being cut over into Oxford central 
office. 

In the operation of cutting over into the new office, 
which was done on the evening of June 27, 1914, 1,768 
trunks were involved, 889 of which were outgoing 
trunks and 879 incoming trunks. Just before the cut 
over there were about 14,000 stations connected to the 
old Back Bay central office, 5,400 lines being necessary 
to handle the traffic. Connected to the new Back Bay 
central office there are about 17,000 stations, necessita- 
ting 6,900 lines to handle the traffic. This new office, in 
traffic, is second in size and capacity only to the Main 
central office of the company in this city. 

The new Roxbury central office, which was put into 
operation on the night of May 16, has a total of 760 
direct trunk lines connecting the office with 32 other 
central offices in the metropolitan division. The switch 
board has a capacity of 10,500 subscribers and 1,200 
outgoing trunk multiple lines. 

The provisions of chapter 450 of the Acts of 1904 
relating to the inspections of theaters and halls have 
been carefully carried out in so far as the duties of the 
department are concerned, and in compliance with this 
law inspections to the number of 1,316 have been made 
during the year. When these inspections were made 
tests were also made to ascertain the insulation resistance 
from ground of installations, and when same was found 
to be less than the demands of safety, further tests were 
made for the purpose of locating faults, and when 
located the defective portions of installation were then 
cut out of service until necessary repairs had been made. 
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In addition to the inspections required by act above 
referred to, weekly inspections were made at the various 
theaters and places of amusements of the electrical 
equipments of the traveling theatrical companies and 
shows fulfilling engagements, also of such temporary 
work as might have been installed by or under the 
authority of the proprietors or managers of the premises. 

Inspection of old electrical equipments has been car- 
ried on in so far as was practicable with the force of 
inspectors available. 

Buildings such as hotels, department stores, etc., 
have been given preference on account of the life hazard 
in connection with possible fires at such premises. 

The provisions of chapter 571 of the Acts of 1910 were 
carried out in so far as the department was concerned, 
a fee of 50 cents having been charged for each permit 
for the turning of current on new interior wiring for 
light, heat or power purposes. 

The number of permits issued for the year ending 
January 31, 1915, was 11,908, showing an increase of 
2,613 over the number of permits for the year previous. 

All fires and accidents due or supposed to be due to 
electrical causes have been carefully investigated and 
reported upon by this department. The records for 
the year of fires or accidents to property due to elec- 
tricity show but seventy-one as compared with eighty- 
three for the year previous, or a decrease in number 
of over 14 per cent. The number of accidents to 
persons, including both fatal and nonfatal, due to elec- 
tricity, was sixteen, while the number for the year 
previous was twenty-three, this year’s records thus 
showing a decrease in number of accidents of over 30 
per cent. The number of fatal accidents, however, was 
in excess of those occurring in the year ending January 
31, 1914, there being but one fatal accident during said 
year. During this year there were four fatal accidents, 
all of which, as well as four of the nonfatal accidents, 
being due to the same trouble and occurring at the same 
time. Of the nonfatal accidents, five were serious and 
were the results, in three cases, of contacts with so- 
called 13,000-volt circuits, one with 6,900-volt and one 
with 2,200-volt circuits, while the other nonfatal acci- 
dents were in connection with wires or apparatus on 
so-called low potential systems. 

Of the fires within buildings, the causes of which were 
investigated by the department, there were twenty- 
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seven that were determined to have been due wholly or 
in part to electrical causes. 

The total insurance losses for these twenty-seven fires 
were $4,179.03. 

The losses were divided as follows: 

One thousand seven dollars for a fire caused by an 
overheated flatiron, which was improperly and illegally 
connected to lamp socket, the iron being left with current 
on, standing on a wooden table, when the premises were 
closed for the night; four fires resulting from burn-outs 
of underground service cables entering basements of 
buildings caused losses respectively of $565, $380, 
$69.10 and $65.51; fire caused by gas from an uncapped 
gas pipe between partition walls, which pipe had gas 
turned on same shortly before explosion and fire, being 
ignited by an electric spark caused by a defectively 
taped fixture wire joint being brought in contact with 
gas pipe by vibrations due to a passing train, with a 
resulting loss of $461.55; fire caused by a short circuit 
due to an oil can coming in contact with terminals of a 
6-volt starting motor of an automobile, with loss of 
$315.41; fire due to sparks and hot metal igniting oil 
on floor of elevator penthouse, fire which was slight 
extinguished by overhead sprinklers, causing loss, mainly 
water damage, of $459.07; fire due to breakdown of 
insulation of wires in wood molding as a result of 
water leaking from refrigerator on floor above, causing 
loss of $167.21; fire due to breakdown in insulation 
of lighting cable to elevated car, causing loss of 
$218.38; fire due to breakdown in insulation of branch 
circuit where it passed through floor, causing loss of 
$194; fire due to breakdown of insulation of 0000 
B. & 8. gauge mains at point where they left conduit and 
entered cut-out cabinet, causing loss of $186; and a fire 
due to a wire at motor rheostat being shoved back of 
binding post for the purpose of maintaining service, the 
binding screw having become lost, vibration resulting 
in arcing and fire, loss $90.80.

FIRES AND MISCELLANEOUS TROUBLES DUE TO ELEC— 
TRICITY, FEBRUARY 1, 1914, To JANUARY 31, 1915. 


February 4, 56 Brighton avenue. 


In changing over 


electric service from overhead to underground, con- 
nections were wrongly made in street, neutral wire 
entering building being connected to one of the outside 
wires in street, result being that current entered over 
neutral wire, passing over ground wire to water service, 
overheating ground wire and burning insulation off of 
same. Circuit was opened by ground wire burning off. 
No other damage. 

February 16, 1.45 p. m., junction of Pearl and High 
streets, city proper. Manhole explosion. Gas in man- 
hole ignited, probably as a result of burn-out which 
occurred in underground mains in the immediate 
vicinity of same. Manhole cover rose between horse 
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and sleigh to which he was attached and which was 
passing over manhole at the time. Shaft of sleigh was 
broken and driver was thrown or fell out into the snow, 
apparently receiving no injuries. 

February 18, a. m., Ulysses 8. Grant Grammar School, 
Paris street, Hast Boston. Members of Fire Depart- 
ment needlessly called on account of the overheating 
of the solenoid coil of a remote control switch, push 
button designed to operate said switch being thought- 
lessly held in, permitting current to flow continuously 
through coil of solenoid until same overheated and 
smoked. No fire, and no possibility of fire, as coil was 
so installed in fireproof cabinet that no damage could 
extend beyond same. 

February 19, 9.10 a. m., Box 65, 242-246 Albany 
street. Current from 22 horse power motor grounded 
to a bolt which held bed piece of a steam engine in 
position, and with which it was in electric connection, 
arcing occurring around head of bolt, and woodwork 
being ignited thereby. Damage which was slight was 
confined to woodwork of floor and side of room on coal 
hoisting tower in which motor was located. 

February 19, 8.45 p. m., opposite No. 15 Rochester 
street. Explosion in manhole. No electrical trouble in 
same. An accumulation of gas in manhole and gas 
which passed through conduit and up pole supporting 
a street arc lamp was ignited when patrolman who had 
gone up pole to attend to lamp threw switch controlling 
same, slight are when switch was thrown igniting gas, 
flame passing back into and causing explosion of gas in 
manhole. Cover lifted a few inches above hole. No 
damage. 

March 1, 8.33 p. m., Box 187, L and East Ninth 
streets, South Boston. Wire of street lighting are cir- 
cuit came in contract with the ring wiring of the tele- 
phone company, with consequent arcing and flashing 
and burning off of telephone wires. No damage except 
to wires. 

March 1, 17 Westminster street, Hyde Park. Fire 
Department called on still alarm on account of the 
burning out of a fire alarm tapper forming part of city 
fire alarm circuit, due to a cross outside of building, 
between fire alarm circuit and high potential wire. 
No damage except to tapper. 

March 2, 6.45 p. m., Boylston street, corner Burr 
street, Jamaica Plain. Report of letter box on street 
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lighting arc lamp pole as being electrically charged. 
Same was found to be due to breakdown in insulation 
of lamp outfit during a severe rainstorm, which was in 
progress at the time. Pole was a wooden pole but was 
recently installed; same was green and thoroughly wet 
by rain. Shocks which could be received by coming 
in contact with metal box were very slight and harmless. 

March 2, about 7.20 a. m., 24 Bromfield street. 
Burn-out in 100,000 c. m. underground service cable 
entering basement of building. No damage except to 
cable. 

March 4, 2.40 p. m., entrance to subway, corner 
Tremont street and Shawmut avenue. Fire consisted 
of the burning of insulation (for 5 or 6 feet) of five cables, 
three of which were trolley feeders and two of which 
were main feeders, also burning of wooden trough over 
trolley wire at point where breakdown in insulation of 
cables occurred. With the exception of destruction of 
trough for 5 or 6 feet in length, no damage except to 
cables. ‘Trouble due to breakdown in insulation of one 
of the cables, current grounding to ironwork of subway, 
trouble being communicated to adjacent cables. 

March 5, 9 p. m., 5-7 Appleton street. Burn-out 
of windings of a 15 horse power elevator motor located 
in basement, used to operate freight elevator, breakdown 
in insulation being evidently due to the bursting of 
water pipe above motor. 

March 10, 5.15 a. m., Box 461. Fire in elevated car 
in Sullivan Square Yard of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company. Car not in service at the time, but current 
left on heater circuit on account of the temperature of 
the night. Fire due to electrical trouble in one of the 
electric heaters of car. 

March 18, 4.10 p. m., Atlantic avenue, elevated 
structure near Pearl street. Reported electric fire 
found to be due to a signal cable crossed and in con- 
tact with feed cables, a breakdown in insulation of 
cables occurring as a result of chafing at points of 
contact; signal cable becoming overcharged, burning off, 
and insulation on same taking fire. Damage confined 
to signal cable and interruption of service. 

April 5, 401 Marlborough street, 8.25 p. m. Fire 
Department called for a slight fire in closet off hallway, 
second floor. Same apparently due to breakdown in 
insulation of circuit of No. 14 B. & §S. gage wires, just 
beneath floor boards which they passed through.

Actual damage by fire small, though plastering and floor- 
ing was necessarily torn away to get at same. Insurance 
loss, $194. 

April 16, 12.38 p. m., 195 Bay State road. Fire 
Department called on still alarm for shght fire in space 
between front basement wall and wood sheathing, same 
being due to breakdown in insulation of 100,000 c. m., 
underground service cables terminating in service cut-out 
and switch within building, but not in use. On April 
15, at 4.59 a. m., the Fire Department was called on 
account of a fire in space back of sheathing above 
referred to, and a few feet from service cable which 
burned out on the sixteenth. ‘This fire was slight and 
a few feet from service cable. It is possible that this 
fire which apparently was not due in any way to elec- 
trical causes resulted in sufficient injury to service 
cable to explain breaking down of insulation of same 
the following day. 

April 17, at 12.56 p. m., 34 Howard street, Howard 
Atheneum. Fire Department called on still alarm for 
a slight fire in moving picture booth, caused by an 
employee, with two reels of moving picture films, each 
reel inclosed in a metal box (as required), attempting to 
operate a jackknife switch, the metal box of one of the 
reels coming in contact with live parts of switch and 
causing short circuit which melted holes in the box and 
set film on fire. Damage confined to destruction of one 
film, about 1,000 feet in length, and the wetting down of 
booth by the use of chemicals to extinguish fire. 

April 22, about 11.16 a. m., opposite 103 Beach 
street. Fire Department called on still alarm for a 
slight fire on elevated structure at location referred to. 
Same was due to a piece of hay wire being thrown or in 
some other manner coming upon elevated structure 
and making simultaneous contacts with live third rail 
and grounded structure, wire being burned off as a 
result of short circuit, and woodwork in the immediate 
vicinity of where short circuit occurred being somewhat 
smoked and slightly burned. No other damage.

May 12, No. 1 Court street. Breakdown occurred in 
insulation of 2-wire branch lighting circuit, wires of 
which were installed in wooden molding. Breakdown 
of insulation of wires due to dampness, with resulting 
leakage of current between two wires of opposite polar- 
ity, wood molding being ignited, sparks from same 
falling on lady’s coat and umbrella and setting fire to 
same. No other damage. 

May 20, 10.42 a. m., Box 67, 865 Washington street. 
Burn-out of underground service. Insurance loss, $69.10. 

May 26, Box 276, 7 Edgewood street, Roxbury. 
Fire originated and confined to a Lozier automobile, 
caused by metal oil can coming in contact with terminals 
of a ;s horse power 6-volt 10-ampere starting motor. 
Short circuit resulting ignited gasolene vapor and oil 
and set fire to car. Insurance loss, $315.41. 

May 29, south end of the north bound track of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company at the North 
Station. A wire mesh was being put in position at this 
location to prevent persons from climbing up on to the 
elevated structure, a man having been recently injured 
there by so doing. Mesh made contact with the contact 
shoe of a passing train, and as mesh was at the same 
time in contact with grounded structure, short circuit 
resulted, hot particles of metal dropping into waste 
paper and rubbish beneath, igniting same. Extinguished 
by employees of the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany. Slight damage. 

June 5, about 8 p. m., Miller street, at Main street, 
Charlestown. Ladder 9 called on still alarm on account 
of breakdown in insulation of series are lighting wires

July 6, 18 Dock square, 4.46 a.m. Fire Department 
called on account of burn-out of underground service 
cable entering basement of building. Insurance loss, 
$565. 

July 14, 1.30 p. m., Box 51, 5380 Atlantic avenue. 
Breakdown in insulation of No. 0000 capacity mains 
occurred at point where they left conduit and entered 
cut-out cabinet. Insurance loss, $186. 

July 16, 11.39 a. m., Box 1332, junction of Court and 
Hanover streets. Burn-out occurred in 1,000,000 c. m. 
capacity underground feeder of the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company at point where it entered junc- 
tion box at location referred to. Damage confined 
to junction box and slight burning and charring of 
planking forming temporary roadway over new subway. 

July 24, 6 p. m., 11 Franklin street, Brighton. Fire 
Department called on still alarm for explosion and fire 
due to gas between partition walls from an uncapped gas 
pipe being ignited by an electric spark, spark being 
caused by defectively insulated wire joint at wall 
bracket outlet being brought in contact with gas pipe 
by vibrations due to passing train. Gas pipe which 
had not been in use for a long time had gas turned on 
same when gas heater was attached to an outlet from 
same pipe shortly before explosion. Insurance loss, 
$461.55. 

July 29, 36 Ferdinand street. Burn-out in under- 
ground service cable of the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company entering building in question occurred just 
outside of building, same being caused by workman 
driving point of a pick into cable. No damage except 
to cable. 

July 27, about 6.40 a. m., Central and India streets. 
Explosion in catch box of the Edison Electric Ilumina- 
ting Company preceded by a short circuit in said box. 
Several windows in adjacent building broken, and a 
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horse slightly injured by flying material. Damage 
otherwise confined to catch box. 

July 31, 2.58 a. m., junction of Hanover and Court 
streets. Fire Department called on still alarm on 
account of burn-out of temporary underground cables 
of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company at point 
where they entered catch box at location referred to. 
Cables temporary on account of subway construction 
in process. No damage except to the four cables, each 
of 350,000 c. m. capacity, and slight burning and charring 
of temporary stringers and planking of roadway. 

August 8, about 10 p. m., Atlantic avenue, near 
India Wharf. Ladder 8 and Engine 25 called on still 
alarm on account of burn-out in an underground 
200,000 c. m. main of the Edison Electric [luminating 
Company. No damage except to main. 

August 6, about 12.48 p. m., 55 Charles street. 
Burn-out of underground service cable entering base- 
ment of building. No damage except to cable. 

August 8, 7.14 a. m., Box 159. Castle Island Bridge 
ignited as a result of breakdown in insulation of wires 
at base of pole supporting city series arc lamp. Arcing 
where breakdown occurred ignited insulation of wire 
and base of pole. Fire communicated to bridge causing 
damage necessitating the replacing of about 30 square 
feet of planking. 

August 17, 2.45 a. m., 107 Court street. Fire in 
house on roof containing motor and fan operated by 
same for ventilating kitchen of premises. Insulation 
of mains broke down from grease deposits, with result- 
ing arcing and fire. Damage confined to ventilating 
installation. 

August 20, about 2 p. m., corner Causeway and Haver- 
hill streets. Fire and explosion in catch box. Burn-out 
occurred in one of the stubs entering box, followed by 
the explosion, which blew off cover, same being broken 
as a result of the explosion. 

September 1, about 8 a. m., 29 John street. Burn-out 
in underground electric service cable entering building. 
No damage except to cable. 

September 2, about 3.30 p. m., 48 South Market street. 
Owing to dampness, insulation of branch circuit wire 
broke down at point where it was fastened to porcelain 
knob. Arcing occurred between wire and screw head 
fastening porcelain knob in position, insulation of wire 
being burned for a few inches. No other damage. 
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September 16, 5.50 a. m., corner Boylston and Arling- 
ton streets. Pole carrying street lighting are lamp 
ignited as a result of breakdown of insulation of con- 
ductors feeding said lamp, breakdown occurring near 
where gooseneck was connected to top of pole. Pole 
burned sufficiently to permit gooseneck and lamp to 
fall to ground. No other damage. 

October 3, about 10 a. m., 5 Sears street. Members 
of Fire Department called on still alarm on account of 
slight fire due to sparks and hot metal falling from a 
control switch in elevator pent house on roof, igniting 
oil, etc., on floor of same.

October 6, 7.34 p. m., West Boston Bridge. Burn-out 
of feed cables in manhole of the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company, flame from same igniting wooden guard 
rail protecting the third rail, damaging about 50 feet 
of same. Damage confined to cables, guard rail, and 
delay to traffic. 

October 10, 10.30 p. m., 256 Commercial street. 
Burn-out of underground service cable, damage being 
confined to cable and the cutting away of floor and 
sheathing for a few feet where cable entered. Fire 
Department called on still alarm. 

October 17, opposite 36 Fremont street, Matta- 
pan. ‘Tree fire, due to high potential wire coming in 
contact with limb of tree. No damage other than to 
limb of tree. 

October 17, Granite Avenue Bridge, Dorchester. 
Breakdown in insulation occurred on primary cable of 
the Edison Electric Hluminating Company just above 
where overhead construction connected with lead cables 
which ran beneath and across channel. No damage : 
except to wires and slight charring of pole. 

October 19, opposite 19 Monument street, Charles- 
town. Slight tree fire due to secondary wire being in 
contact with limb of tree. 

October 19, opposite 1154 Adams street, Dorchester. 
Slight tree fire due to tree insulator pulling out from 
tree and permitting high potential wire to come in 
contact with limb of tree. 

October 26, 2.32 a. m., City Prison, Somerset street. 
Chemical 1 called on still alarm on account of arcing 
and flashing at hanger board at entrance to prison yard.

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Trouble due to a loose connection at hanger board. 
No damage except to hanger board in question. 

November 4, 25 Temple place, at about 7.29 a. m. 
Fire Department called on still alarm. Fire discovered 
in Room 48. <A 5.2—-ampere 110-volt flat iron had been 
improperly and illegally attached to lamp socket and 
had been left standing on a wooden top table with 
current on when premises were closed for the night. 
Iron burned through wooden table and dropped to the 
floor, igniting same and also igniting dress goods and 
paper stored in the vicinity.

Fire extinguished by sprinkler head 
immediately above. Insurance loss, $90.80. 

November 19, about 5 p. m., 308 East Eighth street, 
South Boston. High potential wire in swinging contact 
with metal work on face of building, with resulting arc- 
ing and flashing. Damage slight. 

November 24, 7.25 p. m., 65 Mt. Vernon street. 
Members of Fire Department called on account of 
short circuit in elevator cable feeding one light in car. 
Fire was communicated to floor of car. Insurance 
loss, $218.38. 

November 25, 9 p. m., 22 Mt. Vernon street. Defec- 
tive operation of an automatic rheostat permitted 
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portion of rheostat to remain in circuit, same becoming 
overheated but causing no fire. Fire Department 
called as a precautionary measure. 

December 4, Warren avenue, opposite entrance to 
high school. Lamp pole fire due to breakdown in 
insulation of wires feeding street arc lamp on pole 
referred to. Damage confined to wires, gooseneck 
and lamp. Members of Engine 22 called on still 
alarm. 

December 6, 6.44 a. m., temporary passageway of 
subway, between Devonshire street and Scollay square. 
The breaking of a wire entering socket of one of a series 
of five lamps feeding from 550-volt circuit resulted 
in arcing where wire broke, igniting insulation of wire 
for a few inches and slightly charring surrounding 
woodwork. Lights were temporary while work was 
in progress. Fire Department called on still alarm. 

December 7, 8.50 p. m., 141 Tremont street. Loose 
connection at time clock switch, with resulting arcing, 
setting fire to wire insulation and to paper boxes and 
woodwork nearby. Damage slight. 

December 11, 7.39 a. m., Box 1233, corner Salem 
and Charter streets. Burn-out in 4-0 underground 
mains entering manhole at above location, burn-out 
being followed by a slight explosion in manhole. No 
damage except to cables and conduit for a distance of 
4 or 5 feet. 

December 26, 1 p. m., Box 1281, 24 Doane street. 
Burn-out occurred in armature of a 5 horse power 
220-volt motor. No damage except to armature. 

December 28, near junction of Dudley and Washing- 
ton streets. Wire mesh or netting beneath overhead 
elevated structure became detached and came in con- 
tact with live third rail, sparks and hot metal as a 
result of short circuit thus caused falling on awning 
at 2491 Washington street, burning a hole in and 
scorching same. 

January 4, 1915, 4.40 a. m., Box 1211, 217 Endicott 
street. Burn-out of 100,000 c. m. cable service of the 
Edison Electric Lluminating Company entering build- 
ing. Insurance loss, $380. 

January 8, 4.15 p. m., 60 North Market street. 
Slight fire due to breakdown of insulation of mains 
in iron conduit, conduit becoming sufficiently heated 
to set fire to surrounding woodwork. Fire Depart- 
ment called on still alarm. 
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January 8, 8.12 p. m., Box 771, 1219 Washington 
street. Burn-out occurred in underground service cable 
of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, capacity 
100,000 c. m., same occurring just outside of foundation 
wall. Smoke and flame passed through service pipe, 
burning and charring board upon which service switch 
and cut-out were mounted. Damage confined to serv- 
ice, service board referred to and necessary damage 
caused by firemen entering building. Insurance loss, 
$65.51. 

January 13, James A. McDonald School, Polk street, 
Charlestown, Box 450. Fire alarm circuit broke and 
fell in contact with high tension wire of the Charlestown 
Gas & Electric Company, current from this circuit 
grounding through fire alarm circuit, burning out fire 
alarm apparatus located on outside of school building. 

January 14, 7.10 p. m. Cross occurred between 
overhead high tension wires and telegraph wires, due 
to telegraph wires being in contact with gooseneck 
of series are street lighting lamp on Washington street 
at Erie street, Dorchester, and to breakdown of insula- 
tion of series are circuit at lamp in question. No damage 
except blowing of fuses in telegraph safety device at 
Mt. Bowdoin Station and at telegraph cable box at a 
point about a half mile outside of South Terminal 
Station. 

January 17, 6.50 a. m., 158 Tremont street. Members 
of Fire Department called on still alarm on account of 
breakdown in insulation of 100,000 c. m. service cable 
of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company entering 
basement from Mason street. Breakdown occurred 
where cable entered foundation wall. No damage 
except to cable. 

January 24, 3.06 p. m., Huntington avenue and Parker 
street, Police Signal Box No. 42, electrically charged. 
Trouble was due to high tension wire of the Edison 
Electric Lluminating Company being in contact with 
one of the pole steps, current grounding through pole, 
police signal box being charged thereby. Pole had just 
been installed, old pole being lashed to same and wires 
being partially transferred from one pole to the other. 

January 24, 4.19 p. m., 257-259 Hanover street. 
Burn-out occurred in underground service of the Edison 
Electric [luminating Company, capacity of 100,000 
c.m., entering basement. No damage except to service. 
Fire Department called on still alarm. 
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ACCIDENTS TO PERSONS DUE TO ELECTRICITY. 


March 17, about 3.30 p. m., Donald Jameson, residing 
ate 830 Sherman. street, Cambridge, a carpenter in the 
employ of F. F. Jonsburg Company, while at work 
at the L street station of the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company, received’ very severe and serious shocks and 
burns. It appears that Jameson, with his back in 
contact with a grounded iron soil pipe and with a brass 
bound rule in his left hand, inadvertently touched 
insulation of a cable carrying current at a potential of 
14,000 volts. Jameson’s head, at the time or during 
the time when rule was in contact with cable, was in 
contact with an iron overhead beam or hanger. In 
addition to severe shocks received, his left hand, back 
near shoulder where contact had been made with soil 
pipe, and his head where contact had been made with 
iron beam were badly burned. 

May 21, Edward M. Holton, one of the operators at 
the Stuart street station of the Edison Electric [lumina- 
ting Company, while attempting to paint. some of the 
iron framework on the rear of the extra high potential 
switch board, received severe burns about the face, head 
and arms and was thrown or fell to the floor uncon- 
scious, due to his coming in contact with or in too close 
proximity to a live disconnective switch on the lght- 
ning arrester circuit to one of their extra high potential 
circuits feeding through this board. 

_ June 25, about 9.40 p. m., William Ryan, Josiah Lacey, 
John W. Donahue and Michael Moriarty, all employees 
of the Quincy Market Cold Storage Warehouse, met with 
death, and Hugh Orr, Marshall Baxter, Thomas T. 
Powers and John J. Griffin, also employees of the same 
Company, were injured as a result.of shipper cable of 
electric elevator installation becoming © electrically 
charged, elevator being used at the time for the purpose 
of transporting butter to the floors above where acci- 
dents occurred. 

July 18, Boston & Maine Railroad Gompants property, 
Minot and Nashua streets.» William McDade, twenty- 
one years of age, residing at 1440 Eastern avenue, 
Malden, a plumber’s helper in the employ of the Boston 
& Maine Railroad, attempted to pass from the roof of 
electric power house of railroad to window of adjoining 
building, Freight House No. 6, the sill of which window 
was about 2 feet below the level of the power house

roof. In doing so he stepped down upon a crossarm 
carrying 2,300-volt alternating current wires, his foot 
coming in contact with one of the wires in question. 
McDade received serious shock, being unconscious for 
several hours after his removal to the hospital. He 
also received severe burns to left hand and forearm and 
left foot, hand and forearm being in contact with metal 
flashing. of roof at time of accident. 

September 9, F’.. Elvason, an employee of the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company, while at work cleaning 
commutator of a 60-kilowatt, 220-volt balancing set at 
the Salem street station of the Edison Electric Illumina- 
ting Company, received a burn to the right hand as a 
result of one of the brushes of machine becoming loose 
and coming in contact with frame of the machine. 

October 4, J. J. Tierney, residing at 48 Maverick 
street, East Boston, employed by the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company as assistant operator at their 
eighth station, Central square, East. Boston, received 
severe burns to right elbow and burns to knuckles of 
tight hand. While cleaning lightning arrester on circuit 
(dead at the time) he inadvertently struck his elbow 
against fuse terminal on primary side of potential 
transformer of an adjacent 6,900-volt circuit, the 
knuckles of his hand coming in contact with nearby 
grounded work. 

December 10, about 1 p. m., George E. Rogers, an 
employee of Thoner & Martens, electrical contractors, 
age thirty-seven, while running a wire at the thirty- 
sixth station of the Edison Electric Illuminating Com- 
pany, Allston, in the vicinity of so-called 13,000-volt 
circuit, received severe burns on face and arms as a 
result of short circuit due to his making contact with 
13,000-volt circuit referred to. 

December 29, 1.45 a. m., P. 5. Corbett, an employee 
of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, while 
making up a four-way joint in connection with service 
entering 13 Causeway street, received burns to both wrists 
and forearms as a result of short circuit caused by loose 
end of one of opposite polarity. Injuries not serious. 

January 24, 1915, Charles 8. Marshall, an assistant 
operator at the third station of the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company, received slight burn to his face 
as a result of short circuit caused by metal nozzle on a 
hose, which he was using in blowing dust from low 
tension bus bars, coming in contact with said bus bars.
